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INTRODUCTION 


This  volume  covers  the  final  years  during  which  the  United  States 
operated  under  the  Articles  of  Confederation.  In  the  next  to  last  session 
of  the  Assembly  here  recorded,  that  of  October,  1788,  the  Legislature 
elected  Senators  for  the  first  time  and  made  provision  for  the  popular 
choice  of  Represenitatives  to  the  first  Congress  (pp.  473-76).  In  accord- 
ance with  a resolution  of  the  old  Congress  under  the  Articles  of  Confed- 
eration, the  Assembly  chose  Presidential  electors  on  the  first  Wednesday 
in  January,  1788,  at  a special  session,  recorded  the  choice  of  Repre- 
sentatives recently  made  by  the  freemen,  and  passed  an  act  for  regulat- 
ing the  future  elections  of  Senators  and  Representatives  (pp.  495-98). 
Another  act  required  all  State  officers  to  take  an  oath  to  support  the 
new  Constitution  (p.  499)  and  a resolution  advanced  to  each  of  the 
new  Senators  and  Representatives  £150  for  expenses  (pp.  497-98). 
When  these  measures  had  been  passed  and  when  the  Electors  had 
met  at  Hartford  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  Felbruary  and  cast  their 
votes  f or  President  and  Vice  President,  the  State  had  completed  its  part 
in  putting  the  machinery  of  the  new  Federal  Government  in  motion. 
Before  the  next  Assembly  met  in  May,  1789,  Congress  had  assembled 
in  New  York  and  George  Washington  had  been  inaugurated  as  the  first 
President  of  the  United  States.  The  special  Assembly  session  of  Janu- 
ary, 1789,  is  therefore  a fitting  point  at  which  to  close  this  volume  of  the 
Connecticut  Records. 

The  part  which  the  State  played  in  the  drafting  and  adoption  of  the 
new  Constitution  was  limited  but  important.  Connecticut  was  not  repre- 
sented at  the  Annapolis  Convention  of  1786  which  called  for  a revision  of 
the  constitutional  framework,  and  consideraible  opposition  was  expressed 
in  the  Assembly  before  it  decided  to  send  delegates  to  the  Philadelphia 
Constitutional  Convention.*  The  men  finally  chosen,  William  Samuel 
Johnson,  Roger  Sherman,  and  Oliver  Ellsworth  (p.  292),  proved,  how- 
ever, to  be  adept  strategists  and  skillful  negotiators,  “a  superbly  coor- 
dinated political  team,”t  who  left  a permanent  impress  upon  the  frame- 
work of  our  National  Government.  It  was  these  three  who,  more  than 
any  others,  engineered  the  “Great  Compromise’’  or  “Connecticut  Com- 
promise” between  the  large  and  small  States,  which  provided  for  repre- 
sentation according  to  population  in  the  House  of  Representatives  and  for 
equal  representation  of  the  States  in  the  Senate.  Once  the  convention  had 
agreed  upon  the  Constitution  and  that  document  had  gone  to  the  States  for 
ratification,  Connecticut  swung  readily  into  line.  A series  of  newspaper 
articles,  signed  “Landholder”  but  actually  written  by  Oliver  Ellsworth, 
was  the  most  Impressive  weapon  in  the  local  campaign  for  ratification.

INTRODUCTION 


At  its  October  session,  1787,  the  Assembly  provided  for  elections  to  a 
State  Ratifying  Convention,  each  town  to  be  represented  by  the  same 
number  otf  delegates  as  it  was  entitled  to  send  to  the  Assembly  (p.  355). 
The  Ratifying  Convention  met  in  Hartford  on  Thursday,  January  3, 
1788,  and  after  full  discussion  voted  on  the  following  Wednesday,  Janu- 
ary 9,  to  ratify  the  Constitution.  The  “grand  question’"  passed  by  a 
vote  of  128  to  40,  or  better  than  3 to  1.  Such  opposition  as  appeared 
came  chiefly  from  rural  towns  in  New  Haven  County  and  from  country 
communities  in  the  northern,  northwestern,  and  northeastern  parts  of 
the  State.*  No  official  record  of  the  debates  or  proceedings  at  the  Con- 
vention is  known  to  have  been  made.  Some  of  the  newspapers  of  the 
State,  however,  printed  reports  of  some  of  the  sessions  with  long  para- 
phrases of  the  principal  speeches.  A few  of  the  speeches  were  also  repro- 
duced in  other  publications  soon  afterwards.  From  these  sources,  in  the 
absence  of  any  official  record,  the  editor  of  this  volume  has  put  together 
as  complete  a report  as  possible  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Ratifying  Con- 
vention, one  of  the  most  momentous  gatherings  in  the  history  of  Connecti- 
cut. It  appears  as  an  appendix  to  the  official  Records  of  the  State  (below, 
pp.  548-73). 

That  the  period  brought  to  a close  by  these  events  was  indeed  a “critical 
period,”  is  well  illustrated  in  the  Connecticut  records  here  printed.  Dur- 
ing much  of  the  time  business  obviously  was  at  a low  ebb.  Even  a casual 
reader  will  notice  the  very  large  number  of  insolvency  cases  and  the  many 
petitions  from  men  and  women  seeking  release,  even  temporarily,  from 
debtor’s  prison.  Inflation  of  the  currency,  decline  of  public  and  private 
credit,  interstate  barriers  to  trade,  and  other  consequences  of  the  recent 
vrar  and  of  an  inadequate  central  government  had  done  their  work. 
When  in  October,  1786,  the  Connecticut  Assembly  refused  point  blank  to 
comply  with  the  financial  requisition  of  Congress  (p.  232)  it  was  reflect- 
ing both  a business  condition  and  a public  attitude  toward  the  govern- 
ment at  large  that  was  common  throughout  the  States.  Under  the  pres- 
sure of  economic  distress  the  debtor  classes  everywhere,  and  especially  in 
parts  of  New  England,  sought  to  gain  relief  through  control  of  their 
State  governments.  They  succeeded  in  Rhode  Island  where  they  forced 
through  a legal-tender  act  and  other  measures  of  an  inflationary  or  radical 
nature.  In  Massachusetts  they  were  defeated,  whereupon  some  of  the 
more  desperate  among  them  adopted  a course  of  direct  action.  Shays’ 
Rebellion,  as  the  uprising  of  1786-87  in  western  Massachusetts  was  called, 
vvas  put  down  by  the  use  of  armed  force,  but  not  before  it  had  caused 
considerable  alarm  among  the  more  conservative  inhabitants  of  all  the 
northeastern  states.  In  Connecticut,  reports  of  an  insurgent  movement 
organized  secretly  at  Sharon  among  sympathizers  of  the  Massachusetts 
“rebels”  met  with  prompt  and  decisive  action  by  the  Assembly  (p.  294). 
The  ringleaders  were  arrested  and  the  conspiracy  was  broken  up.  Yet 
because  the  State  Records  show  in  general  only  the  positive  accomplish- 
ments of  the  Legislature,  this  volume  does  not  reflect  fully  the  vigorous

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but  successful  efforts  of  the  “soft  money’'  men  to  get  laws  similar  to  those 
in  Rhode  Island.  The  Connecticut  newspapers  of  the  time,  however, 
reported  at  some  length  debates  on  'legal-tender  bills  which  were  defeated, 
thus  demonstrating  that  the  Assembly  was  still  safely  in  the  control  of 
the  conservatives. 

In  spite  of  the  difficulties  through  which  Connecticut,  together  with  her 
s-ister  States,  was  passing,  it  would  be  a mistake  to  conclude  that  the  pic- 
ture was  all  dark.  There  were  signs,  even  before  the  drafting  of  the 
Federal  Constitution,  that  business  might  soon  improve  and  that  men 
endowed  with  a sufficient  share  of  daring  and  of  Yankee  ingenuity  might 
yet  find  profitable  outlet  for  their  energies.  While  many  men  were  being 
drawn  off  from  the  farms  of  their  native  State  by  the  prospects  of  more 
fertile  acres  in  the  frontier  regions  to  the  west  and  north,  others  sought 
to  advance  the  industrial  development  of  their  home  communities.  Begin- 
nings of  manufacturing  on  a minor  scale  had  appeared  in  Connecticut  even 
before  the  Revolution,  but  the  records  here  printed  suggest  that  the  real 
foundations  of  the  future  industrial  expansion  of  Connecticut  were  laid, 
in  part  at  least,  during  the  years  covered  by  this  volume.  In  1787,  1788, 
and  1789,  for  example,  the  State  undertook  to  give  encouragement  and 
support  to  a number  of  textile  manufacturers,'  who,  working  chiefly  in 
woolens,  proposed  to  use  some  of  the  new  machine  methods  which  were 
revolutionizing  the  industrial  life  of  Great  Britain.  In  the  cases  of 
most  of  these  pioneers  the  assistance  took  the  form  of  tax  exemption  for 
the  factory  and  its  personinel  for  a term  of  years  (pp.  406,  501)  ; in 
one  a limited  monopoly  was  offered  (p.  321)  ; in  another  the  company 
was  to  receive  for  a short  time  a bounty  from  the  public  treasury  for 
all  wool  yarn  spun  (p.  406)  ; and  in  still  another  the  State  authorized  a 
lottery,  the  prizes  in  which  were  to  equal  in  value  the  amounts  received 
and  were  to  be  paid  in  woolen  cloth  made  at  the  new  factory  (p.  323). 
In  January,  1789,  the  Legislature  incorporated  “The  Director,  Inspectors 
and  Company  of  the  Connecticut  Silk  Manufacturers”  at  Mansfield 
(p.  519).  The  fact  that  this  was  the  first  manufaoturing  company  to 
be  fully  and  formally  incorporated  in  the  United  States  gives  to  this 
act  of  the  Assembly  a special  place  in  American  industrial  history. 
While  little  attention  appears  to  have  been  given  during  these  years  to  the 
metal  industries,  which  were  later  tO'  play  so  prominent  a part  in  the 
economic  history  of  the  State,  one  of  the  acts  granting  tax  exemption 
to  a woolen  mill  carried  a rider  conferring  a similar  benefit  upon  all  iron 
works,  except  slitting  mills,  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Assembly  (p. 
407).  It  is  clear  that  Connecticut  was  beginning  to  be  conscious  of  the 
possibility  of  a prosperous  industrial  future. 

In  certain  other  respects  the  State  was  going  through  a limited  reor- 
ganization and  transformation  during  these  last  years  of  the  Critical 
Period.  Particularly  noticeable  in  the  records  is  a tendenc}^  toward  sub- 
division in  local  government.  Two  new  counties,  ^Middlesex  and  Tol- 
land, appeared  in  May  and  O'ctober,  1785,  respectively  (pp.  10^  93,  154), 
bringing  to  the  final  figure  of  eight  the  counties  of  the  State.  More 
striking  was  the  large  number  of  new  towns  set  off,  either  by  subdivid- 
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in^  an  older  town  or  by  combining  outlying  portions  of  two  or  more 
adjacent  towns  into  a new  political  entity.  During  the  nine  sessions  of 
the  Assembly  covered  in  this  volume,  no  less  than  twenty  towns  were 
incorporated.  They  were : Berlin,  East  Haven,  Bristol,  and  Thompson* 
in  1785;  Lisbon,  Hamden,  Brooklyn,  Franklin,  Warren,  Ellington,  Boz- 
rah,  Granby,  North  Haven,  Montville,  and  Hampton  in  1786;  South- 
bury,  Bethlehem  (or  Bethlem  as  it  was  called),  and  Weston  in  1787; 
Brookfield  in  1788;  and  Huntington  (now  Shelton)  in  the  January  ses- 
sion of  1789.  In  many  cases  the  division  of  towns  was  along  the  lines  of 
parish  or  ecclesiastical-society  boundaries,  with  one  or  perhaps  two  out- 
lying societies  of  an  older  town  forming  the  basis  of  the  new  town.  Thus 
the  place  which  the  church  society  held  in  the  evolution  of  local  gov- 
ernment in  Connecticut  can  be  clearly  seen.  And  the  process  of  that 
evolution  v/as  not  compileted,  for  the  records  show,  in  addition  to  the 
incorporation  of  new  towns,  the  simultaneous  creation  of  new  societies 
in  various  localities,  as  the  dispersions  and  regroupings  of  population 
continued. 

In  connection  with  its  wider  interests  the  State  also  took  some  sig- 
nificant steps  during  these  years.  The  “sea-to-sea”  Charter  of  1662 
gave  Connecticut  a claim  to  a strip  of  land  running  westward  through 
regions  later  claimed  by  other  colonies  or  states.  So  far  as  New  York 
was  concerned  the  issue  had  been  settled  quite  early  in  the  Colonial 
Period.  The  dispute  with  Pennsylvania  (as  far  west  as  the  western 
boundary  of  that  State)  had  been  settled  in  favor  of  the  Quaker  State  in 
1783  by  a Congressional  adjudication  under  the  provisions  of  the  Articles 
of  Confederation. f Beyond  the  established  western  line  ol  Pennsyl- 
vania, Connecticut  still  asserted  her  right  to  a strip  as  wide  as  her  own 
greatest  width  running  to  the  Mississippi  River,  the  farthest  boundary 
of  the  United  States.  Other  states,  notably  Virginia,  had  surrendered 
to  the  Federal  Government  their  claims  to  the  lands  north  and  northwest 
of  the  Ohio  River,  and  pressure  was  now  being  brought  to  bear  upon 
Connecticut  to  do  the  same,  in  order  that  Congress  might  provide  f or  the 
settlement  and  government  of  the  region.  After  negotiations  on  the 
terms  of  cession  stretching  over  more  than  two  years,  the  Connecticut 
Assembly  authorized  its  delegates  in  Congress,  in  May,  1786,  to  surrender 
to  the  United  States  all  “right,  title,  interest,  jurisdiction,  and  claim”  of 
the  State  to  its  western  lands,  with  the  exception  of  a tract  running  from 
the  Pennsylvania  line  for  120  miles  west  (p.  171 ) . In  the  next  Assembly 
the  State  began  to  take  steps  for  selling  to  private  individuals  the  lands 
in  its  Western  Reserve  (p.  237).  It  was  only  in  1795,  well  beyond  the 
close  of  this  volume,  that  Connecticut  disposed  of  all  its  lands  in  the 
Reserve  and  only  in  1800  that  it  finally  surrendered  jurisdiction  over  the 
Western  Reserve  to  the  United  States.  The  ambitions  of  the  State  for 
a colonial  region  of  its  own  died  slowly. 

Apart  from  some  of  these  issues  of  fairly  general  concern,  readers  of

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this  volume  will  find  their  attention  drawn  to  a variety  of  lesser  matters 
depending',  naturally,  in  each  case  upon  the  special  interests  of  the  individ- 
ual. This  introduction  can  properly  only  point  out  a few  of  these.  In 
view  of  the  problems  confronting  the  nation  at  the  time  when  this  is 
written,  there  is  likely  to  be  special  interest  in  the  veterans’  legislation 
adopted  during  the  years  following  the  Revolution.  Congress  passed  a 
resolution  in  June,  1785,  to  which  Connecticut  conformed  by  legislation  of 
October,  1786,  and  May,  1788  (pp.  234,  407),  which  provided  that  officers 
totally  disabled  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States  were 
to  receive  pensions  equal  to  one  half  their  service  pay.  Enlisted  men 
(including  non-commissioned  officers)  totally  disabled  were  to  receive 
pensions  up  to  a maximum  of  five  dollars  per  nionth.  In  the  cases  of 
both  groups  pensions  in  proportionate  amounts  were  to  be  awarded  for 
partial  disability  of  a service  origin.  The  Connecticut  measures  of  1786 
and  1788  set  up  the  procedure  for  establishing  claims  and  extended  the 
benefits  of  the  laws  to  those  disabled  in  the  military  service  of  the  State 
as  well  as  those  injured  in  the  service  of  the  United  States.  The  records 
also  contain  several  items  in  which  Connecticut  gave  effect  to  a Congres- 
sional resolution  of  1780  providing  half -pay  for  seven  years  to  the  widows 
or  orphans  of  officers  dying  in  the  military  service  {e.  g.  p.  126). 

There  are  several  items  of  interest  in  the  field  of  social  history.  A 
clue  to  the  attitude  of  the  times  on  recreational  matters,  for  example, 
is  given  by  an  act  f orbidding  the  playing  of  billiards  and  banning  even 
the  keeping  of  a billiard  table  in  any  house  in  the  State  (p.  229).  More 
important,  of  course,  in  the  development  of  public  attitudes  was  the  act  of 
1788  debarring  all  Connecticut  residents  from  engaging  in  the  slave 
trade  (p.  472).  This  act  followed  closely  the  passage  of  similar  meas- 
ures in  neighboring  states  and  was  largely  a consequence  of  earnest  efforts 
by  Quakers  and  other  early  humanitarians  to  put  an  end  to  a barbarous 
and  disgraceful  traffic. 

Those  interested  in  legal  as  well  as  social  history  and  those  who  still 
think  of  eighteenth-century  New  England  as  living  by  an  extremely  nar- 
row and  illiberal  legal  code  might  well  take  note  of  the  number  of  divorce 
cases  in  this  volume.  While  Connecticut  law  at  this  time  gave  the  Supe- 
rior Court  cognizance  of  divorce,  the  Assembly,  as  the  descendant  of  the 
“High  Court  of  Parliament,”  continued  to  exercise  a power  which  it  had 
wielded  since  the  middle  of  the  seventeenth  century  of  occasionally  dis- 
solving the  marriage  tie  by  legislative  act.  The  Superior  Court  was 
restricted  to  granting  divorce  for  a limited  number  of  causes  only;  adul- 
tery, fraudulent  contract,  wilful  desertion  for  three  years  with  total 
neglect  of  duty,  and  absence  for  seven  years  without  the  absent  party 
being  heard  from  in  that  time.*  The  Assembly,  however,  seems  not  to 
have  considered  itself  quite  so  narrowly  bound.  During  the  nine  ses- 
sions covered  in  this  volume  the  legislature  granted  six  divorces  and 
refused  one.  Four  of  the  successful  plaintiffs  brought  charges  clearly  or 
probably  within  the  terms  of  the  statute  (pp.  87,  208,  457,  530),  but

cases  in  the  Superior  Court  see  John  T.  Farrell  ed.,  The  Superior  Court  Diary  of  William  Samuel

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two  husbands  were  granted  divorces  merely  on  rather  general  grounds 
of  the  unconjugal'  behavior  of  their  wives  (pip.  206,  335).  Even 
though  these  charges  included  accusations  of  threats  or  attempts  upon  the 
husbands’  lives,  they  certainly  did  not  come  within  the  grounds  upon 
which  the  Superior  Court  was  allowed  to  grant  divorces.  The  evidence 
of  comparative  liberalism  which  the  Assembly  gave  by  its  treatment 
of  these  cases  should  help  to  correct  the  still  somewhat  false  idea  which 
many  people  have  of  eighteenth-century  puritanism.  Even  though  senti- 
ment in  Connecticut  could  still  support  an  act  forbidding  billiards  as  a 
danger  to  the  moral  health  of  the  people,  the  Assembly  was  prepared  to 
take  a much  more  tolerant  and  even  “modern”  stand  on  such  an  import- 
ant question  as  divorce.  Items  such  as  these  suggest  the  wisdom  of 
avoiding  sweeping  generalizations  in  writing  about  social  attitudes  in 
eighteenth-century  Connecticut.

The  records  of  the  Assembly  printed  in  this  volume  consist  of  pages 
263-527  of  Volume  III  and  pages  1-146  of  Volume  IV  of  the  manuscript 
State  Records  of  Connecticut.  There  are  also  printed  the  first  35  pages 
of  a new  manuscript  volume  called  “Book  of  Records  of  the  Resolves  & 
other  Doings  of  the  Governor  & Council  of  the  State  of  Connecticut 
begun  in  May  Session  A.D.  1785.”  The  latter  are  records  of  various 
executive  actions  taEen  by  the  Governor  and  Council  and,  although  they 
deal  with  very  different  matters,  they  may  be  said  to  take  the  place  of 
the  records  of  the  Council  of  Safety,  the  printing  of  which  was  brought 
to  a conclusion  in  Volume  V of  this  series. 

It  may  be  worth  while  to  point  out  just  what  the  “State  Records”  are 
and  are  not.  In  brief,  they  are  the  records  of  the  positive  actions  of  the 
General  Assembly  at  each  session.  They  are  in  no  sense  a journal  of  the 
day-iby-day  proceedings  of  either  house  of  the  legislature ; much  less  are 
they  reports  of  debates  before  a deliberative  body.  The  journal  of  the 
Lower  House  is  in  manuscript  in  the  State  Library  in  Hartford;  no 
legislative  journa'l  of  the  Upper  House  is  known  to  exist  for  this  period. 
There  were  no  official  reports,  stenographic  or  otherwise,  of  the  debates 
and  speeches.  At  about  this  time,  however,  the  newspapers  of  the  State 
began  to  adopt  fairly  regularly  a practise — only  occasionally  indulged  in 
before — of  printing  their  own  reports  of  speeches  and  debates,  either 
condensed  and  paraphrased,  or  ostensibly  reproduced  in  full.  In  many 
cases  a report  printed  in  one  paper  was  reprinted  without  change  within 
a week  or  so  in  some  of  the  other  papers  of  the  State.  The  editor  has 
examined  the  files  of  four  leading  newspapers  of  the  period,  the  Con- 
necticut Courant  (Hartford),  The  Connecticut  Journal  (New  Haven), 
the  New  Haven  Gazette  (later  the  New  Haven  Gazette  and  Connecticut 
Magazine) , and  the  Connecticut  Gazette  (New  London),  and  has  indi- 
cated by  appropriate  footnotes  what  speeches,  debates,  or  proceedings  are 
reported  in  these  papers. 

Attention  should  also  be  called  to  another  body  of  supplementary  mate- 
rial. The  papers  of  the  Assembly,  consisting  of  petitions,  memorials, 
reports  of  committees,  etc.,  were  all — theoretically  at  least — ^preserved. 
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Those  extant  are  bound  in  the  collection  known  as  ‘‘  Connecticut  Archives” 
in  the  State  Library.  They  are  arranged  in  various  series  according  to 
subject  matter.  The  volumes  most  pertinent  to  the  Assembly  records  of

An  Act  vesting  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled  with  Power  to 
regulate  the  Commerce  of  the  United  States. 

Whereas  the  United  States  in  Congress  Assembled  on  the  thirtieth 
Day  of  April  1784,  recommended  to  the  several  States  to  vest  Congress 
with  certain  Powers  for  the  Purpose  of  enabling  them  to  secure  to  the 
Citizens  of  the  United  States  reciprocal  Advantages  in  their  Commerce 
with  foreign  Nations*  and  the  same  having  been  duely  considered  and 
deliberated  upon — 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  the  United 
States  in  Congress  Assembled  be  and  hereby  are  vested  with  full  Powers 
\ and  Authority  for  the  Term  of  fifteen  Years  next  ensuingf  to  prohibit 
I any  Goods  Wares  or  Merchandize  f rom  being  Imported  into  or  exported 
/ from  this  State  in  Vessels  belonging  to  or  navigated  by  the  Subjects  of 
/ any  foreign  Power  with  whom  the  United  States  shall  not  have  formed 
1 Treaties  of  Commerce,  and  to  prohibit  the  Subjects  of  any  foreign  State 
Kingdoms  or  Empire  unless  Authorized  by  Treaty  from  Importing  into 
this  State  any  Goods  Wares  or  Merchandize  which  are  not  the  produce 
or  Manufacture  of  the  Dominions  of  the  Sovereign  whose  Sub j ects  they 
are,  and  to  take  proper  Measures  for  carrying  the  same  into  effect. 

Provided  that  to  all  Acts  of  the  United  States  in  Congress  Assembled 
in  pursuance  of  the  above  Powers,  the  Assent  of  nine  States  shall  be 
necessary. 

Provided  also  that  this  Act  shall  not  take  effect  untill  ten  States  in  the 
, Union  shall  have  passed  Acts  vesting  Congress  with  simular  Powers, 
and  that  the  prohibitions  that  shall  be  made,  extend  alike  to  all  States. 

An  Act  for  erecting  and  constituting  a County. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same.  That  the

and  Chatham,  be  and  they  are  hereby  Constituted  a distinct  County  by 
the  Name  of  the  County  of  Middlesex,  And  there  sliall  be  held  in  said 
County  a Superior  Court  in  Middletown  on  the  last  Tuesday  of  July,  and 
at  Haddam,  on  the  last  Tuesday  of  January  annually,  and  a Court  of

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  that  in  future 
the  Meeting  of  the  Freemen  in  the  several  Towns  in  the  County  of  Mid- 
dlesex for  the  Purposes  in  said  Act  mentioned,  shall  be  on  the  first  Mon- 
day after  the  first  Tjuesday  of  April,  and  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  Sep- 
tember annually. 

An  Act  for  laying  an  Excise  on  sundry  Articles  of  Consumption  within 
this  State. 

Whereas  it  is  necessary  in  Order  to  establish  Funds  for  the  Payment 
of  the  Interest,  and  to  support  the  value  and  Credit  of  Public  Securities, 
that  Measures  be  adopted  and  pursued  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  Mode 
of  Taxation  within  this  State. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  there  shall 
continue  to  be  an  Excise  collected  on  Goods,  Wares  and  Merchandize 
sold  by  Retail  or  consumed  in  this  State  as  by  Law  heretofore  granted 
viz  On  every  Gallon  of  foreign  Wine,  nine  Pence ; on  every  Gallon  of 
foreign  Brandy  sixpence ; on  every  Gallon  of  foreign  Geneva  sixpence, 
on  every  Gallon  of  West  India  Rum  six  pence,  on  every  Gallon  of  New 
England  or  Country  Rum  four  Pence,  on  all  other  distilled  Spirits  four 
pence  per  Gallon,  on  all  Imported  Malt  Liquors  six  pence  per  Gallon  on 
each  Pound  of  Imported  Snuff  six  pence,  on  each  Pound  of  Bohea  Tea 
four  Pence,  on  all  other  Kinds  of  India  Tea,  One  shilling  and  six  pence 
per  Pound ; on  each  Pound  of  Coffee  one  penny  on  each  Pound  of 
Imported  Chocolate  two  Pence ; on  each  Pound  of  Imported  Loaf  Sugar 
two  pence;  on  each  Pound  of  Brown  Sugar  half  penny,  on  every  Bushell 
of  foreign  Salt  three  Pence,  and  on  all  other  Goods  Wares  and  Mer- 
chandize not  the  Growth  or  Manufacture  of  this  or  the  United  States  of 
America,  two  and  an  half  per  Cent,  on  the  value  thereof  in  lawfull  Money 
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at  the  Time  the  same  shall  be  purchased  by  the  Person  or  Persons  who 
shall  Retail  the  same.  And  that  all  Sales  made  in  this  State  of  Imported 
Wines  or  other  distilled  Spirits  by  less  Quantity  than  forty  Gallons ; of 
Bohea  Tea  by  less  quantity  than  seventy  five  Pounds;  of  other  Teas  by 
less  Quantity  than  fifty  Pounds;  of  Coffee  by  less  quantity  than  One 
Hundred  Pounds  neet  Weight;  of  Imported  Chocolate  by  less  quantity 
than  fifty  Pounds;  of  Imported  Loaf  Sugar  by  less  quantity  than  One 
Hundred  Pounds  neat  Weight;  of  other  Imported  Sugars  by  less  Quan- 
tity than  two  Hundred  Gross  Weight;  and  of  Imported  Salt  by  less 
quantity  than  thirty  Bushels  at  one  Time  And  that  all  Sales  of  all  other 
kind  of  Goods  or  Articles  subjected  to  an  Excise  by  this  Act  as  aforesaid 
made  by  any  Quantity  except  to  Retailers  in  this  State  duely  Licenced 
as  is  herein  after  provided  and  except  also  Goods  sold  to  Inhabitants  of 
other  States  to  the  amount  of  fifty  Pounds  lawful!  Money  at  one  Time, 
shall  be  considered  as  selling  by  Retail  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act 
to  every  Intent  and  purpose.  And  the  County  Courts  in  each  County 
shall  appoint  a Collector  from  Time  to  Time  as  Occasion  shall  require 
to  Collect  ,said  Excise,  And  each  Collector  so  appointed  shall  be  sworn  to 
a faithful!  Discharge  of  his  Office,  and  also  become  bound  with  one  or 
more  of  sufficient  Sureties  Freeholders  and  Inhabitants  of  this  State, 
before  such  County  Court  or  any  one  of  the  Judges  thereof,  in  a Recog- 
nizance of  two  thousand  Pounds  lawfull  Money  to  the  Treasurer  of  this 
State,  Conditioned  that  such  Collector  shall  well  and  faithfully  execute 
and  perform  his  said  Office,  according  to  Law,  and  make  good  all  Dam- 
ages that  shall  accrue  to  this  State  by  means  of  his  Failure  therein,  which 
Bond  shall  be  entered  on  the  Records  of  such  County  Court.  And  such 
Collector  so  appointed  and  qualified,  shall  have  full  Power  and  Authority 
to  appoint  one  or  more  Deputy  or  Deputies  under  him  from  Time  to 
Time  as  shall  be  needfull,  And  such  Deputies  shall  likewise  be  sworn  to 
a faithfull  Discharge  of  said  Office;  And  each  such  Collector  is  hereby 
Authorized  and  directed  either  by  himself  or  his  Deputy  to  demand  Col- 
lect and  receive  all  the  Excise  aforesaid  within  their  respective  Counties, 
and  each  such  Collector  shall  be  accountable  for  the  Doings  of  his  Depu- 
ties in  said  Office,  and  is  hereby  Authorized  and  Impowered  to  call  his 
said  Deputies  or  any  of  them  to  account  for  all  iMoneys  or  Securities  by 
them  so  Collected  when  he  shall  think  proper.  And  each  Collector 
appointed  by  the  County  Court  and  qualified  as  aforesaid,  shall  render  to 
the  Treasurer  of  this  State  a true  Account  of  all  his  Doings  in  said 
Office,  and  of  all  the  Moneys  Collected,  and  securities  received  on  the 
Articles  aforesaid  by  him  and  his  Deputies,  by  virtue  of  this  Act,  once 
in  six  Months  and  oftner  if  required.  And  the  Fee  or  Reward  of  such 
Collector  or  his  Deputy  shall  be  seven  and  a half  per  Cent  on  all  Monies 
by  him  Collected  and  paid  according  to  the  directions  of  this  Act.  And 
it  shall  be  the  Duty  of.  each  such  Collector  and  Deputy  Collector  to  make 
diligent  enquiry  after  all  Goods  or  Articles  subject  to  the  Payment  of 
Excise  within  their  respective  Counties,  and  to  demand  of  every  Retailer 
Tavern  Keeper  or  other  Person  or  Persons  whatsoever  by  the  first  Day 
of  October  next,  and  as  often  as  once  in  six  Months  afterwards,  a true 
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Manifest  in  Writing  under  Oath  containing  an  Invoice  under  his  or  their 
Hands  of  all  Articles  subject  to  the  Payment  of  Excise  as  aforesaid, 
which  such  Person  or  Persons  shall  have  consumed  or  sold  by  Retail 
directly  or  indirectly  subsequent  to  the  first  Day  of  January  1785,  with 
their  quantity  and  Quality  expressed,  and  the  Prices  annexed,  which  they 
Cost  such  Retailer  or  Consumer,  except  of  Goods  and  Articles  which 
they  purchased  by  Retail  in  this  State  or  on  which  he  or  they  have  before 
paid  or  secured  to  be  paid  the  Excise  aforesaid,  which  Oath  may  be 
admini'stred  by  such  Collector  his  Deputy,  or  by  any  Assistant  or  Justice 
of  the  Peace  as  follows  viz. 

You  swear  by  the  Name  of  the  everliving  God,  that  the  Manifest  You 
have  now  made  contains  a full  and  true  Account  of  all  Goods  Wares 
and  Merchandize,  except  the  Growth  and  Manufacture  of  this  State  or 
some  of  the  United  States  of  America,  which  since  the  first  Day  of  Janu- 
ary 1785  have  been  sold  or  consumed  by  or  for  You  or  on  Your  Account 
directly  or  indirectly,  and  of  their  Quantity  and  quality,  and  the  Prices 
they  Cost  You ; except  Articles  You  purchased  by  Retail  in  this  State,  or 
on  which  You  have  before  paid  or  secured  to  be  paid  the  Excise  granted 
and  laid  by  this  State,  except  also  any  of  the  following  Articles  sold  by 
You  to  any  Person  or  Traders  in  Company  to  the  following  amount  at 
one  Time  viz  of  Imported  Wine  or  distilled  Spirits  forty  Gallons  or 
more:  Bohea  Tea  seventy  five  Pounds  or  more  other  Teas  fifty  Pounds 
or  more;  Coffee  one  hundred  Pounds  neat  Weight  or  more;  imported 
Chocolate  fifty  Pounds  or  more  Imported  Loaf  Sugar,  One  Hundred 
Pounds  neat  Weight  or  more,  other  Imported  Sugars  two  hundred  Gross 
weight  or  more,  or  Imported  Salt  thirty  Bushels  or  more  and  except 
also  any  other  Articles  you  have  sold  either  to  Inhabitants  of  other 
States  to  the  amount  of  fifty  Pounds  lawfull  Money  in  the  whole  at  one 
Time,  or  of  any  Quantity  to  licenced  Retailers  in  this  State,  who  had  and 
produced  at  the  Time  of  such  Sales  to  them  a written  Licence  to  Retail ; 
under  the  Hand  of  an  Assistant  or  Justice  of  the  Peace  and  then  in  force 
according  to  Your  best  knoledge  and  Beleif  ...  So  help  You  God. 

And  that  such  Persons  as  desire  to  be  Retailers  of  any  or  all  of  the 
Articles  subjected  to  the  Payment  of  Excise  by  this  Act  shall  before  they 
or  any  of  them  retail  any  of  those  Articles  obtain  a Licence  before  some 
Assistant  or  Justice  of  the  Pe?ice  in  the  same  County  and  shall  become 
bound  before  such  Assistant  or  Justice  of  the  Peace  with  sufficient  surety 
in  a Recognizance  of  two  hundred  Pounds  lawfull  Money  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  this  State  that  sucli  Retailer  shall  duely  observe  and  keep  all  the 
Laws  of  this  State,  that  are  or  shall  be  made  respecting  the  Excise  on 
any  Articles  whatever,  and  shall  render  whenever  demanded  to  such 
Collector  or  Deputy  a Just  and  true  Account  and  Manifest  upon  Oath 
of  all  the  Articles  which  such  Retailer  shall  then  be  holden  for  the 
Payment  of  Excise  upon  by  virtue  of  this  Act,  and  pay  the  Excise 
thereon  to  such  Collector,  which  Licence  shall  Continue  in  force  one 
Year  and  no  Longer  from  the  Date  thereof ; And  such  Assistant  or 
Justice  of  the  Peace  shall  transmit  a Copy  of  such  Licence  and  Bond 
to  the  Collector  of  Excise  in  the  County,  and  his -fees  for  granting 
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Licence  and  taking  Bond  as  aforesaid  shall  be  three  shillings  lawfull 
Money,  and  for  an  attested  Copy  thereof  one  shilling  and  sixpence  to 
be  paid  by  such  Retailer,  That  no  Retailer  licenced  as  aforesaid  except 
licenced  Tavernkeepers,  shall  directly  or  indirectly  sell  a less  quantity 
of  the  Liquors  aforesaid  than  one  Quart  or  suffer  the  same  to  be  drank 
in  ihis  House  or  Store  or  their  appendages  under  the  same  Penalties  by 
Law  Provided  against  selling  Strong  Liquors  without  Licence ; That 
all  Innholders  or  Taverners  upon  taking  out  Licence  shall  also  give  Bond 
accordingly  to  the  Tenor  of  this  Act  before  an  Assistant  or  Justice  of 
the  Peace  besides  the  Bonds  given  at  the  County  Court,  And  in  Case 
any  Retailer  of  any  of  the  Articles  aforesaid  Subject  to  the  Payment  of 
Excise  or  any  Innholder  or  other  Person  or  Persons  shall  refuse  or 
neglect  to  give  in  an  Account  under  Oath  in  manner  and  form  as  the 
said  Collectors  and  their  Deputies  are  herein  before  enjoined  to  demand, 
in  a reasonable  Time  after  demand  made  as  aforesaid  or  shall  render  a 
false  Account,  such  Retailer  Innholder  or  other  Person  or  Persons  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of  one  hundred  Pounds  lawfull  Money  one 
half  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State,  and  the  other  half  tO'  such  Collector 
or  Deputy  or  any  other  Person  who  shall  prosecute  the  same  to  effect 
in  any  Court  proper  to  try  the  same  and  shall  be  adjudged  incapable  of 
holding  or  receiving  any  Licence  to  Retail  any  Goods  Wares  or  Mer- 
chandize or  to  keep  a Tavern  or  House  of  entertainment  within  this 
State.  And  when  any  Retailer  of  any  of  the  Articles  aforesaid,  or 
any  Innholder  or  other  Person  shall  desire  it  such  Collector  or  his  Deputy 
may  take  good  security  for  such  Excise  payable  to  the  Treasurer  of 
this  State  in  one  Month  with  Interest  untill  paid.  And  it  shall  be  the 
Duty  of  such  Collector  to  see  that  all  such  Securities  taken  by  him  or 
his  Deputy  be  duely  Collected,  and  on  failure  thereof  to  put  the  same 
in  Suit  by  Attachment  or  otherwise,  and  pursue  the  same  to  final  Judg- 
ment by  himself  or  Attorney,  and  shall  be  accountable  for  his  Doings  to 
this  State.  That  when  a Collector  of  Excise  or  his  Deputy  shall  suspect 
any  Person  hath  purchased  or  otherwise  procured  in  order  to  be  Used 
in  his  Family  or  Business  in  this  State  any  of  the  Articles  subjected  by 
Law  to  the  Payment  of  Excise  except  Articles  purchased  by  Retail,  it 
shall  be  the  Duty  of  such  Collector  or  Deputy  to  apply  to  such  Person 
for  an  Account  under  Oath  of  all  such  Articles  he  hath  so  supplied  him- 
self with  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  to  demand  the  Excise  thereon. 
And  upon  refusal  to  exhibit  such  Account  on  Oath  and  pay  the  Excise 
which  Oath  such  Collector  or  Deputy  is  hereby  Impowered  to  administer 
lie  shall  take  out  a Warrant  from  a Justice  of  the  Peace  to  summon  such 
Person  to  appear  before  him  giving  the  Usual  Notice  as  in  other  Cases, 
and  render  such  Account  on  Oath  and  pay  such  Duty  accordingly,  and 
upon  refusal  to  appear  and  give  such  Account  and  pay  the  Excise,  it 
shall  be  the  Duty  of  such  Justice  to  give  Judgment  for  any  Sum  that 
he  shall  think  Just  and  reasonable  not  exceeding  the  Sum  of  five  Pounds 
and  Cost. 

And  be  if  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  That  if  any 
Person  or  Persons  whatsoever  shall  sell  by  Retail  within  this  State  any 
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of  the  Articles  subjected  by  this  Act  to  the  Payment  of  Excise  without 
Licence  as  aforesaid  first  had  and  obtained,  such  Person  or  Persons 
shall  forfeit  double  the  Value  of  the  Articles  sold ; one  half  to  him  that 
shall  sue  for  and  prosecute  the  same  to  effect,  and  the  other  half  to  the 
Treasurer  of  this  State,  and  shall  also  pay  a fine  of  fifty  Pounds  for  the 
Use  of  this  State. 

Aiid  he  it  further.  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  that  the  Col- 
lectors of  Excise  shall  upon  their  rendering  their  Accounts  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  State  agreeable  to  the  provision  of  this  Act  take  a Certificate 
from  the  Treasurer  of  their  having  so  done  and  lodge  the  Same  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  County  Court  in  the  County  to  which  they  respectively 
belong  within  one  Month  from  the  Time  of  taking  the  same,  on  pain  of 
forfeiting  the  Penalty  of  their  said  Bonds,  And  it  shall  be  the  Duty  of  the 
States  Attorneys  in  their  respective  Counties  to  enquire  after  such  Cer- 
tificates and  to  prosecute  all  delinquent  Collectors  for  Breach  of  this 
Act;  And  all  Collectors  and  their  Deputies  appointed  by  virtue  of  this 
Act  and  all  other  informing  Officers  are  hereby  enjoined  to  inform 
against  and  due  presentment  make  of  all  Breaches  of  the  same. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  all  Monies 
raised  by  Excise  by  Virtue  of  this  Act  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
pledged  and  secured  in  the  first  instance  for  Payment  of  the  annual  Inter- 
est of  such  Moneys  as  have  been  or  may  be  procured  on  Loan  by  Order 
of  this  Assembly. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  an  Act 
iTeretofore  pas'sed,  Entituled  An  Act  for  laying  an  Excise  on  sundry 
Articles  of  consumption  within  this  State,  and  a subsequent  Act  in  addi- 
tion thereto  made  and  passed  in  May  1784,*  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Provided  nevertheless  that  all  appointments  of  Collectors  and  their 
Deputies  and  all  Licences  granted  under  said  former  Acts,  shall  remain 
and  continue  to  be  in  force  for  the  Time  for  which  they  were  made  or 
granted  to  every  intent  and  purpose  as  if  made  and  granted  under  this 
Act  And  that  any  Suit  or  Prosecution  commenced  or  Right  of  Action 
or  Prosecution  which  has  accrued  under  said  former  Acts  may  be 
proceeded  upon  and  pursued  to  Judgment  and  execution  in  the  same 
manner  as  they  might  have  been  had  not  such  Repeal  taken  place. 

An  Act  in  further  addition  to  and  alteration  of  an  Act  for  Levying  and 
Collecting  a Duty  on  certain  Articles  of  Goods  Wares  and  Merchandize 
imported  into  this  State  by  Land  or  Water.f 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  if  any 
Goods  Ware  and  Merchandize  on  which  by  said  Act  a Duty  is  payable, 
that  are  the  Property  of  any  Cityzen  or  Citizens  of  this  State  solely,  or  of 
any  Citizen  or  Citizens  of  this  State,  and  of  a Person  or  Persons  not 
Citizens  of  this  State  Jointly  as  Merchants  in  Company,  and  by  such

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Person  or  Persons  Imported  into  any  other  of  the  United  States  from 
any  foreign  Port  or  Place,  shall  be  Imported  from  such  State  into  this 
State,  such  Goods  Wares  and  Merchandize,  shall  be  exempted  from  the 
Payment  of  the  Duty  Imposed  by  said  Act. 

Provided  any  Owner  of  such  Goods  shall  declare  upon  Oath  and  shew 
also  by  such  other  satisfactory  Evidence  as  the  nature  of  the  Case  will 
admit  of  to  the  Naval  Officer  or  Collector  of  the  County  into  which  the 
same  shall  be  imported  within  forty  eight  Hours  after  being  Imported, 
that  such  Goods  Wares  and  Merchandize  are  the  Property  of  some 
Citizen  or  Citizens  of  this  State  solely  or  the  property  of  some  Citizen  or 
Citizens  of  this  State  and  some  other  Person  or  Persons  not  Citzens  of 
this  State  Jointly  as  Merchants  in  Company,  and  were  by  him  or  them 
bona  fide  Imported  from  some  foreign  Port  or  Place  not  within  the 
United  States  of  America,  and  that  they  were  Imported  from  such  for- 
eign Port  or  Place  with  Intent  and  design  to  be  Imported  into  this  State 
before  offered  or  exposed  to  Sale,  and  that  the  same  have  not  directly 
or  indirectly  in  whole  or  in  part  been  paid  for  or  Contracted  to  be  paid 
for  to  or  for  the  Use  of  any  Person  or  Persons  belonging  to  or  residing 
in  any  other  of  the  said  United  States,  and  that  no  Duty  hath  been  paid 
or  secured  to  be  paid  therein  in  any  other  of  the  said  States  which 
declaration  upon  Oath  shall  be  according  to  the  Deponents  best  knoledge 
and  beleif.  And  such  NaA^al  Officer  or  Collector  is  hereby  Impowered 
to  administer  such  Oath  accordingly. 

And  he  it  further  Enacted  That  from  and  after  the  twentieth  Day  of 
July  next  there  shall  be  paid  instead  of  a Duty  of  five  per  Cent  payable 
by  said  Act,  a Duty  of  six  per  Cent  ad  valorem  at  the  Time  and  Place 
of  Importation,  any  Thing  in  said  former  Act  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. 

And  he  it  further  Enacted  hy  the  Authority  aforesaid  That  in  the 
Counties  of  Hartford  Windham  and  Litchfield  there  shall  after  the  20^^^ 
Day  of  July  next  be  appointed  by  the  County  Courts  of  said  respective 
Counties  a Collector  of  Impost  who  shall  give  Bond  and  be  sworn  accord- 
ing to  the  requirements  of  said  Act,  And  the  Collector  so  appointed  shall 
have  Power  to  appoint  a Deputy  in  any  or  each  of  the  Towns  at  his  dis- 
cretion within  the  County  for  which  he  is  appointed.  And  such  Deputy 
shall  take  the  Oath  by  said  Act  provided  to  be  taken  by  Collectors  and 
shall  have  the  same  Powers  and  Authorities  within  the  Town  for  which 
he  is  appointed,  which  Collectors  appointed  by  said  Act  are  invested 
with.  And  the  Collectors  of  said  Counties  of  Hartford  Windham  and 
Litchfield,  and  the  respective  Naval  Officers  in  this  State  shall  once  in 
six  Months  account  with  the  Treasurer  of  this  State,  according  to  the 
Provisions  of  said  Act  and  the  Time  limited  in  the  Bonds  given  by  such 
Collectors  for  accounting  shall  be  once  in  six  Months,  any  Thing  in  said 
Act  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

And  he  it  further  Enacted  hy  the  Authority  aforesaid,  That  the  Naval 
Officers  within  and  for  the  Counties  of  New  Haven  New  London,  Fair- 
field  and  Middlesex  shall  respectively  have  Power  at  their  discretion  to 
appoint  one  Deputy  in  each  of  the  Towns  within  their  respective 
Counties. 
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Provided  nevertheless,  That  the  Naval  Officer  for  the  Port  of  Nor- 
wich shall  not  have  Power  to  appoint  a Deputy  in  any  other  Town  save 
Norwich  and  Preston.  And  the  Deputies  so  appointed  shall  take  the 
Oath  which  Collectors  by  said  Act  are  directed  to  take,  and  shall  within 
the  respective  Towns  for  which  they  are  appointed,  have  the  same 
Powers  and  Authorities  which  by  said  Act  Collectors  are  invested  with ; 
And  the  Collectors  which  by  this  Act  are  to  be  appointed,  and  the  Naval 
Officers  shall  be  respectively  accountable  for  their  Deputies,  And  that 
every  Person  Importing-  any  Articles  by  Land  into  any  of  the  Towns  in 
the  Counties  of  Fairfield  New  Haven  New  London  and  Middlesex  shall 
exhibit  to  the  Naval  Officer  or  his  Dejputy  in  such  County,  the  Original 
Invoice  of  such  Articles  or  Price  at  which  he  purchased  them,  and  make 
Proof  of  the  same  as  is  Provided  in  said  former  Act  in  Cases  of  Goods 
Imported  by  Water. 

And  he  it  further  Enacted,  That  if  any  Naval  Officer  Collector  or 
Deputy  shall  receive  any  Manifest  or  Invoice  which  by  Law  are  to  be 
proved  by  Oath,  without  Oath  made  strictly  according  to  the  directions 
of  the  Law,  such  Naval  Officer  Collector  or  Deputy  shall  on  conviction 
thereof  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  County  to  and  for  the 
Use  of  the  County  where  the  Offence  is  committed  the  Sum  of  twenty 
Pounds  for  each  Offence,  and  his  Office  as  Naval  Officer  Collector  or 
Deputy  shall  from  the  Time  of  Conviction  be  null  and  void. 

And  he  it  further  Enacted,  That  if  any  Person  shall  directly  Import 
or  be  aiding  and  assisting  in  Importing  into  this  State  by  Land  or  Water 
any  Article  which  by  this  Act  or  said  Act  is  made  liable  to  the  Payment 
of  Duty  without  Paying  or  securing  to  be  paid  according  to  Law  the 
Duty  to  which  such  Article  is  liable,  such  Person  shall  besides  the  Pen- 
alties already  by  Law  to  be  inflicted  on  such  Person,  be  for  the  Term 
of  seven  Years  next  after  such  Offence,  rendered  incapable  of  having 
and  maintaining  any  Action  founded  on  Contract  expressed  or  implied 
and  of  ever  recovering  any  Interest  that  may  have  accrued  thereon  dur- 
ing said  Term. 

And  he  it  further  Enacted  hy  the  Authority  afoi'esaid,  that  in  any 
such  Action  already  brought  and  Commenced  or  that  may  hereafter  be 
Commenced,  in  which  the  Defendant  shall  plead  in  Barr  of  said  Action, 
that  the  Plantiff  after  the  twentieth  Day  of  July  1785,  did  Import  or  was 
aiding  or  assisting  in  Importing  from  any-other  State  into  this  State,  any 
Article  by  said  Act,  or  this  Act  liable  to  the  Payment  otf  a Duty,  not 
having  paid  or  secured  to  be  paid  such  Duty,  and  on  such  Plea  Issue  in 
fact  or  in  Law  shall  on  Tryal  be  found  in  favour  of  the  Defendant  Judg- 
ment shall  be  rendered  in  favour  of  the  Defend^,  and  the  Ptff  shall 
thereby  be  Barred  of  any  Recovery  for  the  same  Matter  Cause  or  Thing 
for  the  Term  of  seven  Years  then  next  following  and  shall  never  recover 
any  Interest  thereon  that  may  have  accrued  during  that  Term. 

And  he  it  further  Enacted  That  the  third  Paragraph  of  said  Act  and 
this  part  of  the  fourth  Paragraph  of  said  Act  viz  And  twenty  five  per 
Cent,  added  to  the  Prices  at  which  the  Articles  specified  in  said  Invoices 
are  set,  shall  be  demed  and  taken  to  be  the  value  of  such  Articles  at  the

Time  and  place  of  Importation:  And  that  part  of  said  Act  directing-  the 
Collectors  to  be  appointed  by  the  County  Courts  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  Repealed,  And  the  Collectors  already  appointed  under  and  by 
force  of  said  Act,  shall  hold  and  exercise  the  Powers  and  Authorities 
given  to  them  by  said  Act  until!  the  twentieth  Day  of  July  next  after 
whicli  Time  the  Powers  and  Authorities  of  such  Collectors  shall  Cease, 
And  said  Collectors  shall  thereupon  forthwith  Account  with  the  Treas- 
urer of  this  State  according  to  the  directions  of  said  Act ; 

And  it  is  further  Enacted  That  the  Collector  who  shall  be  appointed 
in  Pursuance  of  this  Act  in  the  Counties  of  Windham  and  Litchfield 
shall  be  Entituled  to  receive  out  of  the  Duties  by  them  Collected  at  the 
Rate  of  seven  and  a half  per  Cent  for  their  Labour  Trouble  and  expence 
in  and  about  the  Execution  of  the  Duties  of  their  Office  and  likewise  that 
the  like  Commissions  be  allowed  on  all  Moneys  which  shall  be  Collected 
on  Goods  Imported  into  this  State  by  Land. 

An  Act  in  Addition  to  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  for  Collecting  and  paying 
Rates  or  Taxes. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  on  all 
Warrants  to  be  Issued  hereafter  by  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  for  Col- 
lecting of  Taxes,  there  shall  be  allowed  to  the  several  Towns  in  this 
State  an  abatement  of  one  eighth  Part  of  the  true  list  of  said  Towns 
respectively  which  eighth  Part  the  Civil  Authority  and  Select  Men  of  the 
respective  Towns  are  hereby  Impowered  to  apply  for  the  releif  of  the 
Indigent  in  the  Abatement  of  their  Particular  Rates  in  whole  or  in  part 
in  such  way  and  manner  as  they  shall  Judge  most  proper  Just  and  reason- 
able ; and  that  no  other  or  further  Abatement  shall  be  allowed  in  settle- 
ment of  said  Taxes  with  the  Treasurer  to  the  respective  Towns  or  Col- 
lectors any  Law  Usage  or  Custom  to  the  Contrary  notwithstanding. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  the  Treas- 
urer in  Issuing  his  Distress  on  said  Taxes  against  the  several  Collectors 
shall  Issue  and  direct  the  same  for  want  of  Goods  and  Chattels  against 
the  Bodies  of  such  Collectors  who  on  Commitment  shall  be  held  in 
Goal  untill  they  shall  respectively  pay  unto  the  Select  Men  the  Sums  due 
on  such  Tax  or  be  otherwise  released  by  due  course  of  Law ; And  on 
return  of  a Non  est  Inventus  of  the  Distress  or  Commitment  thereon  of 
any  Collector  of  said  Taxes  the  Treasurer  shall  forthwith  Issue  a distress 
for  such  part  of  said  Taxes  as  may  remain  unpaid  into  the  Treasury 
against  the  Goods  and  Chattels  of  the  Select  Men  of  the  Town  to  which 
such  negligent  Collector  belongs  in  manner  as  by  said  Act  is  Provided, 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  in  case  of  a 
return  of  non  est  Inventus  in  whole  or  in  part  of  the  Distress  issued  as 
aforesaid,  against  the  Select  Men  of  any  Town  it  shall  be  the  Duty  of 
the  Treasurer  forthwith  to  Issue  a Distress  for  such  Part  of  said  Taxes 
as  may  remain  unpaid,  together  with  all  Officers  fees  and  Charges  before 
such  Time  arisen  against  the  Goods  or  Chattels  of  the  Inhabitants  of 
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such  Town,  And  in  Order  to  complete  the  Collection  of  all  the  Arrear- 
ages of  Taxes  due  to  the  Treasury  for  which  Warrants  have  heretofore 
been  Issued  on  the  List  for  the  Year  1781,  or  any  List  since  made; 

Be  it  further  Enacted  hy  the  Authority  aforesaid.  That  in  all  such 
Cases  the  Civil  Authority  and  Select  Men  in  the  respective  Towns  be  and 
they  are  hereby  Authorized  to  make  an  Abatement  in  whole  or  in  Part 
of  the  Taxes  yet  due  from  the  Poor  and  indigent  in  such  manner  and 
Pro;portion  as  they  shall  Judge  most  Just  and  reasonable. 

Provided  nevertheless,  no  abatement  shall  be  made  to  any  Person  but 
such  as  the  Authority  and  Select  Men  shall  Judge  unable  to  pay  the  same. 
And  provided  the  whole  abatement  made  by  Virtue  of  this  Act  shall  not 
exceed  the  one  twentieth  part  of  the  Sum  total  of  such  Tax  on  which 
the  Abatement  is  made  which  Abatements  so  made  shall  be  allowed  by 
the  Treasurer 

And  he  it  further  Enacted  hy  the  Authority  aforesaid,  That  in  all 
Cases  where  Warrants  have  heretofore  been  Issued  for  Collecting  Taxes, 
if  any  Collector  or  Collectors  shall  not  fully  settle  and  pay  the  same  to 
the  Treasurer  on  or  before  the  first  Day  of  Decemb^  next,  it  shall  be 
the  Duty  of  the  Treasurer,  and  he  is  hereby  Authorized  and  directed 
immediately  thereafter  to  Issue  out  a Warrant  against  the  Body  of  any 
such  Collector  so  neglecting,  for  want  of  Goods  and  Chattels,  him  to 
commit  to  prison  in  common  form,  any  Usage  or  Custom  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding ; And  in  Case  of  Commitment  of  any  Collector,  or  return 
of  Non  est  inventus  on  such  Warrant,  the  Treasurer  shall  theireafter 
proceed  to  Issue  his  Warrants  against  the  Goods  and  Chattels  of  the 
Select  Men,  and  Inhabitants  oif  such  Town  as  the  Case  may  be  in  the 
same  manner  as  is  before  provided  in  this  Act  for  Collecting  of  Taxes 
for  which  Warrants  have  not  been  already  Issued, 

And  he  it  further  Enacted  hy  the  Authority  aforesaid  That  whenever 
the  Estate  of  Select  Men  or  of  the  Inhabitants  of  any  Town  in  this  State 
shall  be  taken  on  Distress  Issued  against  the  Select  Men  or  Inhabitants 
of  the  Town  according  to  the  Provisions  of  this  Act  the  Owner  or 
Owners  of  such  Estate,  may  apply  to  an  Assistant  or  Justice  of  the  Peace 
not  inhabiting  in  such  Town  who  is  hereby  impowered  to  appoint  three 
Judicious  indifferent  Freeholders,  who  shall  apprize  the  Estate  so  taken 
on  such  Distress  at  the  Just  value  in  Money,  which  on  the  Sale  thereof 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Town  from  which  such  Taxes  are  due,  with  such 
further  Damages  as  shall  be  found  Just  and  reasonable. 

And  he  it  further  Enacted  hy  the  Authority  aforesaid.  That  one 
fourth  part  of  the  Taxes  of  three  pence  on  the  Pound  granted  in  Janu- 
ary 1782,  and  of  one  shilling  on  the  Pound  granted  in  May  1782  may 
be  paid  to  the  Collectors  of  said  Taxes  and  by  them  to  the  Treasurer  in 
such  Certificates  as  may  be  Issued  from  the  Continental  Loan  Office  in 
this  State  pursuant  to  the  Resolution  of  Congress  of  the  28*^  April  1784, 
for  Interest  due  to  the  last  Day  of  the  Year  1782  on  Loan  Office  Cer- 
tificates issued  from  the  Loan  Office  aforesaid,  and  on  Certificates  of 
other  Liquidated  Debts  of  the  United  States  contracted  in  this  State. 
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An  Act  in  addition  to  the  Statute  entitled  an  Act  for  collecting  and  paying 
Rates  or  Taxes. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  in  any 
Town  where  the  Sum  Total  of  their  List  exceeds  the  Sum  of  thirty 
Thousand  Pounds,  such  Towns  shall  have  Liberty  and  Authority  if 
they  Judge  it  expedient  to  appoint  two  Collectors  annually  to  Collect 
the  State  Taxes  and  divide  such  Town  into  two  Districts  for  the  purpose 
of  Collecting  the  Taxes,  and  assign  to  each  Collector  his  District  to  Col- 
lect, And  the  Town  Clerk  in  such  Case  shall  annually  send  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  State  the  Names  of  both  such  Collectors  describing  their 
res,pective  Districts  as  in  other  Cases  is  provided  where  but  one  Col- 
lector is  appointed.  And  the  Listers  of  such  Town  shall  in  the  Sum  total 
of  the  Lists  make  a Division  thereof  according  to  the  Districts  made  in 
such  Town,  and  the  Treasurer  shall  Issue  his  Warrants  to  each  of  such 
Collectors  respectively. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  that  whenever  two  Collectors  are  Chosen 
in  manner  aforesaid  they  shall  be  vested  with  the  same  Powers  and 
authorities  to  Collect  the  Rates  on  the  List  in  their  respective  Districts 
under  the  same  regulations  and  be  responsible  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  Collectors  of  State  Taxes  and  such  Towns  shall  be  responsible 
f or  the  Taxes  as  in  other  Cases  where  but  one  Collector  is  appointed  and 
may  proceed  in  the  Same  manner  against  such  Collector  to  secure  the 
Town  and  collect  the  Taxes  if  need  be  whenever  such  Collector  shall 
neglect  to  Collect  the  same  according  to  Law. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  That  any  Town 
where  the  Sum  total  of  their  List  brings  them  within  the  provision  of 
this  Act  may  if  they  shall  Judge  it  expedient  take  the  Benefit  of  this 
Act  the  current  Year  by  dividing  the  Town  into  Districts  are  aforesaid 
and  appointing  Collectors  and  sending  their  Names  to  the  Treasurer 
in  due  Season  and  before  any  future  Warrants  shall  be  Issued  by  him. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  for  laying  and  collecting 
Duties  on  the  Importation  of  Rum,  and  in  addition  to  an  Act  for  levying 
and  collecting  Duties  on  the  importation  of  certain  Articles  and  for 
appropriating  the  same. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same.  That  no  Duty 
shall  be  payable  by  force  of  said  Acts  on  Rum  imported  into  this  State 
that  is  not  landed  or  sold  or  disposed  of  in  this  State  Provided  the  Owner 
of  such  Rum  or  some  other  Person  in  his  behalf  do  at  the  Time  of 
entering  such  Rum  at  the  proper  Naval  Office,  give  Bond  with  good 
security  to  the  Naval  Officer  to  the  value  of  such  Rum,  that  the  same 
shall  not  be  Landed  sold  or  disposed  of  in  this  State,  untill  the  Duties 
payable  by  said  Acts,  have  been  according  to  Law,  paid  or  secured  to 
be  paid,  and  that  such  Rum  shall  if  not  Landed,  sold  or  disposed  of  as 
aforesaid  and  the  Duty  paid  or  secured  to  be  paid  according  to  I-^w, 
be  within  one  Month  thereafter  exported  out  of  the  State. 
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Provided  nevertheless  that  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed 
to  exempt  Rum  exported  out  of  this  State  northward  by  way  of  Con- 
necticut River  from  the  Payment  of  Duties  payable  by  said  Act,  and 
in  Case  it  shall  not  be  made  to  appear  within  two  Months  after  the  Date 
of  such  Bond  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Naval  Officer  of  the  Port  from 
which  it  is  exported  by  a Certificate  from  the  Naval  Officer  of  the  Port 
to  which  it  is  Imported  that  such  Rum  was  duely  and  legally  entered  at 
his  Office,  and  by  the  Oath  of  two  Credible  Witnesses  that  the  Identical 
Rum  specified  in  such  Bond  was  bona  fide  exported  out  of  this  State, 
and  not  relanded  in  this  State,  such  Bond  shall  become  absolute,  and 
the  Penalty  thereof  be  forfeited ; and  no  less  Proof  than  what  is  in  this 
Act  specified,  shall  be  admissable  by  any  Naval  Officer  of  this  State,  nor 
shall  such  Naval  Officer  on  any  pretence  receive  such  Proof  after  the 
expiration  of  said  two  Months. 


An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  for  the  settlement  of  Testate 
and  Intestate  Estates. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  when  it 
shall  happen  that  the  Personal  Estate  of  a deceased  Intestate  leaving  a 
Widow  is  not  sufficient  for  the  Payment  of  the  Debts  of  the  said 
Deceased,  besides  such  Household  Goods  as  are  necessary  for  the  sup- 
port of  Life,  and  are  exempted  from  Execution  by  Law  in  such  Case, 
the  Court  of  Probate  that  Grants  administration  on  the  Estate  of  said 
Deceased  shall  order  unto  the  Widow  such  necessary  Household  Goods 
exempt eded  from  Execution  on  aforesaid  to  be  her  own  property.

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  for  the 
future  the  Time  for  bolding  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  within  and  for 
the  Counity  of  Windham,  shall  be  the  third  Tuesday  in  August  annually, 
instead  of  the  third  Tuesday  in  June  as  by  Law  heretofore  provided. 
And  all  Actions  commenced  or  that  shall  be  commenced  before  the  tenth 
Day  of  June  next,  returnable  to  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in  said 
County  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  June  next  and  all  Actions  and  Suits 
which  stand  Continued  to  that  Time  and  Appeals  taken  from  Judgments 
rendered  by  single  Ministers  of  Justice  in  said  County,  shall  and  maybe 
entered  in  said  Court  to  be  holden  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  August  next, 
and  proceed  to  final  Judgment  and  Execution  in  the  same  manner  as 
they  might  have  been  entered  and  proceeded  with  in  said  June  Court  if 
this  Act  had  not  been  made.

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  all  such 
Book  Debts  as  are  now  outstanding,  or  that  shall  hereafter  be  con- 
tracted, and  that  shall  not  within  six  Years  after  the  contracting  such 
Debt  or  within  that  Term  of  Time  after  the  first  Day  of  July  1785  where 
such  Debts  are  already  contracted  be  either  sued  for  Ballanced,  or 
accounted  for  with  the  original  Debtor,  his  attorney  Agent,  or  other  law- 
full  Successor  or  Substitute,  and  an  Account  or  Ballance  thereof.  Wit- 
nessed by  Subscribing  the  Debtor  or  Accountants  Name  to  the  Creditors 
Book,  such  Debt  shall  not  be  recoverable  in  any  Court  in  this  State. 

Provided  nevertheless  that  the  Time  the  Debtor  shall  be  out  of  this 
State,  or  the  Creditor  shall  be  absent  from  the  United  States  or  legally 
incapable  to  sue  in  his  own  Name,  shall  not  be  computed  as  a Part  of  the 
Time  limited  by  this  Act.

On  Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  take  into  Consideration  the 
Letters  of  Jonathan  Palmer  Jun*’  and  Elijah  Palmer  Esq’’®  relating  to  the 
Fishery  of  Paucatuck  River —

Doings  to  the  next  Assembly  And  his  Excellency  the  Governor  is

any  alteration  in  said  Highway  may  be  made  to  render  it  more  con- 
venient for  the  Public,  and  if  they  shall  Judge  it  expedient  to  make  any 
alteration  that  they  Report  a Particular  Discription  thereof  to  this 
Assemlbly  in  October  next.*

removal  as  by  Memorial  on  File — 
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Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Abigail  hath  Liberty,  be 
enabled  and  Impowered  and  she  hereby  hath  Liberty  is  enabled  and 
Impowered  to  make  Sale  of  and  convey  said  House  and  Land  under 
her  Hand  and  Seal,  and  to  convert  the  Moneys  arising  on  said  Sale 
to  the  Use  and  Benefit  of  herself  and  Family,  and  defray  the  expence 
of  her  removal  with  her  Family  to  Nova  Scotia  first  paying  after  said 
Sale  thirty  Pounds  LMoney  to  her  Daughter  of  Late  Married  to  Philo 
Nichols  of  said  Newtown  for  her  the  said  Daughters  Use  and  Benefit. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  John  Robbins  of  Weathersfield  Shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  he  is  the  Owner  and  Possessor  oi  a certain  Note 
Signed  by  John  Lawrence  Esq**  Treasurer  of  this  State  given  for  sixty 
Pounds  N®115,  which  Note  was  given  out  to  John  Peck  Esq**  Agent  on 
the  Part  of  this  State  in  the  Year  1781  for  Purchasing  Horses  to 
remount  the  Dragoons  of  CoP  Sheldons  Regiment,  which  Note  was 
delivered  to  said  Peck  signed  without  any  Sum  mentioned  therein  with 
orders  to  him  to  fill  up  the  Blank  not  exceeding  thirty  Pounds,  and  that 
he  inadvertently  instead  of  making  out  two  Notes  filled  up  and  delivered 
said  Note  as  a sixty  Pound  Note,  and  gave  the  same  to  Justus  Bellamy 
of  Cheshire  for  two  Horses  and  that  the  same  has  come  into  the  Hands 
of  said  Robbins  by  purchase  and  that  said  Peck  has  now  settled  his

Importers  of  Rum  gave  Notes  and  Bonds  at  the  Naval  Office  at  the  Port 
of  New  London  for  Duties  on  on  [sic]  Rum  by  them  Imported  part  of 
which  was  exported  within  six  Months  & Certificates  of  such  exportation

that  said  Inhabitants  have  had  from  Time  to  Time  their  State  Taxes 
abated  on  account  of  said  Losses  Praying  that  he  may  have  his 
State  Taxes  abated  upon  the  Same  Lists  that  said  Inhabitants  have  been 
abated  &c  as  per  Memorial  on  File — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  State  Taxes  of  the  said  Simon 
Couch  that  are  laid  upon  the  Lists  in  the  Years  1778  1779  1780  1781 
1782  and  1783  be  abated  and  the  Same  are  hereby  abated  and  that  the 
State  Treasurer  and  Collectors  of  said  Taxes  are  to  take  Notice  thereof. 
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upon  the  Memorial  of  Jonathan  Root  of  Southington,  Guardian  of 
the  Person  and  Estate  of  Joel  Root  a Minor  belonging  to  said  Southing- 
ton Shewing  that  the  said  Minor  is  possessed  of  a Grist  Mill  on  Water- 
bury  Road  seperate  from  bis  principal  Estate,  that  from  long  experience 
the  said  Mill  has  been  found  unprofitable  to  the  said  Minor  and  is  likely

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great  Necessity  thereof,  Praying  that  the  same  may  be  done  accordingly 
as  per  Memorial  on  File — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  all  the  Lands  lying  within  the  Limits 
hereafter  described,  with  the  Inhabitants  residing  therein  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  Constituted  a seperate  and  distinct  Town  by  themselves 
and  entitled  to  have  and  enjoy  all  the  Rights  Priveleges  and  Immunities 
that  other  Towns  in  this  State  have  and  do  enjoy  and  shall  have  Liberty 
to  elect  and  appoint  all  Officers  necessary  and  Proper  for  a Town  to 
Levy  and  Collect  Taxes  in  the  same  Manner  as  other  Towns  in  this 
State  are  allowed  by  Law  to  do  and  to  transact  all  other  Matters  neces- 
sary and  proper  for  a Town,  That  the  Limits  and  Bounds  of  said  Town 
shall  be  as  follows  viz  to  begin  at  the  North  East  Corner  of  the  Society 
of  New  Britain  thence  Westerly  and  Southerly  in  the  Line  of  said 
Society  untill  it  comes  to  the  North  East  Corner  of  the  Town  of  South- 
ington thence  in  the  Line  of  Southington  to  Wallingford  North  Line 
thence  Easterly  in  Wallingford  North  Line  untill  it  comes  to  the  Town 
of  Middletown  thence  Northerly  in  Middletown  West  Line  untill  it 
comes  to  the  South  West  Corner  of  John  Kirbys  Home  Lott  thence 
Easterly  in  the  South  Side  of  said  Kirbys  Home  Lott  to  the  West  Side 
of  the  Highway  that  leads  to  Samuel  Galpins  Dwelling  House  thence 
Northerly  on  the  West  Side  of  said  Highway  to  the  Road  running  East 
and  West,  thence  Easterly  in  the  South  Side  of  said  East  and  West 
Highway  to  the  middle  of  Kirby’s  Bridge  so  called  thence  Northerly  as 
the  River  Runs  to  Weathersfield  thence  as  the  Easterly  and  Northerly 
Lines  of  that  part  of  the  Society  of  Worthington  lying  in  said  Weathers-

It  is  thereiipon  further  Resolved  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  Con- 
strued to  efifect  the  true  intent  of  said  Vote  but  that  the  Societies  of 
Kensington  and  New  Britain  and  that  part  of  the  Society  of  Worthing- 
ton lying  within  the  Town  of  Farmington  sliall  be  exclusively  entitled  to 
the  Avails  of  said  Highways  within  their  own  Limits  they  to  provide 
future  Highways  within  the  same  according  to  the  Tenor  of  said  Vote 
anything  in  this  Resolve  notwithstanding. 

And  it  is  also  further  Resolved  that  the  Debts  if  any  that  may  be  due 
to  any  of  the  Towns  on  Account  of  Taxes  or  the  overplus  Money  that 
may  remain  if  any  shall  belong  to  & be  borne  by  those  Inhabitants  now 
belonging  to  the  respective  Towns  from  whence  they  are  taken. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  His  Excellency  Jonathan  Trumbull  Esq” 
Representing  to  this  Assembly  that  there  was  Arrearages  of  Salary  due 
to  him  for  several  Yearns  during  his  administration  as  also  for  Sums  of 
Money  by  him  advanced  for  the  Use  of  the  State  &c  as  per  Memorial  on 
File— 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  be  and 
he  is  hereby  directed  to  Issue  to  the  said  Jonathan  Trumbull  Esq*’  three 
Notes  of  the  following  Sums  to  wit  One  Note  for  one  Thousand  Pounds 
lawfull  Money  with  lawfull  Interest  payable  in  five  Years  from  the 
second  Day  of  June  1785,  One  other  Note  for  one  Thousand  Pounds 
LMoney  with  Lawfull  Interest,  payable  in  six  Years  from  the  second  Day 
of  June  1785,  One  other  Note  for  One  Thousand  sixteen  Pounds  eleven 
Shillings  and  four  Pence  lawfull  Money  with  lawfull  Interest  payable  in 
seven  Years  from  the  second  Day  of  June  1785,  in  the  whole  three 
thousand  sixteen  Pounds  eleven  shillings  and  four  Pence  Lawfull 
Money,  the  Interest  on  said  Notes  to  be  paid  annually  out  of  the  Moneys 
Granted  for  the  support  of  the  Civil  Government  of  this  State,  and  the

ety in  said  Farmington  as  per  Memorial  on  File, 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly  that  CoP  Gad  Stanley  Capt  Lemuel  Hotch- 
kiss and  M^  David  Mather  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  a Com- 
mittee with  full  Power  and  Authority  to  repair  to  the  said  Societys  view 
all  Circumstances  hear  all  Parties  &c  and  make  Report  to  this  or  the  next 
General  Assembly  of  the  propriety  or  necessity  of  granting  the  said 
Memorials  or  either  of  them  or  any  part  thereof  all  at  the  Joint  expence 
of  the  Memorialists. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  New  Town 
in  Fairfield  County  by  their  Agents  Praying  for  Liberty  to  Hold  a Fair 
or  Public  Mart  in  said  Town  twice  in  every  Year  in  the  Spring  and 
Fall  of  the  Year  Annually  and  occasionally  at  certain  Stated  Periods  as 
shall  be  found  beneficial  and  expedient  for  the  Publick — 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly  that  Liberty  and  Authority  be  Granted 
and  Liberty  and  Authority  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  New  Town  to  set  up  and  establish  a Public  Mart  or  Fair  in 
said  Town  for  the  Benefit  and  convenience  of  Commerce  and  the  Promo- 
tion of  Manufactures  and  Agriculture,  which  Fair  or  Mart  shall  have  all 
the  Priveleges  suitable  and  proper  for  such  Institution  to  be  held  twice 
every  Year  namely  once  in  the  third  Week  in  May  and  once  in  the  third 
Week  of  October  annually  said  Mart  or  Fair  shall  not  be  held  at  any 
one  Time  longer  than  three  Days  untill  it  shall  Close  or  be  discontinued 
and  it  shall  be  lawfull  for  all  Merchants  Dealers,  Handy  Craftsmen  or 
others  to  Resort  to  the  said  Fair  with  their  Goods  Wares  Merchandize 
Manufactures  and  Products  and  there  expose  the  same  for  Sale  Pub- 
lickly  and  for  all  Persons  to  buy  Sell  vend  Exchange  or  Barter  their 
Goods  Wares  and  Merchandize  during  the  Continuance  of  such  Fair 
or  Mart  subject  to  the  By  Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Fair,  No  Penaltys 
or  Forfeitures  to  exceed  the  Sum  or  value  of  ten  Pounds,  And  Liberty 
and  Authority  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Civil  Authority  and  Select  Men 
within  said  Town  of  New  Town  from  Time  to  Time  to  make  and  estab- 
lish By  Laws  and  Regulations  for  the  well  Ordering  Governing  and 
directing  said  Mart  or  Fair  which  By  Laws  and  Regulations  shall  be 
published  in  the  Several  News  Papers  in  this  State  before  the  Opening 
of  such  Mart  or  Fair  and  also  shall  be  subject  to  revision  Correction  and 
alteration  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State, 

Provided  always  that  all  Buildings  and  other  Public  Accomodations 
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shall  be  provided  by  and  at  the  Cost  and  expence  of  said  Town  of 
Newtown. 

Provided  nevertheless  that  if  this  Act  or  any  of  the  Provisions  therein 
contained  shall  be  found  inconvenient  or  in  any  respect  inadequate  the 
same  may  be  altered  or  revoked  by  the  General  Assembly. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Erastus  Wolcott  Esq’’  Ebenezer  Grant  i\aron 
Bissell  and  others  Proprietors  and  owners  of  the  Land  on  the  Banks  of 
Connecticut  River  and  Island  adjoining  betwixt  the  North  Bounds  of 
the  first  Society  in  East  Windsor,  and  the  North  Bounds  of  the  Home 
Lott  of  Benjamin  Wolcott,  Shewing  that  the  Navigation  of  said  River 
is  of  great  Importance  to  this  State  and  that  by  reason  of  Barrs  and 
Shoals  in  said  River  the  Navigation  thereof  is  Impeded  and  obstructed 
and  further  shewing  that  said  Barrs  and  Shoals  may  be  removed  by  con- 
fining said  River  to  narrower  Bounds,  and  that  the  accretion  to  and 
increased  value  of  the  adjoining  Lands  would  repay  the  expence  thereof, 
and  praying  that  a Committee  may  be  appointed  and  Impowered  at  the

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  Joel  Loomiss  Samuel  Treat  and  Fred- 
erick Elsworth  of  East  Windsor  be  a Committee  and  they  are  hereby 
appointed  a Committee  with  full  Power  and  Authority  from  Time  to 
Time  at  the  expence  of  the  Proprietors  and  Owners  of  the  Lands  on 
the  Banks  of  Connecticut  River  and  adjoining  Island  betwixt  the  North 
Bounds  of  the  first  Society  in  East  Windsor  and  the  North  Bounds  of 
the  Home  Lott  of  Benjamin  Wolcott  to  erect  such  and  so  many  Wharves 
and  Obstructions  in  said  River  within  said  Bounds  as  they  Judge  neces- 
sary for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  to  defray  the  expence  thereof  said 
Committee  are  hereby  Authorized  and  Impowered  from  Time  to  Time 
to  Assess  and  Tax  the  Owners  of  said  adjoining  Land  or  so  many  of 
them  and  in  such  Proportion  as  they  Judge  Just  and  reasonable  having- 
regard  to  the  Benefit  received  or  to  be  received,  and  to  appoint  a Col- 
lector or  Collectors  to  Collect  said  Taxes,  which  Collectors  shall  have  a

And  it  is  further  Resolved  that  if  any  Person  or  Persons  think  them- 
selves aggrieved  with  the  Proceeding  of  this  or  any  other  Committee  in 
the  Premisses  they  may  appeal  and  complain  to  the  County  Court  for  the 
County  of  Hartford  who  shall  grant  such  relief  as  they  Judge  Just  & 
reasonable  and  may  proceed  to  discontinue  the  Power  and  Authority  of 
this  or  any  future  Committee  in  the  Premisses  whenever  they  think 
proper  on  Just  Complaint  & Information. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  David  Baldwin  and  others  Select  Men  of  the 
Town  of  Canterbury  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  Authority  and 
select  Men  of  the  s*^  Town  of  Canterbury,  did  on  the  19*^^  Day  of 
Novemb^  1781  make  out  a Bill  of  Abatement  on  the  List  of  1779  to  the 
amount  of  £13  9 10^4  on  two  provision  Taxes  viz  One  of  six  pence 
on  the  Pound  the  other  of  one  penny  half  Penny  on  the  Pound  on  sundry 
Persons  Lists  who  had  departed  out  of  this  State  before  said  Taxes 
became  due,  and  that  through  neglect  or  by  some  other  Means  said  Bill 
of  Abatement  was  not  brought  Forward  to  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table 
at  the  Time  of  setting  said  Taxes,  Praying  to  have  the  Com^®®  of  Pay 
Table  Liquidate  said  Bill  of  Abatement  and  draw  an  Order  on  the 
Treasurer  for  what  shall  be  due  on  said  Bill  in  favour  of  said  Town  of 
Canterbury  to  be  discounted  on  some  Tax  now  due  from  said  Town  as 
per  Memorial  on  File — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table  liquidate 
said  Bill  of  Abatement  of  £13  9 10 J4  and  draw  an  Order  on  the  Treas- 
urer of  this  State  for  the  Sum  found  due  thereon  to  be  discounted  on 
some  Tax  now  due  from  said  Town  of  Canterbury  exclusive  of  the  Taxes 
appropriated  for  the  Civil  List  and  for  the  Use  of  the  United  States  & 
for  sinking  the  State  Bills. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Daniel  Bennett  of  Stratford  Shewing  to  this 
Assembly,  that  he  was  appointed  by  the  Governor  & Council  of  Safety 
to  sell  confiscated  Estates  in  the  County  of  Fairfield  with  Orders  to 
receive  States  Money  in  Payment  and  that  some  of  the  Purchasers  still 
owe  for  said  Lands  Praying  that  he  may  be  allowed  to  pay  to  the  Treas- 
urer a Sum  not  exceeding  One  hundred  Pounds  IMoney  in  Liquidated 
Public  Securities  now  due  on  Account  of  the  Sale  O'f  said  Land  at  two 
for  one  as  per  Memorial  on  File — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Memorialist  have  Liberty  and 
Liberty  is  hereby  Granted  him  to  pay  into  the  Treasury  on  account  of 
the  Sale  of  said  Land  any  Sum  not  exceeding  £100  in  liquidated  Pub- 
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lie  Securities  now  due  at  two  for  one  and  that  the  Treasurer  receive  the 
same  accordingly. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  John  Kartell  of  New  London  Shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  in  the  Year  1774  the  General  Assembly  granted  him  Pro- 
tection against  all  Demands  of  his  Creditors  for  ten  Years,  and  by  sundry 
Misfortu[nes  he]  has  not  been  able  to  pay  all  his  said  Debts  Praying 
a further  Protection  of  his  Person  a[nd]  Property  &c  as  per  Petition  on 
File— 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Petitione[r]  be  freed  from  Arrest 
and  Imprisonment  on  account  of  any  Debt  by  him  oweing  untill  the 
rising  [of  the]  General  Assemlbly  in  October  next,  And  that  in  the  mean 
Time  he  Cite  his  Creditors  by  ad[vertising]  the  same  in  one  of  the  Public 
News  Papers  in  this  State  to  appear  before  said  General  [Assembly]  in 
October  next  to  shew  Reason  why  the  Prayer  of  said  Petition  should  not 
be  gr [anted.]* 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  DocF  Daniel  Butler  of  [ ? ]t  preferred  to 

this  Assembly,  Shewing  that  in  June  1782,  His  Brother  Norman  Butler 
[ ? ] about  seventeen  Years  of  Age,  was  taken  up  on  suspicion  of 

having  been  concerned  in  an  II  [ ? ] with  the  Enemy,  that  Your 

Memorialist  moved  by  fraternal  Affection  and  Tendern[ess]  [ ? ] 

said  Norman  became  bound  in  a Bond  of  recognizance  of  two  hundred 
Pounds  LMoney  [payable?]  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  upon  Condi- 
tion that  the  said  Normand  failed  to  appear  before  the  next  Superior 
Court  to  be  holden  at  Hartford  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  Septemb^  1782, 
That  said  Normand  feared  to  appear  before  said  Superior  Court  and 
answer  to  said  Prosecution,  made  Default  of  appearing  and  said  Bond 
became  forfeited  Praying  that  said  Bond  may  be  Chancered  down  to 
what  may  be  Judged  Just  and  reasonable  as  per  Memorial  on  File — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  upon  the  Memorialists  Paying  to  the 
Treasurer  of  this  State,  one  hundred  Pounds  LMoney  in  any  kind  of 
public  Securities  for  hard  Money  now  due  and  Payable  and  Paying  the 
Cost  that  has  arisen  in  said  Action  in  hard  Money  the  Memorialist  be 
discharged  from  said  Bond  of  Recognizance  and  the  Prosecution  against 
him  thereon. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Charles  Caldwell  against  his  Creditors  Shewing 
that  some  short  Time  before  May  1771,  he  and  his  Brother  George  dis- 
solved their  Copartnership  in  Trade,  that  he  Assigned  and  made  over 
to  said  George  all  his  Interest  in  said  Copartnership  Trade  and  said 
George  undertook  to  pay  all  said  Debts  contracted  in  Company  or  on 
account  of  the  Company  that  in  May  1771,  said  George  Failed  and  upon 
his  Petition  to  the  General  Assembly  they  passed  an  Act  of  Insolvency 
in  his  favour  therein  and  thereby  causing  all  the  effects  and  Credits  of 
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said  Company  & of  the  said  George,  amounting  to  upwards  of  three 
thousand  Pounds  IMoney  to  be  assigned  to  Trustees  for  the  Benefit  of 
the  Creditors  and  therein  protecting  the  Person  of  said  George  from 
any  future  liability  to  Arrests  or  Imprisonment  on  account  of  said  Debts 
Praying  for  a like  Act  of  Protection  to  be  extended  to  the  Memorialist 
ag'ainst  Arrests  & Imprisonment  for  any  of  the  Debts  aforesaid  Con- 
tracted before  1771,  as  per  Petition  on  File, 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly  that  the  further  Consideration  of  said 
Petition  be  refiferred  to  the  General  Assembly  to  be  holden  at  New  Haven 
in  October  next,  and  the  Person  of  the  Memorialist  is  hereby  protected 
from  any  Arrests  and  Imprisonment  for  Debts  contracted  before  May 
1771  untill  the  rising  of  the  General  Assembly  in  October  next.* 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Sarah  Lawrence  and  Stephen  Hicks  of  Long 
Island  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  in  the  Year  1776,  they  received 
in  Payment  of  supplies  furnished  the  American  Army  Bills  of  this 
State  to  the  amount  of  £47  0 0 Principal  in  various  Denominations 
over  6/®  LMoney,  that  they  from  their  real  Situation  were  unable  to 
return  said  Bills  to  the  Treasury  according  to  a Resolve  of  this  State  in 
February  1778  Praying  Liberty  to  pay  said  Money  to  the  Treasurer  and 
receive  his  Note  &c  as  per  Memorial  on  File — 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly  that  the  Memorialist  have  Liberty  and 
Liberty  is  hereby  granted  them  to  pay  said  Bills  into  the  Treasury  and 
the  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  on  receipt  thereof  to  Issue  his  Note  to 
the  Memorialists  payable  in  three  Years  on  Interest  for  the  Amount  of 
said  £47  0 0 principal  and  the  Interest  arisen  on  said  Bills  being  first 
liquidated  according  to  the  Rules  adopted  for  securing  the  Payment  of 
such  Bills  at  the  first  Day  of  July  1778. 


Upon  the  Memorial  of  John  Caldwell  and  John  Morgan  of  Hartford 
in  the  County  of  Hartford  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  they  have 
Imported  in  the  Sloop  Sally  Cap^  Palmer  Master  from  the  Island  of 
St  Croix  sixty  five  Hogsheads  of  Rum  which  has  been  duely  reported 
and  entered  in  the  Naval  Office  at  New  London  which  aforesaid  Rum 
the  Memorialists  had  deisigned  for  the  New  York  Market  without  being 
Landed  or  any  Thing  done  therewith  in  this  State,  and  gave  Orders 
therefor  which  were  not  received  in  due  Season,  and  further  Represent- 
ing that  the  Naval  Officers  inisist  on  the  Payment  of  the  Duty  of  three 
Pence  per  Gallon  on  said  Rum,  before  the  same  may  be  exported  from 
this  State  Praying  for  Liberty  to  export  said  Rum  and  the  same  may  be 
exempted  from  the  said  Duty, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  aforesaid  sixty  five  Hogshead  of 
Rum  be  and  hereby  is  exempted  from  the  Payment  of  the  aforesaid  Duty 
Provided  the  same  be  transported  and  the  Memorialists  have  Liberty 
to  export  the  said  Rum  from  this  State  into  the  State  of  New  York 
without  being  liable  to  pay  the  Duty  aforesaid  and  all  Naval  Officers  are 
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to  take  Notice  hereof  and  proceed  in  the  Premisses  accordingly,  and  if 
any  Bond  has  been  executed  for  securing  of  the  Payment  of  the  said 
Duty  the  same  be  cancelled  or  given  up  without  the  Payment  thereof. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Jabez  Clark  of  Windham  Shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  in  May  1777  he  was  appointed  a Commissary  to  Issue 
Supplies  furnished  by  this  State  to  the  Troops  in  the  Continental  Army 
tliat  on  a Settlement  of  his  Accounts  with  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table 
up  to  the  17^^  Day  of  May  1781,  a Ballance  was  found  due  to  him  from 
this  State  of  more  than  three  Hundred  Pounds  IMoney  for  which  he 
received  Security  simular  to  those  given  to  the  Connecticut  Line  and 
which  from  necessity  to  dispose  of  at  great  Discount,  further  Shewing 
that  on  a full  Settlement  by  him  made  with  said  Committee  on  the  10*^ 
Day  of  Novemb^  1784  of  all  his  Accounts  he  was  found  Indebted  to 
this  State  the  Sum  of  £16  17  5 LMoney  Praying  for  Liberty  to  dis- 
charge said  Ballance  due  from  him  in  Orders  drawn  by  the  Committee 
of  Pay  Table  on  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  payable  out  of  the  Tax 
of  one  shilling  on  the  Pound  granted  in  January  1783 — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Clark  have  Liberty  and 
Liberty  is  hereby  granted  him  to  pay  said  Ballance  in  said  Orders  and 
on  his  so  doing  and  lodging  the  Treasurers  Receipt  therefor  with  the 
Committee  of  Pay  Table  they  are  hereby  directed  to  Credit  him  therefor 
in  full  discharge  of  said  Ballance. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  William  Worthington  Esef  Shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  about  the  Month  of  July  1780,  he  received  about  one 
thousand  Pounds  in  State  Bills  to  pay  the  Premia  for  enlisting  and 
equipping  a number  of  Men  designed  to  be  raised  in  the  seventh  Regi- 
ment under  his  Command  which  he  faithfully  applied  for  the  Purposes 
for  which  he  received  it  and  for  which  he  was  to  account  with  Brig*’ 
Gen^  Ward  that  he  by  Accident  hath  lost  his  Vouchers  and  is  unable  to 
Account  in  the  ordinary  Way  & Praying  a Committee  &c  as  per  Memo- 
rial on  File — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  James  Wadsworth  and  John  Eliott 
Esq*"®  be  and  they  are  hereb}^  appointed  a Committee  at  the  Expence  of 
the  Memorialist  to  enquire  into  all  the  Matters  alledged  in  said  Memorial 
and  by  the  best  Evidence  which  they  can  procure  to  settle  all  Accounts 
between  this  State  and  the  Memorialist  And  that  on  their  Report  the 
Committee  of  Pay  Table  are  Authorized  to  Settle  said  Account  in  such 
IManner  as  by  the  Report  of  the  s^  Committee  shall  appear  to  be 
equitable  and  Just,  both  as  they  respect  Brig**  General  Ward  and  the 
l\Iemorialist. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Parish  of  East  Haven 
in  the  Town  of  New  Haven  Representing  to  this  Assembly  the  many 
inconveniences  they  are  subjected  to  by  reason  of  their  being  Connected 
with  and  being  a part  of  the  Town  of  Nev/  Haven  Praying  that  they  may 
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be  Constituted  a distinct  and  seperate  Town  by  themselves  &c  as  per 
Memorial — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Inhabitants  of  said  Parish  of 
East  Haven  be  and  they  are  hereby  Constituted  a Town  by  the  Name  of 
the  Town  of  East  Haven  and  the  Bounds  of  said  Town  of  East  Haven 
shall  be  the  same  as  the  Bounds  of  the  said  Parish  now  are,  And  the 
said  Town  of  East  Haven  shall  be  entitled  to  and  have  and  enjoy  all 
the  Rights  Priveleges  and  Immunities  that  the  other  Towns  in  this  State 
have  and  enjoy,  and  shall  have  Liberty  to  elect  and  appoint  all  Officers 
necessary  and  proper  for  a Town,  to  Lay  Taxes  and  Collect  them  as 
Towns  in  this  State  are  allowed  by  Law,  and  to  do  and  transact  all 
Matters  necessary  and  proper  for  a Town,  And  the  said  Town  of  East 
Haven  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  of  the  said  Town  of  New  Haven  their 
Part  and  proportion  of  all  the  Town  Stock  [?]  of  said  Town  of  New 
Haven  and  said  Town  of  East  Haven  shall  Pay  their  Part  and  propor- 
tion of  all  the  Debts  of  said  Town  of  New  Haven  already  incurred,  in 
proportion  to  the  Sum  of  their  List  in  the  List  of  the  Town  of  New 
Haven,  and  shall  take  upon  them  the  Charge  and  support  of  their  part 
of  the  Town  Poor  of  said  Town  of  New  Haven  in  Proportion  as  afore- 
said, And  the  Taxes  of  said  Town  of  New  Haven  already  laid  shall  and 
may  be  Collected  and  applied  for  the  Payment  of  the  Debts  and  expences 
of  said  Town  of  New  Haven  already  incurred  and  the  same  being  paid 
and  discharged  said  Town  of  East  Haven  shall  be  entituled  to  their  part 
and  proportion  of  the  overplus  if  any  be  to  be  ascertained  as  aforesaid.

Samuel  Ward  by  Note  £50  LMoney  that  on  the  19*^^  Day  of  May  he 
paid  the  same  to  the  Select  Men  of  Killingley  who  paid  said  Money  to 
the  Treasurer  of  this  State  in  manner  as  the  Statute  prescribed  that  it 
since  appearing  said  Ward  was  not  Inimical  and  has  recovered  Execu- 
tion for  said  Money"**  Green  Executrix  of  the  last  Will  of  said  Ebenezer 
for  which  said  Town  of  Killingley  has  become  Liable  Praying  to  have 
said  Money  repaid  with  Interest  by  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  as  per 
Memorial  on  File, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Treasurer  Issue  his  Note  to  the 
Memorialists  for  the  Sum  of  fifty  Pounds  lawfull  Money  payable  in 
two  Years  with  Interest  from  the  of  May  AD  1777  till  paid. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Jacob  Rash  of  Lenox  in  Berkshire  County  in 
Massachusets  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  on  the  15^^  Day  of  Feb- 
ruary last  his  House  took  fire  by  Accident  and  was  consumed  with  his 
Papers  and  that  two  Notes  given  him  by  the  Treasurer  of  £112  10^2 
each  dated  January  1782  and  Payable  June  1788  & 1789  on  which  Inter- 
est has  been  paid  untill  June  1784  N°  6663  & 6664,  and  also  one  other 
Note  his  Property  of  £16  14  9 Given  to  Allen  Gilbert  of  Middletown 
dated  Jan^  1782  Payable  in  June  1787  the  Interest  paid  thereon  to  June 
1784  Praying  Releif  as  per  Memorial  on  File 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  hereby 
directed  to  Issue  other  Notes  to  the  Memorialists  of  like  Tenor  and  Date 
with  those  consumed  by  fire,  drawing  Interest  from  the  first  Day  of 
June  1784  in  Lieu  of  those  lost  taking  proper  Care  to  secure  said  f ormer 
Notes  if  presented  for  Payment. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Miles  Sherbrook  Shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  at  the  Instance  of  the  Governor  and  Council  of  safety  of  this  State 
expressed  in  their  Vote  and  Letters  of  Decemb^  1776,  he  advanced  to 
Col®  Wells  a Prisoner  of  this  State  within  the  Lines  of  the  Enemy  forty 
two  Pounds  lawfull  Mone}^  in  the  Month  of  January  1777,t  which  Sum 
hath  never  been  paid  to  him  Praying  this  Assembly  to  pay  the  same  as 
per  Memorial  on  File —

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  said  Memorial  be  Continued  to  the 
General  Assembly  to  be  holden  at  New  Haven  in  October  next  and  that 
the  Memorialist  Cite  his  Creditors  to  appear  before  said  Assembly  by 
notifying  them  in  two  Public  News  Papers  for  four  Weeks  successively 
and  the  Person  of  the  Memorialist  is  hereby  protected  from  all  Arrests 
and  Imprisonment  for  Debt  untill  the  rising  of  the  General  Assembly

Soldier  with  him  in  CoP  J.  Baldwins  Regiment  of  Artificers,  which  Notes

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had  not  then  been,  nor  have  they  since  been  taken  out  by  any  Person 
whatever,  but  remain  in  the  Office,  that  in  taking  the  Assignment  from 
said  Dougherty  of  his  said  depreciation  Notes  not  knowing  what  the 
regulations  were  that  had  been  established  in  this  State  as  to  the  for- 
mality of  such  Assignment,  he  took  a written  assignment  well  witnessed 
and  being  desirous  of  making  every  saving  that  he  could  by  the  most 
rigid  Economy  he  did  not  make  any  application  for  said  Notes  till  the 
Winter  of  the  Year  1784,  when  to  his  surprise  he  was  informed  that 
according  to  the  Resolves  of  this  Assembly,  he  could  not  procure  them, 
that  he  then  went  in  quest  of  said  Dougherty,  but  he  had  after  the  dis- 
banding of  the  Army  embarked  for  Ireland  his  Native  Country  Praying 
that  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table  may  be  directed  to  examine  into  said 
Facts  and  on  finding  that  the  Memorialist  hath  a Just  Right  to  the 
Depreciation  Notes  of  said  Dougherty,  and  that  they  have  never  been 
taken  out  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  for  them — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table  examine 
into  the  Facts  aforesaid  and  on  finding  that  the  Memorialist  hath  a Just 
Right  to  the  Depreciation  Notes  of  said  Dougherty  and  that  they  have 
never  been  taken  out  and  are  now  legally  due  they  draw  on  the  Treas- 
urer for  them  in  favour  of  said  Memorialist.

at  said  Point,*  That  said  Managers  proceeded  by  way  of  Lottery  to  raise 
said  Sum  in  Continental  Bills  toward  the  Close  oi  the  Summer  1777, 
when  Your  Memorialists  for  whom  the  Grant  was  made,  not  being 
apprehensive  of  the  depreciation  that  would  attend  said  Bills  and  con- 
sidering the  great  scarcity  and  dearness  of  Materials  for  Building  said 
House  and  the  danger  they  were  then  exposed  to  from  the  Enemy  who 
were  then  at  New  Port  New  York  and  Long  Island,  thought  best  for  the 
Grantees  not  then  to  proceed  in  Building  said  House,  since  which  the 
Bills  in  the  Hands  of  Your  Memorialists  have  depreciated  to  almost 
nothing  except  a Part  which  has  been  turned  into  Public  Securities, 
Praying  that  a Judicious  Committee  may  be  appointed  to  examine  into 
the  Matters  of  said  Memorial  and  the  true  State  and  Circumstances  of

3"^  & Joseph  Denison  2^  be  continued  as  Managers  of  said  Lottery  with 
the  Addition  of  James  Rhodes  and  Elijah  Palmer  of  said  Stonington,

ever  been  made  for  the  same  and  on  Report  oif  Committee  finding  the 
Sum  of  £1977  9 3 due  to  said  Ingraham  for  said  Brig  and  Cargo  and 
Interest  as  per  Memorial  and  Report  on  File^ — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  hereby 
Authorized  and  directed  to  Issue  Notes  Payable  to  said  Ingraham  as 
Administrator  as  aforesaid  for  said  Sum  of  £1977  9 3 LMony  payable

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  all  Petitions  and  Memorials  depend- 
ing before  the  General  Assembly  and  undetermined  be  and  they  are 
hereby  Continued  to  the  General  Assembly  to  be  holden  at  New  Haven 
in  October  next  and  the  Power  of  Committees  on  Petitions  or  Memorials 
wherein  Committees  are  appointed  are  Continued. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Charles  McEvers  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  all  his  Estate  real  and  Personal  in  this 
State  hath  been  Confiscated  and  Praying  that  said  Estate  may  be  restored 
to  him,  and  that  the  Judgment  declaring  his  Estate  to  be  confiscated 
may  be  reversed  &c  as  per  Memorial  on  Eile* 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  all  the  Estate  real  and  Personal  of

Upon  the  Memorial  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Hartford  in  Hartford 
County  Praying  for  Liberty  to  erect  an  Alms  House  in  said  Town  for 
supporting  the  Poor  of  said  Town  and  to  make  all  Regulations  necessary 
for  the  due  Management  and  Government  of  the  same  as  per  Memorial 
on  File — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Inhabitants  of  said  Town  of 
Hartford  be  and  they  are  hereby  impowered  to  build  an  Almshouse  in 
said  Town  for  the  support  of  the  Poor  of  said  Town  and  at  all  Times 
hereafter  to  appropriate  the  Public  Monies  of  said  Town  and  to  levy  and 
Collect  Taxes  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  repairing  enlarging  and  sup- 
porting the  same  as  they  shall  Judge  expedient,  And  that  the  Select  Men 
of  said  Town  be  and  they  are  hereby  impowered  from  Time  to  Time  as

Persons  which  remain  in  Court  undetermined,  particularly  an  Action 
now  depending  before  the  supreme  Court  in  the  State  of  New  York 
which  will  have  a final  Tryal  next  Fall,  wherein  the  said  Wells  expects 
to  recover  a large  Sum  of  Money  due  to  him,  which  if  he  obtains  will 
enable  him  to  make  a compleat  and  Honest  Settlement  with  all  his  Cred- 
itors which  is  his  highest  Wish  to  do —

erator is  Chosen  And  the  said  Meeting  shall  also  make  Choice  of  such 
other  Officers  as  other  Towns  in  this  State  are  authorized  and  directed 
to  Choose,  who  upon  being  sworn  where  an  Oath  by  Law  is  required 
shall  continue  in  Office  untill  others  are  Chosen  and  appointed  at  a 
Meeting  of  the  said  Town  in  December  next  and  the  Annual  Freemans 
and  Town  Meetings  in  said  Town  being  first  holden  in  New  Cambridge 
Society  shall  thereafter  be  holden  alternatively  in  said  Societies,  and 
a Sign  Post  shall  be  allowed  to  each  of  said  Societies  under  the  regu-

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Lydia  Hosmer  Administratrix  on  the  Estate 
of  Titus  Hosmer  Esq^  late  of  Middletown  Deceas‘d  Shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  said  Titus  Hosmer  Esq**  was  in  his  Life,  one  of  a Com- 
mittee for  fitting  out  the  Armed  Brigantine  Minerva  and  also  for  procur- 
ing fire  Arms,  and  was  also  authorized  to  receive  a quantity  of  Flax 
purchased  by  Thaddeus  Burr  Esq’’,  that  for  those  purposes  Sundry  Sums 
of  Money  were  received  by  said  Titus  and  faithfully  applied  the  same, 
but  through  a multiplicity  of  Business  and  a sudden  and  untimely  Death, 
his  Vouchers  are  in  the  Matters  aforesaid  not  left  in  such  Manner  that 
the  Committee  of  Pay  Table  can  settle  with  the  Memorialist  Praying  a 
Committee  &c  as  per  Memorial  on  File — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  James  Wadsworth  Esq^  CoP  John 
Chester  & M**  Elijah  Hubbard  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  a Com- 
mittee with  Power  to  examine  into  the  transactions  of  said  Titus 
Deceas^  respecting  the  Matters  in  said  Memorial  contained  and  Settle 
the  aforesaid  Accounts  between  said  Titus  Deceas^  & this  State  accord- 
ing to  Equity  and  good  Conscience  and  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table  on 
the  Settlement  of  such  Committee  & return  thereof  are  directed  and 
Impowered  to  proceed  to  Close  the  Accounts  of  said  Dec^^  with  this  State 
all  at  the  Expence  of  the  Memorialist.

An  Act  for  erecting  and  establishing  a new  County.* 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  the  Towns 
of  Tolland  Stafford  Bolton  Somers  Hebron  Willington  Union  and  the 
Parish  of  Ellington  in  East  Windsor  be  and  they  are  hereby  Constituted 
a County  by  the  Name  of  the  County  of  Tolland. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  that  there  shall 
be  annually  hdden  in  said  County  two  County  Courts  one  on  the  third 
Tuesday  of  March  and  September  in  said  Tolland,  and  one  Superior 
Court  in  Tolland  in  said  County  on  the  last  Tuesday  of  January  and  all 
Causes  already  Instituted  in  the  Counties  of  Hartford  or  Windham  in 
favour  of  or  against  any  Person  or  Persons  in  either  of  said  Towns 
shall  proceed  to  final  Judgment,  and  Execution  as  though  this  Act  had 
not  been  made 

Provided  nevertheless,  That  this  Act  nor  any  Thing  contained  therein 
shall  have  any  effect  untill  a Proper  and  suitable  Court  House  and  Goal 
to  be  approved  by  this  Assembly  sha!ll  by  voluntary  Subscription  or 
otherwise  without  taxing  said  County  be  erected  and  provided  in  said 
Town  of  Tolland. 

An  Act  for  regulating  the  Fishery  and  removing  Obstructions  in  Pawca- 
tuck  River.f 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same  That  no  wear

Pawcatuck  River  dividing  the  States  of  Connecticut  and  Rhode  Island 
upon  Penalty  of  eight  Pounds  for  erecting  or  setting  the  same,  and 
four  Pounds  for  every  twenty  four  Hours  any  such  Wear  or  other 
obstructions  shall  be  continued  in  said  River. 

Be  it  further  Enacted  that  no  Person  or  Persons  Citizens  of  this  State 
he  permitted  to  set  or  draw  any  Sein  or  Seins  in  said  Pawcatuck  River 
from  the  twentieth  Day  of  March  to  the  first  Day  of  June  annually  except- 
ing between  Sun  rising  on  Monday  Morning  and  Sun  rising  on  Wednes- 
day Morning  in  each  Week,  upon  Penalty  of  four  Pounds  for  each  and 
every  Time  such  Sein  shall  be  set  or  drawn  otherwise  than  as  aforesaid ; 
that  in  setting  and  drawing  any  Sein  as  aforesaid  at  any  Time  from 
the  said  twentieth  Day  of  March  to  the  first  Day  of  June  annually  no 
Person  or  Persons  shall  be  permitted  to  drive  the  Fish  in  said  River 
by  thrashing  Beating  or  in  any  other  Way  by  Sounds,  upon  the  Penalty 
of  two  Pounds  for  each  and  every  Offence. 

Be  it  further  Enacted,  That  no  Person  or  Persons  be  permitted  to  fish 
in  said  River  except  on  the  Days  aforesaid  and  such  other  Days  as  shall 
he  appointed  by  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  for  the  Benefit  of  the  Citizens 
of  that  State  except  with  Hooks  and  Lines  upon  the  Penalty  of  forty 
shillings  for  each  and  every  Offence.  And  to  the  end  that  the  Fish  may 
more  freely  pass  to  the  various  Sources  of  the  said  River, 

Be  it  further  Enacted  that  yearly  and  every  Year  from  the  twentieth 
Day  of  March,  to  the  first  Day  of  June  there  be  a passage  opened  in 
the  Mill  Dam  below  Pawcatuck  Bridge  and  in  all  the  other  Dams  in  said 
River  ten  feet  in  length  from  the  middle  of  said  River  westerly,  and  the 
Owner  or  Owmers  Occupier  or  Occupiers  of  any  of  the  Dams  aforesaid 
who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  open  a Passage  or  Passages  aforesaid  on 
or  before  the  said  twentieth  Day  of  March  annually  sliall  forfeit  the  Sum 
of  four  Pounds  for  every  such  refusal  or  neglect,  and  for  every  succeed- 
ing Days  refusal  or  neglect,  to  open  a Passage  as  aforesaid  from  the 
said  twentieth  Day  of  March,  to  the  first  Day  of  June  annually  the 
Offender  or  Offenders  shall  forfeit  the  Sum  of  forty  shillings,  the  One 
half  of  all  the  Penalties  Imposed  by  this  Act  shall  be  to  him  or  them 
who  shall  sue  for  and  prosecute  to  effect  and  the  other  half  to  a Public 
Treasury  according  to  Law,  but  if  the  Prosecutions  are  brought  forward 
by  informing  Officers  the  whole  of  said  Penalties  shall  be  to  the  Use  of 
the  Proper  Treasury  and  all  informing  Officers  are  directed  to  enquire 
after  and  due  presentment  make  of  all  Breaches  of  this  Act., 

Be  it  further  Enacted  that  no  Suits  in  Law  or  Equity  shall  be  insti- 
tuted or  maintained  by  the  Citizens  of  this  State  against  the  Citizens  of 
the  State  of  Rhode  Island  for  or  on  Account  of  the  Disturbances  (Riots) 
and  Breaches  of  the  Peace  that  have  heretofore  taken  Place  between 
them  relative  to  the  Fishery  in  Pawcatuck  River ; And  all  Suits  that  may 
have  been  instituted  as  aforesaid  in  the  Matters  aforesaid  shall  Cease  and 
determine, 

And  Be  it  further  Enacted  that  this  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  the  first  Day  of  March  next; 
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Provided  ,the  Leg'islature  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  shall  then  have 
passed  an  Act  similar  hereto  relative  to  Wears  and  obstructions  in  said 
River  relative  to  the  Manner  of  Fishing  limiting  to  the  Citizens  of  that 
State  within  the  Period  aforesaid  two  Days  in  each  Week  for  fishing 
in  said  River  by  setting  and  drawing  Seins  therein  distinct  from  the 
Days  appointed  to  the  benefit  of  the  Citizens  of  this  State;  relative  to 
any  other  Mode  of  Fishing  in  said  River  ; relative  to  opening  the  Dams 
in  said  River  within  the  Period  aforesaid  Providing  that  an  equal  extent 
of  said  Dams  East  of  the  Middle  of  said  River  shall  be  opened  by  the 
Owners  or  Occupiers  thereof  as  is  herein  directed  to  be  opened  West  of 
the  middle  of  said  River,  relative  to  the  Penalties  and  forfeitures  imposed 
by  this  Act,  and  as  relative  to  Actions  or  Causes  of  Actions  between  the 
Citizens  of  the  respective  States  all  upon  Principles  of  perfect  reciprocity 
or  as  soon  after  the  said  first  Day  of  March  next  as  the  Governor  of  this 
State  shall  have  received  an  authenticated  Copy  of  such  Act  of  the  Legis- 
lature of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  and  shall  have  Caused  the  same 
to  be  made  known  to  the  People  of  this  State  by  Proclamation. 


An  Act  to  prohibit  the  coining  of  Copper  without  permission  first  had  and 
obtained  of  the  General  Assembly.* 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
cial  Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  no  Person 
whatever  shall  Coin  or  manufacture  any  Copper  Coin  of  any  discription 
or  Size  without  permission  first  had  and  obtained  from  the  General 
Assembly  on  Pain  of  forfeiting  for  each  Offence  the  Sum  of  One  Hun- 
dred Pounds  lajwfull  Money:  which  Forfeiture  shall  be  if  sued  for  by  a 
private  Person,  one  moiety  thereof  to  the  Use  of  the  Person  prosecuting 
to  effect  and  the  other  Moiety  thereof  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  to 
and  for  the  Use  of  this  State  and  shajll  be  recoverable  by  Action  of  Debt 
or  Information  before  any  Court  proper  to  try  the  same. 


An  Act  in  addition  to  the  Statute  made  in  May  last  entitled  “An  Act  in 
addition  to  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  for  collecting  and  paying  Rates  or 
Taxes.f 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  the  Civil 
Authority  and  Select  Men  be  and  they  hereby  are  authorized  to  make 
an  abatement  in  whole  or  in  part  of  any  of  the  Rates  or  Taxes  men- 
tioned in  said  Act  whether  the  Collector  hath  settled  the  same  with  the 
Treasurer  or  not  Provided  it  shall  appear  on  due  examination  that  the 
Person  upon  whom  the  Tax  or  Rate  was  laid  hath  not  paid  or  secured  to 
be  paid  to  the  Collector  such  Rate  and  is  unable  to  pay  the  same,  and 
Provided  also  the  whole  Abatements  doth  not  exceed  the  one  twentieth

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part  of  such  Tax  as  mentioned  in  said  Act,  and  in  Case  any  abatements 
shall  be  made  on  Taxes  which  have  been  settled  by  any  Collector  with 
the  Treasurer  the  same  being  received  and  allowed  by  the  Treasurer  he 
is  hereby  Authorized  and  directed  to  refund  to  such  Collector  the  Amount 
of  the  Sums  abated  in  the  same  specie  or  Paper  Currency  in  which  it 
was  paid  to  him. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  a Law  of  this  State  entitled  An  Act  for  collecting 
and  paying  Rates  or  Taxes. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  that  from  and 
after  the  thirtieth  Day  of  Novemb^  1785,  no  Interest  shall  be  computed 
upon  any  Tax  granted  by  this  State  and  "payable^bSore  that  Time  but 
that  from  and  after  that  Period  all  such  Interest  shall  cease  and  deter- 
mine and  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  and  all  Collectors  of  Taxes  due  to 
him  are  hereby  directed  to  govern  themselves  accordingly.  That  no 
Interest  shall  be  exacted  or  required  on  any  Tax  which  is  or  shall  be 
made  payable  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  from  and  after  the  said 
thirtieth  Day  of  Novemb^  1785  any  Law  Usage  or  Custom  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding,  That_all  Notes  given  to  the  Connecticut  Line  of 
the  Army  of  the  United  States  and  all  Certificates  for  Interest  in  said 
Npt^s  and  Certificates  foi^ntere^r  on  MonTy^ItQaSM-J^LHTTs  State  issued" 
by  the  Trea'surer  therebr~shdlbe  received  promiscuously  on  any  Tax 
granted  by  this  State  and  for  Duties  upon  Importation  and  for  Excise 
for  which  either  said  Notes  or  Certificates  are  now  by  Law  receivable; 
That  in  Order  that  the  good  People  of  this  State  may  receive  the  most 
clear  and  explicit  information  in  what  manner  they  may  discharge  their 
respective  Taxes  and  Duties  upon  Importation  and  for  Excise  payable 
to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State;  an  Account  or  List  of  whatever  is  made 
receivable  upon  every  unsettled  Tax  and  for  Import  and  Excise  shall  be 
published  at  the  Close  of  every  Session  of  the  General  Assembly  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  State  under  the  direction  of  the  Legislature,  That  the 
Treasurer  of  this  State  be  and  he  hereby  is  directed  to  Insert  in  every 
of  his  Warrants  for  collecting  Taxes,  whatever  is  by  Law  made  receiv- 
able thereon,  That  every  Sale  by  virtue  of  a Warrant  issued  by  the 
Treasurer  for  Collecting  Taxes  or  for  other  purposes  shall  be  made 
either  for  Specie  or  for  whatever  else  can  lawfully  discharge  the  Tax 
or  other  object  for  which  the  Sale  is  made  and  it  shall  be  the  Duty  of 
every  Collector  of  Taxes  who  shall  levy  his  Warrant  on  any  property 
for  satisfying  any  Tax  to  insert  in  his  Advertisements  for  Sale  and 
shall  also  give  public  information  at  the  Time  when  the  Sale  shall  be 
made  of  all  and  whatever  can  lawfully  be  received  in  discharge  of  the 
Tax  or  Taxes  for  which  such  Levy  hath  been  made  and  that  every 
Collector  shall  receive  his  levying  Fees  in  whatever  the  Tax  which  he 
Collects  is  made  receivable  at  the  Option  of  the  Person  charged  therewith. 
That  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  in  settling  with,  and  paying  the  Col- 
lectors of  State  Taxes  their  Fees  and  the  Fees  of  Collectors  of  Impost 
and  Excise  pay  or  allow  them  therefor  on  their  Rates  on  Taxes  and 
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accounts  in  the  Monies  Notes  and  Certificates  for  which  Collecting  fees 
are  made  payable  in  the  Same  Money  Notes  & Certificates  and  in  the 
proportions  in  which  they  are  paid  into  his  Hands,  That  on  all  Taxes 
which  shall  become  due  and  payable  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  from 
and  after  the  thirtieth  Day  of  November  1785  the  Collectors  fees  there- 
for shall  be  sixpence  on  every  Pound  he  shall  Collect  and  pay  into  the 
Treasury  to  be  discharged  in  the  manner  provided  by  this  Act  which 
shall  be  paid  or  allowed  by  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  besides  the  post 
mileage  as  heretofore  allowed.  And  the  levying  fees  of  every  Collector 
of  Taxes  which  shall  become  due  and  payable  after  the  said  thirtieth 
Day  of  November  1785  shah  be  one  shilling  on  every  Tax  not  exceeding 
One  Pound  and  six  pence  on  the  Pound  besides  the  said  one  shilling 
which  shall  be  allowed  upon  every  such  Levy  on  every  pound  for  which 
the  Levy  is  made  vv^hich  levying  fees  may  be  discharged  in  the  manner 
before  directed, 

And  be  it  further  Enacted,  that  so  far  as  the  passing  this  Act  shall 
alter  the  fees  of  Collectors  of  State  Taxes,  on  Taxes  which  shall  become 
due  and  payable  after  the  said  thirtieth  Day  of  Novemb’^  1785  it  shall 
operate  as  a Repeal  of  every  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  heretofore 
passed  for  the  purpose  of  regulating  Collectors  fees. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  a Law  of  this  State  entituled  an  Act  for  the  Limita- 
tion of  Prosecutions  in  divers  Cases  Civil  and  Criminal. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  no  suit  or 
Action  either  in  Law  or  equity  shall  hereafter  be  brought  or  maintained 
against  any  Sheriff  Sheriffs  Deputy  Constable  or  any  other  Person  or 
Persons  whatsoever  for  any  neglect  or  Default  of  such  Sheriff  Sheriffs 
Deputy  or  Constable  or  any  other  Person  or  Persons  whatso- 
ever for  any  neglect  or  Default  of  such  Sheriff  Sheriffs  Deputy 
or  Constable  in  their  Office  and  Duty,  but  within  Two  Years  next 
after  the  right  of  Action  shall  accrue;  and  that  where  the  right  of 
Action  hath  already  accrued,  no  Action  shall  be  brought  or  maintained 
as  aforesaid  but  within  two  Years  from  the  rising  of  this  Assembly,  any 
Law  Usage  or  Custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding 

Provided  nevertheless  that  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  extend  to  or 
affect  any  feme  Covert  or  Minor  under  the  Age  of  twenty  one  Y^rs 
during  the  Time  of  their  respective  disabilities  but  that  they  may  bring 
their  Actions  as  aforesaid  at  any  Time  within  two  Years  next  after  the 
removal  of  such  disabilities  any  Thing  in  this  Act  notwithstanding. 

An  Act  in  further  addition  to  an  Act  entitled  An  Act  for  regulating  of 
Navigation.* 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same.  That  there 
shall  be  kept  at  the  Port  of  Stonington  one  Naval  Officer,  who  shall  be

An  Act  in  addition  to  a Law  o£  this  State  entitled  an  Act  for  regulating 
Ferries. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  cmd  by  the  Authority  of  the  same  that  the  Owners 
of  the  several  Ferries  within  this  State,  shall  by  the  first  Day  of  Decem- 
ber next,  and  from  that  Time  forward  keep  up  and  maintain  on  each  side 
of  the  River  where  such  Ferry  is  kept  a Post  with  the  several  Fares 
allowed  by  Law  for  such  Ferry,  writ  thereon  in  large  Capitals  and  Place 
such  Post  so  near  the  Place  where  the  Passengers  enter  the  Boat  used 
for  such  Ferry,  that  the  same  with  the  Writing  thereon  shall  be  open  and 
visible  to  such  Passengers,  And  if  any  Owner  or  Owners’ of  any  Ferry 
shall  at  any  Time  after  the  said  first  Day  of  December  next  fail  or 
neglect  for  one  Week  at  any  Time  to  keep  up  or  maintain  a Post  in 
manner  and  form  aforesaid  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of  forty  Shil- 
lings the  one  half  thereof  to  the  Person  or  Persons  who  shall  Sue  for  the 
same  and  the  other  half  thereof  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  County  wherein 
such  Ferry  is. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  entitled,  an  Act  for  detecting  and  punishing 
Trespasses  in  divers  Cases  and  directing  Proceedings  therein. 

Whereas  great  Damage  loss  and  expence  has  been  occasioned  to  the 
Owners  of  Masts  Yards  and  Spars  floating  down  Connecticut  River 
by  their  being  taken  up  and  towed  into  Places, 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  from 
and  after  the  rising  of  this  Assembly  no  Person  or  Persons  shall  stop 
take  up  or  interrupt  any  Mast  Yard  or  Spar  which  exceeds  forty  feet  in 
length  floating  down  Connecticut  River  within  this  State  above  Midle- 
town  unless  authorized  thereto  by  the  owner  except  he  or  they  carry 
the  same  into  the  Cove  at  Weathersfield  and  whoever  shall  stop  take  up 
or  interrupt  any  Mast  Yard  or  Spar  contrary  to  this  Act  shall  be  liable 
to  double  Damages  that  may  accrue  to  the  Owner  of  said  Mast  Yard  or 
Spar  to  be  by  him  recovered  in  any  Court  within  this  State  proper  to 
try  the  same. 

An  Act  directing  Repairs  of  the  Highways  and  Roads  used  by  the  Stages 
carrying  the  Public  Mails. 

Whereas  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  have  directed  that  the 
Public  Mails  in  future  be  carried  by  the  Stages,*  and  it  is  necessary 
that  the  Public  Roads  be  repaired  immediately  on  the  Rout  used  by  the 
Stages.

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Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same.  That  the  Select 
Men  of  the  several  Towns  through  which  the  Stages  Charged  with  the 
Mails  pass  do  immediately  mend  and  repair  the  Bridges  and  Roads  used 
by  the  Stages  and  keep  the  same  in  good  repair,  and  upon  Complaint 
made  to  the  County  Court  of  any  neglect  in  such  County  such  Court 
shall  order  necessary  repairs  and  grant  a Warrant  against  the  Select 
Men  of  the  Town  where  such  Neglect  is  found  to  Coillect  the  Sums 
expended  in  repairs  from  the  Select  Men  of  the  Town  or  Towns  so 
neglecting. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  and  alteration  of  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  for  provid- 
ing altering  regulating  and  mending  Highways. 

Whereas  it  is  found  that  the  Penalties  in  said  Act  annexed  for 
neglecting  to  work  in  the  Highways  are  found  insufficient  to  enforce 
Obedience  to  said  Act 

Therefore  Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives 
in  General  Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same  that  if 
any  Person  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  work  in  the  Highways  according 
to  the  requisitions  of  said  Act  he  shall  forfeit  for  every  Days  neglect  viz 
for  a Person  the  Sum  of  three  Shillings  and  for  a Man  and  Team  the 
Sum  of  six  shillings  any  Provision  in  said  Act  notwithsitanding. 


An  Act  in  alteration  of  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  for  incorporating  a part  of 
the  Town  of  New  Haven.* 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembly  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  the  City 
of  New  Haven  be  and  they  are  hereby  Authorized  and  Impowered  to 
erect  a Work  House  within  said  City  and  to  make  such  By  Laws  as  said 
City  shall  Judge  necessary  relative  to  the  Persons  who  may  be  committed 
to  such  Work  House;  relative  to  the  manner  of  their  being  committed 
and  confined  therein  and  relative  to  the  well  Ordering  and  governing 
said  Work  House  and  keeping  the  Persons  confined  therein  to  Labour. 

Provided  nevertheless  that  such  By  Laws  shall  be  under  the  same 
regulations  and  liable  to  be  repealed  in  the  same  way  and  manner  as 
the  By  Laws  which  said  City  are  already  authorized  to  make  and  pass. 


An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  for  erecting  and  continuing 
a Sign  Post  in  each  Town  in  this  State. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  that  there  shall 
in  future  be  erected  in  each  located  Society  in  this  State  by  the  Commit- 
tee of  such  Societys  respectively,  and  in  such  Situation  as  such  Committee 
shall  Judge  most  convenient  a Sign  Post  at  the  Cost  of  such  Society, 
under  the  same  Penalties  as  is  by  Law  Provided  against  Select  Men  for

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their  neglect  to  set  up  and  maintain  Sign  Posts  in  their  several  Towns 
to  be  recovered  of  such  Society  Committee  in  the  same  Way  and  manner

And  be  it  further  Enacted  that  Advertisement  of  Land  or  Goods 
taken  by  Execution  of  Distress  for  Rates  and  Taxes  in  such  Societies 
respectively  shall  be  posted  on  the  Sign  Post  of  the  Society  where  such 
Lands  or  Goods  are  taken  and  sold  thereat,  And  the  said  Sign  Post  shall 
otherwise  be  improved  for  simular  Purposes  and  Uses  as  Sign  Posts  in 
the  several  Towns  in  this  State  have  heretofore  been  Improved  accord- 
ing to  Law 

Be  it  further  Enacted  that  in  such  Societies  as  are  made  out  of  two 
or  more  Towns  the  Constables  of  such  Towns  shall  have  the  same  Power 
and  Authority  in  the  Matters  aforesaid  where  the  said  Sign  Posts  shall 
be  without  the  Limits  of  the  Town  to  which  they  belong  as  other  Con- 
stables by  Law  have  within  their  respective  Districts  any  Law  Usage  or 
Custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding  this  Act  to  take  effect  and  be 
in  force  from  and  after  the  first  Day  of  January  next. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Delegates  in  Congress  from  this 
State  be  and  they  are  hereby  desired  and  directed  to  procure  a Correct 
List  of  the  several  Officers  employed  in  each  department  by  the  United 
States  with  an  Account  of  the  several  Salaries  and  Wages  annexed  to 
their  respective  Offices  and  transmit  the  same  to  his  Excellency  the  Gov- 
ernor to  be  laid  before  the  General  Assembly  to  be  holden  in  May  next. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Secretary  be  directed  and  he  is 
hereby  directed  to  Certify  a Copy  of  the  Act  passed  this  Session  entitled 
an  Act  directing  the  Collecting  of  Taxes  in  order  that  the  same  may  be 
printed. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  be  and 
he  is  hereby  directed  to  make  out  a stating  or  account  of  all  the  State 
Loans  that  have  been  opened  that  remain  a Debt  upon  the  State  f or  what 
Purposes,  the  amount  of  State  Securities  issued  on  each,  the  Sums 
thereof  that  shall  remain  uncollected  on  the  first  Day  of  April  next  and 
also  what  shall  remain  out  of  the  Bills  of  Credit  of  this  State  emitted 
in  the  Year  1780  the  amount  of  Securities  that  have  been  exchanged  for 
Certificates  and  the  Ballance  that  shall  then  remain  due  on  the  Taxes  on 
which  the  said  Bills  & Securities  are  receivable  and  Report  make  to  the 
General  Assembly  in  May  next. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Naval  Officer  of  the  Port  of 
New  London  be  and  he  is  appointed  and  directed  to  superintend  the 
Light  House  at  New  London  so  far  as  to  procure  & Cause  the  Lights 
to  be  kept  up  & maintained  there  according  to  Law. 

An  Account  of  what  is  by  Law  made  receivable  by  the  several  Col- 
lectors on  each  particular  Tax  and  for  Impost  and  Excise  due  or  made 
Payable  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Connecticut. 
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The  Excise  Duties  are  Payable  in  Soldiers  Notes  Issued  by  this 
State  due  before  1785  Treasurers  Certificates  for  Interest  on  said  Notes 
and  for  Interes  on  Money  Loaned  to  this  State  Promiscuously,  Duties  on 
Importation  or  Impost  Duties  are  Payable  in  Money  or  Certificates  for 
Interest  on  Moneys  Loaned  to  the  United  States  Issued  in  this  State 
promiscuously  except  one  Penny  per  Gallon  on  Rum  which  is  Payable 
in  Hard  Money  or  Orders  on  the  Civil  List  of  this  State. 


To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly,  The  Committee  to  whom  was 
referred  the  Pecuniary  requisition  of  Congress  of  the  27^^  of  Septemb^ 
1785*  beg  Leave  to  Report,  That  they  have  deliberately  considered  the 
Subject  referred  to  them  and  in  the  Course  of  their  Enquiries  have 
endeavoured  to  investigate  some  Sourse  from  whence  the  whole  or  at 
least  some  part  of  the  specie  called  for  might  be  derived  otherwise  than 
by  a direct  Taxation  of  the  Poles  and  rateable  Estate  of  the  Inhabitants 
of  this  State  but  that  they  have  not  been  so  fortunate  as  to  find  any 
other  wa}^  by  which  it  can  be  furnished  without  deranging  other  estab- 
lishments and  Regulations  which  have  been  made  by  the  Legislature 
which  in  the  Opinion  of  Your  Committee  ought  not  to  be  done.  Your 
Committee  are  of  Opinion  that  a Tax  of  five  Pence  on  the  Pound  in 
Specie  and  ten  Pence  on  the  Pound  in  Facilities  will  be  necessary  to 
comply  with  said  Requisition,  that  although  Your  Committee  are  very 
desirous  that  the  Faith  and  Honour  of  the  United  States  might  be  sup- 
ported Yet  as  Your  Honors  alone  are  capable  of  Judging  what  ought  to 
be  done  upon  the  above  Representations  they  therefore  beg  Leave  to  sub- 
mit the  Same  to  Your  Honors  wise  consideration  and  are  most  respect- 
fully Your  Honors  most  Obedt  and  Humble  Servants

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatwes  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  the  Ferry 
called  Stoddards  Ferry  be  under  the  same  Regulations  as  is  provided  by  a 
Law  of  this  State  Entitled  an  Act  for  regulating  Ferries,  and  the  Fair  of 
said  Ferry  shall  be  as  follows  viz  for  Man  Horse  and  Load  sixpence  for 
a Man  threepence  Lead  Horse  fourpence.  An  Ox  or  other  Neat  Kine 
sixPence,  a Sheep  Swine  or  Goat  a half  Penny,  And  for  all  Wheel  Car- 
riages in  the  same  Proportion  as  by  said  Act  is  Provided,  And  James 
Stoddard  Jun""  of  Groton  shall  be  the  Keeper  of  said  Ferry  until!  some 
other  Person  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Select  Men  of  Groton  to  keep  the 
same  under  the  Regulations  aforesaid. 

Whereas  the  Mayor  Aldermen  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Hartford  happened  to  omit  the  Appointment  of  Jury  Men  at  the  Time 
prescribed  by  Law  for  that  purpose  in  June  last  and  the  Jurymen  by

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Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  said  Jurors  appointed  in  June  1784 
and  whose  Names  were  returned  and  are  still  remaining  in  the  Jurors 
Box  of  said  City,  shall  be  liable  and  may  be  summoned  to  serve  as  Jury- 
men in  any  of  the  City  Courts  in  said  City  as  Occasion  may  require 
untill  the  first  Monday  of  June  next  under  the  Penalties  and  according 
to  the  Directions  of  the  Act  of  Incorporation  of  said  City,  Entitled  An 
Act  for  incorporating  a Part  of  the  Town  of  Hartford.

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Sheriff  of  the  County  of  New 
Haven  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  procure  two  proper  Tables  and 
12  Chairs  as  furniture  for  the  Committee  Rooms  in  the  State  House  in 
said  County,  And  the  Sheriff  is  directed  to  secure  and  lock  said  Commit- 
tee Rooms  and  keep  the  Same  together  with  said  Tables  and  Chairs  for 
the  Sole  use  of  the  General  Assembly. 

An  Act  Impowering  the  Delegates  of  this  State  to  make  a Cession  of  the 
unlocated  Lands  in  the  Western  part  of  the  State  to  the  United  States 
for  their  Common  benefit. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Blouse  of  Representatives 
in  General  Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
]3elegates  of  this  State  or  any  two  of  them  who  shall  be  attending  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  Authorized 
and  fully  Impowered  in  the  Name  and  behalf  of  this  State,  to  make  and 
execute  under  their  Hands  and  Seals  an  ample  Deed  of  Release  and 
Cession  of  Territory  and  Land  belonging  to  and  Claimed  by  this  State 
situate  and  being  Westward  of  the  Western  Boundary  Line  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pensylvania  as  now  Claimed  by  said  Common- 
wealth, that  is  to  say  beginning  at  the  forty  first  Degree  of  North 
Lattitude,  one  Hundred  and  twenty  Miles  Westward  of  the  afore- 
mentioned Western  Boundary  Line  of  Pensylvania,  and  from  thence 
a Line  to  be  drawn  Northerly  Parallel  to  and  one  hundred  and 
twenty  Miles  Westward  of  said  West  Line  of  Pensylvania  and  to  con- 
tinue Northerly  untill  it  comes  to  forty  two  Degrees  and  two  minutes 
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North  Lattitude  all  the  Lands  and  Territory  with  the  Rights  Priveleges 
and  appurtenances  thereunto  belonging  lying  Westward  of  the  afore- 
mentioned Line  to  be  drawn  as  before  mentioned  shall  be  included 
released  and  Ceded  to  the  United  States  in  Congress  Assembled  for 
the  Common  Benefit  of  the  United  States.* 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Delegates  of  this  State  in  Con- 
gress be  and  they  are  Instructed  to  hasten  a determination  in  Congress 
as  soon  as  possible,  whether  they  will  accept  the  proposed  Cession  of  this 
State  of  Western  Lands  or  not,  and  that  the  Delegates  give  the  earliest 
Information  of  the  determination  of  Congress  on  the  Subject  to  his 
Excellency  the  Governor  who  on  receiving  such  information  is  desired 
as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be  to  convene  the  Assembly  if  with  advice  of 
the  Council  he  shall  Judge  it  expedient.

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Probate 
for  the  District  of  Norwich  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  Cause  the 
said  Copies  to  be  recorded  at  length  in  the  Records  of  the  County  Court 
of  the  County  of  New  London,  and  the  Clerk  of  said  County  Court  is 
hereby  directed  to  receive  and  Record  the  same  accordingly  together 
with  this  Resolve  in  the  Records  of  said  County  Court  and  to  return  said 
Copies  so  recorded  to  said  Court  of  Probate,  and  such  Record  so  made 
as  aforesaid  shall  be  considered  as  the  Original,  and  Authentic  Records 
of  said  confiscations  and  Copies  thereof  under  the  Hand  and  Office  of 
the  Clerk  of  said  County  Court  shall  be  received  as  evidence  in  all  Courts 
of  Law  or  Equity  in  this  State  to  all  intents  and  purposes  whatsoever. 

Whereas  the  General  Assembly  by  their  Act  at  their  Sessions  in  May 
1784  established  the  Times  and  places  of  holding  the  Superior  and 
County  Courts  in  the  County  of  Fairfieldt  as  follows  viz  for  the  Superior 
Court  at  Fairfield  on  the  last  Tuesday  save  two  of  August  annually 
and  at  Danbury  on  the  last  Tuesday  of  February  annually,  and  for  the 
County  Court  at  said  Fairfield  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  April  annually 
and  at  said  Danbury  on  the  third  Tuesday  annually  &c,  with  a Proviso

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Authorized  & Impowered  to  make  a good  and  legal  Deed  of  Conveyance 
of  half  an  Acre  of  said  Land  to  the  said  Micah  Pool  under  the  direotion 
and  by  the  Advice  and  Assistance  of  Thomas  Clark  Esq^  of  said  Derby. 

On  the  Memorial  of  William  Smith  late  of  Eustatia  now  residing 
in  Philadelphia, 

Granted  that  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  give  Orders 
immediately  to  all  Officers  and  Collectors  of  Taxes  to  bring  into  the 
Treasury  all  the  hard  Money  they  have  on  Hand  or  shall  Collect  and

of  this  State  in  addition  to  the  Statute  Entitled  an  Act  for  Collecting 
and  Paying  Rates  or  Taxes,  and  when  said  Town  have  divided  into  four 
Districts  as  aforesaid  and  appointed  Collectors  as  the  Law  directs,  the 
Clerk  of  said  Town  shall  Certify  the  Same  with  the  Names  of  such  Col- 
lectors to  the  Treasurer  and  he  shall  send  his  Warrant  to  each  Col- 
lector according  to  the  directions  of  said  Law,  And  each  Collector  so 
appointed  shall  have  the  same  Powers  and  be  subject  to  the  same  Regu- 
lations and  be  responsible  in  the  same  manner  as  in  and  by  said  Law

between  the  American  and  British  Lines  so  that  the  Memorialist  f ound  it 
impracticable  to  Collect  said  Tax,  and  that  while  the  Memorialist  was 
absent  and  in  the  service  of  the  State  and  a prisoner  with  the  Enemy 
a number  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  said  Town  of  Greenwich  went  over 
to  the  Enemy  and  their  Estates  were  confiscated  and  the  State  had  the 
Benefit  of  the  same,  some  died  and  left  no  Estate  others  removed  out  of 
said  State  and  left  no  Estate  whereon  to  Levy  so  that  the  Memorialist  is 
subjected  to  pay  the  whole  of  the  Taxes  of  those  Persons  Praying  for 
relei f &c  as  per  Memorial  on  File, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Taxes  of  all  those  Persons  to  the 
amount  of  £4  18  11  LMoney  is  and  they  are  hereby  abated  and  the 
Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to  receive  said  Abatement  and  allow  the 
same  to  the  Memorialist  in  the  Settlement  of  said  Tax. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Abraham  Sedgwick  of  Hartford  Shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  upon  the  Settlement  of  his  Accounts  with  the  Com- 
mittee of  Pay  Table  he  was  found  indebted  to  the  State  the  Sum  of  two 
hundred  and  f our  Pounds  eight  Shilling  and  eleven  Pence  LMoney  Pray- 
ing f or  releif  as  by  Memorial  on  File — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Memorialist  be  allowed  to  pay  the 
Debt  aforesaid  in  any  Liquidated  Publick  Securities  of  this  State  now 
due  and  that  upon  his  Lodging  such  Securities  with  the  Treasurer  of  this 
State  and  paying  the  Costs  of  a Suit  which  has  been  Commenced  against 
him  for  said  Debt  in  hard  Money  he  be  discharged  from  the  Debt 
aforesaid. 

Whereas  John  Wells  of  Glastonbury  preferred  his  Memorial  to  the 
General  Assembly  in  May  last*  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  in  the

their  Sessions  in  May  last,  as  per  Memorial  with  their  Resolve  thereon 
on  File — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Welles  have  Liberty  and 
Liberty  is  hereby  Granted  to  him  to  pay  into  the  Hands  of  the  Treas- 
urer of  this  State  or  to  the  said  Administrator  the  Sum  of  £250,  in  any 
kind  of  Public  Securities  against  this  State  now  due  and  on  Interest,  and

* The  United  Society  of  True  Believers  in  Christ’s  Second  Appearing,  commonly  called  the 
Shakers,  was  founded  about  1770  by  Anne  Lee  (“Mother  Anne”)  in  England.  Moving  to 
America  in  1774  with  a few  followers,  she  established  the  first  community  at  Watervliet,  N.  Y, 
Among  Mother  Anne’s  early  converts  in  America  was  Joseph  Meacham,  a former  Baptist 
minister  of  Enfield,  Conn.,  who  later  succeeded  to  the  headship  of  the  group.  The  Shakers 
believed  in  celebacy  and  counted  on  increase  and  renewal  of  their  numbers  only  by  conversions. 
They  organized  along  communistic  lines,  surrendering  all  personal  property,  and  devoted  them- 
selves to  farm  work,  furniture-making,  weaving,  and  other  crafts.  One  of  their  communities  was 
established  in  1792  at  Enfield,  where  their  group  of  buildings  has  long  been  a local  landmark.

N.  H.,  1893),  an  account  by  a member  of  the  sect,  contains  several  references  to  the  Enfield 
group  and  a general  view  of  its  buildings  as  they  were  when  still  used  by  the  Shakers.

from  the  first  Day  of  Decemb*'  1779,  till  the  first  Day  of  Decemb** 
1782  at  the  Rate  of  twelve  Pounds  per  Month  and  from  that  Time  till 
the  first  of  February  1784  when  said  Post  was  discontinued  at  the  Rate 
of  eight  Pounds  per  Month  and  Charge  to  the  United  States.

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Matthew  Talcott  Esq’*  of  Midletown  Shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  at  the  County  Court  holden  at  Hartford  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  April  1782  he  obtained  a Judgment  against  Matthias 
Learning  of  Farmington  and  took  out  Execution  thereon  in  due  form 
of  Law,  and  caused  the  same  to  be  Levyed  on  a Certain  Tract  of  Land 
as  the  Property  of  the  said  Matthias  which  amounted  in  the  whole  to 
the  Sum  of  £23  3 5 LMoney;  And  that  said  Matthias  had  previously 
and  in  a fraudulent  manner  Conveyed  the  same  to  his  Brother  Jeremiah 
Learning  and  that  said  Jeremiah®  Estate  including  the  aforesaid  Tract  of 
Land  was  confiscated  and  was  by  Order  of  the  General  Assembly  Con- 
veyed to  CoP  Benjamin  Tallmadge  and  is  now  held  under  said  Convey- 
ance Praying  Relief  as  per  Memorial  on  File.* 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  be  and 
hereby  is  Authorized  and  directed  to  Issue  his  Note  to  the  said  Matthew 
Talcott  payable  in  two  Years  from  the  Date  thereof  with  Lawfull  Inter- 
est which  is  to  be  paid  annually  in  like  manner  as  other  Notes  Issued 
by  the  Treasurer  of  this  State. 

^ Upon  the  Petition  of  Simon  Moore  of  Farmington  in  the  County  of 
Hartford  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  by  reason  of  sickness  and

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Line  making  an  Angle  of  ninety  Rods  opposite  the  dwelling  House  of 
David  Hurd  Esq^  in  said  Society,  and  that  sundry  Inhabitants  of  the 
first  Society  in  said  Woodbury  dwelling  within  the  Angle  or  Gore  of 
Land  can  conveniently  attend  Public  Worship  in  the  Society  of  Roxbury 
and  Parish  Business  with  less  travel  than  to  attend  in  the  first  Society 
Praying  that  a Streight  Line  may  be  established  beginning  at  the  South- 
east Corner  of  the  Society  of  Roxbury  at  a heap  of  Stones  near  to  the

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  on  the  Memorialists  returning  back  to 
the  Committee  of  Pay  Table  the  Orders  he  received  on  the  shilling  Tax 
and  Receipts  from  the  Levies  to  the  amount  of  the  Orders  he  received 
in  State  Money  they  settle  his  Accounts,  And  that  Treasurer  Credit  the 
Constables  for  the  Moneys  they  paid  the  Levies  over  and  beyond  the 
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Orders  they  received  of  the  Memorialist  on  the  same  being  Certified 
to  the  Treasurer  by  the  Com^®®  of  Pay  Table. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Gideon  Benjamin  of  East  Hartford  Praying 
for  an  Act  of  Insolvency  a Committee  was  appointed  to  enquire  and 
Report*  who  have  accordingly  Reported,  That  the  said  Benjamin  has  no 
Estate  except  a few  Articles  of  Houshold  Furniture  necessary  for 
upholding  Life  and  a few  old  Book  Debts  of  very  small  Consequence 
that  he  and  his  Wife  are  far  advanced  in  Age,  That  his  Poverty  is  owe- 
ing  to  Misfortunes  and  that  there  is  no  Probability  he  will  be  ever  able 
to  acquire  more  Estate  than  a bare  sufficiency  to  sustain  Life  as  per 
Petition  and  Report  on  File — 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly  that  the  Person  of  the  said  Gideon  Ben- 
jamin be  and  it  is  hereby  protected  in  future  from  Arrests  and  Imprison- 
ment on  Account  of  any  Debt  contracted  by  him  heretofore. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Isaac  Baldwin  of  Waterbury  and  Mark 
Leavenworth  of  New  Haven  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  they  pur- 
chased in  London  in  the  Month  of  Septemb'  1784  four  Hogsheads  of 
Loaf  Sugar  and  Shipped  the  same  to  New  Haven  by  way  of  New  York, 
and  that  it  arrived  at  said  New  Haven  before  the  first  of  January  1785, 
but  was  charged  with  a Duty  f or  which  a Bond  was  given  as  by  Memo- 
rial on  File^ — 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly  that  the  Memorialists  be  discharged  from 
said  Duty  on  Impost  and  that  the  Naval  Officer  for  the  Port  of  New 
Haven  do  Cancel  said  Bond  so  far  as  relates  to  the  Duty  on  s*^  Sugar. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Sheriff  of  Fairfield  Coimty  have 
Liberty  and  Authority  to  appoint  seven  Deputies  any  Law  Usage  or 
custom  to  the  Contrary  notwithstanding. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Samuel  Bishop,  Joseph  Hopkins,  James  Hill- 
house  and  John  Goodrich  Praying  for  Liberty  to  establish  a Mint  for 
Coining  Copper  in  this  State  under  the  direction  and  superintendance 
of  the  General  Assembly  they  paying  one  twentieth  part  of  all  Copper 
by  them  Coined  into  the  Treasury  of  this  State  to  and  for  the  Use  of  this 
State  as  per  Memorial  on  File  &c — 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly  that  said  Samuel  Bishop  Joseph  Hopkins, 
James  Hillhouse  & John  Goodrich  have  Liberty  and  Liberty  and  Author- 
ity is  hereby  granted  to  them  to  establish  a Mint  for  Coining  and 
Manufacturing  Coppers  not  to  exceed  the  amount  of  ten  thousand 
Pounds  lawfull  Money  in  value  of  the  Standard  of  British  half  Pence 
to  weigh  six  penny  weight  and  to  bear  the  following  Impression  or 
Stamp  viz  A Man,s  Head  on  the  One  side  with  a Circumscription  in  the 
Words  or  Letters  following  viz  Auctori : Connec : and  on  the  other  side 
the  Emblem  of  Liberty  with  an  Olive  Branch  in  her  Hand  with  a Cir- 
cumscription in  the  Words  and  Figures  following  viz  Inde:  Et:  Lib:

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1785 : which  Grant  is  to  continue  during  the  Pleasure  of  the  General 
Assembly  not  exceeding  five  Years  the  Memorialists  Paying  into  the 
Treasury  of  this  State  at  the  end  of  every  six  Months  one  twentieth 
Part  of  all  Coppers  by  them  Coined  or  Manufactured  at  said  Mint,  The 
Memorialists  are  not  however  to  put  off  or  into  Circulation  any  Coppers 
by  them  Coined  until!  the  same  shall  have  been  Inspected  and  approved 
by  the  Hon^^®  Roger  Sherman  and  James  Wadsworth  Esq^®  David  Austin

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Stephen  Colver  of  Norwich  in  the  County 
of  New  London  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  there  is  a Barr  of  Sand 
across  the  River  Thames  about  One  Mile  and  a Quarter  below  the  Land- 
ing Place  in  said  Norwich  which  much  obstructs  the  Navigation  in  said 
River  and  that  it  will  be  of  great  Utility  to  the  Publick  to  have  said 
Barr  removed  by  Cutting  a Channell  through  the  same  in  such  way 
that  Vessells  may  pass  and  repass  up  and  down  said  River  with  safety, 
and  further  Shewing  that  to  effect  the  purpose  aforesaid  will  be  expen- 
sive and  a Work  of  Time  but  that  the  Memorialist  is  willing  to  under- 
take said  Business  and  open  a Channell  across  said  Barr  at  his  own 
expence  on  Condition  that  he  may  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  Owners 
and  Masters  of  such  Vessels  as  shall  pass  up  and  down  said  River 
across  said  Barr  of  the  following  dimensions  viz  those  that  shall  draw 
seven  and  a half  feet  of  Water  the  Sum  of  five  shillings,  those  that 
sliall  draw  eight  feet  of  Water  the  Sum  of  fifteen  shillings  those  of 
eight  and  half  feet  the  Sum  of  One  Pound  and  ten  shillings  those  of 
nine  feet  the  Sum  of  two  Pounds  and  five  shillings,  those  of  nine  and 


* The  copper  coins  minted  under  authority  of  this  resolution  are  familiar  collectors’  items. 
'The  mint  was  set  up  on  Water  Street  in  New  Haven  in  1785  and  produced  coins  from  dies 
made  by  Abel  Buell,  who  joined  the  copartnership  and  was  its  “technical  expert.’’  His 
machinery  was  said  to  be  capable  of  turning  out  120  coins  per  minute.  'The  mint  continued  to 
produce  “Connecticut  cents’’  until  about  June  1,  1787.  During  this  time  some  £8908  worth  of 

coins  were  struck.  In  1788  one  of  the  then  owners  of  the  mint  apparently  sent  some  blanks  to 

New  York  where  they  were  struck  with  an  impression  very  similar  to  that  of  the  Connecticut 
coins,  but  obviously  without  the  authority  of  this  State.  The  Connecticut  coppers  circulated 
freely,  though  at  a depreciated  rate,  and  are  said  to  have  been  found  in  nearly  every  State  as 
late  as  1860.  While  there  are  approximately  350  major  or  minor  variations  in  the  coins  minted, 
they  all  conform  to  the  general  design  prescribed  by  the  ^sembly.  It  is  interesting  to 

that  the  “man’s  head’’  on  the  obverse  usually  bears  striking  resemblance  to  the  head  of 

either  George  II  or  George  III  on  British  halfpence  minted  during  the  eighteenth  century 
and  that  the  “Emblem  of  Liberty’’  on  the  reverse  turns  out  to  be  the  figure  of  a,  seated  female 
who  might  be  the  twin  sister  of  the  “Britannia’’  on  the  same  and  later  British  coins.  It 
seems  clear  where  Buell  found  the  models  for  his  designs.  A collection  of  126  “Connecticut 
Cents”  made  by  Thomas  Hall,  M.D.,  of  Boston  was  acquired  by  the  Connecticut  State  Library 
in  1919  from  Frank  H.  Shumway,  Esq.,  a native  of  Windham,  and  is  on  display  m Menmrial 
Hall,  State  Library,  Hartford.  The  editor  is  indebted  for  information  to  Norman  Bryant,  Esq., 
of  North  Haven  and  to  the  following  works:  M.  W.  Dickeson,  The  American  J^mtsmatic 
Manual  (Philadelphia,  1860),  pp.  102-112;  Henry  Bronson.

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half  feet  the  Sum  of  three  Pounds,  those  of  ten  feet  the  Sum  of  three 
Pounds  & fifteen  shillings,  those  of  ten  and  half  feet  the  Sum  of  four 
Pounds  & ten  shillings  and  those  of  Eleven  feet  of  Water  the  Sum 
of  five  Pounds  & five  shillings  all  lawfull  Money  And  in  Case  the  said 
Colver  shall  not  be  able  to  cut  a Channel  of  the  depth  of  eleven  feet 
yet  he  shall  receive  from  such  Vessels  as  shall  Cross  said  Barr  in  due 
proportion  agreeable  to  the  several  Sums  as  aforesaid  Praying  for  an 
exclusive  Grant  for  said  Purpose  as  aforesaid  as  per  Memorial  on 
File  &c — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Memorialist  have  Liberty  and 
Liberty  and  Authority  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Memorialist  his  Heirs 
and  Assigns  to  deepen  the  Channel,  across  said  Barr  to  any  depth  he 
or  they  shall  see  Cause,  and  in  Case  it  shall  be  so  effected  as  that  any 
Vessell  can  safely  pass  the  same  that  shall  draw  the  Depth  of  Water 
aforesaid  the  Memorialist  his  Heirs  and  Assigns  shall  have  right  to  have 
and  receive  of  the  Owners,  or  Masters  of  Vessels  of  the  dimensions 
aforesaid  the  several  Sums  Specified  as  aforesaid  or  in  that  proportion 
every  Time  such  Vessell  shall  pass  up  or  down  the  River  across  said 
Barr, 

And  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  this  Resolve  into  Execution  on

for  Innoculating  for  the  small  Pox  the  latter  part  of  the  Winter  past 
which  Prosecutions  against  them  were  carried  to  the  County  Court  for 
the  County  of  Litchfield  at  last  March  Term  Praying  for  Relei f &c  as 
per  Memorial  on  File, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Prosecutions  against  Asahel 
Beebe  Abiel  Fellows  Bille  Blin  & John  Peck  2^  be  withdrawn  and  the 
States  Attorney  for  the  County  of  Litchfield  is  hereby  Ordered  and 
directed  to  withdraw  and  discontinue  the  Same  they  paying  all  Cost. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Gideon  Leavenworth  of  Stratford  in  Fair- 
field  County  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  his  Father  Edward  Leaven- 
worth late  of  said  Stratford  Deceas**  for  many  Years  kept  a Ferry 
across  the  River  from  Derby  to  Ripton  a Parish  in  said  Stratford  at  a 
Place  called  Levenworths  Ferry  which  Ferry  is  very  necessary  in  those 
Seasons  of  the  Year  when  by  Ice  and  Bad  Weather  the  Passing  at  the 
other  Ferries  is  interrupted  which  are  the  only  Seasons  said  Ferry  is 
much  frequented  Praying  for  the  Grant  of  the  Privelege  of  keeping

one  Penny  half  penny  for  an  Ox  or  other  Neet  Kine  two  pence  for 
Sheep  swine  or  Goats  half  penny,  from  the  1®^  Day  of  Novemb*’  to  the 
first  Day  of  April,  for  a Man  Horse  and  Lead  five  Pence  for  a Man 
two  Pence  for  a Led  Horse  three  Pence  for  an  Ox  or  other  Neet  kine 
three  Pence  for  Sheep  Swine  or  Goats  one  Penny. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Abijah  Shelton  Abiah  Shelton  Lemuel 
Shelton  Abijah  Shelton  Jun’^  and  Everet  Shelton  all  of  Stratford 
in  Fairfield  County  the  said  Franciss  Lemuel  Abijah  Jun^  and  Everet 
being  Minors  Petition  by  their  Mother  and  natural  Guardian  of  the 
s'^  Abiah,  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  Ebenezer  Shelton  late  of 
Stratford  in  P'airfield  County  the  Husband  of  s**  Abiah  in  the  Year 
1776  went  to  Long  Island  then  in  Possession  and  under  the  Controwl  of 
the  Forces  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  on  his  return  to  said  Strat- 
ford he  was  prosecuted  before  the  Superior  Court  held  in  the  Year 
AD  1777  at  said  Fairfield  and  while  said  Suit  was  depending  against 
him  for  such  misdemeanor  his  Brother  the  said  Abijah  gave  Bonds  to 
the  Treasurer  of  this  State  in  the  Sum  of  £300,  LMoney  for  his  appear- 
ence  before  said  Court  and  that  he  should  abide  the  Judgment  of  said 
Court,  and  said  Ebenezer  Conveyed  Lands  worth  £200  to  secure  said 
Abijah  for  giving  Bonds  and  afterwards  said  Ebenezer  failed  to  appear 
l>efore  said  Court  and  said  Bond  became  forfeited  and  said  Abijah  is 
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now  obliged  to  pay  the  Sum  of  said  Bond  and  the  same  is  now  put  in 
Suit  &c  Praying  that  said  Abijah  may  have  Leave  and  Liberty  to  pay  the 
said  Bond  in  Public  Securities  of  this  State,  and  the  Wife  and  Children 
of  said  Ebenezer  the  above  Memorialists  may  have  the  Benefit  of  said 
Land  &c  as  per  Memorial — 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly  that  upon  the  said  Abijah  Sheltons  Paying 
to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  or  the  State  Attorney  for  the  County  of 
Fairfield  the  Sum  of  three  hundred  Pounds  in  Liquidated  Public  Secur- 
ities of  this  State  now  due  and  Payable  in  four  Months  from  this  Time 
the  said  Bond  given  by  the  said  Abijah  shall  be  and  hereby  is  discharged 
and  the  overplus  in  Value  of  said  Land  shall  be  for  the  Benefit  and  Sup- 
port of  said  Abiah  and  her  Children  and  the  said  Abijah  may  be  called 
upon  for  the  same  and  be  compelled  to  pay  over  to  them  or  for  their 
Support  all  the  value  above  said  Sum  paid  towards  said  Bond  and  the 
Sums  already  by  him  advanced  as  they  shall  need  and  if  said  Wife  and 
Heirs  of  said  Ebenezer  shall  pay  the  said  Sum  of  £300,  to  said  Abijah 
in  said  Securities  in  six  Months  from  the  Date  hereof  and  the  Sums 
expended  for  their  Support  already  by  said  Abijah  then  the  said  Abijah 
shall  convey  said  Land  to  them  for  their  Use  Support  and  benefit. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Thaddeus  Burr  of  Fairfield  in  the  County  of 
Fairfield  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  there  is  a Note  of  Hand  in 
favour  of  James  Jauncey  against  the  Memorialist  for  £35  8 5 LMoney 
dated  the  22^  Day  of  April  1775,  which  Note  is  in  the  Hands  of  James 
Hillhouse  of  Newhaven  that  the  Estate  of  said  Jauncey  has  been  con- 
fiscated to  and  for  the  Use  of  this  State  And  that  said  Note  hath  been 
paid  to  the  Order  of  said  Jauncey  and  a Receipt  taken  which  Receipt 
was  destroyed  by  the  Enemy  in  the  Year  1779  Praying  that  said  Note 
may  be  Cancelled  and  given  up  as  per  Memorial  on  File  &c 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly  that  said  Note  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
Cancelled  and  said  Memorialist  is  discharged  from  any  Demands  on 
Account  thereof  and  James  Hillhouse  who  has  the  Possession  of  said 
Note  is  hereby  directed  to  deliver  said  Note  into  the  Hands  of  said  Burr. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Lois  Butrick  of  Goshen  Shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  her  Husband  Ephraim  Butrick  late  of  said  Goshen  in  the 
Year  1778  was  suspected  of  being  Inimical  to  the  American  States  and 
having  escaped  an  Officer  and  gone  to  some  Place  to  the  Memorialist 
unknown  to  this  Day  and  she  being  in  indigent  Circumstances  with  a 
Young  and  helpless  Family  Praying  for  Liberty  to  Sell  a small  irnpaired 
House  and  about  one  Acre  of  Land  of  the  said  ^hraim®  lying  in  said 
Goshen  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  said  Ephraims  Debts  that  remain 
unpaid  and  for  the  releif  of  her  Family  &c 

Therefore  Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  Liberty  be  given  and  Lib- 
erty and  Authority  is  hereby  Given  to  the  Memorialist  to  Sell  said  House 
and  Land  for  the  Use  and  benefit  of  said  Ephraims  Creditors  and  to  apply 
said  remaining  Sum  if  any  there  be  to  her  and  her  Family  Support, 
taking  the  directions  of  the  Court  of  Probate  for  Litchfield  District  in 
the  Premisses. 
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Upon  the  Memorial  of  Ebenezer  Huntington  of  Norwich  Shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  he  was  Deputy  Commissary  Gen^  under  Joseph  Trum- 
bull Esq*-  at  Roxbury  in  the  Year  1775,  that  his  Accounts  are  not  settled, 
and  that  the  whole  of  the  Debts  and  Credits  of  that  Business  are  in  his 
own  Hands  Praying  that  a Committee  may  be  appointed  to  Settle  the 
same  as  per  Memorial  on  File — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  tliat  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table  be  and 
they  are  hereby  Impowered  and  directed  to  receive  and  Settle  the  said 
Accounts  of  the  Memorialist  and  Charge  what  shall  be  proper  to  the 
United  States  and  make  such  Allowances  to  the  Memorialist  as  has  been 
done  to  others  for  simular  Services. 


Upon  the  Memorial  of  Robert  Frazer  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that 
he  was  a late  Soldier  in  the  first  Regiment  of  this  State  in  the  Con- 
tinental Army  and  having  been  Wounded  and  turned  over  into  the  Corps 
of  Invalids  at  West  Point  and  now  discharged  and  in  necessitous  Cir- 
cumstances Praying  for  some  immediate  Relief  until!  the  Provisions 
made  by  Congress  can  operate  for  his  Benefit  as  per  Memorial  on  File, 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  hereby 
directed  to  pay  unto  him  the  said  Robert  Frazer  on  his  Order  the  Sum 
of  nine  Pounds  LMoney  out  of  any  of  the  Taxes  appropriated  to  the 
support  of  Civil  Government  and  to  be  deducted  out  of  the  Monies 
which  may  become  due  to  him  as  one  of  the  Invalids  f or  which  Provision 
may  be  hereafter  made. 


Upon  the  Memorial  of  Mary  Wooster  of  New  Haven  in  New  Haven 
County  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  her  late  Husband  General  David 
Wooster  of  said  New  Haven  was  Brigadier  General  in  the  Service  of 
the  United  States  and  was  in  their  Service  as  Brigadier  General  as  afore- 
said mortally  wounded  in  Battle  and  died  on  the  second  Day  of  May 
1777  that  by  a Resolution  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  passed 
on  the  24^^  Day  of  August  1780  the  Widows  of  Officers  that  had  before 
that  Time  or  hereafter  should  die  in  the  Service  of  the  United  States 
should  be  entitled  to  half  pay  according  to  the  rank  of  the  Officer  from 
the  Time  of  their  Husbands  Death,  That  by  a recommendation  of  said 
Congress  passed  the  fourth  Day  of  May  1785  it  is  recommended  to  this 
Assembly  to  settle  with  and  Pay  the  Memorialist  the  said  seven  Years 
half  pay  as  per  Memorial  on  File.* 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table  settle 
and  adjust  the  Account  of  the  said  Mary  Wooster  for  the  said  half  Pay

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Isaac  Foot,  Elnathan  Tyler  Benjamin  Gillett, 
Timothy  Higgins  and  Thaddeus  Beech  Shewing  that  in  the  Summer 
Season  of  1780  they  performed  a Tour  of  Duty  under  the  command  of 
Capt  Elijah  Seymour  for  the  Term  of  One  Month,  and  that  they  have 
not  been  able  to  obtain  pay  from  said  Seymour  for  said  Service  And  that 
by  a Petition  preferred  to  the  Assembly  in  October  last  it  was  Resolved 
that  said  Seymour  should  be  Notified  by  Citation  from  the  Secretary 
to  appear  before  this  Assembly  to  shew  reason  why  he  has  not  paid  them 
the  Wages  due  for  said  Service  And  that  they  procured  said  Citation  and 
put  the  same  into  the  Hands  of  Constable  Steel  of  New  Hartford,  who 
Certifies  that  he  faithfully  served  and  duly  returned  the  Same  to  the 
Secretaries  Office  And  that  said  Citation  is  not  to  be  found  on  File  And 
that  it  is  oweing  to  the  insolvency  of  said  Seymour  that  they  are  not 
Able  to  receive  their  said  Wages  Praying  for  releif  as  per  Memorial  on 
File 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly  that  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table  be  and 
they  are  hereby  Authorized  and  directed  to  draw  an  Order  or  Orders 
for  such  sum  or  Sums  due  to  them  respectively  for  said  Tour  of  Duty  in 
States  Money  in  the  Same  Way  and  manner  as  was  done  to  Troops 
ordered  out  at  the  same  Time  were  settled  with  and  paid  off  and  a rea- 
sonable allowance  for  Cost  by  them  necessarily  incurred. 


Upon  the  Memorial  of  Mary  Wooster  of  New  Haven  Shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  Your  Memorialist  is  obligated  to  CoP  Elijah  Abel  of 
Fairfield  for  the  Sum  of  four  hundred  and  fifty  Pounds,  which  Money 
is  due  to  the  State  of  Connecticut  from  the  said  CoP  Abel  he  having 
received  said  Sum  from  different  Collectors  in  the  County  of  Fairfield

urer on  said  CoP  Abel  as  he  intended  and  has  not  been  able  to  repay 
said  Sum  to  this  Time  praying  the  same  may  be  discounted  &c 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table  examine 
into  the  Facts  alledged  in  said  Memorial  and  the  ascertain  the  Sum, 
which  the  Memorialist  and  said  Thomas  Wooster  owe  the  said  Elijah 
Abel  for  said  Moneys  received  by  said  Thomas  Wooster  and  that  said 
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Committee  having  ascertained  said  Sum  Certify  the  same  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  this  State  who  is  directed  to  endorse  such  Sum  on  the  Notes 
Issued  by  him  to  the  Memorialist  for  his  half  Pay  as  an  Officer®  Widow* 
and  that  the  Treasurer  also  Credit  the  said  Elijah  Abel  on  the  Taxes  on 
which  said  Sum  is  due  from  him  to  the  Treasurer  the  Amount  of  said 
Sum  as  aforesaid.

An  Act  for  the  better  methodizing  and  regulating  the  Public  Accounts  and 
for  effecting  a speedy  Settlement  of  all  outstanding  Debts  due  to  this 
State. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  there 
shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly  a Comptroller  of 
all  Public  Accounts  of  this  State ; and  the  said  Comptroller  is  hereby 
authorized  to  appoint  from  Time  to  Time  as  he  shall  find  necessary  one 
Clerk  or  more  to  Assist  him  in  his  said  Office  and  Duty,  And  in  Order 
that  the  said  Comptroller  may  be  enabled  to  execute  the  Duties  of  his 
Office,  he  shall  have  free  Access  to  the  Public  Offices  of  the  Treasurer 
the  Secretary  and  the  Pay  Table  or  any  other  Public  Offices  of  Record ; 
with  full  Power  to  examine  all  Books  Accounts,  Documents  or  other 
Papers  whatsoever  that  respect  or  have  any  Relation  to  his  said  Office 
and  Trust,  and  may  call  for  any  Acts  and  Resolutions  and  also  for  such 
General  or  particular  Abstracts  or  Statements  of  any  and  aU  Public 
Accounts  as  he  shall  Judge  necessary  in  order  to  invesitigate  their  real 
Situation.  And  it  shall  be  the  Duty  of  the  said  Comptroller  from  Time 
to  Time  diligently  to  examine  and  State  the  Amount  of  all  the  Public 
Debts  and  Credits  of  this  State  with  the  United  States  or  with  any  Pub- 
lic Officer  or  other  Individual  or  Community  whatever.  And  in  Order  to 
effect  and  bring  about  a speedy  settlement  with  such  as  are  indebted  to 
this  State, 

It  is  hereby  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  That  the  said  Comp- 
troller shall  be  fully  Authorized  and  Impowered  to  institute  Suits  at  Law 
in  the  Name  of  this  State  against  any  and  every  Person  or  Persons  or 
Body  of  Men  who  have  received  any  Public  Moneys  or  Property  by  any 
Way  or  means  whatsoever  and  who  have  not  regularly  accounted  for  the 
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same,  excepting  only  the  Collectors  of  the  Public  Taxes  in  the  State, 
And  for  this  purpose  'the  said  Comptroller  is  authorized  to  employ  or 
substitute  an  Attorney  or  Attorneys  under  him  to  sue  for  such  Moneys 
or  other  Property  so  unaccounted  for  and  pursue  the  same  to  final 
Judgment  and  Execution  in  favour  of  this  State,  And  that  the  Officer 
who  shall  Collect  the  Moneys  on  such  Execution,  and  all  other  Persons 
who  shall  by  the  Appointment  Order  or  direction  of  such  Comptroller 
receive  the  Moneys  of  this  State,  shall  pay  the  same  when  collected  to 
the  Treasurer  of  this  State,  taking  duplicate  Receipts  therefor  and  lodge 
one  of  them  with  the  Secretary  and  the  other  with  the  Comptroller ; And 
it  shall  be  the  Duty  of  the  said  Comptroller  to  exhibit  to  the  General 
Assembly,  in  May  and  October  annually  and  oftner  if  thereunto  required, 
an  account  of  all  Moneys  received  into  the  Treasury  on  any  and  all  Taxes 
that  have  been  laid  and  are  yet  unsettled  or  may  from  Time  to  Time  be  laid 
and  assessed  by  the  General  Assembly  together  with  the  deficiencies  and 
Abatements  made  on  such  Taxes,  also  an  Account  of  all  Moneys  that  may 
be  received  into  the  Treasury  for  Fines  Forfeitures  Penalties  and  Con- 
fiscations or  by  any  way  or  means  whatever  together  with  an  Account 
of  all  Debts  due  to  this  State  and  from  whom.  And  also  a general  or 
particular  Statement  of  the  appropriation  of  the  Monies  received  in  as 
aforesaid  and  in  such  manner  as  he  may  Judge  most  ex{>edient  to  shew 
their  real  situation  or  according  to  such  directions  or  Order  as  he  may 
receive  from  the  General  Assembly  or  in  their  recess  from  the  Governor. 
And  such  Comptroller  shall  have  the  general  Superintendance  of  all 
Matters  that  respect  the  subject  of  Finance,  and  shall  advise  as  to  the 
Mode  of  keeping  Stating  adjusting  and  Liquidating  the  Public  Accounts 
of  this  State,  subject  to  the  Controul  and  Order  of  the  General  Assembly, 
and  shall  take  suitable  Care  that  the  regular  and  necessary  Checks  in 
the  Mode  of  keeping  Accounts  be  instituted  and  maintained  and  if  any 
further  Regulations  may  in  his  Opinion  be  necessary  to  Compleat  the 
System  of  his  department  to  lay  the  same  before  the  General  Assembly 
as  often  as  he  may  think  proper  and  all  Plans  and  Calculations  formed 
for  the  Purpose  of  lessening  the  Public  Expences  and  for  using  and 
improving  the  Public  Moneys  to  the  best  advantage  and  that  may  serve 
to  the  furtherance  and  promotion  of  frugality  and  Economy  in  the  Pub- 
lic expenditures  or  that  may  have  a tendency  to  establish  and  support 
the  Public  Credit  of  this  State,  by  proper  Funds  or  otherwise  or  that  may 
in  any  respect  have  relation  to  the  well  ordering  and  regulating  the 
Business  of  his  Department  and  Office  shall  be  laid  before  the  Legisla- 
ture of  this  State  for  their  consideration  by  such  Comptrolier  at  the 
opening  of  every  Stated  Session  of  Assembly. 

And  he  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  That  no  Orders 
hereafter  to  be  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  shall  be  paid  until!  the  Same  shall 
be  entered  on  the  Books  of  the  Pay  Table  Office  and  a Certificate  of 
such  entry  endorsed  on  such  Orders  by  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table.

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shall  be  liable  to  stand  Chargeable  with  all  the  Public  Taxes  due  from 
the  Owner  thereof  and  shall  remain  as  a Lien  thereon  untill  the  same 
are  fully  paid  notwithstanding  any  subsequent  Sale  or  transfer  thereof 
or  any  Attachment  thereon,  And  Whereas  by  the  Provisions  of  said  Act 
for  the  redemption  of  any  such  Estate,  some  Doubts  have  arisen  whether 
any  other  Person  has  a right  to  redeem  Estate  sold  agreeable  to  said  Act 
for  the  Payment  of  Taxes  than  the  Proprietors  or  Proprietors  for  whose 
Taxes  said  Estate  was  sold  which  Doubts  to  remove — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  intent  and  meaning  of  said  Act 
is  that  any  Proprietor  whether  original  or  an  after  Purchaser  or  any 
Creditor  attaching  such  Estate  or  their  Heirs  may  at  any  Time  within  the 
Time  limited  redeem  said  Estate  by  paying  the  Principal  Sum  for  which 
such  Sale  is  made  and  double  Interest  thereon  in  the  same  Moneys  and 
securities  due  on  the  Taxes  for  which  the  Sale  was  made  and  all  Cost 
arising  thereon. 

And  it  is  hereby  further  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Repre- 
sentatives in  General  Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same, 
that  for  the  future  it  shall  and  may  be  lawfull  for  any  Creditor  or  Credi- 
tors to  any  Person  whose  real  Estate  has  been  sold  for  Taxes  agreeable  to 
said  former  Act  and  not  redeemed  within  the  Time  limited  by  said  Pro- 
prietor or  Proprietors  or  their  Heirs  or  Representatives  or  other  Person 
attaching  previous  to  the  Sale  made  for  said  Taxes,  may  redeem  the  same 
in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  for  the  Proprietor  or  Proprietors  on 
whose  account  such  Sale  was  made  and  shall  hold  the  same  as  a Lien  for 
Security  in  nature  of  a Mortgage  for  so  much  as  he  shall  advance  for  the 
redemption  thereof  and  which  shall  be  first  paid  out  of  the  Avails  of  said 
Estate  before  any  other  demand  whatsoever 

And  it  is  hereby  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that 
where  any  Creditor  to  the  real  Owner  or  Owners  of  such  Estate  in  order 
to  clear  the  same  from  the  Taxes  shall  advance  and  pay  the  Public  demands 
thereon  whether  before  the  Sale  of  such  Estate  at  Auction,  or  after 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Avails  of  such  Estate  or  otherwise  the  full  value 
of  the  Moneys  or  whatever  else  he  has  so  advanced  and  double  Interest 
thereon  before  said  Estate  shall  be  Cleared  of  that  Incumbrance. 


An  Act  for  the  Sale  of  Lands  belonging  to  this  State.* 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same  that  the  several 
Judges  of  Probate  under  whose  administration  or  within  whose  Districts 
any  Lands  ibelonging  to  this  State  are  now  unsold  may  and  they  are 
hereby  Authorized  and  impowered  to  give  Orders  for  the  disposal  of 
such  Lands  at  private  Sale  in  the  whole  or  by  Parts  or  at  Public  Vendue 
at  discretion  as  shall  be  found  most  convenient  and  beneficial  for  the 
State,  and  said  Judges  of  Probate  respectively  are  hereby  Authorized  and 
impowered  in  behalf  of  this  State  to  make  and  execute  Deeds  of  Con-

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veyance  with  warranty  of  such  Lands  in  due  form  of  Law,  and  the  same 
shall  be  good  Authentic  and  legal  Evidence  of  Title  of  such  Lands  to  the 
Grantees  in  the  several  Courts  of  Law  in  this  State,  And  all  such  Land 
already  agreed  to  be  isold  by  Order  of  Law  and  Deeds  not  yet  given  may 
be  confirmed  to  the  Purchasers  by  Deeds  executed  by  the  respective 
Judges  of  Probate  as  by  this  Act  is  provided.  And  said  Judges  of  Pro- 
bate shall  receive  Payment  for  all  such  Lands  in  Specie  or  liquidated 
Securities  of  this  State  for  lawfull  Money  on  Interest  and  shall  render 
an  Account  thereof  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  within  one  Year  from 
the  Time  of  such  Sale.  The  Lands  in  New  Haven  New  London  and 
Groton  appropriated  for  Building  Forts  &c  for  defence  of  this  State 
to  be  reserved  f or  that  Use  any  Thing  in  this  Act  notwithstanding 

And  he  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  said  Judges 
of  Probate  shall  call  to  Account  all  Persons  in  their  several  Districts 
who  by  Virtue  of  any  Law  or  otherwise  have  had  the  Possession  of  any 
Estate  for  the  Use  of  this  State  and  not  duely  accounted  for  the  same 
and  receive  Payment  as  aforesaid  and  pay  the  Ballance  tliat  shall  be  due 
into  the  Treasury,  And  in  Case  any  Person  accountable  as  aforesaid 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  render  an  Account  it  shall  be  the  Duty  of  such 
Judge  of  Probate  to  proceed  in  a due  course  of  Law  against  such  Per- 
son in  the  name  and  behalf  of  this  State  to  final  Judgment  and  Execu- 
tion for  recovery  thereof. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  a Law  of  this  State  entitled  an  Act  for  collecting 
and  paying  Rates  or  Taxes. 

Whereas  various  Opinions  and  practises  have  been  adopted  relative 
to  what  fees  might  lawfully  be  received  by  Sheriffs  charged  with  execut- 
ing Distresses  or  Warrants  Issued  by  the  Treasurer  for  collecting  Taxes 
due  to  the  State,  And  Whereas  it  is  necessary  that  the  Law  be  made 
Clear  and  definite  in  this  respect  and  that  adequate  Provision  be  at  the 
same  Time  made  to  pay  said  Officers  charged  with  the  aforesaid 
Collections. 

Be  it  therefore  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives 
in  General  Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same  that  the 
same  Mileage  shall  be  allowed  the  Sheriffs  for  executing  said  Distresses 
or  Warrants  Issued  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  State,  as  is  by  Law  allowed 
to  Sheriffs  for  Writs  of  Summons  or  Attachments,  and  that  said  Sheriffs 
be  allowed  to  Collect  of  the  Person  or  Persons  against  whom  any  such 
Distress  or  Warrant  shall  Issue  one  'shilling  on  the  Pound  for  the  first 
Pound  and  three  pence  on  the  Pound  for  every  subsequent  Pound  which 
he  shall  really  and  truly  Collect  for  the  Use  of  the  State  which  fees  shall 
be  payable  in  Specie  or  Bills  of  Public  Credit  or  Public  Securities  in  the 
Proportion  and  as  the  same  is  demanded  by  such  Warrant  not  counting 
fees  on  any  Sum  which  may  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  by  any  Person  or 
Persons  against  whom  said  Warrant  or  Execution  issued.  That  when- 
ever any  Sheriff  shall  Commit  any  Person  or  Persons  to  Prison  by  virtue 
of  such  Warrant  he  shall  be  allowed  besides  his  said  Mileage  the  same 
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Cost  for  his  assistance  as  is  by  Law  allowed  for  executing'  Writs  of 
Execution ; And  shall  also  be  allowed  upon  any  such  Commitment  and 
for  a Copy  O'f  his  Distress  or  Warrant  six  shillings  on  every  such  War- 
rant not  exceeding  one  hundred  Pounds  and  six  Shillings  on  every  sub- 
sequent Hundred  Pounds  contained  in  such  Warrant  and  which  shall 
appear  to  be  due  at  the  Time  of  Commitment  Payable  in  Specie  or  Bills 
of  Public  Credit  or  in  the  Public  Securities  according  to  and  in  the 
proportion  which  shall  be  demanded  by  such  Warrant  and  which  fee^ 
and  Costs  shall  be  distinctly  Charged  by  said  Sheriffs  on  every  Warrant 
which  they  shall  return  to  the  Treasurer;  And  in  Case  of  a return  of 
Non  est  inverdu  on  any  such  Distress  and  Warrant  the  Sheriffs  shall  be 
entitled  to  Mileage  or  travelling  fees  only  That  the  Treasurer  of  the 
State  whenever  he  shall  Issue  an  alias  Distress  or  warrant  in  conse- 
quence of  such  Commitment,  shall  insert  under  the  Title  of  Costs  the 
amount  of  such  fees  and  Costs  lawfully  Charged  and  when  it  shall  be 
necessary  reduce  the  same  to  specie  at  the  current  Exchange  at  the  Time 
when  such  alias  Warrant  shall  Issue,  and  said  Treasurer  shall  also  pro- 
ceed in  the  same  manner  in  settling  the  fees  and  Costs  upon  the  Returns 
of  all  such  Warrants  in  his  Office  upon  which  no  alias  Distress  or  War- 
rant has  been  Issued. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  a Law  of  this  State  Entitled  An  Act  for  regulating 
the  Election  of  the  Governor  Lieutenant  Gdvernor  Assistants  &c. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same  that  the  Meet- 
ings of  the  Freemen  in  the  several  Towns  in  the  County  of  Tolland  for 
the  purposes  mentioned  in  said  Act  shall  be  on  the  first  Monday  after 
the  first  Tuesday  of  April  and  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  September 
annually. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  and  alteration  of  the  Statute  Law  for  laying  an 
Excise  on  sundry  Articles  of  Consumption  within  this  State.'*" 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  all  such 
Retailers  and  Consumers  of  any  Goods  Wares  and  Merchandize  which 
by  said  Act  or  by  any  Law  of  this  State  are  or  shall  be  subjected  to 
the  payment  of  Exci.se  as  have  not  kept  a particular  Account  of  such 
Articles  as  aforesaid  as  they  have  sold  by  Retail  or  consumed  since  the 
first  Day  of  January  1785,  shall  when  required  by  the  Collector  or  his 
Deputy  or  within  eight  Days  afterwards  and  before  the  first  Day  of 
September  next  exhibit  to  such  Collector  or  his  Deputy  a true  Manifest 
in  Writing  under  the  Oath  of  such  Retailer  or  Consumer  of  all  such 
Goods  Wares  and  Merchandize  by  Law  subject  to  Excise,  as  he  or  they 
have  sold  by  Retail  or  consumed  since  the  first  Day  of  January  1785  and

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untill  the  Time  of  rendering  such  Manifest  on  which  the  Excise  hath  not 
been  paid  according  to  his  or  their  best  knoledge  and  Judgment  and 
shall  pay  the  Excise  thereon  as  the  Law  requires,  and  all  Retailers  and 
Consumers  of  any  Articles  subjected  by  Law  to  the  Payment  of  Excise 
shall  once  in  six  Months  that  is  to  say  on  or  before  the  first  Day  of 
January  and  July  in  each  Year  exhibit  to  the  Collector  of  Excise  or  his 
Deputy  a true  manifest  in  Writing  on  Oath  of  all  such  Goods  on  which 
the  Excise  hath  not  before  been  paid,  and  shall  produce  the  Original 
Invoices  or  Bills  of  Parcells  thereof  as  Vouchers  and  shall  if  required 
give  the  Copies  of  all  such  Invoices  or  Bills  of  Parcells  toSuch  Collector 
or  his  Deputy,  and  shall  pay  the  Exise  by  Law  required  on  such  Articles 
or  secure  the  same  with  Surety  to  the  satisfaction  of  such  Collector  or  his 
Deputy  payable  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  one  half  thereof  at  the 
end  of  three  Months  and  the  other  half  at  the  end  of  twelve  Months 
from  the  date  of  such  Securities  and  Interest  after  Payable  untill  paid, 
And  the  Oath  to  be  taken  as  aforesaid  shall  be  in  the  Words  following 
viz.  [“]You  swear  by  the  Name  of  the  everliving  God  that  the  Mani- 
fest You  now  exhibit  to  me  is  true,  and  that  the  Prices  set  to  the  Articles 
therein  enumerated  are  the  Prices  at  which  those  Articles  were  bona  fide 
bought,  and  that  the  same  contains  all  the  Articles  You  have  on  hand, 
or  have  sold  by  Retail,  or  consumed  or  otherwise  disposed  of  within  six 
Months  last  past  subjected  by  Law  to  the  payment  of  Excise  on  which 
the  Excise  hath  not  been  paid  nor  secured  to  be  paid.  And  that  the 
Invoices  You  now  exhibit  are  the  true  Invoices  containing  all  the  Articles 
specified  in  said  Manifest,  So  help  You  God.[^’] 

And  every  such  Retailer  or  Consumer,  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
observe  and  keep  the  Laws  that  are  or  shall  be  made  and  in  force  con- 
cerning Excise  and  being  duely  convicted  thereof  shall  pay  a fine  to  the 
Treasurer  of  this  State  to  the  Amount  of  fourfold  the  Sum  Of  the 
Excise  which  in  the  Judgment  of  the  Court  that  shall  have  Cognizance 
thereof  such  Person  or  Persons  so  neglecting  or  refusing  ought  to  have 
paid  and  shall  pay  Cost  of  prosecution  And  it  shall  be  the  Duty  of  the 
Collector  of  Excise  in  each  County  or  his  Deputy  as  often  as  once  in  six 
Months  to  make  due  presentment  to  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in  their 
respective  Counties  of  all  Breaches  of  this  Act  or  to  an  Assistant  or 
Justice  of  the  Peace,  when  in  the  Opinion  of  such  Collector  the  Nature 
of  the  Offence  doth  not  require  a greater  Penalty  than  by  the  Laws  of 
this  State,  such  Assistant  or  Justice  of  the  Peace  may  give  Judgment 
for,  and  upon  such  Complaint  such  Assistant  or  Justice  of  the  Peace 
may  proceed  to  give  Judgment  for  a Penalty  not  exceeding  four  Pounds, 
And  all  Prosecutions  now  depending  against  any  Person  or  Persons  for 
the  Breach  of  any  Laws  concerning  Excise  shall  Cease  and  determine 
upon  his  or  their  first  conforming  to  this  Act  by  paying  the  Excise 
according  to  the  Provisions  thereof,  and  the  Interest  thereon  from  the 
Time  such  Excise  ought  to  have  been  paid,  and  paying  Cost  of  such 
Prosecution  any  Law  of  of  this  State  notwithstanding. 
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An  Act  in  addition  to,  and  alteration  of  an  Act  in  further  addition  to  an 
alteration  of  an  Act  for  Levying  and  collecting  a Duty  on  certain 
Articles  of  Goods  Wares  and  Merchandize,  Imported  into  this  State  by 
Land  or  Water,  and  one  other  Act  for  laying  an  Excise  on  sundry 
Articles  of  Consumption  within  this  State.* 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  the  several 
Naval  Officers  Collectors  of  Impost  and  Collectors  of  Excise  duely 
appointed  and  qualified  shall  on  the  first  Days  of  April  and  September 
annually  render  to  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table  a true  Account  of  aU  the 
Moneys  collected  and  several  kinds  of  Securities  received  for  Impost  or 
Excise  by  them  or  their  Deputies,  and  pay  and  deliver  to  the  Treasurer 
of  this  State  the  Moneys  Collected  or  Certificates  for  Interest  received 
as  aforesaid,  taking  duplicate  Receipts  therefor  one  of  which  shall  be  by 
them  lodged  in  the  Office  of  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table  any  Law  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  that  the  Col- 
lectors of  Excise  in  rendering  their  Accounts  as  aforesaid  shall  State 
the  Amount  of  the  Excise  received  in  each  Town  from  which  they  are 
impowered  to  Collect  as  also  from  the  Individuals;  and  that  the  Com- 
mittee of  Pay  Table  shall  from  Time  to  Time  transmit  a Copy  of  the 
Account  of  Excise  rendered  by  the  Collector  of  Excise  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  County  Court  in  the  County  to  which  said  Collector  belongs. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  a Law  of  this  State  entitled  an  Act  for  forming 
Ordering  and  regulating  Societies. 

Whereas  in  and  by  said  Act  where  two  or  more  Societies  constituted 
by  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  have  the  same  Limits  and  Boundaries, 
and  there  happens  to  be  new  Inhabitants  within  said  Limits  Provision  is 
made  to  which  of  said  Societies  they  shall  belong;  but  no  Provision  is 
therein  made  to  which  of  the  said  Societies  the  Taxes  arising  on  the 
Lands  of  non  resident  Proprietors  shall  belong,  which  Occasions  much 
difficulty  and  dispute  which  to  prevent — 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same  that  in  all  Cases 
where  there  now  are  or  hereafter  shall  be  two  or  more  Societies  within 
the  same  Limits  constituted  as  aforesaid,  the  Society  Taxes  arising 
on  all  Lands  and  other  Estate  belonging  to  non  resident  Proprietors 
shall  be  and  belong  to  the  Society  lowest  in  the  List  within  such  Limits 
which  support  the  Ministry  by  Taxing. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  for  the  direction  of  Listers  in  their  Office 
and  Duty. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  all  Meadow 
Lands  in  the  Towns  of  Middletown  Haddam,  East  Haddam  and

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  Same,  That  for  the 
future  when  it  shall  so  happen  that  there  shall  be  so  near  a relation 
between  any  Judge  or  Justice,  and  any  of  the  Parties  as  between  Uncle 
and  Nephew  either  by  nature  or  Marriage  such  Judge  or  Justice  shall 
have  no  Power  to  Vote  or  give  sentence  therein,  any  Thing  in  said 
former  Act  notwithstanding. 

An  Act  for  the  encouragement  of  raising  Sheep. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  & Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  all  Owners 
of  any  Sheep  in  this  State  after  the  first  Day  of  January  1787,  may 
annually  during  the  continuance  of  this  Act,  incert  and  Certify  in  their 
several  Lists  of  Polls  and  rateable  Estate,  given  in  to  the  Listers  of  the 
respective  Towns  to  which  they  belong,  an  account  of  the  number  of 
grown  Sheep,  which  they  severally  owned  at  the  Time  of  Shearing,  from 
which  a Coat  or  Fleece  of  Wool  was  shorn,  or  taken  in  the  Season  next 
preceeding  the  giving  in  such  List  while  their  Property,  and  thereupon 
the  said  Listers  in  making  up  the  Lists  of  Estate  as  aforesaid  shall  Credit 
and  deduct  from  the  Sum  Total  of  the  Lists  of  such  Owners  of  Sheep  to 
the  amount  and  at  the  Rate  of  four  shillings  per  Head  for  such  Sheep 
shorn  as  aforesaid  and  the  said  Listers  shall  also  annually  transmit  to 
the  General  Assembly  in  their  return  of  the  Lists  of  their  respective 
Towns,  the  whole  number  of  Sheep  in  each  Town  inserted  in  the  Lists 
as  aforesaid, 

Be  it  further  Enacted  and  Provided,  that  if  such  Listers  by  inspecting 
the  Lists  of  rateable  Estate  as  the  Law  directs  shall  find  that  any  Person 
or  Persons  have  inserted  in  their  said  List  any  greater  number  of  Sheep 
than  were  actually  owned  and  shorn  as  aforesaid  it  shall  be  the  Duty 
of  such  Listers  to  add  to  the  List  of  such  Person  or  Persons  the  whole 
Sum  which  by  virtue  of  this  Act  they  had  deducted ; and  also  at  the 
Rate  of  sixteen  Shillings  per  Head  for  each  surplus  mmiber  inserted  as 
aforesaid. 

Be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  any  number  of 
Sheep  not  exceeding  twenty,  the  property  of  any  one  Person  shall  not  be 
liable  to  be  taken,  or  disposed  of  by  warrant  or  Execution  for  any  Tax 
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or  Debt  whatsoever  from  and  after  the  rising  of  this  Assembly,  and  dur- 
ing the  continuance  of  this  Act,  and  this  Act  shall  be  and  remain  in 
force  untill  the  first  Day  of  January  which  will  be  in  the  Year  One 
Thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety.

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  sam£  That  a Duty  of 
one  half  penny  law  full  Money  in  addition  to  any  Duty  already  laid,  shall 
be  paid  on  each  Pound  of  Nails  Imported  into  this  State,  by  Land  or 
Water,  from  and  after  the  first  Day  of  January  next  for  the  Term  of 
five  Years  to  be  collected  and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  is  already 
provided  iby  Law  in  regard  to  Duty  on  other  Articles. 

Provided  that  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  extend  to  Nails  wrought  or 
manufactured  in  these  United  States.

to  the  Powers  heretofore  given  to  the  said  Committees  and  under  the 
same  regulations. 


Resolved  by  this  Assembly  That  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  shall

and  fully  Impowered  in  the  Name  and  behalf  of  this  State  to  make 
execute  and  deliver  under  their  Hands  and  Seals  an  ample  Deed  of 
Release  and  Cession  of  all  the  Right  Title  Interest  Jurisdiction  and  Claim 
of  the  State  of  Connecticut  to  certain  Western  Lands  beginning  at  the 
completion  of  the  forty  first  Degree  of  North  Lattitude  One  hundred 
and  twenty  Miles  West  of  the  Western  Boundary  Line  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pensylvania  as  now  Claimed  by  said  Commonwealth,  & from 
thence  by  a Line  to  be  drawn  North  Parallel  to  and  One  Hundred  and 
twenty  Miles  West  of  the  said  West  Line  of  Pensylvania  and  to  con- 
tinue North  untill  it  comes  to  forty  two  Degrees  and  two  minutes  North 
Lattitude,  whereby  all  the  Right  Title  Interest  Jurisdiction  and  Claim  of 
the  State  of  Connecticut  to  the  Lands  lying  West  of  said  Line  to  be 
drawn  as  aforementioned  One  hundred  and  twenty  Miles  West  of  the 
Western  boundary  Line  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pensylvania  as  now 
claimed  by  said  Commonwealth  shall  be  included  released  and  Ceded  to

Whereas  the  General  Assembly  holden  at  Hartford  on  the  second 
Thursday  of  May  1785,  Resolved  that  no  account  for  Supplies  furnished 
or  Services  rendered  of  any  kind  for  the  Use  of  this  State  or  the  United 
States  during  the  War  shall  be  allowed  by  this  State  unless  exhibited 
and  lodged  with  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table  before  the  first  Day  of 
January  1786.t  And  whereas  the  Time  limited  by  said  Resolve  in  many 
Instances  is  found  inconvenient, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  That  the  Time  limited  by  said  Resolve  for 
rendering  and  receiving  any  Accounts  of  Supplies  furnished  or  Services 
rendered  for  the  Use  of  this  State  or  the  United  States  be  extended  to 
the  rising  of  the  General  Assembly  in  October  next.  And  that  the  Sec- 
retary Cause  this  Resolve  to  be  published  in  the  several  News  Papers  in 
this  State  three  Weeks  successively  before  the  15^^  Day  of  July  next. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  there  be  immediately  appointed  a 
Quarter  Master  General  in  the  room  and  stead  of  Chauncey  Whittlesey 
Esq’'  who  by  reason  of  his  bad  State  of  Health  is  incapable  of  any  further 
Service,  And  that  the  several  Regimental  Quarter  Masters  shall  on  or 
before  the  first  Day  of  July  next  make  return  to  the  Brigade  Quarter 
Master  of  the  Brigade  to  which  they  respectively  belong  of  all  Military 
and  Public  Stores  in  their  Hands  or  Possession  with  an  exact  Inventory 
thereof  with  the  Condition  that  the  same  is,  now  in,  and  the  several 
Brigade  Quarter  Masters  in  this  State,  are  hereby  Ordered  and  directed 
to  make  return  of  all  Military  and  Warlike  Stores  in  their  respective 
Brigades  to  them  returned  as  aforesaid  and  also  of  all  public  Wa[r]like 
Stores  and  Camp  Equipage  in  their  respective  Brigades  to  the  Quarter 
Master  General  on  or  before  the  first  Day  of  August  next  with  the  State 
and  Condition  thereof,  And  the  Select  Men  of  the  several  Towns  in  this 
State  shall  on  or  before  the  first  Day  of  August  next  make  return  to  the 


* In  January  1784  the  Assembly  empowered  its  delegates  in  Congress  to  cede  the  lands  it 
claimed  in  the  Northwest  Territory  west  of  a line  120  miles  beyond  the  Western  boundary  of 
Pennsylvania.  This  act  specifically  reserved  the  lands  between  the  Pennsylvania  boundary  and 
a line  120  miles  beyond  for  the  use  of  the  State  and  to  satisfy  the  claims  of  Connecticut 
soldiers,  with  provision  for  the  ultimate  establishment  of  a separate  political  jurisdiction  in 
the  reserved  lands.  Conn.  State  Rees.,  V,  277.  This  proposal  not  meeting  the  approbation  of 
Congress,  the  Assembly  passed  a new  act  in  October  1785,  omitting  the  specific  reservation  of 
the  120-mile  tract.  Both  these  measures,  however,  authorized  the  cession  only  of  the  “ten-itory 
and  land”  beyond  the  120-mile  line  “with  the  rights,  privileges,  and  appurtenances  thereunto 
belonging”  but  said  nothing  about  surrender  of  Connecticut’s  claim  to  jurisdiction  there.  See 
above,  p.  104. 

The  new  proposal  came  before  Congress  on  January  18,  1786.  Following  a favorable  committee 
report  the  subject  was  debated  at  great  length.  Pennsylvania  was  fearful  that  its  claimed 
Western  boundary  might  be  brought  in  question  and  sought  safeguarding  amendments.  Some 
delegates  apparently  objected  to  Connecticut’s  failure  to  cede  jurisdiction  as  well  as  land. 
On  May  26,  1786,  William  Samuel  Johnson  of  Connecticut  offered  and  Congress  approved  a 
resolution  to  the  effect  that  Congress  would  accept  a cession,  when  Connecticut’s  delegates  were 
authorized  to  make  it,  of  the  “right,  title,  interest,  jurisdiction,  and  claim”  to  the  region 
beyond  the  120-mile  line.  Jour.  Cont.  Cong.,  XXX,  21-22,  158n,  160  , 295-96  , 299-304  , 307-308, 
310.  The  act  now  passed  by  the  Assembly  in  May  1786  met  the  conditions  laid  down  by 
Congress  in  the  Johnson  resolution.  Congre.ss  accepted  the  cession  on  September  14,  1786.  See 
Jour.  Cont.  Cong.,  XXXI,  654-55,  where  the  deed,  signed  on  behalf  of  the  state  by  William 
Samuel  Johnson  and  Jonathan  Sturges,  is  printed  in  full.

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Quarter  Master  General  of  all  the  Publick  Stores  within  their  respective 
Towns  which  belong  to  this  State  of  whatever  kind  or  nature  and  the 
Condition  thereof  And  the  Quarter  Master  General  is  hereby  Authorized 
and  Impowered  with  the  advice  and  direction  of  the  Commander  in  Chief 
to  make  Sale  of  all  such  Stores  or  property  as  may  be  in  a perishable 
Condition  and  receive  in  Payment  any  securities  Issued  by  the  Treasurer 
of  this  State  for  hard  Money  and  now  due  and  on  Interest  or  Certificates 
for  the  Interest  of  Moneys  loaned  to  this  State,  and  the  said  Quarter

which  isaid  Order  the  said  Jeremiah  Wadsworth  hath  Assumed  to  pay 
with  the  Interest  therein  due  according  to  the  Tenor  of  said  Order  and 
such  Interest  as  has  or  may  accrue  since  the  Date  thereof  until  paid. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  a Tax  of  one  penny  half  penny  in 
the  Pound  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  laid  on  the  List  of  Polls  and  rate- 
able Estate  of  this  State  for  the  Year  1785  to  be  Collected  in  Specie  and 
paid  into  the  Treasury  by  the  first  Day  of  December  next  to  be  appro- 
priated to  defraying  the  Expence  of  the  Civil  List,  and  the  Treasurer  is 
hereby  directed  to  Issue  his  Warrants  accordingly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  M**  Oliver  Wolcott  J**  be  appointed 
to  settle  Accounts  in  behalf  of  this  State  with  William  Thompson  Esq*^ 
Commissioner  of  Accounts  appointed  by  Congress,  be  directed  to  make 
a General  Representation  in  Writing  of  the  present  Situation  of  said 
Accounts  how  far  he  has  proceeded  in  the  Business,  what  Impediments 
obstruct  their  Progress  if  any  and  of  what  Nature  they  are,  and  lay  the 
same  before  this  Assembly  in  their  present  Sessions.

An  Act  for  the  better  methodizing  and  regulating  the  Public  Accounts  and 
for  effecting  a Speedy  settlement  of  all  outstanding  Debts  due  to  this 
State. 


[At  this  point  is  repeated  verbatim,  except  for  two  or  three  insignificant  verbal  differences, 
the  act  already  recorded  above,  pp,  152-53.] 


The  Honorable  James  Wadsworth  Esq^  is  appointed  Comptroller  of 
the  Public  Accounts  in  this  State  for  the  Year  ensuing. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly  that  the  Annual  Salary  of  the  Comptroller 
of  the  Public  Accounts  in  this  State  be  One  Hundred  & fifty  Pounds 
Money. 


Whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  Assembly  that  Abijah  Starling 
Esq^  who  in  the  Year  1784  was  by  the  Assembly  appointed  a Justice  of 
the  Peace  for  the  County  of  Fairfield  and  was  duely  sworn  to  and  acted 
in  said  Office  untill  the  first  of  June  1785,  and  afterwards  in  said  Year 
1785  being  informed  and  beleiving  that  he  was  again  appointed  to  said 
Office  by  the  Assembly  held  in  May  in  said  Year,  was  duely  sworn  to 
and  did  Act  in  said  Office  until!  about  the  Month  of  January  1786, 
when  finding  his  Name  not  included  in  the  Commission  of  Justices 
for  said  County,  he  ceased  to  execute  said  Office,  and  Whereas  it  appears 
to  this  Assembly,  that  the  Name  of  Stephen  Starling  is  inserted  in  the 
Commission  of  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  said  County  in  the  Year 
1785,  instead  of  the  Name  of  Abijah  Starling  and  that  by  mistake.  And 
M'hereas  Dispute  and  Contention  may  arise  relative  to  the  Doings  of  said 
Abijah  Starling  as  Justice  as  aforesaid  unless  Measures  are  taken  by  this 
Assembly  Wherefore  to  prevent  as  far  as  may  be  Disputes  and  difficulties 
that  might  arise  from  the  Matters  aforesaid. 

It  is  Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Acts  and  Doings  of  the  said 
Abijah  Starling  as  Justice  as  aforesaid  from  and  after  said  first  of  June 
1785  for  the  Time  past  be  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be  as  good 
and  valid  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  though  he  had  been  in  said  May 
1785  duely  appointed  and  Commissioned  to  said  Office. 

Whereas  tlie  General  Assembly  in  October  1782,  appointed  Rufus 
Lathrop  and  Samuel  Mott,  Esq'■^  a Committee  to  consider,  and  make 
further  Abatements,  of  the  Public  Taxes  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town 
of  Groton  who  were  Sufferers  by  the  Enemy  in  September  1781,  and  said 
Committee  having  made  Report  to  the  General  Assembly  at  their  Session 
in  May  1783  of  the  Abatements  by  them  further  made  to  the  several 
Persons  whom  with  their  Names  and  the  several  and  respective  Sums  so 
Abated  are  affixed  and  annexed  thereto  as  by  said  Report  fully  appears. 
That  said  Report  was  in  October  1783  accepted  and  approved  &c*

Esq*"  is  appointed  to  make  Sale  of  the  same  accordingly,  and  his  Account 
thereof  to  render,  and  likewise  to  take  Care  of  said  Cannon,  and  see 
that  they  are  placed  under  a suitable  Cover. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Berlin 
have  Liberty  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  them  to  Tax  themselves  f or 
the  purpose  of  repairing  the  Highways  and  Bridges  within  said  Town 
during  the  Pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Haddam  have  Liberty  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  them  to  Tax 
themselves  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  the  Highways  and  Bridges 
within  the  said  Town  during  the  Pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Lebanon  have  Liberty,  and  Liberty  is  hereby  granted  them  to  tax  them- 
selves f or  the  mending  and  repairing  their  Highways  and  Bridges  during 
the  Pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Woodbridge  be  and  they  hereby  are  Authorized  to  Tax  themselves  for 
the  purpose  of  mending  their  Highways  during  the  Pleasure  of  this 
Assembly. 

Whereas  it  appears  that  James  Eells  of  Glastonbury  hath  preferred 
his  Petition  to  this  Assembly  Praying  for  an  Act  of  Insolvency  &c, 
upon  his  resigning  his  Estate  for  the  Benefit  of  his  Creditors  &c  as 
per  Petition  &c,  and  he  having  moved  for  a protection  from  Arrests 
and  Imprisonment  during  the  Session  of  this  Assembly  in  Order  to 
his  attending  upon  the  Subject  Matter  of  his  said  Petition  &c. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Person  of  the  said  James  Eells 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  protected  from  any  Execution  Arrest  or 
Imprisonment  for  Debt  or  any  Civil  Process  whatsoever  during  the 
present  Session  of  this  Assembly  and  for  two  Days  next  after  the 
rising  thereof,  whereof  all  Sheriffs  and  other  Officers  are  to  take 
Notice  as  they  would  answer  the  same  at  their  Peril.*

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Upon  the  Memorial  of  Solomon  Cowles,  Isaac  Cowles  and  Solomon 
Cowles  Jun',  all  of  Farmington  in  the  County  of  Hartford,  Shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  they  were  alternatively  Collectors  of  the  State  Taxes 
in  said  Farmington  from  the  Year  1771  to  the  Year  1779  inclusively, 
during  the  whole  of  which  Time  they  were  in  advance  with  the  Treasurer, 
ever  considering  it  their  Duty  to  supply  as  much  Money  for  the  Use  of 
the  Public  as  was  in  their  Power  and  Collect  the  same  of  the  People  as 
fast  as  their  Abilities  and  Circumstances  would  admit  that  so  it  happened 
after  they  had  settled  with  the  Treasurer,  all  Taxes  Committed  to  them, 
two  two  Penny  Taxes  only  excepted,  the  Civil  Authority  and  Select  Men

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Eleazer  Huntington  be  and 
he  is  hereby  Impowered  Authorized  and  directed  to  execute  good  and 
Authentic  Deeds  of  the  Lands  Sold  as  aforesaid  to  the  Purchasers 
thereof,  which  Deeds  shall  be  legal  Evidence  of  the  Title  of  such  Pur- 
chasers their  Heirs  and  Assigns. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Joseph  Mix  late  of  Wallingford  in  the  County 
of  New  Haven  now  of  New  Haven  in  said  County,  Shewing  that  on  the

able on  the  first  day  of  June  1783  with  Interest  from  the  first  Day 
of  June  1784,  And  also  one  Note  payable  to  said  Joseph  Mix  to  be 
dated  and  Signed  as  aforesaid  for  the  Sum  of  £11  10  8j^  payable  on 
the  first  Day  of  June  1785  with  Interest  from  the  first  Day  of  June  1784 
in  the  room  and  stead  of  said  Notes  and  said  Pay  Table  Orders  so  con- 
sumed and  destroyed  as  aforesaid. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Elijah  Backus  Joshua  Huntington  and  Dudley 
Woodbridge  Esq^®  all  of  Norwich  in  New  London  County  Shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  they  desire  to  set  up  and  carry  on  the  expensive 
manufacture  of  Loaf  Sugar  in  said  Norwich  Praying  for  the  Sole  and 
exclusive  Privelege  of  carrying  on  the  Same  as  per  Memorial  on  Pile — ■ 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Memorialists  their  Heirs  Execu- 
tors and  Administrators  have  and  enjoy  the  Sole  and  exclusive  Right  of 
setting  up  and  carrying  on  said  Manufacture  in  the  Town  of  Norwich 
for  the  Term  of  twelve  Years  from  the  first  Day  of  June  1786,  and  the 
same  is  hereby  granted  to  them  for  the  Term  aforesaid,  ' 

Provided  nevertheless  ihdct  if  the  said  Backus  Huntington  and  Wood- 
bridge  their  Heirs  &c  should  not  set  up  proper  Works  for  said  Business 
by  the  first  Day  of  June  1788,  or  shall  afterwards  fail  to  carry  on  said 
Business  for  the  space  of  six  Months  together  at  any  One  Time  during 
said  Term  then  this  Grant  and  all  further  Benefit  thereof  shall  cease  and 
determine  and  be  forever  after  null  and  void.*

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Upon  the  Memorial  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Society  of  Newent  in 
the  Town  of  Norwich,  and  the  Inhabitants  of  that  part  of  the  Society 
of  Hanover  which  now  belongs  to  said  Norwich  Praying  to  be  incor- 
porated a distinct  Town  as  per  Memorial  on  File — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Inhabitants  of  the  said  Society  of 
Newent  and  that  part  of  the  Society  of  Hanover  which  now  belongs  to 
said  Norwich  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  and  incorporated  One 
entire  and  distinct  Town  by  the  Name  of  Lisbon,  and  .shall  be  and  remain 
in  and  of  the  County  of  New  London,  bounded  as  follows  (viz)  begin- 
ning at  the  middle  of  the  Waters  of  Quinebaug  River,  where  the  divid-

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  all  that  part  of  the  ancient  Town  of 
Norwich  within  the  following  Bounds  including  said  two  Societies  and 
part  of  the  first  Society  in  said  Norwich  be  and  they  are  hereby  con- 
stituted and  incorporated  one  entire  and  distinct  Town  by  the  Name  of 
Franklin,  and  shall  be  and  remain  in  and  of  the  County  of  New  London 
said  Bounds  are  as  follow,  beginning  at  the  Southwesterly  Corner  of 
said  West  Society  where  the  Town  Line  crosses  Peas®  Brook,  thence 
Easterly  Abutting  Southerly  on  the  Line  which  divides  said  West  Society 
and  first  Society  from  New  Concord  Society  untill  it  comes  to  the  Bridge 
over  Bradfords  Brook  thence  down  the  middle  of  said  Brook  forty  Rods, 
thence  by  a Streight  Line  across  the  broken  Bank  of  Bingham  Hill  (so 
called)  to  the  Easterly  side  of  the  Highway  thence  running  by  a Streight 
Line  to  the  Northwesterly  Corner  of  Daniel  Calkins  Dwelling  House, 
thence  by  a Streight  Line  to  the  Mouth  of  Saw  Mill  Brook  where  it  falls 
into  Shatucket  River,  thence  directly  across  Shatucket  River  to  the 
Easterly  Bank  thereof,  thence  by  the  Eastern  Bank  and  up  the  Stream 
of  Shatucket  River  untill  it  comes  to  the  Northeasterly  Abutment  of 
Elderkins  Bridge  thence  still  up  the  Stream  of  said  River  and  by  the 
Northeasterly  Bank  thereof  to  Windham  Town  Line  thence  Westerly 
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abutting  Northerly  on  the  ancient  Line  of  the  Town  of  Norwich  until  it 
comes  to  the  Northwesterly  Corner  of  said  Norwich,  Abutting  Westerly 
partly  by  the  Town  of  Windham  and  partly  by  the  Town  of  Lebanon, 
until  it  comes  to  the  Bounds  first  mentioned. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Town  of 
Franklin  shall  not  have  more  than  One  Representative  at  the  General 
Assembly  at  any  one  Time,  and  shall  at  all  Times  have  possess  and 
enjoy  all  the  other  Powers  Priveleges  Rights  and  Immunities  and  be 
liable  to  the  Same  Duties  of  a Town  which  the  other  Towns  in  this 
State  by  Law  established  have  and  do  enjoy  and  are  Liable  to.  And 
the  said  Town  of  Franklin  shall  take  to  themselves  and  maintain  their 
proportion  of  the  Poor  People  now  supported  or  assisted  by  said  Town 
of  Norwich,  and  shall  receive  and  acknoledge  their  proportion  of  those 
Inhabitants  of  said  Town  of  Norwich  who  now  dwell  in  other  Places 
by  permission  on  Certificates  or  otherwise,  and  shall  hereafter  return  as 
legal  Inhabitants  of  said  ancient  Town  of  Norwich,  and  shall  bear  their 
Proportion  of  the  expences  that  shall  arise  on  such  Inhabitants  when 
returned  as  aforesaid,  and  said  Town  of  Franklyn  shall  receive  of  the 
Treasury  of  said  Town  of  Norwich  their  Proportion  of  all  Moneys  in 
said  Treasury  and  Debts  now  due  to  said  Town  and  of  the  Military 
Stock,  said  proportion  to  be  ascertained  by  the  List  and  Assesments 
of  the  Inhabitants  of  said  Norwich  for  20^’*  August  1785,  and  said  Town 
of  Franklin  shall  pay  their  proportion  of  Arrearages  of  all  Public  Taxes 
and  of  all  other  Debts  and  Expences  already  incurred  by  said  Town  of 
Norwich  and  shall  be  liable  in  Law  with  said  Town  of  Norwich  for  the 
same  in  proportion  aforesaid  untill  finally  settled  and  discharged,  and  the 
legal  Voters  in  said  Town  of  Franklin  shall  have  a Right  to  meet  in  Town 
Meeting  with  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Norwich  when  warned 
by  the  Select  Men  of  Norwich  for  the  purpose  of  settling  their  Arrear- 
ages of  Taxes  and  dividing  their  Moneys  Dues  and  expences  aforesaid, 
And  Ebenezer  Hartshorn  Esq""  or  in  his  absence,  Barnabas  Huntington 
Esq^  is  hereby  Authorized  and  Impowered  as  soon  as  may  be  to  warn 
the  Inhabitants  of  said  Town  of  Franklin  to  meet  at  the  Public  Meeting 
House  in  said  West  Society,  by  setting  up  notification  thereof  on  the 
Sign  Posts  in  each  of  said  two  Societies  at  least  four  Days  before  the 
holding  o'f  said  Meeting,  and  shall  preside  as  Moderator  of  said  Meeting, 
and  lead  the  Voters  in  said  Town  Meeting  to  the  Choice  of  a Town 
Clerk  and  all  other  necessary  Town  Officers,  and  such  Officers  so  chosen 
shall  continue  in  Office  until!  the  first  Day  of  January  next,  or  untill 
others  are  Chosen  and  qualified  in  their  Stead. 


Upon  the  Memorial  of  Michael  Todd  Executor  of  Michael  Todd 
late  of  New  Haven  Deceas^’,  late  Collector  of  State  Taxes  for  said  Town 
for  the  Lists  of  1774  and  1775,  shewing  that  some  of  said  Rates  were 
uncollected  and  that  the  Treasurer®  Warrants  to  said  Deceas‘d  were  lost 
Praying  that  the  Treasurer  may  be  directed  to  Issue  new  Warrants  &c  as 
per  Memorial  on  File. 
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Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  Issue  new 
AVarrants  of  the  same  Tenor  and  Date  with  said  lost  Warrants  for  col- 
lecting the  Rates  which  said  Deceas^  was  as  aforesaid  authorized  to 
Collect. 

On  the  Memorial  of  Col®  Samuel  Whiting  Shewing  that  he  was 
Commander  of  a Regiment  of  this  State  in  the  Year  1776,  and  Praying 
that  he  may  be  refunded  two  hundred  and  forty  pounds  nineteen  shillings 
which  he  had  paid  of  his  own  Money  for  Billeting  said  Regiment,  and  on 
the  Report  of  a Com^®®  appointed  to  examine  into  the  Facts  of  said 
Memorial,  That  the  Facts  are  true  and  that  the  said  £240  19  0 is 
Justly  due  to  the  said  Col®  S Whiting  as  per  Memorial  & Report  on 
File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table  be 
directed  to  draw  an  Order  on  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  for  the  Sum 
of  £240  19  0 with  Interest  thereon  from  the  last  Day  of  August  1777, 
and  Charge  the  same  to  the  United  States,  And  the  Treasurer  is  hereby 
directed  to  execute  Notes  accordingly  for  the  principal  Sum  aforesaid 
bearing  Date  the  last  Day  of  August  1777  with  Interest  from  the  Date 
untill  paid  Payable  the  first  Day  of  June  1787. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Josiah  Child  a Captain  in  the  Connecticut 
Line  in  the  Continental  Army  Shewing  that  this  State  have  a Judgment 
and  Execution  against  him  and  his  Bondsman  for  a Ballance  of  £320 
LMoney  and  Costs  for  Monies  by  him  received  in  1777  to  raise  Soldiers 
&c,  and  that  One  hundred  Pounds  of  said  Sum  w^as  sent  by  one  Capt 
Isaac  Stone  in  the  Year  1778  to  the  Treasurer  that  he  paid  the  Conti- 
nental Bounty  to  52  Soldiers  amounting  to  the  Sum  of  £312,  towards 
v/hich  he  has  received  only  £195,  that  £83  14  0 of  said  Money  he 
delivered  to  Cap^  Hait,  and  took  Lieut  Green®  receipt  endorsed  by  said 
Capt  Hait,  that  he  and  his  Sons  all  went  into  the  Service,  one  of  whom 
died  in  the  Service  that  no  depreciation  has  been  made  up  to  him,  and 
that  by  his  engaging  in  the  Service  he  has  lost  his  whole  Interest  and 
is  reduced  to  beggary  and  want  in  his  old  Age  Praying  for  releif  in  the 
premisses  and  for  a suspension  of  said  Execution  as  per  Memorial  on 
File,  On  which  a Committee  was  appointed  and  have  reported  as  on  File,

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Anne  Ledyard  of  Groton  in  the  County  of 
New  London  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  her  late  Husband  CoP 
William  Ledyard  in  his  Life  Time  for  the  Service  of  this  State  purchased 
of  Edward  Hallam  and  Company,  several  Peices  of  Britannias  for 
which  the  said  CoP  Ledyard  contracted  to  pay  the  hard  Money  and  since 
the  Death  of  said  CoP  Ledyard  the  said  Anne  hath  paid  the  same  as  per 
Memorial  on  File  &c — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  be  and  he 
is  hereby  Ordered  to  pay  unto  the  said  Anne  Ledyard  the  Sum  of  four 
Pounds  ten  shillings  LMoney  the  Amount  of  the  Bill  of  the  said  Edward 
Flallam  & Company  paid  by  her  the  said  Anne  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said out  of  the  Taxes  laid  for  the  support  of  Civil  Government  within 
this  State. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Mary  Alsop  of  Midletown  Administratrix 
on  the  Estate  of  Richard  Alsop  Esq**,  late  of  said  Midletown  Deceas‘d 
Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Richard  in  his  Life  Time  took  a 
Deed  of  Bezaleel  Ives  of  Wallingford  in  New  Haven  County,  of  a 
Quarter  of  an  Acre  of  Land  in  Wallingford  aforesaid,  and  part  of  an 
Ilouse  standing  thereon  for  a Debt  he  could  not  otherwise  secure  that 
the  same  is  now  unprofitable  to  the  Heirs  of  said  Richard,  and  that 
there  is  an  opportunity  to  Sell  the  same  to  advantage  Praying  for

Therefore,  Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  George  Dudley 
be  and  he  is  hereby  divorced  from  his  said  Wife  Mercy  and  the  Marriage 
Covenenant  entered  into  between  them  as  aforesaid  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  null  & void. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  David  Cressee  Nathaniel  Russell  Abel  Hoskins 
Abel  Hoskins  Jun^  Elijah  Andrews,  Elijah  Andrews  Jun*"  Preserved 
Cressee  and  Israel  Cressee  all  of  Winchester  in  the  County  of  Litch- 
field representing  to  this  Assembly  that  they  live  in  the  third  Tier  of

the  Road  to  the  Meeting  House  in  said  Society  of  Gilead  Praying  to  be 
annexed  to  the  first  Society  in  said  Hebron  together  with  his  Estate  as 
per  Memorial  on  file 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Joel  Man  together  with  his 
Estate  be  and  hereby  are  annexed  to  the  first  Society  in  said  Hebron  and 
subjected  to  the  Priveleges  and  Burthens  thereof  and  entitled  to  the 
Priveleges  thereof. 


On  the  Memorial  of  Elihu  Marowehee,  Daniel  Luckenux  and  the  rest 
of  the  Tribe  of  Natives  and  Proprietors  of  Scattacock  in  the  Town  of 
Kent  in  the  County  of  Litchfield 

Resolved  that  John  Canfield  Esq’’,  Gen^  Heman  Swift,  and  Cap^ 
Simeon  Smith  or  any  two  of  them  be  and  they  hereby  are  appointed  a 
Committee  to  enquire  into  the  Matters  complained  of  in  said  Memorial 
to  examine  into  the  disposition  of  their  Lands  and  the  rents  thereof  by 
Capt  Abraham  Fuller  their  Present  Conservator,  as  also  their  right  of

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table  be  and 
they  are  hereby  Ordered  and  directed  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  of  this 
State  in  favour  of  said  St  John  for  the  aforesaid  Sum  of  £ 16  LMoney 
and  Charge  the  State  therewith. 


Upon  the  Memorial  of  Reuben  Sikes,  Shewing  that  he  has  at  great 
expence  furnished  himself  with  Stage  Waggons  and  Horses  for  Carry- 
ing Travellers  with  their  Baggage  and  Effects  from  the  City  of  Hartford 
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to  Boston  on  the  Post  Road  Praying  for  an  exclusive  Right  to  carry 
Passengers  &c  as  per  Memorial  on  File* 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly,  that  the  Memorialist  shall  have  and 
licence  is  hereby  granted  to  him  to  erect  set  up  and  drive  all  necessary 
Stage  Waggons  or  Carriages  and  to  carry  Travellers  therein  with  their 
Baggage  and  Effects,  from  the  City  of  Hartford  on  the  Post  Road  lead- 
ing to  Boston  as  far  as  the  Massachusets  Line  or  as  far  as  the  Limits  of

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Oliver  Wolcott  Jun^  be  and 
he  is  hereby  Authorized  and  directed  to  redeem  the  Lands  so  sold  as 
aforesaid,  by  refunding  to  the  Person  or  Persons  who  have  purchased 
the  same,  the  consideration  in  Public  Securities  Money  &c  which  was 
paid  for  the  same  together  with  the  Interest  at  twelve  per  Centum  per 
Annum  from  the  Time  the  said  Lands  were  sold  untill  the  Time  of  repay- 
ment and  that  after  said  Payment  he  procure  the  Execution  in  favour  of 
the  State  to  be  Levied  on  said  Lands  and  after  he  shall  have  secured  a 
Title  to  the  State  of  Connecticut  in  said  Lands  the  said  Oliver  Wolcott 
Jun**  is  directed  to  sell  the  same  to  the  best  advantage  for  any  of  the 
Liquidated  securities  of  this  State. 


On  the  Memorial  of  Jonathan  Wells  Esq’^  and  others  Praying  for  the 
establishing  a Ferry  &c  as  per  Memorial  on  File,  Resolved  by  this  Assem- 
bly that  Capt  Mumford  M*^  Ledyard  & CoP  Lee  be  and  they  are  hereby 
appointed  a Committee  to  examine  the  Place  where  said  Ferry  is  pro- 
posed to  be  established  and  the  Lands  on  each  side  of  the  River,  and 
the  Roads  that  now  are,  or  such  as  may  be  necessary  if  any  and  Report 
thereon  to  this  or  the  next  General  Assembly  all  at  the  Cost  of  the 
Memorialists. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Jonathan  Wells  and  others  Inhabitants  of 
several  Towns  in  this  State,  Shewing  that  there  is  great  need  of  another 
Ferry  upon  Connecticut  River  at  the  lower  part  of  East  Flartford,  across 
into  Hartford,  and  so  open  a more  free  and  easy  communication  with  the 
City  in  Times  of  Highwater  &c  that  said  Memorial  hath  been  heard  and 
granted  and  a Committee  appointed  thereon  who  have  viewed  and 
Reported  that  said  proposed  Ferry  will  be  of  great  Publick  Utility  ease 
and  accomodation  and  that  Roads  may  be  had  to  said  Ferry  with  little 
Expence  &c  which  Report  is  accepted  and  approved  as  on  File, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  a Public  Ferry  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  established,  across  Connecticut  River  at  a Place  called  Wells® 
Landing  Place  on  the  East  Side  of  Connecdcut  River  in  said  East  Hart- 
ford and  so  across  said  River  to  the  West  Side  thereof  to  a Place  called 
Sheldons  Fish  House  or  place  on  the  High  Ground  and  the  Privelege  of 
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keeping  said  Ferry  on  the  East  Side  of  said  River  is  hereby  granted  to 
Jonathan  Wells  Esq^  of  said  East  Hartford  his  Heirs  and  Assigns  dur- 
ing the  Pleasure  of  this  General  Assembly 

Provided  he  shall  and  do  lay  out  make  and  provide  a sufficient  Land- 
ing Place  aforesaid  and  also  a good  and  convenient  Highway  of  at  least 
two  Rods  wide  to  lead  from  said  Landing  Place  Easterly  till  it  com- 
municates and  opens  into  the  main  Road  called  Glastonbury  Road  with- 
out any  Cost  and  Charge  to  said  Town  of  East  Hartford,  and  also 
observe  the  Laws  of  this  State  that  are  or  shall  be  made  for  the  regulat- 
ing of  public  Ferries 

And  Provided  al[s^o  that  a Road  of  at  least  two  Rods  wide  beginning 
on  the  West  Side  of  Connecticut  River,  at  the  Place  where  said  Ferry 
is  to  be  kept,  and  to  extend  Northwardly  and  Westwardly  through  the 
Northwardly  part  of  the  Common  Field  called  the  South  Meadow  and 
to  communicate  with  the  Public  Road  which  runs  north  and  South  by  the 
Flouse  of  Capt  James  Nichols  late  Deceas‘d,  to  be  laid  out  and  opened 
by  the  Select  Men  of  the  Town  of  Hartford,  can  and  shall  be  procured 
and  obtained  without  any  Cost  and  Charge  to  the  Town  and  City  of 
Hartford,  always  reserving  to  the  Proprietors  of  said  Common  Field  the 
Rights  of  keeping  up  their  Gate  where  it  now  is  near  said  Capt  Nichols 
House  and  Barn. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Samuel  Mattox  late  of  Hartford  now  of  Tin- 
mouth  in  the  County  of  Rutland  and  State  of  Vermont,  Shewing  to  this 
Assembly,  that  solely  from  his  own  engagedness  for  forwarding  the 
Recruiting  Service  he  was  induced  to  execute  a Bond  Jointly  with  Capt 
William  Manning  of  Woodstock  in  the  County  of  Windham  for  the 
Payment  of  the  Sum  of  two  thousand  Pounds  to  the  Governor  and  Com- 
pany of  the  State  of  Connecticut  dated  the  4*^  Day  of  March  1777, 
with  Condition  thereunto  annexed,  that  Whereas  the  said  William  Man- 
ning was  appointed  a Captain  in  the  Continental  Battallion  to  be  Com- 
manded by  Charles  Webb  Esq^  and  was  to  receive  out  of  the  Treasury 
of  said  State  for  each  Non  Commissioned  Officer  and  Private  of  his  said 
Mannings  Company  the  ten  Pounds  encouragement  for  their  enlisting 
granted  by  said  State  in  addition  to  Continental  encouragement,  that  if 
the  said  William  Manning  should  faithfully  apply  and  dispose  of  all  the 
Monies  he  should  receive  out  of  the  Treasury  for  the  purpose  aforesaid 
and  therefor  Account  with  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table  then  said  Bond 
to  be  void  and  otherwise  of  full  force.  And  that  said  Manning  did  receive 
from  the  Treasury  for  the  afores^  Purpose  the  Sum  of  £700  0 0 upon 
the  most  accurate  Adjustment  of  his  Accounts,  that  in  his  present  Cir- 
cumstances can  be  made  with  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table  a Ballance  is 
found  due  -to  the  State  of  the  Sum  of  £380,  and  that  the  said  Manning 
lias  upon  Judgment  rendered  against  him  been  committed  to  Goal,  and 
admitted  to  the  Oath  by  Law  Provided  for  the  releif  of  poor  Debtors, 
and  that  in  the  aforesaid  Settlement  the  said  Manning  had  been  sub- 
jected to  loss  and  embarrassment  by  the  Enemys  destroying  his  Accounts 
and  Papers,  and  of  considerable  Sums  the  said  Manning  advanced  to 
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his  Subalterns  for  the  purpose  of  enlisting  and  by  them  unaccounted 
for  & he  could  not  obtain  payment  by  reason  of  the  Death  of  one  of 
them  in  Battle  and  the  resignation  of  the  other  and  said  Sums  have  not 
been  Credited  to  him  in  his  aforesaid  Settlement,  That,  the  Memorialist 
in  the  Capacity  of  a Captain  had  served  this  and  the  United  States  for 
the  Term  of  two  Years  and  four  Months  and  neither  he  nor  Captain 
Manning  been  Entitled  to  or  received  any  Compensation  for  the  depre- 
ciation of  Pay,  Praying  to  be  acquitted  and  discharged  from  the  Payment 
of  said  Bond  as  per  Memorial  &c — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Samuel  Mattox  be  not  any 
further  holden  or  liable  to  the  payment  of  the  said  Bond  so  executed  by 
him  as  aforesaid,  but  from  the  payment  of  the  same  or  any  part  thereof 
be  and  hereby  is  fully  exonerated  acquitted  and  discharged. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Theophilus  Mead  representing  to  this  Assem- 
bly that  he  was  a Soldier  in  the  Connecticut  Line  of  the  Continental 
Army  and  was  wounded  in  an  Action  with  the  Enemy  AD  1777  which 
Wound  is  not  yet  cured,  whereby  he  is  rendered  a Cripple  unable  to 
Labour  and  reduced  to  necessitous  Circumstances  unable  to  discharge 
his  State  Taxes  Praying  that  the  State  Orders  he  receives,  for  a Pen- 
sion may  be  ireceived  in  payment  for  his  said  Taxes — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Theophilus  Mead  be  per- 
mitted and  permission  is  hereby  given  to  him  to  pay  his  State  Taxes  now 
due  by  such  State  Orders  as  he  hath  received  for  his  aforesaid  Pension, 
and  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  is  hereby  directed  to  receive  the  same 
accordingly. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Samuel  Robertson  Jun*^  of  Coventry  Shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  he  was  Collector  for  the  Town  of  Coventry  of  the 
following  State  Taxes  laid  on  the  List  1781  viz  two  Taxes  laid  for  Con- 
tinental purposes  one  of  P/  and  one  of  three  pence  on  the  Pound  Pay- 
able in  Morriss®  Notes  or  hard  Money,  One  Tax  of  nine  pence  on  the 
Pound  payable  in  Soldiers  Notes,  one  D^  of  two  pence  payable  in  Cer- 
tificates for  Interest  and  one  D®  of  two  pence  payable  in  hard  Money, 
That  Your  Memorialist  had  before  the  23^  Day  of  November  last  past 
Collected  and  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  said  Taxes  into  about 
seven  hundred  Pounds  which  remained  in  the  Hands  of  the  People 
uncollected,  that  on  or  about  the  2P^  of  Novemb’’  last  his  Rate  Bills 
Warrant  and  all  the  Minits  and  entries  of  Credit  therein  were  taken  and 
Stolen  from  his  Desk  with  about  thirty  Pounds  in  State  Money  and 
Certificates  with  other  valuable  Papers  belonging  to  the  Memorialist, 
which  Your  Memorialist  hath  wholly  lost  although  he  has  taken  every 
possible  measure  to  recover  them,  whereby  he  has  been  retarded  in  the 
Collection  and  Settlement  of  said  Taxes  at  the  Treasury,  that  Your 
Memorialist  has  since  made  out  new  Rate  Bills  of  said  Rates  and  received 
from  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  Warrants  to  Collect  the  Same,  yet  as 
his  original  Bills  and  entries  on  which  he  depended  to  Shew  what  had 
l)een  paid  and  what  Taxes  remained  unpaid  are  lost  and  gone  many 
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People  disposed  to  take  advantage  thereof  Claim  to  have  paid  their  Taxes 
who  have  not  whereby  disputes  arise  which  embarrass  the  Collection 
and  no  legal  method  of  deciding  said  Disputes  in  a Summary  way  is 
provided,  further  Shewing  that  the  Treasurer  has  Granted  Execution 
against  him  for  the  Arrears  of  said  Taxes  which  it  hath  not  been  in  his 
Power  to  Collect  and  Settle  for  the  Reasons  aforesaid.  And  praying  for 
a Remedy  to  be  provided  in  the  premisses  as  per  Memorial  on  File, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Execution  granted  by  the  Treas- 
urer against  the  Memorialist  for  the  Arrears  of  said  Taxes  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  suspended  till  the  first  Day  of  September  next.  And  that 
Ephraim  Root  Esq^  Jeremiah  Ripley  Esq*"  and  Major  Elias  Buell  all  of 
said  Coventry,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  a Committee  with  Power 
and  Authority  to  hear  and  determine  all  disputes  and  Controversies  that 
may  arise  between  the  Memorialist  and  the  People  against  whom  said

of  a Rate  with  his  law  full  fees  of  the  Person  or  Persons  from  whom 
the  Same  shall  be  found  due,  and  said  Committee  shall  be  allowed  a 
reasonable  reward  for  their  Service  and  Trouble  out  of  the  Treasury  of 
this  State  to  be  adjusted  and  drawn  for  by  the  Com^®®  of  Pay  Table  on 
the  Treasurer. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Ezekiel  Woodruff  and  others  in  the  Name  and 
behalf  of  the  Town  of  New  Hartford  Shewing  that  the  General  Assem- 
bly in  May  1767,  upon  special  application  then  made  Ordered  and 
directed  the  Town  of  Symsbury  to  make  maintain  and  repair  a good  and 
sufficient  Bridge  across  the  River  at  a Place  called  Suffrage  in  said 
Symsbur}",  That  said  Town  of  Symsbury  have  neglected  and  refused  to 
build  and  maintain  said  Bridge  according  to  the  intent  of  said  Order  and 
have  suffered  the  same  to  fall  to  decay  &c  to  the  Injury  of  the  Public 
&c  Praying  for  relei f &c, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Town  of  Symsbury  do  and 
they  are  hereby  directed  to  do  the  Law  and  their  Duty  in  every  respect 
as  in  and  by  said  Act  and  Resolve  of  May  1767  is  especially  provided 
and  declared,  and  in  case  of  their  failing  and  neglecting  therein  by  the 
first  Day  of  Novemb’^  next. 

It  is  further  Resolved  that  Col®  Aaron  Austin  of  New  Hartford  Col® 
Icha'bod  Norton  of  Farmington  and  Capt  Ezekiel  Humphry  of  Syms- 
bury or  any  two  of  them  be  and  they  are  hereby  fully  Authorized  and 
Impowered  a Committee  to  rebuild  and  rqpair  said  Bridge  at  the  Cost 
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of  said  Town  of  Symsbury,  and  lay  their  Account  of  the  expence  thereof 
before  the  County  Court  in  the  County  of  Hartford  who  shall  adjust 
the  Same  on  a grant  Execution  therefor  in  favour  of  said  Committee 
against  the  Inhabitants  of  said  Town  of  Symsbury  their  Moneys  Goods 
and  Chattels. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Aaron  Bull  of  Hartford  in  the  County  of 
Hartford  in  behalf  of  the  Orphan  Children  of  Major  Epaphras  Bull 
late  of  said  Hartford  Deceas^  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  s^ 
Epaphras  was  a Major  of  Cavalry  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States  and 
that  he  died  while  in  the  Service  of  said  State,  that  the  said  Epaphras  has 
left  three  Children  and  that  their  Mother  is  dead  and  praying  for  the 
benefit  of  a resolution  of  Congress  of  the  24*^  of  August  1780  in  which 
it  is  recommended  to  the  Legislature  of  the  State  to  which  any  Officer 
dying  in  the  Service  of  the  United  States  did  belong  to  pay  to  the 
Orphan  Children  of  such  Deceased  Officer  in  Case  their  Mother  be  dead 
seven  Years  half  pay  on  Account  of  the  United  States’**  and  that  the  Chil- 
dren in  pursuance  thereof  are  entitled  to  the  half  pay  of  a Major  of  Cav- 
alry for  seven  Years  as  per  Memorial  on  File — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table  be  and 
they  are  hereby  Ordered  to  liquidate  and  adjust  the  amount  of  the  half 
pay  of  a Major  of  Cavalry  for  seven  Years  and  draw  an  Order  therefor 
on  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  in  favour  of  said  Orphan  Children  who 
is  hereby  directed  to  Issue  a Note  in  their  favour  in  usual  form  which 
Note  so  to  be  issued  shall  draw  and  be  upon  Interest  from  Septemb*^ 
AD  1788  untill  paid  And  Charge  the  same  to  the  United  States. f 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Elizabeth  Waters  Widow  of  Thomas  Waters 
late  a Soldier  in  the  old  third  Connecticut  Regiment  in  the  Army  where 
he  died,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  there  is  a Ballance  due  to  her 
late  Husband  as  appears  by  the  Accounts  lodged  at  the  Pay  Table  Office 
of  £14  2 2 that  she  is  in  very  low  Circumstances  and  has  great  need  of 
the  Same  for  her  support  &c  as  per  Memorial  on  File 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table  be  and 
they  are  hereby  Ordered  to  give  an  Order  in  favour  of  the  said  Eliza- 
beth Waters  on  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  for  the  said  Sum  of  £14  2 2 
the  ballance  due  to  her  late  Husband  for  his  Services  as  aforesaid  and  as 
Certifyed  by  said  Committee  of  Pay  Table  to  be  due  as  aforesaid. 

Upon  the  Report  of  a Committee  appointed  to  examine  Solomon 
Baldwin  of  Milford  Collector  of  State  Taxes  for  said  Town  respecting

Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  they  are  so  situated  that  it  would  greatly 
accomodate  them  to  be  annexed  to  the  Town  of  Preston  Praying  that 
they  may  be  annexed  to  said  Town  of  Preston  as  per  Memorial  on  File — 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  East  Society  in  Norwich 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  annexed  to  the  Town  of  Preston  which  is 
bounded  as  follows  viz  beginning  at  the  Northeast  Corner  of  the  Town 
of  Norwich  and  the  Northwest  Corner  of  the  Town  of  Preston  thence 
Westerly  in  Norwich  Line  to  Quinebaug  River  thence  down  said  River 
in  the  middle  Waters  thereof  to  Shatucket  River,  thence  down  said 
RiA^er  and  the  River  Thames  in  the  middle  Waters  of  said  River  untill 
it  comes  to  Groton  Town  Line  then  Eastwardly  bounding  on  the  Town

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Town  of  Kent  be  divided  in 
manner  following  viz  by  a Line  beginning  at  a heap  of  Stones  in  Wash- 
ington Line  on  the  Western  Bank  of  the  great  Pond,  thence  North- 
wardly on  the  Bank  of  said  Pond  to  a large  heap  of  Stones  at  the  North- 
west Corner  of  said  Pond  234  Rods,  thence  North  18  Degrees  West  628 
Rods  to  the  Southwest  Comer  of  William  Spooner’s  Land  thence  North 
410  Rods  to  the  Northwest  Corner  of  Capt  Dodge’s  Land  thence  North 
17  Degrees  East  464  Rods  to  a heap  of  Stones  on  Cornwell  Line,  and 
the  Inhabitants  on  the  Eastwardly  part  of  said  dividing  Line  in  the 
Township  of  Kent  and  bounding  on  the  Towns  of  Cornwall  Goshen

of  all  Debts  and  Taxes  due  from  said  Town  of  Kent  according  to  their 
List  and  the  Poor  to  belong  where  they  now  reside,  and  that  all  Public 
Stock  or  Property  to  said  Town  of  Kent  belonging,  be  divided  accord- 
ing to  the  List,  and  said  Town  of  Warren  shall  receive  their  Part 
according  to  their  List,  the  Parsonage  and  School  Money  excepted  which 
shall  remain  and  be  the  Property  of  the  Town  of  Kent,  And  the  Town 
of  Warren  shall  make  out  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  the  amount  of 
their  List  for  the  Year  1785  who  is  directed  to  receive  the  Same  and 
deduct  from  the  Town  of  Kent®  List  the  amount  thereof,  and  Issue  his 
Warrants  accordingly,  and  the  Town  of  Warren  shall  Choose  a Col- 
lector and  return  his  Name  to  the  Treasurer  by  the  first  Day  of  August 
next,  and  a Town  Meeting  shall  be  held  in  said  Town  of  Warren  on  the 
last  Tuesday  of  June  1786  for  the  purpose  of  Choosing  Town  Officers, 
which  Meeting  shall  be  Warned  by  Jedidiah  Hubbell  Esq*^  of  Kent  for 
said  Purpose  who  shall  preside  as  Moderator  of  said  Meeting  and  pro- 
ceed to  the  Choice  of  all  necessary  Town  Officers  who  when  so  Chosen 
shall  be  as  effectual  as  though  Chosen  in  annual  Town  Meeting  in  the 
Month  of  December. 
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upon  the  Memorial  of  Mary  Wales  Executrix  of  the  last  Will  and 
Testament  of  Nathaniel  Wales  Esq^  late  of  Windham  Deceas^,  Shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  she  is  confined  in  the  Common  Goal  in  Windham 
for  part  of  a Debt  originally  due  to  DocE  Joshua  Lathrop  of  Norwich 
from  the  late  Company  of  Flint  and  Wales,  that  she  hath  paid  more 
than  half  of  said  Original  Debt  out  of  the  Estate  of  said  Nathaniel 
Deceas‘d,  That  she  is  in  an  infirm  State  of  Health,  that  she  is  unable  to 
pay  the  remainder  of  said  Debt  untill  she  can  collect  the  Debts  due  to 
said  Estate  and  take  Measures  to  Settle  said  Estate  in  a due  course  of 
Law  Praying  to  be  liberated  from  said  Imprisonment  during  the  Pleasure 
of  this  Assembly  and  until!  she  can  Collect  the  Debts  due  to  said  Estate 
and  settle  the  same  as  per  Memorial  on  File, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Mary  Wales  be  and  she  is 
hereby  released  from  her  said  confinement  untill  the  rising  of  this 
Assembly  in  October  next  she  first  becoming  Bound  with  Sufficient 
surety  in  the  Sum  of  £ 500  LMoney  payable  to  said  Lathrop  and  Lodged 
in  his  Hand  or  in  the  Hands  of  the  Sheriff  of  the  County  of  Windham 
Conditioned  that  she  the  said  Mary  shall  return  to  and  remain  a Prisoner 
within  said  Goal  at  any  Time  after  the  rising  of  this  Assembly  in  October 
next  and  within  two  Days  after  being  thereto  requested  by  said  Lathrop, 
and  said  Lathrop  may  take  an  alias  Execution  on  said  Judgment  and 
cause  the  same  to  be  Levied  according  to  Law  on  the  Body  or  Estate  of 
said  Mary.* 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Sarah  Parmely  of  New  Haven  Shewing  that 
her  late  Husband  Jeremiah  Parmely  was  a Captain  in  Col®  Hazens 
Regiment  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States  that  he  was  wounded  in  the 
Battle  at  the  Brandywine,  that  afterwards  he  was  sent  to  Albany  where 
he  catched  the  smallPox  and  died  on  the  24th  of  March  1778  that  the 
Memorialist  still  remains  a Widow  and  prays  for  the  allowance  of  her 
lialf  pay  agreeable  to  the  Resolve  of  Congress  of  the  24^^  of  August 
AD  1780t  as  per  Memorial  on  File 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table  settle 
and  adjust  the  Account  for  said  seven  Years  half  pay,  and  draw  on  the 
Treasurer  of  this  State  theref  or,  charging  the  same  to  the  United  States, 
and  the  Treasurer  is  directed  to  give  his  Note  for  the  same  dated  the 
first  Day  of  May  1785  payable  in  three  Years  from  the  Date  of  said 
Notes  with  the  lawfull  Interest  annually  till  paid. 

On  the  Memorial  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Parish  or  Society  of 
Ellington  in  East  Windsor  praying  to  be  incorporated  and  made  a dis- 
tinct Town  as  per  Memorial  on  File, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Inhabitants  of  said  Society  of 
Ellington  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  and  incorporated  into  one 
entire  and  distinct  Town  by  the  name  of  Ellington,  And  that  they  shall 
have  and  enjoy  all  Liberties  Powers  and  Priveleges  which  other  Towns

Sessions  they  the  Inhabitants  of  said  new  Town  paying  their  proportion 
of  the  Debts  that  are  now  due  from  the  said  Town  of  East  Windsor, 
and  also  take  their  part  of  the  Town  Poor  and  that  they  be  entitled  to 
their  part  of  all  Moneys  and  Debts  the  property  of  said  Town  all  to 
be  computed  according  to  the  General  List,  And  Daniel  Elsworth  Esq*" 
is  hereby  Authorized  and  impowered  to  warn  the  Inhabitants  of  said

ing and  to  lead  the  Inhabitants  to  the  Choice  of  a Town  Clerk  and  all 
other  necessary  Town  Officers,  and  all  Officers  so  Chosen  shall  continue 
in  Office  untill  the  first  Day  oif  January  next,  or  until!  others  are  Chosen 
in  their  room  & sworn. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  John  Treadwell  and  William  Judd  Agents  of 
the  Proprietors  of  the  Common  and  undivided  Lands  in  the  ancient 
Township  of  Farmington  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  it  has  been 
customary  in  the  said  Ancient  Town  of  Farmington,  and  in  the  more 
modern  as  well  as  present  Town  of  Farmington  since  the  Year  1723 
for  the  Committees  appointed  foir  the  purpose  of  exchanging  Highways 
and  removing  encroachments  to  exchange  and  in  some  instances  to  Sell 
certain  Highways  reserved  by  the  Proprietors,  for  other  Highways  by 
consent  of  a Majority  of  the  Proprietors  in  Town  Meeting  Asseimbled 
and  to  give  Deeds  of  the  same  that  it  has  also  been  Customary  and 
Authorized  by  the  Votes  of  the  Proprietors  for  the  Proprietors  Com- 
mittee to  sell  small  scraps  of  Common  Land  to  raise  Money  for  defraying 
the  Expence  of  laying  out  the  Common  Land,  and  to  execute  Deeds  to 
the  Purchasers,  That  the  Town  of  Farmington  finding  that  large  Quan- 
tities of  Land,  originally  sequestered  for  Highways  and  Town  Commons 
were  useless  for  the  Purposes  of  the  sequestration  Improved  to  bad 
purposes  and  in  danger  of  being  gradually  lost  by  means  of  perpetual 
encroachments,  did  in  legal  Town  Meeting  on  the  27^^  Day  of  Decemb^ 
1784  grant  by  their  Vote  that  such  Parts  and  proportions  of  the  High- 
ways in  said  Town  as  were  not  necessary  for  the  Public  Use  should 
be  sold  to  the  Owners  of  Land  adjoining  or  to  others  in  Case  O'f  their 
refusal,  leaving  to  such  Owners  a convenient  pasway  to  their  Lands  for 
Money  or  Notes  on  Interest  with  good  Security  at  their  true  value,  the 
Avails  thereof  to  be  a perpetual  fund,  and  the  annual  Interest  to  be 
appropriated  to  the  support  of  Schools  in  their  respective  Societies,  where 
the  Lands  sO'  sold  are  situate,  forever  under  the  Restrictions  and  regula- 
tions of  said  Vote,  that  the  Committee  appointed  in  and  by  said  Vote 
had  proceeded  and  Located  such  parts  of  the  Highways  as  in  their 
Judgment  were  unnecessary  for  Public  Use  in  various  Parts  of  the 
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Town  of  Farmington  and  Berlin,  and  nearly  compleated  the  Locations 
and  in  many  Instances  sold  said  Lands  to  the  Owners  of  Lands  adjoining 
at  an  agreed  price  agreahly  to  the  directions  of  said  Vote  taken  security 
of  the  Purchasers  and  executed  Deeds  accordingly,  and  that  the  Pur- 
chasers have  in  many  instances  fenced  and  entered  on  the  Improvement 
of  said  Land  That  sundry  other  Grants  of  Parcells  of  said  Highways 
have  at  various  other  Times  been  made  by  said  Town  for  various  use- 
full  purposes ; That  the  Proprietors  of  the  Common  and  undivided  Lands 
in  the  Ancient  Township  of  Farmington,  at  a legal  Meeting  of  the  said 
Proprietors  on  the  6*^  Day  of  March  last  had  approved  and  as  far  as 
in  them  lay  ratifyed  and  confirmed  all  Acts  and  Proceedings  of  the  said 
Town  of  Farmington  and  of  their  several  Committees  since  the  Year 
1723  relative  to  said  Highways,  and  all  Conveyances  made  by  the  sev- 
eral proprietors  Committees  of  Common  Land  except  as  in  their  Vote 
is  excepted,  and  also  did  grant  that  the  remaining  Scraps  of  Land 
belonging  to  said  Proprietors  should  be  sold  and  appropriated  to  the  Use 
of  Schools  upon  the  Principles  of  the  Vote  of  the  Town  of  Farmington 
aforesaid.  And  Praying  for  an  Act  of  this  Assembly  confirmatory  of  the 
aforesaid  Proceedings  of  the  Town  and  Proprietors,  upon  a Doubt 
whether  their  said  Acts  and  proceedings  wer  attended  with  all  tho'Se 
legal  formalities,  that  might  be  necessary  to  Authenticate  the  Titles  in 
the  respective  Purchasers  &c  as  per  Petition  on  File  may  at  large  appear. 

Whereupon  Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Titles  of  all  Individ- 
uals to  the  Lands  which  they  now  have  and  enjoy  originally  Parcells 
of  the  said  Highways  under  Grants  from  the  said  Town  of  Farmington 
or  by  Deeds  from  the  several  Committees  of  the  said  Town  for  exchang- 
ing Highways  and  removing  encroachments,  or  by  Deed  from  the  Com- 
mittees of  the  said  Proprietors,  (One  certain  Deed  executed  by  James 
Judd  and  Elnathan  Gridley  part  of  the  Proprietors  Committee  dated  and 
acknoledged  the  eighth  Day  of  December  1770  unto  Thomas  Cooks  of  said 
Farmington,  of  all  Peices  or  Parcells  of  Land  in  said  Farmington  not 
already  laid  out  wheresoever  they  may  be  excepted)  that  have  been  made 
and  executed  in  either  of  the  Cases  aforesaid  since  the  Year  1723,  and  also 
the  Titles  to  all  such  Land  which  any  Person  or  Persons  now  hold  or 
hereafter  may  hold  by  Deed  under  the  Vote  of  the  Town  of  Farmington 
of  the  27^^  of  Decemb’^  1784  and  under  the  Vote  of  the  Proprietors  of 
the  6*^  of  March  1786  of  the  scattered  remains  of  Common  and  undivided 
Lands  belonging  to  said  Proprietors,  made  and  executed  in  conformity 
to  the  said  Votes  and  each  of  them,  as  the  nature  of  the  Case  requires, 
from  and  after  the  commencement  (ol  each  of  the  said  Titles  whether 
past  or  future,  and  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning)  of  their 
respective  Instruments  of  Conveyance,  be  and  they  are  hereby  established 
ratifyed  and  Confirmed,  And  the  said  Grants  and  Deeds  made  and  exe- 
cuted in  either  of  the  Cases  aforesaid  and  in  manner  aforesaid  from  the 
Time  they  have  been  or  shall  be  compleatly  made  done  and  executed  as 
aforesaid  and  according  to  their  respective  extent  nature  and  Design, 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  and  in  all  future  Periods  shall  be  and  remain 
good  and  effectual  in  the  Law  to  all  Intents  Purposes  and  Constructions 
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whatsoever  to  secure  the  said  Titles  accordingly,  and  may  be  pleaded  and 
given  in  Evidence  upon  any  Tryals  wherein  the  Titles  of  the  said  Lands 
or  any  of  them  may  be  in  question  before  any  Court  of  Law  or  Equity 
within  this  State  according  to  the  course  of  the  Common  Law.

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  all  the  Inhabitants  and  their  Suc- 
cessors forever  living  within  the  following  Boundaries  be  and  they  are 
hereby  Incorporated  into  a distinct  Town  by  the  name  of  Bozrah  and 
shall  belong  to  New  London  County  with  all  the  Rights  Powers  and 
priveleges,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  Laws  and  Duties  which  other 
Towns  in  this  State  by  Law  have  and  enjoy,  and  are  Subjected  to,  saving 
that  they  shall  be  represented  by  one  Deputy  only  in  the  General 
Assembl}^  said  Bounds  are  as  follow  viz,  beginning  at  the  North  East 
Corner  of  the  Society  of  New  Concord  at  the  North  East  Corner  of  the 
Bridge  on  Bradford®  Brook,  thence  down  the  Brook  to  the  River  thence 
down  the  middle  of  said  River  to  the  Place  in  said  River  opposite  to  the 
mouth  of  Crampberry  Pond  Brook,  thence  following  the  Line  of  the 
first  Society  in  said  Town  including  the  House  of  Stephen  Gifford, 
until!  it  comes  to  the  West  Corner  of  the  House  lately  owned  by  M*" 
Aaron  Fargo  Deceas‘d  thence  a Streight  Line  to  the  Southwestermost 
Corner  of  the  House  lately  owned  by  Edward  Wentworth,  Thence  by  a 
Streight  Line  to  the  most  Easterly  part  of  the  Bridge  on  the  Brook 
where  it  Crosses  the  Highway  between  the  dwelling  Houses  of  Gideon 
Fitch  & Jonathan  Noble,  thence  South  twenty  two  Degrees  and  an  half 
West  untill  it  comes  to  trading  Cove  Brook,  thence  by  the  middle  of  said 
Brook  and  up  said  Brook,  and  by  the  middle  of  the  natural  Stream 
thereof  until  it  comes  to  the  Lands  belonging  to  the  Heirs  of  Daniel 
Aply  Deceas^  thence  South  by  the  Magnetic  Needle  to  New  London 
Town  Line,  thence  by  said  New  London  Town  Line  untill  it  comes  to 
Colchester  Town  Line,  thence  abutting  Westerly  partly  on  Colchester 
and  partly  on  Lebanon  Town  Lines  untill  it  comes  to  the  Southwesterly 
Corner  of  the  Town  of  Franklin,  thence  by  said  Franklin  Town  Line

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People  of  the  ancient  Town  of  Norwich  according  to  their  part  in  the 
List  and  Assessments  of  said  Norwich  for  the  20^*^  of  August  1785, 
And  said  Town  of  Bozrah  shall  receive  and  acknoledge  their  propor- 
tion of  the  Inhabitants  of  said  Norwich  who  are  now  dwelling  in  other 
Places  on  Certificates  or  otherwise,  and  shall  hereafter  return  as  legal 
Inhabitants  of  said  Norwich,  and  said  Town  of  Bozrah  shall  receive 
cut  of  the  Treasury  of  said  Town  of  Norwich  their  proportion  of  Money 
Securities  Taxes  and  other  Debts  due  to  said  Norwich,  and  their  part 
and  proportion  of  the  Military  Stock  and  moveable  property,  and  shall 
pay  their  part  and  proportion  of  all  Taxes  and  other  Debts  and  Duties 
now  due  from  or  incurred  by  said  Town  of  Norwich,  and  the  Legal 
Voters  of  said  Town  of  Bozrah  may  meet  in  Town  Meeting  with  the 
Town  of  Norwich  being  warned  thereto  by  the  Select  Men  of  Norwich 
to  settle  their  common  Concerns  with  said  Town  of  Norwich  from  Time 
to  Time  until!  the  same  shall  be  finally  settled,  and  Act  in  such  Meeting 
with  said  ancient  Town  of  Norwich,  And  Maj^  Benjamin  Throop  or 
in  his  absence  Nehemiah  Waterman  Jun^  Esq*^  shall  warn  the  first  Meet- 
ing of  said  Town  of  Bozrah  by  setting  up  proper  Notifications  thereof 
on  the  Sign  Post  in  said  Society  of  New  Concord  to  meet  at  such  Time 
and  Place  as  he  shall  appoint  and  shall  preside  as  Moderator  of  such 
first  Meeting  and  lead  them  to  a Choice  ol  proper  Town  Officers  for 
said  Town  of  Bozrah  who  shall  Serve  untill  the  first  Day  of  January 
next  or  untill  others  shall  be  Chosen  and  qualified  in  their  stead ; 

And  it  is  further  Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  all  that  part  of  the 
remaining  Town  of  Norwich  which  lies  Southerly  of  the  middle  of 
Trading  Cove  Brook  from  the  place  where  the  same  falls  into  the  Salt 
Water  to  the  Easterly  Line  of  said  Land  of  the  Heirs  of  Daniel  Apley 
Dec^  and  from  thence  by  said  Line  running  South  by  the  needle  to  said 
New  London  Town  Line,  shall  be  and  belong  to  the  Town  of  New 
London  the  Inhabitants  thereof  paying  their  Arrearages  of  Taxes  to 
the  Collectors  in  the  Town  of  Norwich. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Erastus  Wolcott  Esq’^  &c  Proprietors  of  the 
Common  and  undivided  Land  in  the  Town  of  Barkhemsted  in  Litchfield 
County  representing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  Society  of  Barkhempsted 
in  said  Barkhemsted  under  colour  of  a Resolve  of  the  General  Assembly 
in  January  1783  Granting  to  the  said  Society  six  pence  per  Acre  on  the 
Lands  within  said  Society,’*'  have  by  their  Collector  James  Austin  of 
said  Barkhempsted  sold  and  by  Deed  Conveyed  the  said  Common  and

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Resolve  of  Assembly  grant- 
ing said  Tax  did  not  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  thereof 
extend  to  or  include  the  said  Common  and  undivided  Lands,  and  that 
all  Conveyances  of  said  Lands  by  the  said  James  Austin  Collector  as 
aforesaid  be  and  they  are  hereby  Decreed  to  be  null  and  void  and  of 
none  effect  in  the  Law.

1785  and  that  the  same  is  torn  in  peices  and  part  of  it  lost  and  Praying 
for  Relei f as  per  Memorial  on  File — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Treasurer  be  directed  to  receive 
in  said  mutilated  Note  and  Issue  another  Note  to  said  Jackson  of  the 
Same  Tenor  and  Date. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  John  Wells  of  Glastonbury*  praying  for  a 
protection  of  his  Person  during  the  Session  of  this  Assembly  in  Order 
to  attend  his  Petition  &c  as  per  Memorial, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  person  of  the  said  John  Wells 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  protected  from  Arrests  and  Imprisonment 
in  all  Civil  Matters  during  the  sitting  of  this  Assembly. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Jonathan  Hollister  of  Glastonbury  in  the 
County  of  Hartford,  against  Charles  Ward  Apthorp  of  the  City  County 
and  State  of  New  York  Esq*"  Dated  the  26^*^  Day  of  April  1786,  preferred 
to  this  Assembly,  The  Question  was  put  whether  the  Pleas  offered  on 
the  part  of  the  Respondent  in  Abatement  of  this  Petition  are  sufficient 
to  abate  the  same. 

Resolved  in  the  Affirmative.

An  Act  in  alteration  of  a Law  of  this  State  Entitled,  An  Act  vesting  the 
United  States  in  Congress  Assembled,  with  Power  to  regulate  the  Com- 
merce of  the  United  States.* 

Whereas  the  Power  and  Authorities  given  and  granted  are  by  said 
Act  to  continue  in  force  for  the  Term  of  fifteen  Years  from  the  Time 
of  passing  said  Act;  which  is  dissimular  in  point  of  duration  to  the 
Authority  granted  by  other  States  for  the  purpose  of  regulating  Trade, 
to  remedy  which  inconvenience — 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same  that  the  Powers 
and  Authorities  given  and  granted  to  the  United  States  in  Congress 
Assembled  by  the  aforesaid  Act,  shall  continue  and  be  in  force  for  the 
Term  of  fifteen  Years  from  and  after  the  Time  Congress  shall  begin  to 
exercise  the  same  any  Thing  in  said  Act  notwithstanding.

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An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  for  the  levying  a Duty  on 
certain  Articles  of  Goods  Wares  and,  Merchandize  Imported  into  this 
State  by  Land  or  Water.* 

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  hy  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  the  Master 
of  every  Vessell  or  Boat  under  the  Burthen  of  thirty-five  Tons,  comeing' 
into  any  Port  Harbour  River  or  Creek  in  this  State,  from  any  Place  out 
of  this  State,  shall  within  twenty  four  Hours  after  arriving'  in  such 
Port  Harbour  River  or  Creek,  and  before  breaking  Bulk  make  true 
Reports  or  Entries  at  the  Office  of  the  Naval  Officer  or  his  Deputy  in 
the  respective  Towns  in  which  such  Vessell  or  Boat  arrives ; and  such 
Masters,  shall  obey  all  such  Customs  Rules  Laws  and  Regulations  as  have 
or  shall  be  made  relative  thereto,  as  is  prescribed  in  the  last  Paragraph 
of  an  Act  entitled.  An  Act  for  the  regulation  of  Navigation!  And  on 
the  neglect  or  refusal  of  such  Masters  to  comply  with  this  regulation  such 
Vessell  or  Boat  upon  Seizure,  and  information  made  to  the  Court  proper 
to  try  the  same  shall  be  liable  to  Condemnation  in  the  same  way  and 
manner  and  acording  to  the  directions  of  said  Paragraph  for  the 
Breaches  thereof. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  a Law  of  this  State  Entitled  “An  Act  against 
Gaming. 

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled,  and  hy  the  Authority  of  the  same,  that  if  any 
Person  or  Persons  in  this  State  of  what  Rank  or  Quality  soever,  shall 
play  at  Billiards,  every  such  Person  shall  pay  as  a fine  the  Sum  of 
twenty  shillings  for  every  such  Offence  And  the  Head  of  every  Family 
where  any  such  Game  is  used  with  his  or  her  privity  or  Consent,  shall 
pay  in  like  manner,  the  Sum  of  twenty  shillings,  for  each  Time  any  such 
Game  is  used  in  his  or  her  House,  whether  such  Game  shall  be  used  at  a 
public  or  private  House.  Any  Law  Usage  or  Custom  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding, 

And  he  it  further  Enacted  hy  the  Authority  aforesaid  That  any 
Person  or  Persons  who  shall  have  or  keep  in  his  her  or  their  Custody  or 
possession  at  any  Time  after  the  twentieth  Day  of  November  next,  any 
Billiard  Table,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Town  in 
which  the  same  shall  be  kept  the  Sum  of  forty^  shillings  lawfull  Money 
and  the  like  Sum  for  every  Time  as  often  as  any  such  Billiard  Table 
shall  be  found  in  the  Custody  or  Possession  of  any  Person  or  Persons 
whatsoever  after  the  Time  aforesaid;  which  fines  shall  be  recovered  and 
disposed  of  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  for  the  recovery  and 
Disposition  of  other  Fines  by  the  Act  aforesaid.

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same  that  all  Execu- 
tions that  are  or  shall  be  issued  by  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  for 
Arrearages  of  Taxes,  against  the  Goods  and  Chattels  of  the  Inhabitants 
of  any  Town,  which  hath  been  or  shall  be  divided  or  altered  or  hath  had 
or  may  have  any  part  thereof  annexed  to  other  Towns  after  the  Date 
of  the  Lists,  on  which  such  Taxes  are  granted,  shall  be  Levied  on  the 
Goods,  and  Chattels  of  the  Inhabitants  within  the  ancient  Limits  of  such 
Towns  so  divided  or  altered  in  the  same  manner  and  for  the  same  pur- 
poses as  by  Law  might  have  been  done  in  Case  no  new  Township  division 
or  Alteration  had  been  made  within  such  Limits,  And  the  Civil  Authority 
and  Select  Men  of  the  Towns  within  such  ancient  Limits  shall  Jointly 
make  the  Abatements  allowed  by  Law  on  Taxes  granted  on  the  Lists 
given  in  before  the  Division  or  alteration  of  such  Towns,  and  may  do  all 
Things  proper  to  be  done  by  them  or  any  of  them  for  the  settlement  of 
the  Business  of  their  ancient  Towns  in  the  same  manner  as  might  have 
been  done  in  Case  no  such  Division  or  Alteration  had  ever  been  made. 

An  Act  in  further  addition  to  a Law  of  this  State  Entitled  “An  Act  for  the 
direction  of  Listers  in  their  Office  and  Duty. 

Whereas  the  Term  of  six  Months  allowed  by  Law  for  application 
to  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  Abatements  in  the  Lists  of  Per- 
sons over  charged  in  divers  Cases  is  found  to  be  inconvenient  by  reason 
the  Sum  total  of  the  grand  Levy  cannot  be  known  at  the  Session  of  the 
General  Assembly  in  May  annually. 

Be  it  therefore  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives 
in  General  Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  for 
the  future  no  Abatements  shall  be  made  to  any  Person  whatsoever  in  any 
such  Cases  after  the  twentieth  Day  of  April  in  each  Year,  and  that  all 
Abatements  which  shall  be  made  shall  be  lodged  in  the  Town  Clerks 
Office  by  the  first  Day  of  May  following,  and  the  Sum  total  thereof  shall 
by  the  Listers  in  each  Town  ibe  returned  with  the  Additions  and  four- 
folds, to  the  General  Assembly  in  May  annually,  any  Law  Usage  or 
Custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  for  the 
future  every  Mule  of  three  Years  old  or  upwards  shall  be  set  in  the 
List  at  three  Pounds  and  every  Mule  of  two  Years  old  at  two  Pounds 
and  every  Mule  of  one  Year  Old  at  one  Pound. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  the  Law  of  this  State  Entitled  an  Act  for  laying 
and  Collecting  Duties  on  the  importation  of  Rum. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  in  all 
Cases  where  the  Naval  Officers  are  by  Law  allowed  to  take  Bond  for 
securing  the  payment  of  any  Duty  or  Duties  on  the  Importation  of  Rum, 
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or  any  other  Articles  into  this  State,  they  and  every  of  them  shall  require 
and  take  good  and  sufficient  Surety  or  Sureties  in  such  Bonds  any  Law 
Usage  or  Custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  entitled  “An  Act  for  forming  regulating  and 
conducting  the  Military  force  of  this  of  this  [sic]  State.* 

Be  it  Enacted,  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same  That  the  Military 
Companies  in  the  Town  of  Stratford,  together  with  the  Military  Com- 
panies now  under  the  command  of  Joseph  Sherwood  and  David  Sherman 
part  whereof  'belong  to  the  Town  of  Stratford  and  part  to  the  Town 
of  Fairfield,  shall  be  and  remain  one  entire  Regiment  distinguished  and 
called  by  the  Name  of  the  twenty  eighth  Regiment,  and  shall  be  under 
the  same  Rules  and  Orders  and  have  the  same  Powers  priveleges  and 
advantages  as  other  Regiments  in  this  State  and  are,  and  shall  belong 
to  the  fourth  Brigade. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  entitled  An  Act  for  providing  and  regulating 
Jurors  in  Civil  Actions. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same  that  the  Towns 
hereafter  named  shall  annually  Choose  the  number  of  Jurymen  to  the 
Name  of  each  Town  annexed

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Tax  of  six  pence  on  the  Pound 
payable  annually  on  the  first  Day  of  December  shall  in  future  be  pay- 
able on  the  first  Day  of  February  next  following  the  said  first  Day  of 
December  annually,  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to  Issue  his 
Warrants  accordingly,  and  the  Treasurer  is  further  directed  to  compute 
the  Interest  on  all  Securities  of  this  State  that  bear  an  Interest  that  may 
be  presented  to  him  for  that  purpose  unto  the  first  Day  of  February 
next,  and  thence  successively  to  the  first  Day  of  February  annually  and

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to  issue  Certificates  thereof  accordingly,  The  sixpenny  Tax  payable  the 
first  Day  of  December  next  to  be  postponed  till  the  first  Day  of  Febru- 
ary next,  the  Warrants  that  are  already  issued  to  Collect  the  same 
notwithstanding. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Judge  of  the  Courts  of  Common 
Pleas  in  each  County  in  this  State  for  the  Time  being  be  and  they  are 
hereby  appointed  to  examine  in  their  respective  Counties  all  Officers 
Soldiers  and  Seamen  resident  in  said  Countys  who  have  been  disabled 
in  the  Service  of  the  United  States,  and  to  Certify  such  disability  with 
the  Pay  to  which  the  Person  so  disabled  is  entitled  and  to  transmit  a 
Copy  of  such  Certificate  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Public  Accounts 
for  the  Time  being,  who  is  hereby  appointed  to  receive  and  record  said 
Certificates  as  also  the  Affidavits  made  by  such  Officers  Soldiers  and 
Seamen,  to  make  out  a List  of  them,  and  to  draw  Orders  for  payment 
in  either  Case  according  to  the  Provisions  of  a Resolve  of  this  Assembly 
passed  the  present  Sessions,  pursuant  to  a Resolve  of  the  United  States 
in  Congress  Assembled  of  the  7th  of  June  1785  recommending  such 
provision.* 


Whereas  the  Requisitions  of  Congress  and  other  Communications 
have  been  received  and  laid  before  this  Assembly,  Resolved  that  His 
Excellency  the  Governor  be  desired  in  a summary  manner  to  inform  his 
Excellency  the  President  of  Congress  by  Letter  the  Situation  of  this 
State  labouring  under  Embarrasments  by  reason  of  Arrearages  of 
former  Taxes  and  other  reasons  inducing  a NonCompliance  with  the 
Requisitions  at  this  Time,  and  to  assure  him  of  the  Hearty  Attachment 
of  the  good  People  of  this  State  to  the  Union. 


Whereas  the  Indian  Nations  continue  to  commit  Hostilities  on  the 
Western  Frontiers  of  the  United  States,  and  by  their  Motions  threaten 
many  valuable  Settlements  with  distruction  and  totally  to  prevent  the 
survey  and  Sale  of  the  valuable  Lands  lying  Westward  of  the  River 
Ohio,  unless  protected  by  a greater  force  than  has  heretofore  been  raised 
for  the  defence  thereof.  And  the  United  States  in  Congress  Assembled  by 
their  Act  of  the  20^^  Day  of  Instant  October  have  Resolved  that  the  num- 
ber of  one  thousand  three  hundred  and  forty  nonCommissioned  Officers 
and  Privates  be  raised  for  the  Term  of  three  Years  unless  sooner  dis- 
charged in  addition  to  the  Troops  now  in  Service,  the  proportion  of 
which  additional  Troops  assigned  to  this  State  being  One  hundred  and 
eighty  nonCommissioned  Officers  and  Privates  with  the  following 
Officers  a Lieutenant  Colonel  Commandant  four  Captains  two  Lieuten- 
ants three  Ensigns  and  one  Surgeons  Mate.f

tion to  the  Troops  already  in  Service  one  hundred  and  eighty  noncom- 
missioned Officers  and  Privates  by  voluntary  Enlistment  to  continue  in 
Service  for  the  term  of  three  Years  unless  sooner  discharged  all  upon

to  the  General  Assembly  of  what  Sums  in  Certificates  they  find  in  the 
Hands  of  the  Agents  not  delivered  over  And  to  examine  the  Accounts 
of  such  Agents  for  their  Services,  and  Report  their  Opinion  of  what 
allowance  ought  to  be  made  to  them  therefor. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  David  Humphries  Esq^  Lieut  Colonel 
Commandant,  Lemuel  Cleft,  John  Buell,  Peter  Robinson  & John  Throop 
Captains,  Daniel  Bradley  & John  Hart  Lieutenants,  John  Jeffries,  Jere- 
miah Keeler  & Edward  Miller  Ensigns  and  Eneas  Munson  Jun^  Sur- 
geon,s  Mate  in  pursuance  of  the  Act  of  Congress  of  the  20^^  Day  of 
October  1786.

Palmer  of  the  Town  of  Greenwich  and  as  Listers  for  said  Town  in  the 
Year  1785,  shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  they  made  up  the  additions 
to  the  List  of  said  Town  in  the  Year  aforesaid  in  due  Season  amounting 
to  £697  3 3,  and  by  reason  of  their  remote  situation,  left  the  same  with 
the  Town  Clerk,  to  be  forwarded  by  the  Representatives  of  said  Town, 
who  had  forgot  to  send  it  in  manner  aforesaid,  till  it  was  too  late  Praying 
this  Assembly  to  Order  the  said  Additions  to  be  received  as  if  transmitted 
as  by  Law  directed  &c  as  per  Memorial  on  File — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  aforesaid  Additions  be  now 
received  and  added  to  the  List  of  said  Town  of  Greenwich  for  the  Year 
1785,  and  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  is  directed  to  Issue  his  Warrant 
for  Collecting  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  said  Town  of  Greenwich  the 
Taxes  arising  thereon  as  though  the  same  had  been  returned  and  accepted 
in  the  Ordinary  way  and  that  the  Secretary  furnish  the  said  Treasurer 
with  a Copy  of  this  Resolve. 

Whereas  at  the  County  Court  held  at  New  Haven  in  the  County  of 
New  Haven  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  Novemb^  1778,  Judgment  was  by 
isaid  Court  rendered  against  Charles  Thomas,  Thomas  Thomas,  John 
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Crittenden,  John  Leak,  Benjamin  Anderson  Mix  Todd,  Nicholas  Cal- 
lihan,  Enoch  Molthrop,  Nathaniel  Cook  and  Stephen  Mix  all  of  said 
New  Haven,  as  Persons,  Inimical  to  the  Liberties  of  the  United  States, 
who  had  gone  from  said  Town  of  New  Haven  and  Joined  the  Subjects 
of  the  King  of  Great  Britain  then  at  open  War  with  this  and  the  rest 
of  the  United  States,  on  the  information  of  the  Select  Men  of  the  Town 
of  New  Haven  Dated  October  12^^  1778,  and  their  Estates  forfeited  to 
and  for  the  Use  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  as  appears  by  the  Docket 
of  said  Novemb^  Court,  and  on  the  of  July  following,  the  Files  of 
said  Novemb’^  Court  being  unrecorded,  were  with  the  rest  of  the  Files 
of  said  County  Court,  removed  out  of  said  Town  of  New  Haven,  to  pre- 
vent their  falling  into  the  Hands  of  the  Enemy  and  in  the  removal  lost, 
and  said  Judgments  still  remain  unrecorded  and  since  the  rendering  said 
Judgments,  Administration  has  been  taken  out  on  said  Estates  and  the 
Same  disposed  of  agreably  to  the  directions  of  the  Court  of  Probate 
for  New  Haven  District  as  appears  by  the  Records  of  said  Court  of 
Probate, 

Therefore  Resolved  hy  this  Assembly  that  the  Clerk  of  said  County 
Court  be  and  hereby  is  directed  to  enter  up  Judgment  against  the  Per- 
sons above  mentioned,  and  that  the  same  be  good  Evidence  of  the  Con- 
fiscation of  their  Estates  and  of  equal  validity  as  though  the  Record  had 
been  made  before  said  IP^  Day  of  July  1778. 


Whereas  the  United  States  in  Congress  Assembled  by  their  Resolve 
of  the  7*^  of  June  1785,  recommended  to  the  several  States  to  make  pro- 
vision for  the  releif  of  Officers  Soldiers  and  Seamen  who  have  been 
disabled  in  the  Service  of  the  United  States  residing  in  each  respective 
State.’*' 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly  that  there  be  a compleat  List  made  out  of 
all  Officers  Soldiers  or  Seamen  resident  in  this  State  who  have  served 
in  the  Army  or  Navy  of  the  United  States  or  in  the  Militia  of  this  State 
in  the  Service  of  the  United  States  and  have  been  disabled  in  such  Service 
so  as  to  be  incapable  of  Military  Duty,  or  of  obtaining  a Livelihood  by 
Labour,  in  which  List  shall  be  expressed  the  Names  Pay  Age  and  dis- 
ability of  each  Invalid  as  also  the  Regiment  Corps  or  Ship  to  which  he 
belonged,  a Copy  of  which  List  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Office  of  the 
Secretary  at  War  within  one  Year  from  the  rising  of  this  Assembly, 
and  a like  descriptive  List  of  all  the  Invalids  resident  in  this  State  shall 
from  Year  to  Year  be  annually  transmitted  to  the  Office  of  the  Secre- 
tary at  War,  That  no  Officer  Soldier  or  Seaman  shall  be  considered  as 
an  Invalid  or  entitled  to  Pay  unless  he  shall  produce  a Certificate  from 
the  Commanding  Officer  or  Surgeon  of  the  Regiment  Ship  Corps  or 
Company  in  which  he  served  or  from  a Phisician  or  Surgeon  of  a mili- 
tary Hospital  or  other  good  and  sufficient  Testimony,  setting  forth  his 
Disability  and  that  he  was  thus  disabled  while  in  the  Service  of  the

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United  States  That  all  Commissioned  Officers  within  the  aforesaid 
Description  disabled  in  the  Service  of  the  United  States,  so  as  to  be 
wholly  incapable  of  Military  Duty  or  of  obtaining  a Livelihood,  shall  be 
allowed  a Yearly  Pension  equal  to  the  half  of  their  pay  respectively  and 
all  Commissioned  Officers  as  aforesaid  who  shall  not  have  been  disabled 
in  SO  great  a Degree  shall  be  allowed  a Yearly  Pension,  which  shall 
correspond  with  the  Degree  of  their  Disability,  compared  with  that  of  an

ing five  Dollars  per  Month  And  all  non-commissioned  Officers  and 
Privates,  as  aforesaid  who  shall  not  have  been  disabled  in  so  great  a 
Degree  shall  be  allowed  such  Sum  as  shall  correspond  with  the  Degree  of 
their  Disability  compared  with  that  of  a nonCommissioned  Officer  or 
Private  wholly  disabled.  That  there  shall  be  One  Person  appointed  in 
each  County  in  this  State  of  suitable  and  competent  Abilities  to  examine 
all  Claimants  and  to  Report  whether  the  Person  producing  a Certificate 
setting  forth  that  he  is  an  Invalid  be  such  in  fact  and  if  such  to  what 
pay  he  is  entitled.  And  thereupon  the  Persons  appointed  to  make  such 
enquiry  shall  give  to  the  invalid  a Certificate  specifying  to  what  pay  he 
is  entitled  and  transmit  a Copy  thereof  to  the  Person  who  may  be 
appointed  to  receive  and  Record  the  same.  That  all  Invalids  shall  annually 
apply  themselves  to  some  Assistant  or  Justice  of  Peace  of  the  County 
in  which  they  reside  and  give  their  Affidavit  agreeably  to  the  form  fol- 
lowing viz  “State  of  Connecticut  Ss  H in  the  County  of  N.  the  — Day  of, 
Personally  appeared  before  the  Authority  subscribing  A.B.  of  said  H. 

and  made  Oath  that  he  was  examined  by of  appointed 

for  that  purpose  by  this  State  and  obtained  a Certificate,  or  had  his 
Certificate  examined  and  Countersigned,  setting  forth  that  he  had  served 

in  that  he  was  disabled  by  and  that  he  now  lives  in 

in  the  County  aforesaid.  [”]  That  all  Affidavits  drawn  according 

to  the  above  form  and  duely  Authenticated  shall  by  the  Authority  taking 
the  same  be  transmitted  to  the  Person  who  may  be  appointed  to  receive 
and  Record  the  same.  That  some  suitable  Person  be  appointed  in  this 
State  to  make  out  a List  of  all  disabled  Officers  Soldiers  or  Seamen  and 
to  receive  and  Record  all  Certificates  from  the  Persons  appointed  in 
the  respective  Counties  to  examine  Claimants  and  also  to  receive,  and 
Record  all  Affidavits  taken  agreeably  to  the  Provision  of  this  Act,  who 
is  also  hereby  impowered  to  draw  Orders  on  the  Treasurer  of  this  State 
in  favour  of  such  invalids  for  the  Sums  that  from  Time  to  Time  shall 
appear  to  be  due  to  them  respectively,  while  Orders  the  Treasurer  is 
hereby  directed  to  pay  out  of  the  Moneys  raised  as  the  Quota  of  this 
State  for  the  Use  of  the  United  States,  and  deduct  the  same  from  the 
Quota  of  that  Year  in  which  said  Payments  shall  be  made,  And  it  shall 
be  the  Duty  of  the  Person  who  shall  be  appointed  to  receive  and  Record 
Certificates  to  transmit  to  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  at  War  within  one 
Year  from  the  rising  of  this  Assembly  and  so  annually  in  each  Year  a

way from  said  Heap  of  Stones  acroes  Philemon  Blakslee®  Land  seven- 
teen Rods,  taking  said  Blakslee,s  Land  for  said  Highway  seventy  eight 
Rods  of  Ground  estimated  for  Damages  to  said  Blakslee  the  Sum  of 
Ten  Pounds,  the  direction  of  the  Con-^pass  through  said  Blakslees  Land 
is  East  by  North  32  Degrees  47™,  We  thence  continued  the  same 
Course  through  Capt  Gideon  Todd*’  Land  sixty  nine  Rods  and  nine 
Links  so  that  said  Highway  takes  of  said  Todds  Land  one  Acre  and 
three  Quarters,  the  Damages  estimated  to  said  Todd  is  thirty  six  Pounds, 
We  continued  the  same  Course  through  Joshua  Austin  Land  seventeen 
Rods  and  sixteen  Links  to  a heap  of  Stones,  and  then  varied  our  Course 
again  in  said  Austin®  Land  to  55^^  37™  East  by  North  seven  Rods,  the 
Damages  Assessed  for  said  Austin  is  ten  Pounds,  thence  we  continued 
the  same  Course  through  Isaac  Blackslees  Land  eleven  Rods  and  twelve 
Links  to  the  parsonage  Land  in  said  Northford  Parish,  the  Damages 
assessed  for  said  Blacklee  are  three  Pounds  ten  shillings,  thence  We 
continued  the  same  Course  23  Rods  & 13  Links  through  said  Parsonage 
to  a heap  of  Stones  and  Land  belonging  to  the  Heirs  of  Abiel  Frisbee, 
Damages  Assessed  are  £4  10  0 on  the  Parsonage  Land  of  which  Fris- 
bee® Land  We  took  for  said  Highway  twelve  Rods  estimated  the  Dam- 
ages fourteen  shillings,  thence  We  came  to  the  Old  Highway  the  whole 
distance  is  one  hundred  and  eighty  five  Rods,  We  then  proceeded  ito 
the  proposed  Alteration  near  Northford  Burying  Ground,  when  We 
began  at  the  SouthWest  Corner  of  M^®  Submit  Tainters  Land  and  run 
55^  27™  East  by  North,  the  East  side  of  the  proposed  Highway  forty 
two  Rods  in  said  M”  Tainter®  Land  to  a heap  of  Stones  three  Quarters

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Land  belonging  to  this  State, 
lying  from  the  completion  of  the  Lattitude  of  forty  One  to  the  Lattitude 
of  forty  two  Degrees  and  two  Minits  North,  and  between  Pensylvania 
and  a Line  drawn  from  the  Mouth  of  the  River  Caryhoga,  where  the 
same  falls  into  Lake  Erie,  and  up  the  Stream  of  said  River  to  the 
Portage  Place,  and  thence  by  the  Portage  Way  to  the  Head  of  Mus- 
kingum River,  and  thence  by  a Streight  Line  to  the  Tuskaraways  at 
the  South  East  Corner  of  the  Indian  reserve  and  so  Southerly  to  the 
Latitude  of  forty  one  Degrees  North  be  laid  out  in  Townships  as  nearly 
six  Mile  square  as  may  be.  That  said  Townships  be  divided  from  each 
other  Northerly  and  Southerly  by  Lines  drawn  Parallel  to  the  West  side 
of  Pensylvania  and  Easterly  and  Westerly  by  East  and  West  Lines 
drawn  as  the  Parralels  of  Lattitude  run.  That  said  Lands  be  sold  at 
the  best  advantage  for  the  benefit  of  this  State  at  not  less  than  three  shil- 
lings lawfull  Money  per  Acre  in  specie  or  Liquidated  Securities  of  this 
State  for  lawfull  Money  on  Interest,  or  Certificates  for  Interest  due  on 
such  Securities,  Twenty  seven  dollars  towards  payment  for  each  Town- 
ship to  be  paid  in  Specie  for  the  expences  of  Surveying  such  Township, 
That  the  Towns  laid  out  as  aforesaid  adjoining  to  the  West  side  of 
Pensylvania  shall  Constitute  the  first  Tier  of  Townships,  and  the  Towns 
laid  Westerly  and  adjoining  to  the  first  Tier  shall  be  the  second  Tier  and 
so  on  in  the  same  manner  to  the  number  of  six  Tiers,  That  the  most 
Northerly  Town  in  each  Tier  shall  be  N^^  1.  of  the  same  Tier,  and  that 
the  numbers  rise  on  each  Town  Southerly  through  each  Tier.  That 
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a Committee  of  three  Gentlemen  one  living-  near  the  Center  One  at  the 
Western  and  one  at  the  Eastern  parts  of  this  State  be  appointed  by  the 
Assembly  to  superintend  and  manage  the  Sale  of  said  Townships  receive 
and  pay  the  Avails  thereof  into  the  Treasury,  reserving  to  the  Public 
five  hundred  Acres  of  good  Land  in  each  Township  for  the  support  of 
the  Gospel  Ministry,  and  five  hundred  Acres  more  for  the  support  of 
Schools  in  such  Town  forever,  and  two  Hundred  and  forty  Acres  of 
Good  Land  in  each  Township  to  be  granted  in  fee  Simple  to  the  first 
Gospel  Minister  who  shall  settle  in  such  Town  That  said  Committee 
cause  a sufficient  number  of  said  Townships  to  be  laid  out  as  soon  as 
may  be  at  the  expence  of  this  State  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Avails  of 
the  Lands  sold  as  aforesaid,  and  cause  proper  Meets  and  bounds  to  be 
set  up  that  may  be  forever  known  and  shall  Cause  a proper  Plann  or 
Chart  of  such  Towns  to  be  laid  out  and  numbered  as  aforesaid  to  be 
made  and  lodged  in  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  this  State.  That  the 
Pay  of  the  Surveyors  shall  be  twenty  seven  Dollars  for  laying  each 
Township  in  full  of  all  Expences  about  the  same,  That  said  Committee 
be  allowed  one  per  Cent  out  of  the  Avails  of  said  Lands  and  in  the  same 
Kinds  of  Public  Securities  and  Certificates  as  they  shall  receive  for  the 
same  in  full  of  their  Commissions  for  Sales  and  Collections  and  all 
Services  about  the  same,  and  shall  settle  their  Accounts  with  the  Pay 
Table  accordingly,  That  a Certificate  under  the  Hands  of  said  Commit- 
tee or  either  of  them  that  any  Person  or  Persons  have  purchased  any 
certain  Township  and  paid  for  the  Same  or  given  good  and  Sufficient 
security  for  the  payment  thereof  within  six  Months  with  interest  untill 
paid  shall  entitle  the  Purchasers  their  Heirs  and  Assigns  to  a Grant  of 
such  Township  to  be  made  by  the  General  Assembly  at  any  Time  after 
the  whole  purchase  Money  is  paid,  twenty  per  Cent  of  the  purchase 
Price  to  be  paid  down  which  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  State  in  case  the 
whole  be  not  paid  according  to  Contract.  That  Measures  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  principles  Oif  the  confederation  of  the  United  States  shall 
from  Time  to  Time  be  taken  by  order  and  under  Authority  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  this  State  for  preservation  of  the  Peace  and  good 
Order  of  the  Settlers  in  said  Towns,  untill  this  State  shall  resign  its 
Jurisdiction  of  the  Same  and  Government  be  settled  amongst  them  upon 
Republican  Principles.* 


* This  resolution  marks  the  beginning  of  Connecticut’s  efforts  to  dispose  advantageously  of 
the  lands  of  the  Western  Reserve  which  were  withheld  from  the  cession  of  her  other  western 

claims  to  the  Federal  Government  earlier  in  this  year  (see  above,  p.  171).  The  first  resolution 

providing  for  the  survey  and  sale  of  a portion  of  the  reserved  lands  is  the  one  here  printed. 

Other  supplementary  measures  were  passed  during  the  next  year  (see  below,  pp.  296,  297  , 357),  but 

only  one  sale — 24,900  acres  to  General  Samuel  H.  Parsons  in  1788 — was  made  under  the  terms 
here  prescribed.  In  1792  the  State  turned  over  500,000  acres  in  the  extreme  western  part  of  the 
Reserve — the  so-called  “Firelands” — to  the  inhabitants  of  the  coastal  towns  of  Connecticut  who 
had  suffered  from  British  raids  during  the  Revolution.  After  other  schemes  for  disposing  of 
certain  tracts  had  miscarried,  the  Legislature  sold  all  the  remaining  lands  in  the  Western  Reserve 
to  the  Connecticut  Land  Company  for  $1,200,000  in  1795  and  placed  the  money  in  the  State’s 
permanent  school  fund.  Finally,  in  1800  the  State  surrendered  all  jurisdiction  over  the  Western 
Reserve  to  the  United  States  and  the  region  became  an  integral  part  of  the  Northwest  Territory.

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Lyman  Thorp  of  Fairfield  in  Fairfield 
County*  in  behalf  of  himself  and  Ebenezer  Thorp  Jun^  of  said  Fairfield 
a Minor  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  their  Brother  Jabez  Thorp  who 
early  in  the  late  War  Joined  the  Enemy  was  indebted  to  them  being 
then  both  Minors  in  a large  Sum  of  Money  that  said  Jabez®  Estate  hath 
been  confiscated  and  that  Hezekiah  Hubbel  Esq^  of  said  Fairfield  was 
appointed  Administrator  on  said  Jabez®  Estate,  that  Commissioners 
were  appointed  who  received  and  allowed  the  Claims  of  the  said  Lyman 
and  Ebenezer  and  their  Report  was  returned  to  the  proper  Court  of 
Probate  and  by  some  accident  it  was  afterwards  lost,  that  after  this 
event  and  the  Death  of  said  Administrator  the  said  Lymanf  Thorp  before 
the  County  Court  in  Fairfield  County  recovered  Judgment  against  said 
jabez’  Thorp  for  the  Sum  of  £58  2 0 LM^  and  took  out  Execution  on 
said  Judgment  and  levied  the  Same  on  Lands  of  said  Jabez  Thorp  and 
had  the  same  duely  sett  off  to  him,  that  since  said  Administrators  Death

with  the  State  Credited  said  Benham  for  all  the  Moneys  he  had  paid 
to  the  Men  he  had  Inlisted,  which  reduced  the  aforesaid  Sum  of  £120, 
wliich  Sum  stands  Charged  to  the  Memorialist,  who  hath  taken  all 
possible  Measures  in  his  Power  to  obtain  a Settlement  on  the  part  of 
said  Benham  &c  as  per  Memorial  on  File

of  Highways  or  other  vacant  Strips  or  Parcells  of  unappropriated  Lands 
in  said  Town  of  Hartford  in  such  way  and  manner  either  by  Deeds  or 
Leases  as  they  may  think  fit  and  so  as  they  do  not  in  such  Sales  or  dis- 
positions thereof  infringe  upon  or  interfere  with  any  Public  or  Private 
Right  Use  Privelege  or  emolument  whatsoever,  already  secured  or 
reserved  by  Law. 
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Upon  the  Memorial  of  Col®  Seth  Smith  of  New  Hartford  Shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  in  the  Year  1781,  he  expended  the  Sum  of  £17  5 1, 
in  taking  up  and  securing  one  Michael  Minthorn  a Deserter  from  the 
Continental  Army  praying  for  a reimbursement  oi  said  Expences — • 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  upon  said  Smith®  lodging  his 
Vouchers  for  incurring  said  Expence  with  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table 
they  be  directed  to  Liquidate  his  Accounts  for  that  Service  and  Charge 
the  Sums  found  due  to  the  United  States  and  Credit  said  Smith  with 
the  same  in  his  Account  with  this  State. 


Upon  the  Petition  of  Gosuinus  Ertielins  of  the  City  of  New  York 
Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  by  uncommon  Misfortunes  in  his 
Business  he  has  become  unable  to  pay  his  Debts  at  present,  and  that 
he  is  indebted  to  some  Persons  of  this  State,  and  that  he  came  to  this 
State  to  negotiate  some  Business  of  Importance  for  the  Benefit  of  his 
Creditors  and  for  himself,  /which  he  can’t  with  safety  effect  without

and  by  him  been  Inventoried  and  administered  upon,  be  restored  to  them, 
and  all  Debts  due  to  them  or  either  of  them  in  this  State  and  uncollected 
by  said  Administrator  may  and  shall  be  Collectable  by  them,  and  to  all 
Intents  and  purposes  be  deemed  to  be  theirs  as  much  as  if  said  Judg- 
ment of  Confiscation  had  not  taken  Place,  and  the  said  Estate  of  the 
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said  Robert  Murray  confiscated  as  aforesaid  excepting  that  part  sold 
for  the  Benefit  of  this  State,  and  that  part  Administered  upon,  and 
returned  to  said  Judge  of  Probate,  shall  be  deemed  the  Testate  Estate  of 
said  Robert  Murray  and  the  said  John  Murray  as  Executor  as  afore- 
said, shall  have  full  Right  to  a restoration  of  the  same  and  the  said 
John  Murray  shall  have  full  Right  to  all  Debts  due  to  said  Robert’s 
Estate,  and  to  Collect  the  same  in  as  full  a manner  as  if  said  Judgment 
had  not  been  had  & rendered  by  said  County  Court.

the  Publick  and  that  their  present  Circumstances  rendered  more  dis- 
tressing by  their  Losses  occasioned  by  said  Flood,  will  not  admit  of  their 
rebuilding  said  Bridge  at  their  own  expence  and  Praying  for  a Lottery 
to  enable  them  to  do  it  at  their  own  Expence  as  per  Memorial  on  File — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Memorialists  have  Liberty  and 
Liberty  and  Authority  is  hereby  granted  them  to  raise  a Sum  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  Pounds  lawfull  Money  by  a Lottery  to  be  applied 
to  the  sole  Purpose  of  Building  a Bridge  over  said  River,  on  the  said 
Road  leading  to  Albany,  at  the  Place  where  the  former  Bridge  lately 
stood.  And  CoP  Aaron  Austin,  Cap^  James  Steel  & Mess'”®  Joseph 
Morrell  2^  and  Jonathan  Marsh  Jun'^,  Inhabitants  of  said  Town  are 
hereby  appointed  Managers  of  said  Lottery  to  make  a Scheme  thereof 
for  raising  the  Sum  aforesaid  to  dispose  of  the  Tickets  of  said  Lottery 
to  receive  the  Moneys  arising  therefrom  to  pay  the  Owners  of  the

the  North  West  Corner  of  the  Glebe  Land  or  Ministers  Lott  so  called  in 
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the  Parish  of  New  Salem  in  said  Colchester,  thence  Southerly  to  John 
Lx>omiss®  Barn  in  said  Lyme,  thence  Southerly  to  the  South  West  Corner 
of  CoP  Jonathan  Lattimer®  Land  a few  Rods  below  said  Lattimers  Grist 
Mill,  (thence  Easterly  a streight  Line  to  the  Head  of  Stebbins®  Cove  so 
called  on  Norwich  River  thence  through  the  Center  of  said  Cove  to  the 
Mouth  thereof,  and  to  the  Channel  of  said  River,  and  thence  with  said 
River  and  Channel  to  the  first  mentioned  Bounds.  And  said  Town  of 
Montville  shall  be  Entitled  to  and  shall  have  and  enjoy  all  the  Rights 
Priveleges  and  Immunities  that  the  other  Towns  in  this  State  have  and 
enjoy,  and  shall  have  Liberty  to  elect  and  appoint  all  Officers  necessary 
and  proper  for  a Town  to  lay  Taxes  and  Collect  the  same  and  do  and 
transact  all  Business  and  Matters  proper  and  necessary  for  a Town 
in  the  same  way  and  manner  as  other  Towns  in  this  State  are  by  Law 
Authorized  and  Impowered  to  do.

served  upon  the  Inhabitants  taken  from  the  Town  of  Lyme  who  are 
legal  Voters  by  reading  the  same  in  their  Hearing,  or  a Copy  thereof 
left  at  their  usual  place  of  Abode  by  Stephen  Billings  five  Days  before 
the  Time  of  holding  said  Meeting,  And  one  other  such  Notification  shall

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Memorialist  have  Liberty  to  pay 
over  into  the  Hands  of  the  Treasurer  the  Sum  of  £88  1 0 in  Certificates 
for  Interest  of  Moneys  loaned  the  United  States  being  one  Quarter  part 
of  the  Sum  still  due  to  him  as  Collector  of  said  Tax  of  one  Shilling  on 
the  Pound,  and  that  the  Treasurer  on  Receipt  thereof  be  and  he  is  hereby 
to  pay  the  Amount  thereof  in  Hard  Money  received  or  to  be  received 
by  him  on  said  Taxes  to  the  Memorialist.

Whereas  the  United  States  in  Congress  Assembled,  have  by  their 
Resolution  of  the  13^^  of  April  1787,  recommended  to  the  sieveral  States 
to  repeal  all  such  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  of  their  several  Legislatures 
as  may  be  now  existing  in  any  of  the  said  States,  repugnant  to  the  Treaty 
of  Peace  between  the  United  States  and  great  Britain,  and  that  each 
State  pass  such  Act  of  Repeal  whether  any  such  exceptionable  Act  is 
existing  in  such  State  or  not,  and  that  rather  by  describing  than  reciting 
such  Act  for  the  purpose  of  obviating  all  Disputes  and  Questions 
between  the  United  States  and  great  Britain  relative  to  said  Treaty, 
and  although  there  hath  been  no  Complaint  or  suggestion  officially  or 
otherwise,  that  there  is  any  Act  or  Part  of  an  Act  existing  in  this  State 
repugnant  to  said  Treaty,  yet  this  Assembly  being  at  all  Times  disposed 
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to  conform  to  the  true  intend  and  spirit  of  the  Articles  of  confederation 
and  to  prevent  and  remove  so  far  as  to  this  Assembly  doth  appertain 
all  Causes  of  Dispute  and  Contention  and  every  Just  Ground  of  Com- 
plaint, have  thought  fit  to  Enact 

And,  Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in 
General  Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  that  such 
of  the  Acts  or  Parts  of  Acts  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State  as  are 
repugnant  to  the  Treaty  of  Peace  between  the  United  States  and  his 
Britannic  Majesty,  or  any  Article  thereof  shall  be  and  hereby  are 
repealed.* 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  the  Courts 
of  Law  and  Equity  within  this  State  be  and  they  hereby  are  directed 
and  required  in  all  Causes  and  Questions  cognizable  by  them  respectively, 
and  arising  from  or  touching  said  Treaty,  to  decide  and  adjudge  accord- 
ing to  the  Tenor  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  same,  any  Thing  in  the 
said  Acts  or  Parts  of  Acts  to  the  contrary  thereof  in  any  wise  notwith- 
standing. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  and  alteration  of  An  Act  Entitled  An  Act  for 
regulating  Fees,  and  to  repeal  a certain  Paragraph  of  an  Act,  entitled 
an  Act  for  establishing  the  Wages  of  the  Judges  of  the  Superior  Court. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in 
General  Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  that  for  the 
future  the  Wages  and  allowances  of  the  several  Public  Officers  hereafter 
mentioned  shall  be  as  follows  viz  to  the  Chief  Judge  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Errors  fifteen  shillings  per  Diem,  and  to  the  other  Judges  of 
said  Court  twelve  shillings  per  Diem  each  during  their  actual  Attendance 
respectively.  To  the  Delegates  of  this  State  in  Lieu  of  Salary  and  all 
Expences,  thirty  shillings  per  Diem  whilst  going  to  attending  on  and 
returning  from  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  To  the  Chief  Judge 
of  the  Superior  Court  a Salary  of  two  hundred  and  twenty  five  Pounds 
per  Annum  and  to  the  rest  of  the  Judges  of  the  Superior  Court  a 
Salary  of  two  hundred  Pounds  each  per  Annum  in  Lieu  of  Day  Wages 
and  expences,  except  dining  Expences  for  the  Court,  To  the  Clerk  of 
the  Superior  Court  a Commission  of  two  and  an  half  per  Centum  on 
all  Moneys  received  as  the  Avails  of  said  Court  and  by  him  paid  over 
to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State,  To  the  several  Sheriffs  for  distributing 
the  Public  Laws  and  Proclamations,  and  for  their  Actual  Attendance  on 
the  Assembly  at  the  Election  each  forty  shillings.  To  Clerks  employed 
in  any  of  the  Public  offices  of  this  State  a Sum  not  exceeding  eight 
shillings  per  Diem  for  the  Term  of  six  Months  next  after  the  rising  of 


* Congress  had  been  receiving  letters  from  John  Adams,  Minister  to  Great  Britain,  relaying 
complaints  tha.t  some  of  the  States  were  nullifying  the  provisions  of  the  Peace  Treaty  of  1783, 
particularly  with  reference  to  Loyalist  claims  and  the  pre-war  debts  due  to  British  subjects. 
Following  a report  by  the  Secretary  for  Foreign  Affairs,  Congress  resolved  on  May  21,  1787, 
that  no  State  had  the  right  to  pass  any  acts  interpreting  treaties  and  that  all  States 
ought  to  repeal  any  measures  repugnant  to  the  Treaty  of  Peace.  A letter  was  approved  for 
the  signature  of  the  President  of  Congress  requesting  the  States  to  pass  measures  such  as 
that  here  adopted  by  the  Connecticut  Assembly.

And  he  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  the  first 
Paragraph  of  a Law  of  this  State  Entitled  an  Act  for  establishing  the 
Wages  of  the  Judges  of  the  Superior  Court  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed  and  made  null  and  void. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  for  constituting  and  regu- 
lating Courts  and  appointing  the  Times  and  Places  for  holding  the  same. 

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  hy  the  Authority  of  the  same  That  the  Towns 
of  New  Milford  and  Kent  and  the  North  Society  in  New  Fairfield  shall 
be  one  Probate  District  and  shall  be  called  by  the  Name  of  the  District 
of  New  Milford. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  that  the  Court  of  Probate  in  said  District 
shall  be  held  and  kept  by  one  Judge  to  be  appointed  and  Commissioned 
for  that  purpose  which  Judge  shall  have  a Clerk  by  him  to  be  appointed 
and  sworn  to  the  Office,  and  the  said  Court  of  Probate  shall  have  all  the 
Powers  and  Authorities  which  other  Courts  of  Probate  in  this  State  by 
Law  have.

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  sanie  that  for  the 
future  the  Times  and  Places  of  holding  the  County  Courts  in  the  County 
of  Middlesex  shall  be  as  follows  viz  at  Middletown  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  Novemb’*  annually,  and  at  Haddam  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
April  annually,  and  that  any  adjourned  or  special  County  Court  may  be 
holden  at  such  Time  and  Place  within  either  of  said  Towns  in  said 
County  as  said  County  Court  shall  order  and  determine,  any  Law  Usage 
or  Custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

An  Act  in  addition  to,  and  alteration  of  an  Act,  entitled  an  Act  for  erecting 
and  establishing  a new  County. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same  That  for  the 
future  the  Time  of  holding  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  within  and  for 
the  County  of  Tolland  shall  be  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  March  annually 
instead  of  the  third  Tuesday  of  March  which  heretofore  has  been  the 
Time  of  holding  said  Court,  any  Law  Usage  or  Custom  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding. 
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An  Act  for  stating  the  Fare  of  Stratford  Ferry  over  New  Field  Harbour.* 

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same  that  the  fare  of 
said  Stratford  Ferry  shall  be  a.s  follows  to  wit  for  a single  Man  one 
Penny  half  penny,  for  a Man  Horse  and  Load  three  Pence,  for  a lead 
Horse  two  Pence,  for  an  Ox  or  any  other  neet  Kine  four  Pence  for 
every  two  wheeled  Carriage  with  one  Man  and  a draft  Horse  sixpence 
for  every  four  Wheeled  Carriage  one  Man  and  a draft  Horse  nine  Pence 
and  for  every  additional  Person  or  Horse  or  other  Beast  the  same  as  is 
afore  stated  in  like  Cases  and  for  a Goat  Swine  or  Sheep  three  farthings. 


An  Act  in  alteration  of  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  for  regulating  Ferries. 

Be  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same  That  the  fare  of  a 
Team  and  Load  at  the  Ferry  in  Hartford  be  one  shilling  and  six  Pence, 
and  for  a Waggon  Horses  and  Load  one  shilling. 


An  Act  for  the  encouragement  of  the  raising  of  Hemp. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  all  Persons 
in  this  State  may  annually  during  the  continuance  of  this  Act  insert  in 
their  several  Lists  of  Polls  and  rateable  Estate  given  in  to  the  Listers 
of  the  respective  Towns  to  which  such  Persons  belong  an  account  of  the 
Quantity  of  Land  which  they  shall  have  severally  sowed  with  Hemp  in 
the  Season  next  preceeding  the  giving  in  such  List  and  thereupon  said 
Listers  in  making  up  the  Lists  of  Estate  as  aforesaid  shall  Credit  and 
deduct  from  the  Sum  total  of  the  List  of  such  Persons  respectively  at 
the  Rate  of  forty  shillings  per  Acre  for  any  Quantity  of  Land  sowed 
with  Hemp  and  inserted  in  the  List  as  aforesaid. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted,  that  if  such  Listers  by  inspecting  the  Lists 
of  rateable  Estate  as  the  Law  directs  shall  find  that  any  Person  or 
Persons  have  inserted  in  their  Lists  any  greater  Quantity  of  Land  to 
have  been  sown  with  Hemp  than  was  actually  sowed  with  Hemp,  it  shall 
be  the  Duty  of  such  Listers  to  add  to  the  List  of  such  Person  or  Persons 
fourfold  the  Sum  deducted  as  aforesaid 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  all  Land 
sowed  with  Hemp  in  the  Season  next  preceeding  the  giving  in  the  Lists 
of  rateable  Estate  shall  be  exempted  from  such  Lists 

And  it  is  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  a Duty 
of  six  shillings  shall  be  paid  on  each  hundred  Weight  of  Hemp  or 
Cordage  imported  into  this  State  by  Land  or  Water  from  and  after  the 
first  Day  of  May  1789  which  Duties  shall  be  Collected  and  paid  in  the 
same  manner  as  is  already  by  Law  provided  for  the  Collection  and  Pay- 
ment of  Duties  on  other  Imported  Articles. 


For  the  establishment  of  this  ferry  see  below,  p.  298. 
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Provided  that  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  extend  to  the  Growth  or 
Manufacture  of  the  United  States, 

And  it  is  further  Enacted  that  this  Act  shall  continue  in  force  for  the 
Term  of  seven  Years  from  the  rising  of  this  Assembly  and  no  longer. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  for  encouraging  and  regu- 
lating Fisheries. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  for  the 
future  there  shall  he  a Duty  of  three  shillings  lawfull  Money  on  each 
Barrel!  or  Quintal  of  Fish,  which  shall  he  Imported  or  sold  within  this 
State  not  caught  hy  some  of  the  Subjects  of  this  or  the  United  States, 
and  that  the  Moneys  arising  thereon  be  appropriated  towards  the  support 
of  Civil  Government  to  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the 
same  Penalties  as  Goods  Wares  and  Merchandize  imported  into  this 
State  by  Land  or  Water, 

And  it  is  further  Enacted  that  when  any  Question  shall  arise  pursuant 
to  the  Provisions  of  this  Act,  by  whom  such  Fish  were  caught  the 
burthen  of  Proof  shall  lye  on  the  Importer  thereof. 


An  Act  for  appointing  Delegates  to  meet  in  a Convention  of  the  States, 
to  be  held  at  the  City  of  Philadelphia  on  the  second  Monday  of  May 
instant.* 

Whereas  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  by  their  Act  of  the  21®^ 
of  February  1787  have  recommended  that  on  the  second  Monday  of  May 
instant  a Convention  of  Delegates  who  shall  have  been  appointed  by  the 
several  States  be  held  at  Philadelphia  for  the  Sole  and  express  Purpose 
of  revising  the  Articles  of  Confederation — 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  Authority  of  the  same,  That  the  Hon^^^-' 
William  Samuel  Johnson  Roger  Sherman  and  Oliver  Elsworth  Esq’’®  be 
and  they  hereby  are  appointed  Delegates  to  attend  the  said  Convention, 
and  are  requested  to  proceed  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  f or  that  purpose 
without  delay,  and  the  said  Delegates,  and  in  Case  of  sickness  or  Acci- 
dent such  One  or  more  of  them  as  shall  actually  attend  the  said  Conven- 

* A convention  of  commissioners  from  Virginia,  Delaware,  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey,  and 
New  York  met  at  Annapolis  in  September  1786  to  discuss  commercial  problems  of  mutual 
concern.  As  a result  of  its  deliberations  this  body  asked  Congress  to  call  a general  convention 
to  consider  strengthening  the  central  government.  Congress  approved,  February  21,  1787,  but, 
on  motion  of  the  Massachusetts  delegation,  restricted  the  proposed  convention  to  meeting 
“for  the  sole  and  express  purpose  of  revising  the  Articles  of  Confederation.”  Jour.  Cont. 
Cong.,  XXXII,  71-74.  How  far  the  Philadelphia  Convention  departed  from  the  strict  limits 
of  its  authority  in  framing  a wholly  new  Constitution  is  a matter  of  familiar  history. 

Connecticut’s  choice  of  William  Samuel  Johnson.  Roger  Sherman,  and  Oliver  Ellsworth  as 
its  delegates  gave  to  the  State  a representation  at  the  Convention  as  unifonnly  strong  as 
that  of  any  State.  The  part  which  they  played  at  Philadelphia,  especially  in  bringing  about 
the  “Connecticut  Compromise”  on  representation  in  Congress  is,  again,  familiar  history.  It 
may  be  followed  in  detail  in  Max  Farrand’s  definitive  edition  of  The  Records  of  the  Federal 
Convention  of  1787  (New  Haven,  4 vols.,  1911,  1937). 

The  debate  in  the  Connecticut  Assembly  May  12,  1787,  on  the  passage  of  this  act  for 
sending  delegates  to  the  Philadelphia  Convention  is  reported  at  some  length  in  Connecticut 
Courant,  May  21,  1787;  Connecticut  Journal,  May  23,  1787;  New  Haven  Gazette  and  Conn. 
Mag.,  May  24,  31,  1787;  and  Connecticut  Gazette,  June  1,  1787. 
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tion  is  and  are  hereby  Authorized  and  Impowered  to  represent  this  State 
therein,  and  to  confer  with  such  Delegates  appointed  by  the  several 
States  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  said  Act  of  Congress,  that  may 
be  present  and  duely  impowered  to  Act  in  said  Convention  and  to  dis- 
cuss upon  such  Alterations  and  Provisions  agreeable  to  the  General 
Principles  of  Republican  Government  as  they  shall  think  proper  to 
renaer  the  federal  Constitution  adequate  to  the  exigencies  of  Govern- 
ment and  the  Preservation  of  the  Union,  and  they  are  further  directed 
pursuant  to  the  said  Act  of  Congress  to  report  such  Alterations  and 
Provisions  as  may  be  agreed  to  by  a majority  of  the  United  States  repre- 
sented in  Convention  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and  to*  the 
General  Assembly  of  this  State. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  the  Honb^''  Roger  Sherman  Esq*"  Delegate 
to  represent  this  State  in  a Convention  to  be  holden  in  Philadelphia  on 
the  second  Monday  of  Instant  May  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  a 
Resolve  of  Congress  of  the  21®^  Day  of  February  last  in  the  room  of  the 
Hon^^®  Erastus  Wolcott  Esq^  who  hath  resigned. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Hon^^®  James  Wadsworth  Esq^ 
and  M^  Isaac  Spencer  Jun*'  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  authorized 
and  directed  as  soon  as  may  be  to  receive  of  the  Treasurer  such  Bills  of 
Public  Credit  and  Public  Securities  of  every  Denomination  Issued  by 
this  State  as  have  been  brought  into  the  Treasury  by  Rates  fines.  Impost 
Excise  or  otherwise,  and  having  first  examined  the  Entries  relative 
thereto  in  the  Treasury  Books  so  far  as  the  nature  of  the  Case  requires 
to  burn  and  destroy  the  said  Bills  and  securities  in  the  Presence  of  the 
Treasurer,  giving  their  Receipts  therefor,  and  having  compleated  the 
said  Business  to  Report  their  Doings  to  the  General  Assembly  in  October 
next.* 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table  be  and 
they  are  hereby  directed  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  in  favour  of  the 
Hen'll®  William  Sam^  Johnson  Roger  Sherman  and  Oliver  Elsworth 
Esq*'®,  who  are  appointed  Delegates  to  represent  this  State  lin  a conven- 
tion of  the  United  States  to  be  holden  at  Philadelphia  in  May  instant 
to  enable  them  to  attend  the  Business  of  their  appointment  the  Sum  of 
six  hundred  Pounds  lawfull  Money  in  equal  Proportion  out  of  the  Inter- 
est of  the  Moneys  arising  on  the  one  shilling  and  also  on  the  three 
penny  Taxes  granted  by  the  General  Assemibly  and  payable  in  the 
Months  of  April  & July  1782  they  to  be  accountable. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  the  HonU®  James  Wadsworth  Esq’’  Comp- 
troller of  the  Public  Accounts  of  this  State  for  the  Year  ensuing. 

Whereas  sundry  Persons  from  whom  a Ballance  is  due  to  this  State 
on  unsettled  Accounts  are  possessed  of  the  Evidences  of  Claims  against

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this  State,  which  ought  to  be  Charged  to  the  United  States  which  Evi- 
dences they  have  hitherto  neglected  to  exhibit  to  the  Pay  Table  and  must 
be  lost  to  this  State  unless  procured  wiitbin  the  Time  limited  by  the 
Ordinance  of  Congress  for  the  settlement  of  Accounts  of  this  State  with 
the  United  States.* 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  upon  application  of  the  Comptroller 
of  the  Public  Accounts  of  this  State  to  the  Judge  of  the  County  Court 
for  the  County  of  Hartford  the  said  Judge  is  hereby  Authorized  to 
call  a special  County  Court  for  the  Tryal  of  such  Causes  as  may  be 
brought  by  the  said  Comptroller  on  such  unsettled  Accounts  to  the 
said  Court,  And  in  Case  such  Causes  or  any  of  them  shall  be  removed 
to  the  Superior  Court  by  Appeal  or  otherwise  the  said  Superior  Court 
are  directed  to  proceed  to  the  Tryal  of  such  Causes  in  preference  to  any 
others  that  may  be  depending  in  said  Court,  and  in  Case  the  said  Causes 
or  any  of  them  shall  in  the  Course  of  Legal  proceedings  be  put  to 
Auditors  a final  determination  of  which  shall  be  found  necessary  to 
procure  the  Evidences  aforesaid  the  said  Superior  Court  are  hereby 
directed  to  Adjourn  the  said  Court  to  such  Time  as  they  shall  think

Whereas  it  is  now  Represented  that  the  Magazine  Built  at  Fort

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Hon^^®  William  Hillhouse  and 
Ebenezer  Ledyard  Esq*"®  be  and  they  are  hereby  Authorized  and 
Impowered  to  purchase  the  Land  on  which  said  Fort  and  the  Magazine 
stands  of  the  Owners  thereof  not  exceeding  One  Acre  and  an  half  for 
the  Use  of  this  State, 

Provided  it  can  be  obtained  on  reasonable  Terms,  and  draw  Orders 
upon  the  Treasurer  for  the  payment  thereof  out  of  the  Civil  List  Fund 
who  is  hereby  directed  to  allow  and  pay  the  same  accordingly. 

J Whereas  this  Assembly  has  received  Information  that  One  Mitchell 
of  Aharon  and  one  Tanner  of  the  State  of  New  York  have  been  and 
now  are  attempting  to  stir  up,  and  excite  the  People  in  some  Parts  of

*The  economic  depression  through  which  the  country  was  going  during  these  years  worked 
particular  hardship  upon  the  debtor  classes.  Many  of  them  sought  relief  by  advocating 
large  emissions  of  paper  money.  When  their  faction  failed  to  win  control  of  the  legislature 
in  Massachusetts  a group  in  the  western  part  of  that  State  rose  against  the  government  in 
the  fall  and  winter  of  1786-87  under  the  leadership  of  Daniel  Shays,  interrupted  courts, 
opened  jails,  and  attacked  the  arsenal  at  Springfield.  Active  efforts  to  support  “Shays’ 
Rebellion”  in  Connecticut  seem  to  have  been  confined  largely  to  the  vicinity  of  Sharon, 
where  a Dr.  John  Hulbert  of  Alford,  Mass.,  appeared  and  enlisted  the  aid  of  William 
Mitchell,  a clothier  by  trade.

Meanwhile  the  uprising  in  Massachusetts  had  been  quelled  by  the 
employment  of  4,000  militia,  and  the  prosecutions  against  the  Connectcut  insurgents  were  soon 
dropped.

that  shall  be  drawn  by  the  fortunate  numbers,  and  that  said  Lottery  shall 
be  drawn  and  compleated  within  eighteen  Months  from  the  rising  of  this 
Assembly.

in  Notes  given  to  the  late  Connecticut  Line  of  the  Army  payable  before 
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the  first  of  June  1784,  computing  the  Interest  on  said  Sum  from  the 
first  of  June  1784,  and  that  the  same  be  allowed  at  the  nominal  Sum 
in  his  settlement  of  those  Accounts. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  James  Church  of  Hartford  bearing  Date  the 
19^^  Day  of  May  1786,  against  his  Creditors,  Shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  by  means  of  many  great  and  Heavy  Losses  and  misfortunes  in 
the  Course  of  Trade  the  last  War*  he  is  greatly  reduced  and  embar- 
rassed in  his  Circumstances  and  become  unable  to  pay  all  his  Just  Debts 
that  he  is  advanced  in  Years  and  of  a weakly  infirm  Constitution  of 
Body  and  desirous  that  equal  Justice  might  take  Place  amongst  his 
Creditors  as  far  as  is  in  his  Power,  and  is  willing  to  resign  up  into  the 
Hands  of  Trustees  upon  Oath  all  his  Estate  both  real  and  personal  to  be 
disposed  of  for  the  Benefit  of  his  Creditors  except  his  own  and  his  Wife® 
wearing  Apparel  and  their  Household  Furniture,  and  praying  that  there- 
upon he  may  be  exonerated  and  discharged  from  all  his  Debts  contracted 
before  the  Date  of  his  Petition,  and  it  appearing  to  this  Assembly  that 
the  Facts  stated  in  said  Petition  are  Just  and  true,  and  more  than  four 
fifths  of  his  Creditors  in  number  and  value  having  requested  the  same 
by  a Writing  under  their  Hands  and  exhibited  to  this  Assembly, 

W hereupon  it  is  Enacted  and  Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  upon 
said  James  Church®,  delivering  upon  Oath  and  assigning  unto  Mess^® 
Richard  Alsop  Daniel  Pitkin  and  William  Adams  who  are  hereby 
appointed  Trustees  to  receive  the  same  all  his  Property  both  real  and 
Personal  except  his  own  and  his  Wifes  wearing  Apparel  and  their 
Household  Furniture  for  the  Use  and  Benefit  of  his  Creditors,  and 
obtaining  from  said  Trustees  a Certificate  of  his  having  so  done  said 
James  Church  his  Person  and  Property  shall  be  by  force  of  this  Act 
exonerated  and  discharged  from  all  Attachments  Executions  and  Suits 
in  Law  or  Equity  for  and  on  Account  of  any  Debt  or  Debts  Contracted 
before  the  Date  of  his  said  Petition,  and  said  Trustees  are  hereby  directed 
and  Impowered  to  Vv^arn  a Meeting  of  said  Creditors  to  be  held  at  the 
House  of  M""  David  Ball  in  said  Hartford  on  the  20*^^  of  July  next,  by 
advertising  the  same  in  the  several  News  Papers  in  this  State  three 
Weeks  successively  tw'enty  Days  before  the  Time  of  said  Meeting,  and 
said  Creditors,  or  a Major  part  of  them  present  at  said  Meeting  may 
displace  ony  or  all  of  said  Trustees  and  appoint  others  in  their  stead, 
and  also  agree  upon  and  Prescribe  Regulations  for  said  Trustees  in  the 
management  and  disposal  of  said  Property  and  also  with  respect  to  the 
Payment  of  the  several  Dividends  to  the  Creditors,  and  also  give  direc- 
tions how  any  future  Meeting  shall  be  Warned  and  on  what  Occasions 
and  to  do  and  conclude  upon  any  other  Matter  and  Thing  relating  to 
said  Estate  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  Benefit  of  said  Creditors. 


Upon  the  Memorial  of  the  Parish  of  Ripton  in  the  Town  of  Strat- 
ford and  County  of  Fairfield,  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  by  being

to  be  incorporated  into  a Town  &c  or  that  by  a Wise  and  Judicious 
Committee  the  situation  and  Circumstances  of  said  Parish  may  be  ascer- 
tained &c  as  per  Petition* — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Honb^®  Joseph  P Cook,  Gen^ 
Pieman  Swift  and  M’’  William  Herring  be  a Committee  at  the  expence 
of  the  Memorialists  to  view  the  said  Parish  of  Ripton  and  the  Parish 
of  New  Stratford  and  the  other  Parts  of  said  Town  of  Stratford  and  the 
situation  and  circumstances  of  said  Memorialists  being  examined  make 
their  Report  to  this  or  the  General  Assembly  to  be  holden  at  Neiw  Haven 
in  October  next  whether  the  said  Parish  of  Ripton  ought  to  be  incor- 
porated into  a Town  and  whether  any  other  and  if  any  what  part  of 
said  Town  of  Stratford  ought  to  be  incorporated  with  said  Parish  of 
Ripton  into  a Town. 

On  the  Memorial  of  Samuel  Loomiss  of  Colchester  Shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  he  has  by  great  Labour  and  Pains  discovered  the  Struc- 
ture of  certain  Machines  or  Works  which  are  used  in  foreign  Countries 
for  the  manufacturing  of  Wool  Cotton  Hemp  Flax  and  silk,  simular  to 
certain  Plans  exhibited  to  this  Assembly  by  which  Machines  he  can 
perform  the  various  processes  of  Carding  spinning  and  weaving  the 
aforesaid  Articles,  and  can  Manufacture  them  into  Cloth  in  a much  easier 
manner  than  any  now  in  Practice,  which  can  be  made  to  perform  the 
Work  either  by  the  Labour  of  the  Hand  or  by  Water.  Praying  this 
Assembly  to  grant  to  him  the  exclusive  Right  and  privelege  of  erecting 
such  Machines  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing  the  aforesaid  Articles — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Loomiss  shall  have  and  be 
allowed  the  exclusive  Right  and  privelege  of  making  and  erecting  Works 
and  Machines  upon  the  Plans  and  Construction  by  him  exhibited  for 
the  purpose  of  manufacturing  the  Articles  of  Wood  Cotton  Hemp  Flax 
and  Silk  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  on  the  East  side  of  Connecticut  River, 
and  within  ten  Miles  West  of  said  River,  for  the  Term  of  seven  Tears, 
from  the  rising  of  this  Assembly,  and  of  Using  and  Improving  the 
same  for  that  Term ; And  that  after  the  expiration  of  said  Term,  if  said 
Loomiss  shall  so  long  Improve  said  Works  no  Person  shall  be  allowed 
the  Priveledge  of  erecting  simular  Works,  within  thirty  Miles  of  the 
Works,  he  shall  so  erect  within  the  Limits  aforesaid,  for  another  Term 
of  Seven  Years. 

Proirided  that  if  said  Loomiss  shall  fail  to  build  said  Works  within 
the  Term  of  three  Years  then  this  Grant  to  be  void. 

And  Provided  that  this  Grant  shall  not  affect  any  privelege  granted 
the  present  Session  of  this  Assembly  to  promote  the  Manufacture  of

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Treasurer  of  this  State,  be  and 
he  hereby  is  directed  to  discount  out  of  any  Taxes  that  may  be  due  in 
State  Money  from  any  Collectors  of  the  said  Town  of  Derby  to  the 
Amount  of  the  Sum  of  ninety  seven  Pounds  fifteen  shillings  and  ten 
Pence  in  said  State  Bills  for  the  Benefit  of  said  Beecher.f 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Ebenezer  Ledyard  of  Groton  in  the  County 
of  New  London,  Shewing  to  this  Assembly,  that  he  hath  been  Obliged 
to  pay  to  Thomas  Mumford  of  Norwich  in  said  County  the  Sum  of 
£23  5 1 lawfull  Money  for  sundry  Articles  that  v/ere  used  in  Fort 
Griswold  in  said  Groton,  and  which  were  Charged  by  said  Mumford 
to  Ebenezer  & William  Ledyard  in  their  private  Capacity  And  the  said 
William  liaving  Deceased,  his  Administrators  nor  the  said  Ebenezer  ever 
knew  or  heard  of  the  existence  of  any  such  Account  till  very  lately, 
and  said  Account  for  said  Articles  amounting  to  said  Sum,  or  any  part 
thereof,  never  having  been  allowed  either  to  the  said  Ebenezer  or  to  the 
said  William  in  any  settlement  by  them  with  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table, 
Praying  for  Relief  &c  as  per  Memorial  on  File — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Co'mmittee  of  Pay  Table,  be  and 
they  are  hereby  Ordered  to  receive  said  Account  and  adjust  the  same,  and 
draw  an  Order  in  favour  of  the  Memorialist  for  the  Ballance,  they  shall 
find  due  to  him,  on  the  twelve  penny  Tax  made  Payable  in  the  Year 
1783. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Joseph  Pierpoint  late  of  New  Haven  now  of 
North  Haven  in  the  County  oi  New  Haven,  Shewing  to  this  Assembly, 
that  his  Son  Joseph  Pierpoint  Jun**  had  a Prosecution  Commenced  against

rialists Praying  this  Assembly  to  rest  the  Title  of  the  Lands  so  set  off 
to  their  said  Mother  in  Law  in  them  and  their  Heirs  at  her  Decease  as 
per  Memorial  on  File — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  real  Estate  of  the  said  Isaac

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  those  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Woodbury  that  live  within  the  Limits  of  said  Society  of  Bethlehem, 
be  and  they  are  hereby  incorporated  into  a seperate  and  distinct  Town 
by  the  Name  of  the  Town  of  Bethlem,  and  that  the  Bounds  and  Limits 
shall  be  the  same  as  the  present  Bounds  of  the  Society  of  Bethlem  ; 
with  the  same  Rights  Powers  Priveleges  and  Franchises  of  every  Idnd 
as  other  Towns  in  this  State  by  Law  now  have  and  enjoy,  excepting  only 
that  they  be  restricted  to  one  Representative  only  in  the  General

a Wife  and  several  small  Children  who  depend  wholly  on  his  Labour 
for  their  support,  and  are  now  suffering,  that  he  is  possessed  of  no 
Estate  and  has  no  way  of  Paying  said  fine  unless  he  be  Permitted  to 
return  to  his  Family  Praying  for  releif  &c  as  per  Memorial  on  File — 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Memorialist  be  released  from 
his  confinement  on  his  Paying  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  or  the

Course  of  the  Last  War  at  Sea  he  is  reduced  in  his  Circumstances  and 
become  unable  to  pay  his  Just  Debts  Praying  for  an  Act  of  the  General 
Assembly  to  protect  his  Person  and  Property  from  all  Suits  Arrests 
Imprisonment  and  Seizures  ol  his  Property  for  the  Term  of  seven

Wheeler  Jun*^  Select  Men  of  Fairfield,  and  of  Andrew  Rowland  Andrew 
Wakeman  Peter  Jennings  & David  Jennings  all  of  said  Fairfield  and 
Committee  of  the  Common  Field  in  said  Fairfield  in  behalf  of  themselves 
and  the  rest  of  the  Proprietors  of  said  Common  Field  Shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  many  of  the  Proprietors  of  said  Common  Field  have 
therein  particular  Inclosures,  and  sustain  great  inconveniences  by  rea-

Resolved  that  the  Memorialists  be  discharged  from  said  Duty  or 
Impost,  and  that  the  Naval  Officer  for  the  Port  of  New  Haven  be 
directed  to  Cancel  the  Bond  given  for  the  Duty  on  said  Tea  so  far  as 
the  Amount  of  the  Duty  aforesaid  deducting  the  Naval  Officers  fees. 

Whereas  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State  at  their  Sessions  in 
October  last  did  incorporate  the  second  Society  of  Windham  with  a part 
of  the  Towns  of  Canterbury  Pomf ret  and  Mansfield  into  a distinct  Town 
by  the  Name  of  Hampton,  and  Whereas  at  the  Time  of  said  Incorpora- 
tion there  were  three  large  Bridges  within  the  said  Town  of  Windham 
which  said  Town  were  enjoined  by  Act  of  Government  to  Build  and 
maintain  during  the  Pleasure  of  this  Assembly,  Whereupon  it  is  Provided 
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by  the  Resolve  of  the  General  Assembly  in  October  last  incorporating- 
said  Town  that  Elisha  Lathrop  Esq’’  Col®  William  Danielson  & Col® 
Samuel  Chapman  should  be  a Committee  and  they  were  by  said  Assem- 
bly appointed  a Committee  with  full  Power  to  hear  all  Partys  Con- 
cerned to  view  the  Situation  of  the  Bridges  which  said  Town  of  Windham 
were  obliged  by  Act  of  Government  to  Build  and  maintain,  as  likwise 
all  the  Bridges  which  were  in  said  Antient  Town  of  Windham,  and  said 
new  Town  of  Hampton  and  Consider  and  determine  what  part  or  Pro- 
portion of  the  necessary  expence  that  should  or  might  arise  in  future  for 
Building  and  maintaining  said  Public  Bridges  ought  to  be  paid  into  the 
Treasury  of  the  Town  of  Windham  by  the  Inhabitants  of  the  said  Town 
of  Hampton  or  whether  any  Thing,  of  all  which  said  Committee  are 
by  said  Resolve  Ordered  to  make  their  Report  of  their  Doings  to  this 
Assembly,*  and  said  Committee  having  in  the  Month  of  May  instant  in 
pursuance  of  said  Resolve  repaired  to  said  Towns  of  Windham  and 
Hampton,  and  agreeable  thereto  have  viewed  all  the  Bridges  in  both 
Towns  and  in  particular  said  three  large  Bridges,  and  to  this  Assembly 
have  Reported  that  the  Inhabitants  of  the  said  Town  of  Hampton  ought 
to  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Town  of  Windham  by  the  first  Day  of 
March  annually  the  Sum  of  five  Pounds  LMoney  so  long  as  said  three 
Bridges  or  any  two  of  them  shall  stand,  after  which  the  Sum  of  ten 
Pounds  Lawful!  Money  in  manner  aforesaid  during  the  Pleasure  of 
this  Assembly  as  per  Report  of  said  Committee  on  File — 

Whereupon  it  is  Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  for  the  future  the 
Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Hampton  shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Town  of  Windham  towards  the  Building  and  maintaining  said  three 
Public  Bridges,  the  Sum  of  five  Pounds  LMoney  annually  said  Payment 
to  be  made  on  the  first  Day  of  March  in  each  Year  so  long  as  said  three 
Bridges  shall  stand  or  either  two  of  them,  after  which  the  Sum  of  Ten 
Pounds  annually  in  Manner  afores^  during  the  Pleasure  of  this 
Assembly. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  the  Rev**  Samuel  Eells  of  Branford  in  the 
County  of  New  Haven,  Shewing  that  before  the  late  War  he  was  set- 
tled in  the  Parish  of  North  Branford  in  the  Work  of  the  Ministry,  upon 
a small  Annual  Stipend,  barely  sufficient  for  his  annual  support,  a con- 
siderable part  of  which,  during  the  late  Troubles  of  the  Country  he 
sacrificed  to  a depreciated  Medium  which  involved  him  in  Debt,  That 
upon  the  Death  of  his  late  Father  the  Rev^  Edward  Eells  of  Middletown 
he  with  two  of  his  Brothers  as  Co  executors  of  his  Will  undertook  the 
settlement  of  his  Estate,  That  placing  Credit  in  the  Paper  Currency 
they  received  the  Avails  of  the  said  Estate  considerably  in  the  same, 
which  the  Creditors  refusing  to  accept  for  their  Debts  was  deposited 
in  the  Continental  Loan  Office  and  is  become  of  little  value.  That  his 
two  Brothers  Co  executors  with  him  as  aforesaid,  had  entirely  failed, 
which  with  his  other  Losses  and  Misfortunes  had  rendered  the  Peti- 
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tioner  unable  to  pay  his  own  Debts,  and  those  which  remain  due  from 
the  Estate  of  his  said  Deceas**  Father,  Praying  that  upon  the  Petitioners 
giving  over  and  assigning  to  Trustees  for  the  Benefit  of  his  said  Credi- 
tors, all  his  own  Estate,  necessaries  excepted,  and  also  what  remains 
unsold  of  the  Estate  of  his  said  Deceased  Father  the  Petitioner  may  be 
released  from  any  further  liability  to  his  own  Creditors  or  the  Creditors 
of  the  Estate  of  his  said  Father  Deceased.

and  Securities  uncollected,  and  shall  and  do  Assign  transfer  and  Convey 
the  same  for  the  Use  of  his  own  Creditors,  and  the  Creditors  to  the 
Estate  of  his  said  Deceas‘d  Father  unto  CoP  Edward  Russell  and  Capt 
Timothy  Hoadley  of  Branford  and  Timothy  Jones  Esq*"  of  New  Haven, 
who  are  hereby  appointed  Trustees  to  receive  for  said  Creditors  he  the 
said  Samuel  Eells  shall  and  he  is  hereby  discharged  from  all  Debts  dues 
Judgments  and  Executions  oweing  by  him  or  rendered  against  him 
before  the  22^  Day  of  March  last  past,  the  Date  of  said  Petition,  and 
from  all  Debts  Claims  or  Demands  Judgments  and  Executions  upon  or 
against  him  as  Executor  to  the  last  Will  of  his  said  Deceas‘d  Father  or 
for  or  on  Account  of  said  Estate,  And  the  aforesaid  Estate  or  Estates 
and  Credits  of  what  kind  or  Nature  soever,  shall  vest  in  said  Trustees 
appointed  as  aforesaid,  according  to  the  Estate  and  Interest  the  said 
Samuel  had  therein  And  they  may  take  Possession  and  sue  for  the 
recovery  of  the  same.  And  said  Trustees  are  hereby  Impowered  to  sell 
and  dispose  of  said  Estate  & Execute  good  and  sufficient  Deeds  of  the 
same  to  redeem  Mortgages  and  to  recover  all  Moneys  Goods  Chattels 
Effects  and  Estate  whatsoever  belonging  to  the  said  Samuel  in  his  own 
Right  or  as  Executor  to  the  Will  and  Testament  of  his  said  Deceased 
Father,  to  and  for  the  Use  of  the  said  Creditors  respectively,  and  said 
Trustees  shall  proceed  to  Convert  the  Estates  of  the  said  Samuel  and 
Edward  Deceas**  into  Money  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be,  and  shall 
within  a reasonable  space  of  Time  proceed  to  make  a Division  of  all  the 
Money  that  shall  come  to  their  Hands  out  of  the  Estates  of  the  said 
Samuel  and  said  Edward  Deceas**  to  the  respective  Creditors  of  the 
said  Samuel  and  Edward,  or  in  Case  the  said  Creditors  shall  see  fit, 
the  said  Trustees  may  make  distribution  of  said  Estates  in  just  propor- 
tions to  said  Creditors  first  giving  sufficient  Notice  of  the  Time  and 
Place  of  making  such  Dividend  or  distribution  by  advertising  the  same

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Chester  Wells  of  Weathersfield,  Shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  in  Novemb**  last  before  the  Superior  Court  this  State 
obtained  a Judgment  against  him  and  Col®  Gad  Stanley  for  the  Sum 
of  £117  19  8 LMoney  Debt  and  £6  15  10  like  Money  Costs,  and  it  is 
suggested  that  said  Judgment  was  had  by  mistake  in  part,  and  the  Sum 
found  in  Damages  not  equal  to  what  appears  to  be  due  to  the  State, 
by  the  Books  of  the  Pay  Table,  Praying  Liberty  to  pay  what  is  riteously 
due  in  public  Securities  and  the  Cost  in  hard  Money  as  per  Memorial 
on  Pile — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Chester  Wells  and  Gad 
Stanley  upon  paying  the  Cost  in  said  Suit,  in  hard  Money,  and  what 
upon  a Just  Settlement  with  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table  shall  be  found 
due  to  the  Public,  in  any  Securities  of  this  State  signed  by  John 
Lawrence  Esq*^  on  Interest  and  now  due  within  sixty  Days  from  the 
rising  of  this  Assembly  they  shall  be  exonerated  from  said  Judgment 
and  Execution,  And  in  Default  of  such  Settlement  and  payment  within 
said  sixty  Days  said  Execution  shall  Issue  according  to  L^w. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Nathan  Oaks  of  New  Haven  in  the  County 
of  New  Haven,  Shewing  that  the  Memorialist  with  one  Evelyn  Pier- 
point  entered  into  a Recognizance  of  seventy  Pounds  lawful!  Money 
before  Timothy  Jones  Esq*’  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  said  County  for  the 
appearance  of  said  Pierpoint  before  the  County  Court  then  to  be  holden 
at  said  New  Haven  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April  1783  to  Answer  to  a 
Prosecution  against  him  said  Pierpoint  for  Communicating  the  small 
Pox  by  Inoculation,  and  to  abide  the  Judgment  of  said  Court  thereon, 
and  that  Judgment  was  rendered  against  said  Pierpoint  in  the  Premisses 
by  Default  and  that  said  Pierpoint  had  become  a Banckrupt,  and  that 
the  Memorialist  was  Poor  & necessitous  and  was  liable  to  pay  the 
Amount  of  said  Judgment  the  same  being  seventy  Pounds  Money  afore- 
said, And  the  said  Cost  of  said  Prosecution,  and  praying  to  be  exoner- 
ated and  discharged  from  paying  the  same  as  per  Memorial  on  File.

An  Act,  Impowering  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  Please,  to  depute 
indifferent  Persons  to  serve  Executions  in  certain  Cases. 

Be  it  Enacted  bv  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of^  the^  same,  That 
Cases  where  the  Sheriffs  of  the  several  Counties  in  this  State,  shall 
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receive  Executions  from  the  Treasurer  against  the  Inhabitants  of  any 
Towns  for  the  Arrears  of  Public  Taxes,  and  Levy  the  same  on  the 
Estate  of  such  Inhabitants  or  any  part  of  them,  and  take  their  Receipts 
for  such  Estate  to  be  delivered  at  the  Place  of  Sale,  according  to  Law, 
and  on  failure  of  the  delivery  of  such  Estate,  shall  obtain  Judgment  and 
Execution  thereon  against  the  Inhabitants  of  such  Towns  or  any  part  of 
them;  that  then  the  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in  each 
County  may  at  the  request  of  the  Sheriffs  depute  and  Impower  some 
suitable  and  indifferent  Person  to  serve  and  return  such  Executions; 
which  Persons  deputed  as  aforesaid  shall  have  the  same  Power  and 
Authority  in  serving  such  Executions  as  Sheriffs  and  Constables  have 
by  Law,  and  the  Sheriffs  shall  be  responsible  for  any  neglect  or  Default 
of  every  Person  deputed  at  their  requests  as  aforesaid  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  they  are  f or  their  Deputies. 

And  he  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  that  in  all 
Cases  where  Sheriffs  have  obtained  Executions  against  the  Inhabitants 
of  any  Towns  or  any  part  of  them  in  the  manner  aforesaid  the  Judges 
of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in  each  County  may  depute  some  Person 
to  serve  the  same  as  aforesaid. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  for  constituting  Judges  and 
Justices  of  the  Peace  in  this  State,  and  for  impowering  and  directing 
them  in  their  respective  Offices. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  the  Judges 
of  County  Courts  and  Justices  of  the  Quorum  respectively  shall  have 
Authority  and  Authority  is  hereby  granted  them  to  Issue  Process  return- 
able to  the  Courts  to  which  they  respectively  belong  in  all  Civil  Matters 
to  be  served  in  any  part  of  this  State. 

An  Act  in  alteration  to  an  Act  entitled  [An  Act  for  regulating]  Fees  &c.* 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  for  the 
future  the  fees  to  naval  Officers  for  the  Clearance  of  a Coasting  Vessell 
bound  either  to  the  State  of  New  York  or  Rhode  Island,  under  the  Bur- 
then of  twenty  Tons  Carpenters  Tonnage  shall  be  three  shillings^ 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  that  the  fees  for  receiving  a Manifest  for 
a Vessell  of  less  than  Twenty  Tons  Carpenters  measure  shall  be_  three 
shillings;  any  Law  usage  or  Custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  the  Masters 
of  all/ Vessels  who  shall  neglect  to  Clear  out  their  Vessels,  according  to 
Law,  shall  incur  a forfeiture  of  forty  shillings  lawfullMoney  for  every 
such  neglect,  one  moiety  thereof  to  the  Treasury  of  this  State,  and  the 
other  Moiety  to  him  who  shall  complain  and  prosecute  the  same  to  effect, 
to  be  heard  and  determined  by  any  one  Assistant  or  Justice  of  the  Peace 
from  whose  Judgment  therein  no  Appeal  shall  be  allowed. 
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An  Act  in  addition  to  a Law  of  this  State  Entitled  an  Act  for  collecting 
and  paying  Rates  or  Taxes. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  no  Town 
shall  be  Chargeable  with,  or  Liable  to  the  Collector  for  any  of  the  Rates 
of  the  Inhabitants  of  such  Town,  who  shall  be  committed  to  Goal  there- 
for by  such  Collector,  or  the  Cost  and  Charges  occasioned  by  such  com- 
mitment; nor  shall  the  Treasurer  Issue  an  Execution  in  favour  of  such 
Collector,  against  the  Select  Men  of  such  Town,  unless  such  Commit- 
ment be  made  within  eight  Months  from  and  after  such  Rates  become 
due  and  Payable  Anything  in  said  Act  to  the  Contrary  notwithstanding, 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  that  in  all  Cases  where  Taxes  have  already 
become  due  and  payable,  no  Town  shalil  be  Chargeable  with  or  liable  to 
the  Collector  for  such  Taxes  due  from  the  Inhabitants  of  such  Town  or 
Cost  as  aforesaid  unless,  the  same  shall  have  been  proceeded  with  in 
the  manner  before  directed,  within  six  Months  from  and  after  the  rising 
of  this  Assembly. 

An  Act  in  explanation  of  a Law  of  this  State  entitled  an  Act  for  collecting 
and  paying  Rates  and  Taxes. 

Whereas  it  is  provided  in  said  Act,  That  if  such  Collector  shall  Col- 
lector shall  [sic]  deliver  up  his  Rate  Bill  into  the  Hands  of  the  Select 
Men,  they  are  hereby  Impowered  to  depute  some  meet  Person  to  Collect 
what  remains  uncollected  thereon,  and  the  same  shall  be  accounted  for  in 
favour  of  said  Collector,  in  the  Construction  of  which  Paragraph  a 
Doubt  has  arisen  whether  any  Person  deputed  as  aforesaid  becomes 
thereby  vested  with  Power  to  Levy  any  warrant  for  the  Collection  of 
such  Taxes ; And  the  Collection  of  Taxes  has  thereby  in  some  Instances 
been  much  delayed  and  obstructed. 

Be  it  therefore  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives 
in  General  Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  in 
all  Cases  where  any  Person  or  Persons  heretofore  have  been  or  hereafter 
sliall  be  Deputed  by  the  Select  Men  of  any  Town  agreeably  to  the  Provi- 
sion of  said  Act  such  Person  or  Persons  deputed  as  aforesaid  does  and 
shall  thereby  become  fully  and  in  all  respects  vested  with  the  same 
Rights  Powers  and  Authorities  to  all  Intents  and  Purposes  whatsoever, 
and  is  and  shall  be  at  all  Times  under  the  same  regulations  as  such  Col- 
lector so  delivering  up  his  Rate  Bill  as  aforesaid  was  before  invested 
with. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  for  ordering  and  regulating 
Fields  and  Fences. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same.  That  when  any 
Owners  and  Adjoining  Proprietors  of  Land  in  any  Common  Field,  shall 
fence  and  Improve  any  particular  Fields  or  Inclosures  in  severalty  within 
such  Common  Field,  such  Owners  or  adjoining  Proprietors,  shall  make 
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and  maintain  a sufficient  dividend  Fence  equally  between  them  that  is  to 
say,  one  of  them  the  one  half,  and  the  other  of  them  the  other  half 
thereof ; which  Dividend  Fence,  shall  be  made  agreeable  to  the  directions 
of  said  Act  respecting  what  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  Fence  to  secure 
particular  Fields  or  Inclosures  not  within  a Common  Field,  and  shall  be 
under  the  same  Regulations  and  Provisions  in  said  Act  as  is  made  for 
preventing  disputes  about  fencing  particular  Inclosures,  and  rendering 
the  Improvement  of  them  profitable  to  the  Owners. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  and  in  alteration  of  an  Act  entitled,  an  Act  for 
preventing,  Punishing  and  removing  nuisances  in  Highways  Rivers  and 
Water  Courses. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same  That  no  Gate 
or  Fence  shall  hereafter  be  set  up  or  erected  upon  or  across  the  Public 
Post  Road  in  this  State,  leading  from  New  York  to  New  London  and 
Newport,  without  Permission  therefor  first  had  and  obtained  from  the 
General  Assembly,  and  that  from  and  after  the  tenth  Day  of  June  next 
any  Gate  or  Fence  standing  or  being  upon  said  Post  Road  by  virtue  or 
Licence  heretofore  obtained  from  any  County  Court  shall  be  deemed 
a Nuisance  and  may  be  removed  accordingly,  Any  Law  LFsage  or  Custom 
to  the  contrary  in  any  wise  notwithstanding. 


An  Act  in  alteration  of  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  for  encouraging  and 
regulating  Fisheries. 

Whereas  in  and  by  said  Act  it  is  among  other  Things  enacted  that 
no  Person  or  Persons  shall  draw  any  Sein  or  other  Fish  Craft  in  any 
of  the  Rivers  beforementioned  in  this  Act,  except  between  the  setting 
of  the  Sun  on  Monday  Evening  and  the  Sun,s  rising  on  Saturday  Morn- 
ing in  each  Week  in  the  Months  of  April  May  & June  annually,  on  Pen- 
alty of  forfeiting  Ten  Pounds  to  the  use  of  him  who  shall  sue  for  and 
prosecute  the  same  to  effect : which  said  Provision  is  found  not  to  answer 
the  Purposes  intended  to  have  been  answered  by  the  said  recited  Clause ; 

Be  it  therefore  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives 
in  General  Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same  that  the 
said  recited  Clause  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  that  no  Person  or  Persons  shall  draw  any 
Sein  or  other  Fish  Craft  in  any  of  the  Rivers  mentioned  in  any  Para- 
graph of  said  Act  proceeding  said  recited  Clause  except  between  the  set- 
ting of  the  Sun  on  Monday  Evening,  and  the  Suns  rising  on  Saturday 
Morning  in  each  Week  in  the  Months  of  April  May  and  June  annually, 
on  Penalty  of  forfeiting  four  Pounds,  one  half  to  the  use  of  him  who 
shall  sue  for  and  Prosecute  the  same  to  effect  and  the  other  half  to  the 
use  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Town  where  the  Offence  is  committed,  which 
Penalty  may  be  sued  for  and  recovered  before  an  Assistant  or  Justice 
of  the  Peace ; and  no  Appeal  shall  be  allowed  in  such  Case. 
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Provided  that  nothing-  in  this  Act  shall  extend  to  rei>eal  any  part 
of  the  Law  of  this  State  Entitled  an  Act  for  regulating  the  Fishery 
and  removing  Obstructions  in  Pawcatuck  River. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  and  alteration  o£  an  Act  for  providing  and  regulating 
of  Jurors  in  Civil  Actions. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same  that  the  several  Towns 
hereafter  named  shall  Chuse  the  numbers  of  Jury  Men  to  the  name  of 
each  Town  annexed  viz  Symsbury  seven,  Granby  five.  Canterbury  Ten. 
Pomfret  eight.  Brooklyn  six  Stratford  nineteen.  Woodbury  five.  South- 
bury  four  Bethlem  three  Fairfield  thirteen.  Weston  eight  anything  in 
said  Act  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Town  of  Brooklyn  have  Liberty 
and  Liberty  is  hereby  granted  unto  said  Town  to  mend  their  Highways 
by  a Tax  during  the  Pleasure  of  this  Assembly. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Jeremiah  Wadsworth  John  Chester  and 
Benjamin  Huntington  Esquires,  Delegates,  to  represent  this  State  in  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  the  ensuing  Year  in  the  room  of  Erastus 
Wolcott  Jonathan  Sturgis  & James  Hillhouse  Esquires  resigned. 

Whereas  the  Convention  of  Delegates  from  the  United  States,  lately 
Assembled  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  have  reported  a Constitution  for 
said  States  to  be  submitted  to  a Convention  of  Delegates  Chosen  in 
each  State  by  the  People  thereof  under  the  recommendation  of  its  Legis- 
lature for  their  Assent  and  ratification,  And  that  each  Convention  assent- 
ing to  and  ratifying  the  same  should  give  Notice  thereof  to  the  United 
States  in  Congress  Assembled.  And  whereas  the  United  States  in 
Congress  Assembled,  have  unanimously  Resolved  that  said  Constitution 
with  the  Resolution,  and  Letters  accompanying  the  same  be  transmitted 
to  the  several  Legislatures  in  order  to  be  submitted  to  a Convention  of 
Delegates  Chosen  in  each  State  by  the  People  thereof  in  conformity  to 
the  Resolves  of  the  Convention  made  and  provided  in  that  Case — * 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  it  be  and  hereby  is  recommended  to 
the  People  of  the  several  Towns  of  this  State  who  are  qualified  by  Law  to 
Vote  in  Town  Meetings,  to  meet  on  the  second  Monday  of  November 
next,  at  their  usual  Place  of  holding  Town  Meetings,  and  Choose  Dele- 
gates to  meet  in  a Convention  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  aforesaid 
Resolves  of  Convention  and  Congress.  And  that  each  Town  in  this 
State  Choose  by  Ballott  the  same  number  of  Delegates  to  attend  the  Con- 
vention aforesaid,  which  they  have  now  a right  by  Law  to  Choose  for 
Representatives  in  the  General  Assembly,  And  the  Towns  of  Colebrook 

* On  September  28,  1787,  Congress  received  the  report  of  the  Philadelphia  Convention  with  the 
draft  of  the  proposed  Constitution  and  unanimously  resolved  to  jefer  it  for  action  to  conventions 
to  be  called  in  the  several  States.  Jour.  Cont.  Cong.,  XXXIII,  549. 
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and  Barkhempsted,  which  are  not  represented  in  the  General  Assembly, 
Choose  each  of  them  one  Delegate  to  attend  said  Convention ; And  that 
the  said  Delegates  who  attend  the  said  Convention  shall  he  allowed  the 
same  Sum  for  their  travel  to  and  attendance  in  said  Convention,  as  the 
Representatives  in  the  General  Assembly  are  entitled  to  and  may  make  up 
their  Debenture,  and  receive  the  same  from  the  Treasurer  accordingly. 

A7id  it  is  further  Resolved  that  the  Delegates  so  Chosen  Assemble 
on  the  first  Thursday  in  January  next  in  the  City  of  Hartford,  and  when 
so  Assembled  that  they  Choose  a President  and  Secretary  for  the  said 
Convention;  And  it  shall  be  the  Duty  of  the  Select  Men  in  the  several 
Towns  to  warn  the  Voters  of  their  respective  Towns  to  meet  on  the  said 
second  Monday  of  November  next  for  the  purpose  of  Choosing  such 
Delegates,  and  that  such  Meeting  shall  be  under  the  same  regulations 
as  other  Town  Meetings  are  by  Law,  And  that  the  Certificates  of  the 
Choice  of  Delegates  . in  the  respective  Towns  shall  be  made  by  the  Town 
Clerks  in  such  Towns  And  that  the  Sheriff  of  the  County  of  Hartford 
be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  make  Provision  for  the  said  Convention 
in  the  same  manner  as  for  the  General  Assembly  when  sitting.  And  his 
Account  being  allowed  by  said  Convention  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer 
of  this  State. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly  that  Pierpoint  Edwards  Esq^  be  and  he 
is  hereby  appointed  and  declared  a Delegate  to  serve  in  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States  for  the  Year  ensuing  for  this  State  instead  of  the 
HonH®  William  Sam^®  Johnson  Esq*"  who  has  served  in  Congress  for  the 
Term  of  three  Years  last  past,  and  was  therefore  ineligible. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Thomas  Grosvenor  Esq^  to  be  Judge  of 
the  Court  of  Probate  for  the  District  of  Pomfret  in  the  County  of  Wind- 
ham till  the  first  Day  of  June  next  in  the  room  of  Charles  Church  Chand- 
ler Esq'  Deceased. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly  that  His  Excellency  the  Governor  be  and 
he  is  hereby  Authorized  and  requested  to  take  such  measures  as  he  shall 
Judge  necessary  during  the  recess  of  the  General  Assembly,  so  far  as 
appertains  to  this  State  to  carry  into  effect  the  resolutions  of  Congress  of 
October  3^  1787,  relative  to  the  raising  Troops  for  protection  of  the 
Western  Settlements  of  the  United  States.* 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Jacob  E Kingsbury  to  be  Lieutenant  of 
the  Troops  raised  by  this  State  for  the  Protection  of  the  Northwestern 
Frontiers  &c  in  the  room  of  Lieut  Joseph  Wilcox  promoted,  And  Asa 
Hartshorn  to  be  Ensign  in  the  room  of  Ensign  Daniel  Bissell  who  has 

* Since  the  three-year  enlistment  period  for  the  troops  raised  in  1785  (above,  p.  35)  was  draw- 
ing to  a close  and  the  Indian  menace  on  the  frontier  continued.  Congr^s  authorized  a new  levy 
of  troops.  The  quotas  were  the  same  as  in  1785.  Jour.  Cont.  Cong.,  XXXIII,  602-604. 
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resigned,  and  Warham  Strong  to  be  Ensign  in  the  room  of  Ensign  Jacob

Whereas  it  is  found  necessary  in  order  to  sell  the  Western  Lands 
belonging  to  this  State,*  that  a Survey  and  Chart  thereof  be  made,  and 
there  being  no  Provision  for  the  expence  thereof,  but  by  an  Anticipation 
of  the  twenty  seven  Dollars  in  Specie  ordered  to  be  raised  on  the  Sale 
of  each  Township  which  is  found  inconvenient 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table  be  and 
they  are  hereby  Authorized  and  directed  upon  application  of  any  two 
of  the  Committee  appointed  to  sell  said  Lands  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer 
of  this  State  in  favour  of  said  Committee  for  such  Sums  from  Time 
to  Time  as  they  shall  find  needfull  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  not  exceed- 
ing five  hundred  Pounds  in  the  whole  to  be  in  Lieu  of  the  three  Hun- 
dred Pounds  allowed  in  May  last  and  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Moneys 
appropriated  to  the  Payment  of  the  Civil  List,  and  to  be  expended  in  the 
whole  or  part  as  said  Committee  shall  judge  prudent  to  efifectuate  the 
survey  and  Sale  of  said  Lands,  and  said  Committee  are  to  use  their 
diligence  and  discretion  in  selling  such  Townships  and  part  of  Town- 
ships as  in  practice  they  shall  find  will  best  promote  the  Sale  and  settle- 
ment of  said  Lands,  And  His  Excellency  the  Governor  is  desired  to 
execute  Pattents  thereof  accordingly,  said  Committee  to  make  report  of 
their  Progress  and  Doings  in  the  Premisses  from  Time  to  Time  to  the 
General  Assembly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Collection  of  the  eight  penny  Tax 
on  the  List  of  the  Year  1786  payable  on  the  first  of  March  1788  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  further  suspended  untill  the  rising  of  the  General 
Assembly  in  October  next. 

Whereas  the  Committee  appointed  to  receive  make  up  and  Inspect 
the  Lists  brought  into  this  Assembly  have  Reported  that  upon  exami- 
nation and  Comparison  they  find  great  Defects  in  almost  every  Article, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Listers  of  the  respective  Towns 
be  and  they  are  hereby  Ordered  to  resume  and  revise  the  several  Lists, 
and  having  compleated  the  same  in  manner  and  form  according  to  Law 
to  make  return  thereof  including  all  Additions  of  fourfold  and  single 
Assesments  particularly  stated  to  the  General  Assembly  at  the  opening 
of  their  Sessions  in  May  next  And  the  Secretary  is  directed  to  publish 
this  Resolve  in  the  several  News  Papers  in  this  State  as  soon  as  may 
be  convenient. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Naval  Officer  for  the  Port  of 
New  London  be  and  he  is  hereby  Authorized  and  directed  to  make  the 
necessary  and  sufficient  repairs  of  the  Light  House  and  pay  the  expence 
thereof  out  of  the  Moneys  collected  in  the  several  Naval  Officers  in  this

Whereas  at  the  County  Court  held  at  New  Haven  in  the  County  of 
New  Haven  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  Novemb*’  1778,  Judgment  was 
by  said  Court  rendered  against  William  Cook  of  said  New  Haven  as  a 
Person  Inimical  to  the  Liberties  of  the  United  States,  who  had  gone 
from  said  Town  of  New  Haven  and  Joined  the  Subjects  of  the  King 
of  Great  Britain  then  at  open  War  with  this  and  the  rest  of  the  United 
States,  on  the  Information  of  the  Select  Men  of  said  Town  of  New

Description  thereof  with  their  opinion  of  the  Damages  that  may  be 
sustained  by  any  Proprietors  of  Land  thereby  to  the  General  Assembly 
to  be  held  at  Hartf  ord  in  May  next. 

Provided  that  those  Persons  who  call  out  the  Committee  within 
named  shall  pay  the  necessary  expences  incurred. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Weston  Incorporated  by  this  Assembly*  who  by  Law  may  Vote  in 
Town  Meeting  be  and  hereby  are  allowed  to  Vote  in  Town  Meeting,

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on  the  second  Monday  in  November  next  for  Delegates  to  attend  the 
Convention  appointed  to  be  held  in  Hartford  on  the  first  Thursday  in 
January  next  in  the  several  Towns  of  Fairfield  and  Stratford  to  which 
said  Inhabitants  respectively  belonged  before  said  Incorporation  in  the 
same  manner  as  though  said  Town  of  Weston  had  not  been  incorporated, 
and  that  they  be  warned  to  attend  said  Town  Meetings  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  other  Inhabitants  of  said  Towns  of  Fairfield  & Stratford 
shall  or  may  be  warned.

hereby  appointed  Trustees  for  that  purpose  and  who  are  authorized  and 
Impowered  to  recei\^  the  whole  of  said  Estate  and  Effects  into  their 
Hands  and  to  Collect  all  Debts  due  to  said  Daniel  or  to  said  Company 
and  ascertain  either  by  Arbitration  or  otherwise  as  they  may  think  proper 
or  can  agree  all  Debts  and  Demands  due  from  said  Daniel  or  said  Com-

the  Hands  of  Trustees  upon  Oath,  all  his  Interest  & Estate  for  the  Bene- 
fit of  his  Creditors  he  may  be  exempted  & discharged  from  all  and  any 
future  Liability  in  Law  or  equity  for  any  Debts  dues  or  Demands  which 
accrued  before  the  Date  of  his  said  Petition  as  per  Petition  on  File — 

Resolved  and  Enacted  by  this  Assembly  that  upon  the  Petitioners 
resigning  up  on  Oath  and  assigning  to  Asher  Miller  Esq^  M*"  Wensly 
Hobby  & Samuel  W Dana  Esq’'  of  Middletown  who  are  hereby  appointed 
Trustees  to  receive  such  Assignment  all  his  Estate  both  real  and  Personal 
which  he  hath  and  is  entitled  to  in  Law  or  equity  for  the  benefit  of  his

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Person  of  the  said  Thomas 
Wooster  be  protected  from  Arrest  and  Imprisonment  on  Executions  or 
Civil  Process  until!  the  said  Petition  is  heard  and  determined  provided 
it  be  heard  and  determined  during  this  Session  of  Assembly. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Moses  Holmes  Esq^  Shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  he  Collected  for  the  Town  of  Willington  a quantity  of  Beef  and  Flour 
on  the  16**  & U/34  Provision  Taxes  and  delivered  the  same  at  the  Store 
of  Capt  Daniel  Pitkin,  by  Order  of  Capt  Barnerd  a Commissary  of  this 
State,  that  said  Barnard  afterv\^ards  refused  to  receive  said  Provision 
by  reason  whereof  the  same  was  lost,  and  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table 
have  refused  to  Credit  and  allow  the  same  to  said  Town  of  Willington 
who  have  Commenced  a Suit  against  the  Memorialist  therefor.  Praying 
for  a Committee  to  enquire  into  the  Facts  and  thier  Report  make  as 
by  Memorial  on  File.  Upon  which  Memorial  a Committee  has  been 
appointed*  who  now  make  their  Report  to  this  Assembly  stating  that 
on  enquiry  of  said  Holmes  and  said  Barnard  they  find  that  in  Decemb^ 
1781  and  Feby  1782  said  Holmes  lodged  at  the  Store  of  Daniel  Pitkin 
near  Hartford  Ferry  on  account  of  the  River  being  then  impassible  by 
Teams,  and  by  direction  of  said  Barnerd  two  Barrells  of  Beef,  eight 
Barrells  of  wheat  flour  and  eleven  Barrells  of  Rye  flour,  which  he 
received  in  Willington  on  the  aforesaid  Taxes  and  for  which  he  took 
said  Pitkins  Receipt,  that  said  Holmes  then  supposed  and  understood 
that  he  had  legally  delivered  said  Provisions  to  said  Barnerd  and  that 
he  had  no  further  concern  about  it.  That  said  Barnerd  considered 
said  Orders  only  to  be  advisory  and  expected  said  Provisions  would 
be  delivered  to  him  in  Hartford,  and  that  he  had  taken  no  Account  of

Pitkin. 
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Upon  the  Memorial  of  the  Town  of  New  Hartford  Shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  this  Assembly  in  their  Sessions  in  October  1786,  granted 
Liberty  to  said  Town  to  make  a Lottery,  to  draw  the  same  by  the  first 
Day  of  October  instant*  and  that  by  reason  of  the  scarcity  of  Money 
and  many  unavoidable  delays  they  have  not  been  able  to  draw  said  Lot- 
tery Praying  that  the  Time  for  drawing  said  Lottery  may  be  lengthened 
out  to  the  first  Day  of  January  next — 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Time  for  drawing  said  Lottery 
be  lengthened  out  to  the  first  Day  of  January  next  and  Liberty  is  hereby 
granted  unto  said  Town  to  draw  said  Lottery  by  the  first  Day  of  Janu- 
ary next  under  the  same  regulations  & restrictions  as  are  contained  in 
the  former  grant.

which  depend  entirely  upon  the  establishment  of  the  West  Bounds  and 
Line  of  the  Common  and  undivided  Lands  of  said  Town  of  Symsbury 
which  it  is  contended  on  one  part  has  not  been  Legally  done,  and  for 
which  no  Court,  except  the  General  Assembly  is  comipetent,  and  also 
further  shewing  that  the  Actions  which  have  been  brought  have  gen- 
erally been  Actions  of  Trespass,  and  that  it  will  be  impossible  ever  to 
terminate  said  Controversy  in  the  ordinary  Course  of  Law  Praying 
that  the  Western  Line  of  said  Symsbury  might  be  fully  established  &c 
as  per  Petition  on  File, 

Whereupon  it  is  Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Line  called 
Kimberly  Line  is  and  the  same  is  hereby  ratifyed  confirmed  and  estab- 
lished forever  hereafter  to  be  and  remain  the  Western  extent  Line  and 
Bounds  of  said  Township  of  Symsbury  and  of  the  common  and  undi- 
vided Land  therein  and  the  dividing  Line  between  the  Proprietors  of 
the  Common  and  undivided  Lands  in  said  Town  of  Symsbury  and  the 
Petitioners  and  those  who  hold  Lands  under  them  lying  next  adjoining 
to  said  Kimberly  Line  on  the  West  to  all  intents  and  purposes  what- 
soever and  all  Persons  are  required  to  conduct  themselves  accordingly.

An  Act  for  instituting  defining  and  regulating  the  Office  of  Comptroller 
of  the  Public  Accounts. 

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  hy  the  Authority  of  the  same,  that  there  shall 
be  annually  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly  a Comptroller  of  all 
Public  Accounts  of  this  State  with  Power  to  appoint  from  Time  to  Time 
one  Clerk  or  more  if  necessary  to  Assist  him  in  his  Office  and  Duty; 
That  the  said  Comptroller  shall  have  Power  to  superintend  all  Matters 
that  respect  the  subject  of  the  Finances  of  the  State,  and  shall  advise 
as  to  the  mode  of  keeping  stating  adjusting  and  Liquidating  the  Public 
Accounts,  subject  to  the  controll  and  Order  of  the  General  Assembly; 
and  shall  take  suitable  Care  that  the  regular  and  necessap^  Checks,  in 
the  mode  of  keeping  Accounts,  be  instituted  and  maintained,  and  lay 
before  the  Legislature  at  the  opening  of  each  Sessions  such  Plans  and 
Calculations,  as  in  his  Opinion  may  be  expedient  for  lessening  the  Pub- 
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lie  expences,  for  using  and  improving  the  Public  Moneys  to  the  best 
advantage  for  promoting  Frugality  and  Economy  in  the  public  expen- 
ditures, for  supporting  the  Credit  of  the  State,  and  in  general  for  the 
well  ordering  and  regTilating  the  Business  of  his  Department.  And  it 
shall  in  particular  be  the  Duty  of  such  Comptroller,  from  Time  to  Time, 
diligently  to  examine  and  State  the  Amount  of  the  Public  Debts,  and 
Credits  of  this  State  with  the  United  States,  or  with  any  Community, 
Public  Officer  or  Individual  whatever,  to  Liquidate  all  Accounts  due 
from  this  State  to  any  Person  or  Persons,  pursuant  to  such  Orders,  as 
have  been  Given  to  the  Pay  Table  Committee,  or  which  may  be  given 
to  him  by  the  General  Assembly,  to  keep  the  Proper  Accounts,  and  to 
draw  Orders  on  the  Treasury  for  Payment;  to  compute  the  Interest 
annually  due  on  the  State  Obligations,  as  they  shall  be  presented  to  him 
by  the  Owners  of  them,  to  make  out  the  proper  Certificates  of  such 
Interest  accordingly,  and  keep  the  regular  Accounts  in  such  manner  as 
heretofore  has  been  done  by  the  Treasury  of  this  State  according  to 
Law;  to  examine  from  Time  to  Time  into  the  State  of  Collection  of 
Taxes;  to  point  out  the  Causes  of  delay  in  such  Collections,  with  what 
may  in  his  Opinion  tend  to  remove  them;  to  see  that  the  Officers  of 
Government  employed  in  that  department ; and  in  every  other  depart- 
ment of  the  revenue  faithfully  execute  their  respective  Duties,  and  to 
report  to  the  General  Assembly  all  such  as  may  appear  to  be  Chargeable 
with  abuse  of  their  respective  Trusts;  to  Institute  Suits  at  Law  in  the 
Name  of  this  State,  against  any  and  every  Person  or  Persons  or  Body 
of  Men,  who  have  received  any  Public  Money  or  Property,  by  any 
Way  or  means  whatsoever,  and  who  have  not  regularly  accounted  for  the 
same,  (the  Collectors  of  State  Taxes  only  excepted).  And  for  this  pur- 
pose may  emplo}"  an  Attorney  or  Attorneys  under  him  to  sue  therefor, 
and  the  same  to  pursue  to  final  Judgment  and  Execution,  And  the  Officer 
who  shall  Collect  the  Moneys  on  such  Execution,  and  all  other  Persons 
who  shall  by  the  Appointment  or  Order  of  such  Comptroller  receive  the 
Moneys  of  this  State,  shall  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  taking  dupli- 
cate Receipts  therefor,  and  lodge  one  of  them  with  the  Secretary,  and  the 
other  with  the  Comptroller.  Further  it  shall  be  the  Duty  of  such  Comp- 
troller to  exhibit  to  the  General  Assembly  in  May  and  October  annually, 
and  oftner  if  thereto  required,  an  Account  of  all  Moneys  received  into 
the  Treasury  on  Taxes,  with  the  Abatement  made  on  said  Taxes,  on 
Impost  and  Excise,  for  Fines  Forfeitures  Penalties  or  Confiscations,  or 
by  any  way  or  means  whatever,  with  all  Debts  due  to  this  State,  and  from 
whom  and  also  a particular  Statement  of  the  appropriation  of  Moneys 
received  in  as  aforesaid.  And  in  order  that  said  Comptroller  may  be 
enabled  to  execute  the  Duties  of  his  Office  all  the  Books,  Accounts 
Vouchers,  Documents  and  Papers  whatever  now  appertaining  to  the 
Pay  Table  Office  shall  be  delivered  to  him  as  incident  to  his  said  Office, 
And  he  shall  have  free  access  to  the  Public  Offices  of  the  Treasurer  and 
Secretary  and  all  other  Public  Offices  and  Records  with  full  Power  to 
examine  all  Books  and  Papers  therein  that  have  relation  to  his  said  office. 

And  he  it  further  Enacted  that  the  said  Comptroller  with  such  other 
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Person  or  Persons  as  the  General  Assembly  may  from  Time  to  Time 
appoint,  shall  annually  Audit  the  Public  Accounts  with  the  Treasurer 
in  such  manner,  as  that  the  Debts  and  Credits  may  be  fully  known,  as 
far  as  the  State  of  the  Accounts  from  Time  to  Time  will  admit,  and  a 
regular  Statement  thereof  lay  before  the  General  Assembly  at  their  Ses- 
sions in  May  annually. 

And  he  it  further  Enacted,  That  no  Orders  hereafter  to  be  drawn 
Upon  the  Treasurer,  shall  be  paid  until  the  same  shall  be  entered  on  the 
Comptrollers  Books  and  a Certificate  of  such  entry  shall  by  him  be 
endorsed  on  such  Orders.  This  Act  to  continue  and  be  in  force  two 
Years  from  and  after  the  rising  of  this  Assembly. 


An  Act  for  the  encouragement  of  certain  Manufactures  within  this  State. 

Whereas  all  due  encouragement  should  be  given  to  the  Manufac- 
tures in  this  State.  Be  it  therefore  Enacted,  and  it  is  hereby  E'nacted  by 
the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  General  Court  Assembled 
and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same.  That  all  such  Buildings  as  shall  be 
appropriated  to  and  employed  in  the  Manufacture  of  Woollen  Cloth  by 
the  Company  lately  formed  in  the  City  of  Hartford  and  its  vicinity  for 
the  Purpose  of  establishing  and  carrying  on  such  Manufactory  within 
this  State,*  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  exempted  from  any  Tax  or 
Assessment  for  the  Term  of  five  Years,  and  that  the  Poles  of  every 
Person  whatever  who  shall  constantly  Labour  at  said  Manufactory,  shall 
in  like  manner  be  exempted  from  the  List  of  Poles  and  rateable  Estate 
for  the  Term  of  two  Years  next  after  the  rising  of  this  Assembly 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  that  a Bounty 
of  one  penny  on  the  Pound  upon  all  Woollen  Yarn  that  shall  be  spun 
and  made  into  Cloth  at  said  Manufactory  before  the  first  Day  of  June 
1789,  shall  be  paid  to  said  Company  or  their  Agent  for  the  Use  of  said 
Company  out  of  the  Public  Treasury  of  this  State,  upon  due  proof  made 
thereof  by  Oath  or  otherwise  satisfactorily  to  the  Comptroller  of  Public 
Accounts  in  this  State  who  shall  thereupon  draw  Orders  therefor 
accordingly. 


* This  enterprise  has  been  described  by  the  leading  authority  on  the  woolen  industry  as 
“the  first  purely  wool-manufacturing  concern  founded  on  a strictly  business  basis,  and  the 
first  in  which  power  machinery  was  employed”  in  the  United  States.  Its  chief  spirit  was 
Colonel  Jeremiah  Wadsworth.  The  establishment  began  with  a capital  of  £1250,  later  increased 
to  £2800.  A further  sum  of  about  £2000  was  added  in  1790  through  an  authorized  lotteiy.  The 
plant  specialized  in  making  broadcloth.  George  Washington  took  an  interest  in  the  project  and 
ordered  cloth  for  a suit,  describing  the  materials  as  exceeding  his  expectation.  It  is  very 
probable  that  the  suit  of  American-made  broadcloth  which  he  wore  at  his  inauguration  was 
made  of  material  from  the  Hartford  factory.  Difficulties  in  procuring  machinery,  buildings, 
proper  raw  materials,  and  skilled  labor  and  supervision,  however,  prevented  the  concern  from 
attaining  real  success.  Wadsworth  bought  out  his  associates  in  1795  but  closed  down  the  whole 
factory  two  years  later.  Arthur  H.  Cole,  The  American  Wool  Manufacture  (Cambridge,  1926), 
pp.  64-69;  Joseph  S.  Davis,  Essays  i?i  the  Earlier  History  of  American  Corporations  (Cambridge, 
1917),  II,  266-67;  Norris  (3.

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And  it  is  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  Tha.t  the 
Owners  of  all  Iron  Works  within  this  State  except  Slitting  Mills  shall  be 
and  they  are  hereby  freed  and  excused  from  any  Assesment  for  or  on 
Account  of  such  Iron  Works  during  the  Pleasure  of  this  Assembly  any 
Law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 


An  Act  providing  for  the  releif  of  disabled  Officers  Soldiers  and  Seamen. 

Whereas  the  United  States  in  Congress  Assembled  by  their  Resolve 
of  the  seventh  of  June  1785,*  recommended  to  the  several  States  to  make 
provision  for  the  releif  of  Officers  Soldiers  and  Seamen  who  have  been 
disabled  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  residing  in  each  respective 
State,  and  Whereas  by  means  of  said  Resolve  it  has  become  expedient 
for  this  State  to  make  Provision  for  Persons  so  disabled  in  the  Service 
of  the  United  States,  as  also  for  Persons,  who  have  been  disabled  in  the 
Service  of  the  State. 

Therefore  Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representa- 
tives in  General  Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That 
two  complete  Lists  be  forthwith  made  out,  of  all  Persons  claiming  any 
Pension  or  allowance  from  this  State  in  Consequence  of  any  disability 
Contracted  in  the  Service  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  in  one  of 
which  Lists  shall  be  expressed  the  Names  pay  age  and  disability  of  each 
Invalid  in  the  Service  of  the  United  States,  as  also  the  Regiment  Corps 
or  Ship  to  which  he  belonged  a Copy  of  which  shall  be  transmitted  to  the 
Office  of  the  Secretary  at  War,  within  One  Year  from  the  rising  of  this 
Assembly,  and  a like  Copy  of  said  Discriptive  List  of  Invalids  shall 
from  Year  to  Year  be  annually  transmitted  to  the  Office  of  the  Secre- 
tary at  War  in  the  other  of  said  Lists  shall  be  expressed  the  Names  Pay 
Age  and  disability  of  each  Invalid  who  shall  receive  any  Pension  or 
allowance  on  account  of  any  disability  contracted  while  in  the  service 
of  this  State,  as  also  the  Regiment  Corps  or  Ship  to  which  he  belonged 
a Copy  of  which  List  as  also  of  the  List  aforementioned  shall  annually 
be  laid  before  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State.  That  no  Officer 
Soldier  or  Seamen  shall  be  considered  as  an  Invalid  or  entitled  to  pay 
unless  he  hath  or  shall  produce  a Certificate  from  the  Commanding 
Officer  or  Surgeon  of  the  Regiment  Ship  Corps  or  Company  in  which 
he  served  or  from  a Physician  or  Surgeon  of  a Military  Hospital  or 
other  good  and  sufficient  Testimony  setting  forth  his  disability  and 
particularly  specifying  whether  such  disability  was  contracted  in  the 
Service  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State.  That  all  Commis- 
sioned Officers  within  the  above  discription,  disabled  in  the  Service 
of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State  so  as  to  be  wholly  incapable 
of  Military  Duty  or  of  obtaining  a Livelihood  shall  be  allowed  a Pen- 
sion equal  to  one  half  of  their  Pay  respectively  while  in  Service,  and  all 
Commissioned  Officers  as  aforesaid  who  shall  not  have  been  disabled  in 
so  great  a Degree,  shall  be  allowed  a Pension  which  shall  Correspond

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with  the  Degrees  of  their  disability  compared  with  that  of  an  Officer 
wholly  disabled. 

Provided  nevertheless  That  no  Officer  disabled  in  the  Service  of  the 
United  States  who  shall  have  accepted  his  Commutation  for  half  Pay, 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  any  allowance  by  virtue  of  this  Act  until  he 
shall  first  have  returned  his  Commutation.  That  all  non  Commissioned 
Officers  and  Privates  within  the  aforesaid  discription,  disabled  in  the 
Service  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State  so  as  to  be  wholly  incapable 
of  Military  or  Garrison  Duty  or  of  obtaining  a Livelihood  by  Labour 
shall  be  allowed  a Sum  not  exceeding  five  Dollars  per  Month,  and  all 
Non  Commissioned  Officers  and  Privates  as  aforesaid  who  shall  not 
have  been  disabled  in  so  great  a Degree,  shall  be  allowed  such  Sum  as 
shall  Correspond  with  the  Degree  of  their  disability,  compared  with 
that  of  a Non  Commissioned  Officer  or  Private  wholly  disabled  That  the 
Judges  of  the  Superior  Court  or  any  two  of  them  be  and  they  are  hereby 
appointed  to  examine  all  Claimants  and  Report  whether  the  Person  pro- 
ducing Evidence  as  before  required,  setting  forth  that  he  is  an  Invalid, 
be  such  in  fact  and  if  such  to  what  Pay  he  is  entitled,  and  transmit  a Copy 
thereof  to  the  Comptroller  of  Accounts  hereinafter  appointed  to  receive 
and  Record  the  same  together  with  the  Evidence  on  which  such  Certif- 
icate was  granted. 

Provided  nevertheless,  That  in  all  Cases  where  Persons  have  been 
examined  and  obtained  Certificates  of  their  being  Invalids  in  fact  and 
lodged  such  Certificates  for  Record  agreeable  to  the  Resolve  of  this 
Assembly  passed  in  October  1786  such  Certificate  shall  be  admitted  as 
sufficient  Evidence  thereof  unless  the  Judges  of  the  Superior  Court  shall 
think  proper  in  any  particular  Case  to  reexamine  the  Grounds  on  which 
such  Certificate  may  be  Issued,  and  shall  revoke  and  disallow  the  same. 
That  all  Invalids  shall  annually  apply  themselves  to  some  Assistant  or 
Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the  County  in  which  they  reside  and  give  their 
Affidavit  agreably  to  the  Form  following 
State  of  Connecticut  Ss. 

Personally  appeared  before  the  Authority  subscribing  A.  B.  of  said 
H.  and  made  Oath  that  he  was  examined  by  . . . of  . . . appointed  for 
that  purpose  by  this  State  and  obtained  a Certificate,  or  had  his  Certif- 
icate examined  and  Countersigned,  setting  forth  that  he  liad  served  in 
. . . that  he  was  disabled  by  . . . and  that  he  now  lives  in  the  County 
of  ...  . 

That  all  Affidavits  drawn  according  to  the  above  form  and  duly  dated 
and  Authenticated  by  the  Authority  taking  the  same  be  transmitted  to  the 
Comptroller  of  Accounts  by  this  Act  appointed  to  receive  and  Record  the 
same ; That  the  Comptroller  of  Accounts  be  and  hereby  is  appointed  to 
make  out  the  Lists  before  directed  to  be  made,  to  transmit  Copies  thereof 
to  the  Secretary  at  War,  and  the  General  Assembly  as  before  directed ; 
to  receive  and  Record  all  Certificates  which  may  be  granted  by  the 
Persons  bef  ore  appointed,  and  the  Evidence  on  which  they  were  Issued ; 
to  record  the  Affidavits  which  may  be  taken  in  consequence  of  the  Pro- 
vision of  this  Act,  and  to  open  and  keep  regular  Accounts  with  all  Per- 
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sons,  who  may  be  entitled  to  any  Pension  or  allowance  from  this  State, 
and  draw  Orders  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  Sums  which  may  become  due 
annually,  by  adjusting  said  Pensions  to  the  first  Day  of  February  in  each 
Year,  after  the  Lists  before  directed  to  be  made  out  shall  be  compleated. 

Provided  that  no  Person  shall  be  entitled  to  any  Pension  or  allowance 
from  this  State  in  Consequence  of  the  Provisions  of  this  Act,  unless  his 
Claim  shall  have  been  exhibited  and  allowed  and  the  Certificate  and  Evi- 
dence thereof  presented  for  Record  in  the  manner  before  directed  in  this 
Act  within  One  Year  from  the  rising  of  this  Assembly.* 

And  Be  It  Further  Enacted  that  said  Comptroller  of  Accounts  be 
and  he  is  also  directed  to  open  distinct  Accounts  with  each  Person  entitled 
to  receive  a Pension  from  the  State  in  consequence  of  a Resolve  of  Con- 
gress of  the  23*^  of  April  1782,  and  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  this  State  predicated  thereon  passed  in  October  1783,t  as  also  with 
each  Person  entitled  to  a Pension  from  this  State  in  consequence  of  an 
Act  of  this  Assembly  passed  in  May  1784  Granting  certain  allowances  to 
Persons  disabled  at  New  London  and  Groton  in  September  1781,$  and 
drawn  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  Sums  to  which  each  Person  by  said  Acts 
is  respectively  entitled,  and  that;  may  be  due  in  the  manner  before 
directed,  charging  such  Sums  as  may  be  paid  to  Persons  disabled,  in  the 
Service  of  the  United  States,  and  entitled  to  Pensions  in  consequence  of 
the  Resolves  of  Congress  of  the  23^  of  April  1782  and  the  7*^  of  June 
1785,  in  Account  with  the  United  States  in  part  payment  of  the  Requisi- 
tions of  Congress  for  Specie  upon  this  State,  which  have  been  or  which 
hereafter  may  be  made. 

And  Whereas  it  may  in  some  Instances  happen  that  the  Persons 
entitled  to  receive  Pensions  in  consequence  of  the  Provisions  of  this 
Act  may  be  unable  to  apply  the  Sums  which  may  be  allowed  to  them  in 
a manner  most  conducive  to  their  Benefit.  Be  It  Further  Enacted  by 
the  Authority  aforesaid  that  the  Select  Men  of  the  several  Towns  in 
this  State  be  and  they  are  hereby  Authorized  whenever  they  may  Judge 
it  expedient,  to  appoint  some  discreet  Person  to  receive  and  expend  such 
Moneys  as  may  be  allowed  to  any  Invalid  or  Pensioner  residing  in  the 
respective  Towns,  and  who  may  need  such  assistance  for  his  use  and 
benefit ; and  a Certificate ; from  said  Select  Men  notifying  the  appoint- 
ment that  has  been  made  and  an  Order  or  Receipt  from  the  Person  so 
appointed  shall  for  any  Pensions  or  allowances,  which  shall  be  Granted 
and  allowed  by  this  State  be  good  and  sufficient  Vouchers  to  discharge 
the  same. 

And  Be  It  Further  Enacted,  That  all  Pemsions  which  are  or  allow- 
ances which  sliall  be  granted  by  this  State  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Funds 
raised  for  the  discharge  of  the  Expences  of  Civil  Government  after  the 
first  of  September  next.  And  that  all  Pensions  which  shall  be  granted  in 
Consequence  of  the  Certificate  which  may  be  obtained  in  pursuance  of 
the  Provisions  of  this  Act  shall  commence  from  the  Time  said  Pensioners

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are  entitled  to  receive  the  same  agreeably  to  the  several  Acts  of  Con- 
gress of  the  seventh  of  June  1785.  And  all  allowances  that  are  now 
or  hereafter  shall  become  due  to  any  Persons  in  consequence  of  any  of 
the  Provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  to  the  first  Day 
of  September  next  in  the  same  way  and  manner  as  has  been  heretofore 
practised  by  the  Treasurer  and  Committee  of  Pay  Table. 

An  Act  in  alteration  of  an  Act,  entitled,  an  Act  for  Constituting,  and  regu- 
lating Courts,  and  for  appointing  the  Times  and  Places  for  holding  the 
same. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  the  Times 
for  holding  the  County  Courts  in  the  County  of  New  Haven  shall  for 
the  future  be  as  follows  viz  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  March,  and  on  the 
second  Tuesday  in  Novemb’^  annually  any  Thing  in  said  Act  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding. 

An  Act  in  further  addition  to  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  for  stating  limiting 
and  naming  the  Counties  in  this  State. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  the  Town 
of  Brookfield  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  annexed  to  the  County  of  Fair- 
field,  and  that  the  said  Town  of  Brookfield  shall  appoint  four  Jurors 
annually.* 

An  Act  in  addition  to  .an  Act,  entitled  an  Act  for  constituting  Judges  and 
Justices  of  the  Peace  in  this  State  and  for  impowering  and  directing 
them  in  their  respective  Offices. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same.  That  for  the 
future  all  Judges  and  Justices  of  the  Peace  annually  appointed  Commis- 
sioned and  sworn,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  fully  Authorized  and 
Impowered  to  exercise  and  execute  the  Office  Duty  and  Trust  to  which 
they  are  or  shall  be  appointed  Commissioned  and  sworn  as  mentioned  in 
said  Act  untill  the  20^^  Day  of  June,  in  the  Year  next  ensuing  such 
appointment  unless  said  Commission  be  sooner  revoked  or  suspended 
by  Act  of  the  General  Assembly. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  for  regulating  Goals  and 
Coalers. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same;  That  when 
ever  any  Person  shall  hereafter  be  committed  to,  or  held,  or  is  already 
Committed  to  and  held  in  any  Goal  in  this  State  by  virtue  of  an  Execu- 
tion for  Debt  Damage  fine  or  Cost,  the  Superior  Court,  where  the

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Judgment  on  which  such  Execution  Issued  is  rendered  by  said  Court; 
and  in  every  other  Case,  the  County  Count  of  the  County  in  which  such 
Prisoner  is  committed  or  held,  may  at  their  discretion  on  notifying  the 
Parties  concerned  or  the  Attorney  of  the  Party  belonging  out  of  this 
State,  and  on  due  enquiry  and  examination,  give  such  Order,  to  the 
Sheriff  of  the  County  in  which  such  Goal  is  from  Time  to  Time  for  the 
Close  confinement  of  such  Prisoners  as  they  shall  think  proper,  and 
whenever  such  Courts  shall  respectively,  pursuant  to  the  Provisions  of 
this  Act,  order  any  Sheriff  to  confine  any  such  Prisoner  within  the  Walls 
of  the  Prison,  of  which  such  Sheriff  is  keeper,  it  shall  be  the  Duty  of 
such  Sheriff  to  conform  to  and  obey  such  Order,  and  in  Case  such 
Sheriff  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  obey  such  Order  such  neglect  or  refusal 
shall  be  deemed  a voluntary  escape  in  such  Sheriff,  and  he  shall  there- 
upon be  liable  to  an  Action  for  the  Debt  Damage  fine  or  Cost  for  which 
such  Prisoner  is  committed  or  held  in  the  same  manner  as  though  such 
Prisoner  had  escaped  by  the  permission  of  such  Sheriff. 

Provided  nevertheless  That  this  Act  shall  not  extend  to  any  Prisoner 
committed  or  held  by  Virtue  of  any  Execution  Issued  on  a Judgment 
for  a Sum  not  exceeding  four  Pounds  Lawfull  Money. 

An  Act  in  further  addition  to  a Law  of  this  State  entitled  an  Act  for 
Collecting  Rates  or  Taxes. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same.  That  no  real 
Estate  shall  be  liable  to  be  sold  for  Taxes  after  a Legal  transfer  has 
been  made  of  the  same,  and  entered  for  Record,  or  an  Execution  or 
Attachment  has  been  duly  Levied  thereon  and  lodged  in  the  Town 
Clerks  Office  of  that  Town  wherein  such  Land  lies,  where  other  Estate 
can  be  found  within  the  Limits  of  such  Town  sufficient  to  satisfy  the 
same  with  the  legal  Cost  arising  thereon,  nor  shall  any  real  Estate  which 
has  been  levied  upon  or  transferred  as  aforesaid  be  liable  to  be  sold 
for  the  payment  of  any  Taxes  arising  upon  any  List  made  up  after 
such  transfer  or  Levy,  And  no  real  Estate  shall  be  liable  to  be  sold  for 
payment  of  any  future  Taxes  for  more  than  one  Year,  after  such  Taxes 
become  due  nor  shall  any  real  Estate  be  liable  to  be  sold  for  payment 
of  Taxes  already  become  due  after  the  first  Day  of  December  next,  any 
Law  Usage  or  Custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  none  of  the  Notes  or  Paper  Antici- 
pations, called  Morriss’s  Notes  shall  be  received  in  the  Treasury  of  this 
State  after  the  first  Day  of  June  next  in  payment  of  any  Tax  or  Arrear- 
age of  Tax  now  due  and  appropriated  to  the  Payment  or  discharge  of 
any  requisition  of  Congress  heretofore  made  on  this  State,  but  the  same 
shall  be  paide  in  Money  only  and  applied  to  the  Use  of  the  United 
States,  according  to  the  requisition  of  Congress  and  the  Resolves  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  this  State  any  former  Resolve  notwithstanding. 
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And  the  Secretary  is  hereby  directed  to  Cause  this  Resolve  forthwith 
to  be  published  in  the  several  Newspapers  in  Hartford  New  Haven  New 
London  & Litchfield. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Oliver  Wolcott  of  Hartford  Esquire  to 
be  Comptroller  of  the  Public  Accounts  for  the  Year  ensuing. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that,  from  and  after  the  first  Day  of 
June  next,  the  Comptroller  of  the  Public  Accounts  be  and  he  is  hereby 
vested  with  all  the  Powers  and  Authorities,  and  is  Authorized  and 
directed  to  perform  the  same  Duties  which  the  Committee  of  the  Pay 
Table  now  are  authorized  and  directed  to  exercise  pursuant  to  any  Acts 
of  the  General  Assembly,  And  the  Powers  and  Authoritys  of  the  Present 
Commissioners  of  the  Pay  Table  Office  as  such  shall  thenceforth  cease 
and  determine. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That,  Jedidiah  Huntington  Samuel 
Wyllys  and  Hozekiah  Rogers  Esquires  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed 
with  the  Comptroller  to  Audit  and  adjust  the  Treasurers  Accounts,  and 
any  one  of  them  with  the  said  Comptroller  shall  be  competent  to  the 
Auditing  the  said  Treasurers  Account  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to 
proceed  thereto  as  soon  as  may  be.  Report  make  of  their  Progress  to 
the  next  General  Assembly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Sum  of  One  Hundred  and  twenty 
Pounds  lawfull  Money  be  immediately  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  this 
State  to  each  of  the  Delegates  who  are  soon  to  attend  Congress  in  behalf 
of  this  State  out  of  the  fifty  Pounds  now  in  the  Hands  of  the  Treasurer 
and  paid  to  him  by  Capt  Deshon,  and  out  of  a Sum  of  Money  now  in 
the  Hands  of  CoP  Sill  due  upon  Taxes  from  the  Town  of  Lyme,  and 
out  of  Moneys  now  in  the  Hands  of  Sheriffs  Parsons  Abbey  and  Abel 
or  any  of  them  Collected  on  the  one  shilling  and  on  the  three  penny 
Taxes. 


Whereas  this  Assembly  is  advised  that  the  Bills  emitted  by  Order 
of  the  United  States  in  Congress  Assembled  on  the  of  March  1780 
which  were  Ordered  to  be  sent  to  this  State  for  the  purpose  of  being 
used  by  this  State  stand  Charged  against  this  State  by  the  United  States 
although  no  use  has  ever  been  made  of  the  same  and  this  State  has  never 
received  said  Bills,*  Wherefore 


* On  March  18,  1780,  Congress,  recognizing  that  the  former  emissions  of  paper  money  had 
depreciated  to  one-fortieth  of  their  nominal  value,  ordered  the  bills  called  in  and  replaced  with 
a new  emission  of  six-year  5%  interest-bearing  notes  to  be  issued  on  the  funds  of  the  several 
States  and  backed  by  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  United  States.

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Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Delegates  of  this  State  who  shall 
next  attend  in  Congress,  be  and  they  hereby  are  Impowered  and  directed 
to  examine  into  the  Accounts  of  the  United  States  against  this  State, 
and  to  Collect  the  necessary  Evidence  to  evince  the  particular  Circum- 
stances relative  to  said  Bills,  and  in  Case  the  said  Bills  shall  appear  to 
be  Charged  against  this  State,  that  the  said  Delegates  take  such  Measures 
as  they  shall  Judge  necessary  to  obtain  a full  Credit  for  said  Bills  in 
said  Account  and  a discharge  of  this  State  from  the  same. 

Resolved  that  His  Excellency  the  Governor  be  requested  to  direct 
the  attendance  of  three  of  the  Delegates  from  this  State  in  Congress  for 
such  part  of  the  current  Year  as  he  shall  Judge  expedient. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  all  Taxes  heretofore  laid  by  this 
Assembly  for  the  Payment  of  any  Notes  payable  after  the  Year  1784 
be  and  they  are  hereby  suspended  untill  the  rising  of  the  General 
Assembly  in  October  next  and  the  Treasurer  is  directed  not  to  Issue 
his  Warrants  accordingly. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  four  several  Surveys  of  Lands  made 
by  agreement  between  Commissioners  on  the  Part  of  the  Province  now 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusets,  and  the  Colony  now  State  of  Con- 
necticut lying  in  the  said  Commonwealth,  the  first  dated  May  the  4*^^ 
1715,  containing  21976,  Acres  the  second  dated  the  2^  Day  of  Novemb^ 
of  the  same  Year  containing  29874,  Acres  the  third  Dated  NovemU 
10^^  of  the  same  Year  containing  43943  Acres,  and  the  fourth  Dated

This  Assembly  do  establish  John  Gridley  Terry  to  be  Lieutenant 
of  the  3*^  Company  of  Militia  in  the  18^^  Regiment  in  this  State. 

This  Assembly  do  establish  Phineas  Nobles  to  be  Ensign  of  the 
third  Company  of  iMilitia  in  the  18^'*  Regiment  in  this  State. 
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This  Assembly  do  appoint  Josiah  Coleman  to  be  a Surveyor  of 
Land  within  the  County  of  Litchfield. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  John  Bishop  & Abraham  Ives  to  be  Sur- 
veyors of  Land  within  and  for  the  County  of  New  Haven. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Philip  Seton  Esq*",  Surveyor  of  Land  for 
the  County  of  Hartford. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Solomon  Porter  Surveyor  of  Land  for  the 
County  of  Hartford. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Thomas  S^  John  Alexander  Fairchild  and 
Daniel  Judson  Ju’’  to  be  Surveyors  of  Land  within  and  for  the  County 
of  Fairfield. 

This  Assembly  do  appoint  Jabez  Denison  & David  Denison  Surveyors 
of  Land  in  and  for  the  County  of  Windham. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Roger  Fuller  & Violet  Fuller  Shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  Humphry  Taylor  former  Husband  of  the  said  Violet 
died  leaving  nine  Children,  six  of  them  now  Minors  and  under  the  Care 
of  the  Memorialists  and  by  the  decease  of  their  said  Father  a small 
Estate  consisting  of  about  thirty  four  Acres  of  Land  with  a dwelling 
House  thereon  descended  to  the  Children  of  said  Humphry,  whereof  a 
Distribution  hath  been  made  among  them  according  to  Law  and  those 
who  are  of  Age  are  about  to  dispose  of  their  Shares  in  said  Land,  which

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Person  of  said  Robert  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  Liberated  from  his  present  confinement  and  that  the 
same  be  exempted  from  Arrest  or  Execution  or  mesne  Process  for 
Debts  by  him  contracted  before  the  14^^  Day  of  April  last,  for  the  Term 
of  four  Years  from  the  rising  of  this  Assembly. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Henry  Champion  Jun^  John  I sham  JuiF 
Roger  Bulkley,  John  Blish  David  Trumbull  Stephen  Day  Elijah  House 
& Epaphroditus  Champion,  Shewing  to  this  Assembly,  that  for  Barrelled 
Beef  they  purchased  of  this  State  in  the  Year  1783,  a Ballance  is  due 
from  them  to  this  State  of  fourteen  Hundred  & twenty  three  Pounds 
nine  shillings  & three  pence  in  specie  & £339  17  4 in  Liquidated  Securi- 
ties of  this  State  Praying  to  have  Liberty  to  discharge  said  Sums  they 
owe  this  State  by  delivering  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table  the  Sum 
of  £3520  10  8 in  liquidated  Securities  of  this  State  as  per  Memorial 
on  File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  upon  the  Memorialists  delivering  to 
the  Committee  of  Pay  Table  to  the  amount  of  £3520  10  8 in  the  liqui- 
dated securities  now  due  and  payable  from  this  State  computing  the 
Interest  thereon  to  the  first  of  February  1788  and  paying  in  hard  Money 
the  Cost  of  Suit  for  recovery  of  said  Debt  they  be  discharged  of  the 
said  Demand  in  favour  of  this  State  against  them  on  account  of  the 
Matters  mentioned  on  said  Memorial,  and  the  Committee,  of  Pay  Table 
are  directed  to  receive  the  said  State  Securities  accordingly.

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  a Ferry  be  fixed  and  established  in 
the  Town  of  Norwalk  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  Passengers  &c  to 
and  from  Huntington  on  Long  Island  State  of  New  York,  and  that 
the  sole  and  exclusive  Right  of  said  Ferry  be  g'ranted  and  vested  in 
said  Norwalk  during  the  Pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly. 
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Upon  the  Petition  of  James  Fitch  of  Windsor  in  the  County  of 
Hartford  bearing  date  the  2^  Day  of  April  1788  against  his  Creditors 
Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  by  means  of  many  and  Grevious  Losses 
and  misfortunes  in  the  Course  of  his  Trade  and  Business  he  is  greatly 
reduced  and  embarrassed  in  his  Circumstances  and  hath  become  wholly

a Certificate  of  his  having  so  done;  he  the  said  James  Fitch  his  person 
and  Property  shall  be  by  force  of  this  Act  exonerated  and  discharged 
from  all  Attachments  Execution  and  Suits  in  Law  or  Equity  for  & on 
Account  of  any  Debt  or  Debts  contracted  before  the  Date  of  said  Peti- 
tion, And  said  Trustees  are  hereby  directed  and  Impowered  to  warn  a

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the  Benefit  of  this  State  except  about  twenty  two  Acres  set  off  to  her 
as  Dower  out  of  said  Estate,  but  that  some  Time  in  the  Year  1783  her 
said  Husband  returned  Home  in  a weak  low  and  distressed  Condition 
in  which  Condition  he  is  like  to  remain  at  great  Expence  to  the  Memo- 
rialists, Praying  that  the  Fee  of  the  said  twenty  two  Acres  of  Land 
lying  in  said  New  Fairfield  may  be  vested  in  her  as  per  Memorial  on 
File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  fee  of  the  said  twenty  two  Acres 
of  Land  be  and  the  same  hereby  is  vested  in  the  Memorialist  her  Heirs 
& Assigns  forever  said  Confiscation  notwithstanding. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  John  Starr,  David  Goff,  Samuel  Butler  & 
Thaddeus  Bow  all  of  Midletown  in  the  County  of  Middlesex,  humbly 
shewing  that  the  Memorialists  served  as  Soldiers  at  Horseneck  in  one 
of  the  Regiments  of  this  State  Commanded  by  CoP  Wells,  in  a Com- 
pany commanded  by  Samuel  Granger  of  Suffield,  That  the  Memorialists 
served  faithfully  through  the  Terms  for  which  they  were  inlisted,  and 
from  said  Service  were  regularly  discharged,  That  by  the  Committee  of 
Pay  Table  they  were  directed  to  call  upon  said  Granger  for  their  Wages 
to  whom  they  had  been  delivered,  that  after  having  frequently  demanded 
their  Wages  of  said  Granger  and  being  as  often  denied,  they  each  of 
them  severally  sued  him  before  Matthew  Talcott  Esq**  Justice  of  Peace 
for  Middlesex  County  and  severally  recovered  Judgment  and  took  out 
Execution,  and  into  an  Officers  Hands  they  put  their  Executions,  which 
were  afterwards  returned  Indorsed  with  a Non  est  Inventus,  that  the 
amount  of  said  Executions  and  Cost  of  Officers  returns  is  £13  2 11 
LMoney,  Praying,  that  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table  might  be  directed 
to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  for  the  aforesaid  Sum  &c  as  per 
Memorial  on  File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  upon  John  Starr®,  David  Goff®. 
Samuel  Butlers,  Thaddeus  Bows,  assigning  over  to  the  Committee  of 
Pay  Table  each  their  own  Execution  aforesaid  the  Committee  of  Pay 
Table  be  directed  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  in  favour  of  each  of  said 
Persons  severally  to  be  paid  out  of  Moneys  raised  for  support  of  Civil 
Government  the  Sum  of  three  Pounds  five  shillings  & eight  pence  three 
farthings  lawfull  Money. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Nathaniel  Rogers,  Thomas  Rogers  Jabez 
Rogers  and  Ebenezer  Rogers  all  of  Montville,  and  James  Rogers  of 
Norwich  and  others  being  Heirs  of  M**  Daniel  Rogers  late  of  New 
London  Deceased,  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  there  is  a Peice  of 
Land  lying  partly  in  Montville  and  partly  in  Colchester  containing  about 
twenty  five  Acres  which  the  said  Daniel  Rogers  Purchased  of  Jonathan

Upon  the  Memorial  of  William  Maltbie  Betts  of  Norwalk  shewing 
that  he  hath  expensively  provided  a State  Waggon  to  occupy  the  Post 
Road  from  Stratford  Ferry  towards  New  York  Praying  for  exclusive 
Right  to  employ  the  same  &c 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Memorialist  be  and  he  is  hereby 
invested  with  the  Sole  and  exclusive  Rights  of  driving  or  employing  a 
Stage  Waggon  on  Hire  for  transportation  of  Passengers  or  Travellers 
on  the  Post  Road  between  Stratford  Ferry  and  Byram  River  the 
western  Boundary  of  this  State,  during  the  pleasure  of  the  General 
Assembly. 

On  the  Memorial  of  Theophilait  Bache  of  the  City  County  and  State 
of  New  York,  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  having  been  within  the 
British  Lines  during  the  Late  War,  his  property  lying  and  being  within 
the  State  of  Connecticut  was  by  a Judgment  of  the  County  Court  held  at 
Norwich  in  and  for  the  County  of  New  London  on  the  fourth  Tuesday 
of  NovemU  1780  decreed  and  adjudged  to  be  forfeited  & confiscated  to 
the  State  of  Connecticut  in  virtue  of  a Law  of  this  State  entitled  an  Act 
for  confiscating  the  Estates  of  Persons  Inimical  to  the  Independence  and 
Liberties  of  the  United  States  within  this  State  and  for  pa3aTient  of  their 
Debts  and  directing  Proceedings  therein  and  stating  that  he  took  no 
Part  in  the  Measures  carried  on  by  the  then  Enemies  of  the  United 
States,  but  was  confined  within  their  Lines  by  the  fortune  of  War  & 
Praying  for  a reversal  of  said  Judgment  and  restoration  of  his  Property 
as  per  Memorial  on  File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  all  the  Property  of  the  Memorialist 
in  this  State  both  real  and  personal  be  restored  and  confirmed  to  him 
his  Heirs  &c  to  be  held  and  enjoyed  in  the  same  manner  as  if  said 
Judgment  of  confiscation  had  not  been  passed  excepting  only  part  of  a 
House  and  Land  at  Norwich  Sold  to  Lynde  McCurdy  and  a Note  of 
Hand  against  Samuel  Selden  Deceas‘d  and  one  against  Brockway,  which 
were  administered  upon  and  proceeded  with  by  the  administrator 
appointed  on  said  confiscated  Estate,  and  that  the  Treasurer  execute 
and  deliver  to  the  Memorialist  a Note  for  the  Sum  of  two  hundred  and 
twenty  nine  pounds  nine  shillings  and  nine  Pence  lawfull  Money  Payable 
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in  one  Year  with  Interest  till  paid  at  six  per  Cent  per  Annum  in  full 
satisfaction  for  that  part  of  the  Estate  of  the  Memorialist  which  has 
been  administered  upon  and  settled  wdth  said  Judge  of  Probate  and 
received  by  this  State. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Peter  Finch  of  Ridgfield  in  the  County  of 
Fairfield  Shewing  that  he  was  wounded  in  the  service  of  his  Country  in 
1760,  that  he  has  heretofore  received  support  from  the  General  Assem- 
bly, and  that  he  is  now  infirm  and  incapable  to  support  himself  & Fam- 
ily Praying  for  releif  as  per  Memorial  on  File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  hereby 
directed  to  pay  to  said  Finch  fifteen  Pounds  LMoney  out  of  any  of  the 
Taxes  raised  for  the  support  of  Civil  Government. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Cap^  Oliver  Hanchet  of  Suffield  Shewing  to 
this  Assembly,  that  in  the  Year  1775  he  was  appointed  a Captain  in  the 
Service  of  this  State,  and  commanded  a Company  near  Boston,  when  the 
British  Army  had  Possession  of  that  Town.  That  on  the  first  of  Sep- 
tember of  the  same  Year  he  with  a Company  were  detached  under 
Colonel  Arnold  to  go  against  Quebeck  through  the  Wilderness,  that  they 
accordingly  marched,  and  sustained  many  Losses  and  sufferings,  and 
the  Memorialist  expended  for  their  Releif  in  Moneys  and  Provisions  to 
a considerable  amount ; That  the  Memorialist  and  most  of  his  Company 
were  in  the  Attack  made  upon  Quebeck,  taken  Prisoners  and  detained 
in  Captivity  until  the  Month  of  October  1776,  that  during  their  Cap- 
tivity the  Memorialist  advanced  for  the  releif  of  -his  suffering  Company 
to  the  amount  of  about  £158,  LMoney  which  he  run  in  Debt  for,  and 
hath  since  been  obliged  to  pay  besides  his  own  necessary  expence.  That 
whilst  they  were  thus  Prisoners,  one  James  Knowles  the  Ensign  of  said 
Company,  who  happened  not  to  be  Captured,  through  subtlety  and  Deceit, 
applied  and  got  into  his  Hands,  all  the  Wages  due  to  said  Company, 
without  any  Authority  so  to  do,  and  soon  absconded  and  died  a Bank- 
rupt ; That  the  Memorialist  has  never  received  any  Thing  for  his  Wages 
or  Expences  from  said  first  of  September  to  the  first  of  January  1776. 
Praying  for  relief  &c  as  per  Memorial  &c ; Whereupon  a Committee  has 
been  appointed,  to  enquire  and  Report  in  the  Premisses,  and  said  Com- 
mittee having  now  made  their  Report  therein,  and  the  same  is  accepted 
& approved. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Committee  of  the  Pay  Table  or 
the  Comptroller  be  and  he  is  hereby  Ordered  and  directed  to  adjust  and 
settle  the  Account  of  said  Cap^  Hanchett,  and  allow  him  for  all  reasonable 
& necessary  expenditures,  made  by  him  for  the  benefit  of  said  Company 
in  the  service  aforesaid,  and  that  the  Comptroller  also  do  adjust  allow 
and  settle  the  Wages  due  to  said  Hanchet  viz  from  said  first  of  Septemb"* 
1775  to  the  first  Day  of  January  1776,  upon  his  producing  proper  Evi- 
dence; And  draw  an  Order  upon  the  Treasurer  for  the  payment  of  the 
same  out  of  the  Taxes  laid  for  the  support  of  Civil  Government  to  the 
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amount  of  his  expenditures ; and  that  the  Treasurer  execute  a Note  to  the 
Memorialist  for  the  amount  of  his  Wages  due  payable  the  first  Day  of 
February  next  on  Interest  from  the  first  Day  of  January  1776  untill  paid. 

On  the  Memorial  of  Thomas  Shaw  Executor  to  the  last  Will  and 
Testament  of  Nathaniel  Shaw  late  of  New  London  Deceased,  Shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Deceas**  lent  to  this  State  the  Sum  of 
£160,  in  Gold  and  silver  on  the  16^^  January  1779  and  the  Sum  of 
£600,  in  like  Money  on  the  16^^  February  1781  for  the  purpose  of 
relei ving  the  Prisoners  confined  in  New  York  as  per  Treasurers  Notes, 
and  that  no  Payment  of  Interest  or  Principal  has  been  made  on  said 
Notes  and  no  Provision  made  for  the  same,  and  praying  that  Payment 
may  be  ordered  &c  as  per  Memorial  on  File. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly  that  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table  be  and 
they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  Liquidate  and  adjust  the  Sums 
due  on  said  Notes  and  give  the  Memorialist  Orders  on  the  Treasurer  for 
the  amount  thereof  payable  with  Interest  out  of  any  of  the  Moneys 
appropriated  for  the  support  of  Civil  Government. 

On  the  Memorial  of  John  Deshon  of  New  London  Shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  he  served  this  State  as  Commissary  for  the  Troops  of 
this  State  at  New  London,  and  also  as  an  Agent  for  the  purpose  of 
Importing  Salt  and  naval  and  Military  Stores  for  this  State  which  he  did 
and  was  in  advance  in  his  own  Money  to  a large  Amount  in  the  Business 
aforesaid.  That  he  applied  for  settlement  of  his  Accounts  early  in  the 
Year  1777,  but  being  called  away  in  Public  Service  before  he  could 
obtain  a Settlement  of  his  Accounts,  and  he  never  could  obtain  a Settle- 
ment until!  July  1778  when  a Ballance  was  found  in  his  favour  of 
£2836  5 10^  which  has  since  been  liquidated  by  the  Scale  Praying  for 
relei f &c  as  per  Memorial  on  File  and  Report  of  Committee  thereon. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Comptroller  of  Accounts  of  this 
State  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  Liquidate  adjust 
and  Settle  the  Accounts  of  the  Memorialist  on  the  Principles  of  the 
Scale  of  Depreciation,  Charging  him  with  the  Liquidated  and  other 
Securities  and  Payments  by  him  received,  and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  to 
execute  to  the  Memorialist  a Note  or  Notes  for  the  Ballance  so  found 
in  his  favour  payable  in  one  Year  with  Interest  annually  on  the  first  Day 
of  February  untill  paid. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Mary  Leach  late  the  Wife  of  Elrenezer  Leach 
of  New  Milford  in  Fairfield  County  Deceas'*  Shewing  to  this  Assembly 
that  in  the  Year  1776,  her  said  Husband  went  of  to  and  Joined  the  Ene- 
mies of  this  and  the  rest  of  the  United  States  in  consequence  of  which  the 
whole  of  his  Estate  was  Confiscated  to  and  for  the  Use  of  this  State*the 
whole  of  which  has  been  since  sold  for  the  Benefit  of  this  State  except 
a small  part  of  the  Dowr  set  off  to  her  lying  on  the  westerly  side  the 
Farm,  that  some  Time  in  the  Year  1783  her  said  Flusband  returned 
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Home  in  a Weak  State  of  Health  in  which  State  he  Continued  for  about 
twelve  Months  and  then  expired  Praying  this  Assembly  to  vest  the  Title 
of  the  small  Pittance  of  said  Land  yet  unsold  in  her  and  her  Heirs  for- 
ever as  per  Memorial  on  File, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Memorialist  and  her  Heirs  be 
and  they  hereby  are  vested  in  the  Title  of  the  aboves^^  Lands  that  are 
unsold  in  fee  forever  said  confiscation  notwithstanding. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Benjamin  Marcy  of  Mansfield  Asahel  Marcy 
and  Mary  Marcy  of  Woodstock  the  only  Decendants  and  Legal  Repre- 
sentatives of  M^  James  Corbin  formerly  of  Dudley  in  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusets  representing  and  Shewdng  to  this  Assembly  that  in  the 
Year  1708,  their  said  Ancestor  purchased  of  Maj*"  James  Fitch  and 
became  well  seized  in  his  own  Right  of  21,400,  Acres  of  Land  in  the 
Town  of  Ashford  by  proper  Deeds  compleated  according  to  Law;  Tliat 
in  the  1714,  by  means  of  divers  Settlements  made,  and  Inhabitants  being 
entered  upon  the  Lands  of  said  Ashford,  said  Town  was  formed  and 
incorporated  with  Town  Priveleges  by  this  Assembly,  That  said  Corban 
and  others  claiming  Lands  in  said  Town  fully  complied  with  the  Terms 
and  Conditions  of  said  Incorporation,  and  became  Entitled  to  the  Benefits 
thereof  ; and  made  many  Sales  of  said  Lands,  and  introduced  Settlers  &c, 
That  many  unlawful!  encroachments  were  made  by  particular  persons 
upon  said  purchased  Lands  to  the  great  Prejudice  of  said  Corban  and 
others  owners  as  aforesaid  by  means  whereof  Title  to  many  parts  of  said 
Lands  became  perplexed  and  insecure  to  the  Possessors  which  so  con- 
tinued until  the  Year  1719  when  this  Assembly  in  whom  the  Legal  Title 
still  remained  upon  proper  application  did  appoint  a Committee  with  full 
power  and  Authority  to  enquire  into  and  ascertain  the  Claims  of  said 
Purchasers  and  Testenants  [?]  and  to  regulate  and  settle  the  Same 
throughout  said  Township,  that  said  Committee  in  pursuance  thereof  in 
said  Year  1719  did  meet  in  said  Ashford  fully  heard  all  Parties  concerned 
and  made  divers  well  digested  and  regulated  Computations  in  the  Prem- 
isses, and  amongst  others  heard  and  considered  the  Claim  of  said  Corban, 
that  they  duely  considered  his  particular  Sales  to  individuals  and  after 
reducing  and  allowing  the  same  with  certain  exempt  Cases  in  real  Jus- 
tice they  made  out  and  Reported  a List  of  their  Names  and  a description 
of  allowances  to  them,  and  rejected  all  others,  after  which  they  further 
considered  the  remainder  of  Lands  in  said  Town  found  and  did  declare 
that  there  were  about  6000,  Acres  to  be  taken  up,  of  which  they  con- 
firmed to  said  Corban  and  Partners  two  thousand  five  hundred  and  the 
remainder  they  sequestered  for  Town  Commons  for  said  Towns  Use, 
That  in  October  1719,  said  Commiibtee  made  Report  of  their  said  Doings 
to  said  Assembly  declaring  thereby  that  said  Corban  and  Partners  had 
done  their  Settlement  Duty  in  due  proportion  &c  which  Report  was 
accepted  and  confirmed,  that  Anno  1724  said  Town  of  Ashford  and  the 
new  situate  Claimants  (so  called)  had  their  patents  of  said  Lands  count- 
ing upon  and  with  due  regard  to  said  Committees  Report,  and  settlement 
in  1719.  That  it  soon  after  appeared  that  said  new  Situate  Claimers  had 
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wrongfully  gotten  within  the  Discription  of  their  said  Patent  oweing  to 
a Mistaken  Line  of  Marked  Trees  2476  Acres  more  than  was  originally 
intended  or  properly  belonged  to  them,  this  Assembly  in  October  1725 
upon  application  and  a hearing  of  said  Corban  and  Partners  and  others 
concerned  gave  a Pattent  thereof  to  said  Corban  and  his  Associates  as 
their  equitable  due  having  regard  to  Losses  they  had  sustained  as  in  said 
proceedings  are  mentioned.  That  said  Corban  repurchased  large  Quan- 
tities of  said  Lands  of  his  said  Associates,  performed  all  Duties  required 
of  him  and  them  and  sold  many  of  those  Lands  before  his  Death  which 
happened  Anno  1736,  and  he  dying  Intestate,  said  Lands  remaining 
unsold  fell  to  his  Heirs  by  Descent  of  whose  then  State  of  Infancy  Cov- 
erture &c  the  People  of  Ashford  and  others  took  advantage  and  revived 
their  old  Surveys  and  Claims  disallowed  by  said  Committee  in  1719, 
and  for  many  Years  dormant  enterered  thereon  and  greatly  perplexed 
the  Petitioners  who  in  October  1771  Petitioned  this  Assembly  after 
stating  their  Embarrasments,  Praying  for  a Committee  to  examine  into 
the  Premisses  and  Report  thereon,  which  Prayer  was  granted  and  a 
Committee  thereon  duely  Authorized,  who  in  May  1774  after  full  hear- 
ing and  investigation,  Reported  that  there  still  remained  due  to  the  Peti- 
tioners, and  one  Dorcas  Baings  one  of  said  Corbans  Heirs  since  pur- 
chased by  said  Benjamin,  That  they  had  good  Right  to  take  up  still  in 
said  Ashford  in  Right  of  said  Corban  2285,  Acres  1 Rood  & 28  Rods  of 
Land,  and  directed  the  Petitioners  to  lay  out  and  take  the  same  in  the 
undivided  Lands ; which  Report  was  approved  and  accepted ; that  in  con- 
sequence thereof  the  Petitioners  proceeded  to  take  up  their  said  Lands 
agreeable  to  said  Report  and  Resolve  thereon,  and  the  same  properly  to 
ImproA^e;  but  that  still  the  Petitioners  are  interrupted  in  the  enjoyment 
thereof  by  a number  of  Individuals,  particularly  of  a Lott  of  one  hundred 
& three  Acres  in  the  North  Easterly  Corner  of  said  Town,  by  one  David 
Allen,  of  which  Tryal  hath  been  had  in  the  Courts  of  Law  in  the  County 
of  Windham,  One  Lott  claimed  by  Thomas  Main  of  about  one  hundred 
Acres,  of  which  Suit  is  now  pending  between  said  Partys,  One  hundred 
Acres  more  Claimed  by  Thomas  Bugbee  & his  Wife  of  which  Suits  in 
Law  hath  also  been;  Also  a thirteen  Acre  Lott  sold  by  said  Benjamin  to 
Thomas  Chapman,  but  Claimed  by  said  Allen;  Also  parts  of  two  other 
Lotts  Claimed  by  Daniel  Lewiss ; And  a fifty  four  Acre  Lott  Claimed 
by  one  Solomon  Wickwire ; of  which  Suit  at  Law  is  now  pending; 
And  relative  to  which  much  Altrocation  Trouble  and  expence  hath 
arisen,  and  does  now  subsist.  And  much  more  must  ensue,  unless  a 
more  summary  interference  takes  place.  Praying  for  a Committee  with 
Powers  and  Instructions  to  repair  to  said  Ashford,  and  to  enquire  and 
examine  into  the  aforesaid  Claims  of  David  Allen  Thomas  Main  Thomas 
Bugbee,  Daniel  Lewiss,  and  Solomon  Wickwire,  as  also  of  the  Peti- 
tioners Right  to  said  Lands,  in  consequence  of  said  Acts  and  Decrees  of 
1719,  and  1774,  and  thereon  with  their  Opinion  to  Report  to  this  Assem- 
bly; by  which  if  it  shall  appear  that  the  said  Claims  of  Allen,  Main 
Bugbee  Lewiss  and  Wickwire  to  the  aforesaid  Lotts,  are  illy  founded.

examine  the  aforesaid  several  Claims,  and  all  Things  relative  thereto  as 
appertaining  to  the  Premisses,  and  the  Rights  of  each  Party  and  Individ- 
ual, to  investigate  and  ascertain,  And  also  to  examine  and  make  a List 
of  those  Persons  and  of  their  Lands  who  were  allowed  their  Lotts  and 
Lands,  within  said  Corbans  Claim  by  the  Committee  of  1719,  or  in  his 
Patent  of  1725,  and  how  far  together  with  the  Place  or  Places  wdiere 
they  severally  took  up  and  were  satisfyed  the  same  in  said  Ashford  And 
also  point  out,  what  Lotts  or  Parcells  of  Land,  that  had  been  surveyed  or 
located  to  any  Person  or  Persons,  and  disallowed  by  said  Committee, 
remained  in  the  consideration  of  said  Committee  of  1719,  as  common  and 
undivided  Lands  in  said  Ashford,  said  Committee  first  giving  full  and 
due  Notice  to  all  Persons  interested  and  concerned  in  said  Lands  to 
attend  & be  heard  in  the  Premisses,  And  Thereof  with  their  Opinion 
thereon  to  Report  to  this  Assembly  at  some  future  Session. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  John  Lawrence  and  Oliver  Wolcott  of  Hart- 
ford Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  Interest  of  the  State  requires 
that  they  should  fbe  Authorized  to  emjploy  one  Clerk  in  each  o'f  their 
respective  Offices  at  the  Pay  of  eight  shillings  IMoney  per  Diem  as  per 
Memorial  on  File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Memorialists  be  and  they  are 
hereby  Authorized  to  employ  as  Occasion  may  require  One  Clerk  in 
each  of  their  Offices  at  the  Pay  of  eight  shillings  LMoney  per  Diem,  and 
the  Comptroller  of  Accounts  is  hereby  directed  to  adjust  their  Accounts 
accordingly. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Phinehas  Clark  Ebenezer  Hovey  Josiah  Ham- 
mond, Jonathan  Kingsbury,  Timothy  Clark  Aaron  Goodale  Paul  Holt 
Jim’'  Joseph  Mosely  Nehemiah  Holt,  William  Huntington  Lemuel  Sparks 
Nehemiah  Holt  Jun^  Uriel  Mosely  John  Clark  Phineas  Ford  Widow 
Sarah  Mosely,  Jedidiah  Lamphier  Elisha  Lamphier.  William  Clark 
l^lavel  Mosely  & William  Durkey  Jun*’  all  of  Hampton  in  the  County  of 
Windham,  Shewing  that  they  belong  to  the  first  Eclesiastical  Society  in 
the  Town  of  Mansfield  in  said  County,  Praying  that  all  those  Persons 
living  on  that  part  of  the  first  Society  in  Mansfield  that  lies  in  said 
Hampton,  and  that  all  the  Land  that  lies  in  said  first  Society  of  Mans- 
field and  within  said  Town  of  Flampton  may  be  annexed  to  the  Society 
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of  Canada  in  said  Hampton,  and  that  they  may  receive  the  Benefits  of  the 
Society  Moneys  in  said  first  Society  according  to  their  proportion  as 
l^er  Memorial  on  File  dated  the  27*^^  Day  of  September  1787.

annexed  to  and  incorporated  with  said  Society  of  Canada  in  said 
Hampton  with  all  the  Powers  and  Priveleges  which  the  other  Members 
of  said  Society  of  Canada  enjoy  and  that  the  Persons  aforesaid  have 
right  and  power  to  call  for  and  receive  of  said  first  Society  of  Mansfield 
their  proportion  of  School  and  other  Public  Society  Moneys  now  in  Pos- 
session of  said  first  Society  according  to  their  List  of  Polls  and  rateable 
Estate  for  the  Year  1787. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  William  Titus  John  Titus  Samuel  Titus  and 
Daniel  Titus  all  of  Greenwich  in  Fairfield  County,  Shewing  to  this 
Assembly,  that  they  were  Owners  of  the  Grist  Mills  situated  in  Mianos 
River  near  the  Public  Road  in  said  Greenwich,  which  Mills  were  lately 
destroyed  by  a Flood  of  Water,  That  the  Place  where  said  Mills  stood 
appears  to  be  insecure  and  improper  for  the  erection  of  Mills,  that  about 
one  Mile  below  said  Place  there  is  on  said  Mianos  River  a convenient 
Place  for  the  erection  of  Mills  that  in  their  Opinion  and  in  the  Opinion 
of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Greenwich  aforesaid,  it  would  be  a 
Matter  of  Public  Utility  and  Convenience  that  the  Petitioners  should 
have  Liberty  to  erect  a Dam  and  Mills  at  said  last  mentioned  Place, 
which  Place  is  commonly  called  and  known  by  the  Name  of  Pardys  Dam, 
That  on  the  15^‘*  Day  of  October  last  past  the  said  Town  of  Greenwich 
in  legal  Meeting  specially  warned  and  Assembled  for  that  purpose,  at 
the  request  of  the  Petitioners  did  grant  Liberty  to  the  Petitioners  to 
erect  a Dam  and  Mills  across  and  upon  said  River  at  said  Place  called 
Pardys  Dam  upon  certain  Terms  and  Conditions  expressed  in  the  Vote 
of  said  Town.  And  that  said  Town  did  at  said  Meeting  also  appoint 
John  M^Kay,  Jabez  Fitch,  Seth  Palmer  Samuel  Peck  Samuel  Lockwood 
Jr  Nehemiah  Mead  Abraham  Mead  & William  Bush,  a Committee  with 
full  Power  and  Authority  to  grant  to  the  Petitioners  their  Heirs  and 
Assigns  forever  Liberty  to  erect  a Dam  and  Mills  at  said  Place  called 
Pardys  Dam,  and  to  enter  into  Covenant  with  the  Petitioners  according 
to  the  Terms  of  said  Vote  which  said  Committee  on  the  8^^  Day  of 
April  1788  in  Virtue  of  said  Vote  made  a Grant  and  entered  into  a 
Covenant  with  the  Petitioners  which  said  Grant  and  Covenant  is  in  the 
Words  following  viz.  This  Indenture  made  agreed  upon  and  executed 
this  eighth  Day  of  April  A.Dom  1788,  by  and  between  John  M^'Kay 
Jabez  Fitch  Seth  Palmer  Samuel  Peck  Samuel  Lockwood,  late  Samuel 
Lockwood  Jun^  Nehemiah  Mead  Abraham  Mead  and  William  Bush  of 
Greenwich  in  the  County  of  Fairfield  and  State  of  Connecticut,  being 
a Committee  appointed  by  a special  Town  Meeting  holden  in  said 
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Greenwich  on  the  15*^  Day  of  October  last  past  on  the  One  Part;  And 
William  Titus  of  the  City  and  State  of  New  York  and  John  Titus 
Samuel  Titus  and  Daniel  Titus  of  said  Greenwich  on  the  other  part 
Witnesseth  That  the  said  John  M^^Kay  Jabez  Fitch,  Seth  Palmer,  Samuel 
Peck  Samuel  Lockwood  Nehemiah  Mead  Abraham  Mead  & William 
Bush  by  Virtue  of  the  Authority  granted  to  them  by  the  said  Town 
Meeting  holden  in  said  Greenwich  as  aforesaid  on  the  said  Day 
of  October  last  past,  on  the  Conditions  and  considerations  hereafter 
Mentioned;  Do  hereby  Give  and  Grant  unto  them  the  said  William 
John  Samuel  & Daniel  and  to  their  Heirs  and  Assigns  forever,  all  such 
Right  and  Title  as  the  Town  has,  ever  had  or  ought  to  have  to  Build 
erect  keep  up  and  maintain  Grist  Mills  and  a Dam  across  Mianos  River 
near  the  House  of  Cap*  Nathaniel  Peck  near  to  and  upon  where  Joseph 
Pardy  began  his  Dam  with  all  the  priveleges  of  said  Stream  of  Mianos 
River  that  they  may  have  need  of  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  said  Mills 
and  Dam,  that  by  Virtue  of  the  Authority  aforesaid  they  the  said  Com- 
mittee have  a Right  to  Grant,  And  the  said  William  John  Samuel  and 
Daniel,  do  for  themselves  their  Heirs  and  Assigns  Covenant  and  agree 
with  said  Committee  and  their  Successors  in  said  Office,  that  they  their 
Heirs  or  Assigns  will  build  and  erect  said  Dam  and  Mills  within  four 
Years  from  the  said  15**^  Day  of  October  last,  also  that  said  Mills  shall 
be  under  the  same  restrictions  as  to  Grinding  for  the  Public  as  the  Mills 
above  were  also  that  they  their  Heirs  or  Assigns  will  and  do  hereby  lay 
out  a Road  and  landing  for  the  Use  of  the  public  forever  as  follows, 
beginning  at  the  Road  by  Capt  Nathaniel  Peck®  ten  feet  West  of  a Locust 
Stump  by  the  Stone  Fence,  and  running  South  25^,  West  three  Chains 
and  twelve  Links  to  a Cedar  Bush  South  Side  of  the  Stone  fence, 
between  Land  of  Nehemiah  Mead  and  said  Peck,  then  running  South 
23**  West  six  Chains  and  thirty  Links  to  a Cedar  Bush  stuck  in  the 
Ground  with  Stones  about  it  there  being  a large  Rock  North  32**  West 
three  Chains  & twenty  six  Links  to  the  highest  point  of  said  Rock  Just 
under  the  Hill,  And  from  said  Cedar  Bush  with  Stones  about  it  running 
South  53**  East  to  Chains  & 67  Links  to  a Cedar  Staddle  on  the  Edge 
of  the  Bank,  it  being  the  Southermost  Staddle,  then  running  Easterly 
to  Strike  the  Channel  where  the  Line  of  the  Land  does,  that  said  Titus 
purchased  of  Nehemiah  Mead,  And  then  running  by  the  Channel  so  far 
up  that  a Straight  Line  Westerly  from  said  Channel  to  a Cedar  Staddle 
standing  on  the  Side  of  the  Hill  Just  Northward  of  a large  flat  Rock  so 
as  to  leave  forty  five  feet  between  the  said  Line  and  the  Mill  then  run- 
ning Southerly  round  by  the  Edge  of  the  Hill  to  the  South  end  thereof, 
and  then  running  Northerly  to  the  Road  by  Pecks  leaving  a Road  two 
Rods  wide.  And  the  said  Titus®  are  to  lay  out  a Road  in  the  most  con- 
venient and  advantageous  Place  to  the  Bridge  across  said  River,  also  to 
make  and  keep  in  repair  a Dock  thirty  feet  in  width  from  the  upland  to 
the  Channel  at  the  upper  side  of  said  Landing  along  side  of  said  Line, 
also  to  make  and  keep  in  repair  a Dock  on  the  East  side  of  said  River 
opposite  to  the  point  of  Rocks  upon  the  turn  of  the  Point  towards  Samuel 
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Feniss  which  shall  be  carried  out  to  the  Channel  twenty  five  feet  in 
width,  Also  that  they  will  make  a flood  Gate  in  said  Dam  sixteen  feet 
Wide  and  construct  it,  in  such  a manner  as  to  have  it  open  some  what 
in  the  form  of  a Feild  Gate  for  the  Convenience  of  Vessels  to  pass  up 
and  down,  and  that  they  will  erect  and  keep  in  repair  a Crane  for  the 
purpose  of  Hoisting  and  swinging  small  rowing  Crafts  and  Canoes  over 
said  Dam,  Also  that  they  the  said  William  John  Samuel  and  Daniel 
their  Heirs  and  Assigns  will  build  and  keep  in  repair  a good  and  suf- 
ficient Cart  Bridge  over  and  across  said  River  on  or  near  said  Dam, 
and  so  constructed  that  Vessels  may  go  up  and  down  the  River  through 
said  Bridge  by  having  a part  of  said  Bridge  drawn  or  raised  so  as  to 
correspond  with  the  said  Flood  Gate,  Also  that  they  will  keep  in  said 
Mill  Pond  a good  Scow  for  the  Use  of  the  Public;  any  Person  wanting 
it  giving  one  Days  Notice  previous  to  its  being  wanted,  and  Also  that 
they  will  keep  a good  tight  and  convenient  Mill  House  to  shelter  and 
Store  such  Grain  as  may  be  brought  thither  by  the  Inhabitants  of  said 
Greenwich  to  Grind  for  their  own  Consumption  at  all  Times  and  not  to 
delay  nor  turn  by  said  Inhabitants  for  any  other  Person  or  Persons  what- 
ever, and  in  case  they  the  said  William  John  Samuel  and  Daniel  their 
Heirs  or  Assigns  shall  not  within  four  Years  next  coming  from  the  said 
15*^'  Day  of  October  last  past  build  erect  and  finish  the  said  Mills  Dam 
&c  in  manner  aforesaid,  or  in  Case  the  aforesaid  Mills  Dam  &c  should 
remain  useless  for  the  Term  of  eight  Years  together,  at  any  Time  after 
the  same  shall  be  erected  as  aforesaid,  through  the  meer  neglect  of  the 
said  Titus®  their  Heirs  or  Assigns  that  then  or  in  either  of  said  Cases 
the  said  Priveleges  and  every  Thing  herein  granted,  shall  be  forfeited 
and  revert  to  the  said  Inhabitants,  and  every  Thing  herein  mentioned  be 
null  and  void  otherwise  to  remain  in  full  force.  In  witness  and  Con- 
firmation whereof  the  Parties  to  these  Presents  have  hereunto  inter- 
changeably set  their  Hands  and  Seals  in  said  Greenwich  the  Day  and 
Date  above.

be  allowed  out  of  his  Estate  his  necessary  Cloathing  and  Houshold 
Furniture  suitable  to  his  Rank  and  Condition  with  one  Horse  and  one 
Cow, 

And  it  is  further  Resolved,  That  Jonathan  Trumbull,  Ebenezer  Devo- 
tion and  Zephariah  Swift  Esq*"®  be  and  they  are  hereby  appvointed  Com- 
missioners to  receive  and  dispose  of  the  Estate  of  said  Elderkin  for  the 
benefit  of  said  Creditors,  with  full  Powers  to  call  for  and  Collect  the 
whole  of  the  Estate  of  said  Elderkin,  and  the  same  dispose  of  in  the  most 
advantageous  manner  according  to  their  discretion  and  to  distribute 
and  pay  over  the  Avails  thereof  to  the  Creditors  of  said  Elderkin 
in  proportion  to  their  demands.

and  to  attend  upon  and  escort  him  in  Times  of  Peace  and  War,  and  at 
all  Times  as  Occasion  may  require  be  furnished  with  sufficient  Horses 
proper  for  said  Service  with  necessary  equipments,  and  be  dressed  in 
Uniform  all  at  their  own  expence,  and  in  Lieu  thereof  be  exempted  from 
every  other  kind  of  Military  Duty,  And  said  Troop  shall  Consist  of  One 
Captain  two  Lieutenants  One  Cornet  One  Quarter  Master  Serjeant, 
three  Drill  Serjeants  and  four  Corporals  and  sixty  Privates  with  Power 
to  the  Officers  of  said  Troop  so  soon  as  they  shall  be  Chosen  and  Com- 
missioned by  Enlistment  to  augment  the  Same  to  said  number ;

in  which  Jonathan  Ayres  Lives  then  across  said  Road  a streight  Course 
till  it  reaches  the  dwelling  House  of  Israel  Slason  so  as  to  include  the 
said  House,  thence  Northerly  to  a Point  fifty  Rods  East  of  Jonathan 
Sellecks  House  in  the  Line  dividing  the  State  of  New  York  & Connecti- 
cut, be  and  the  Same  is  hereby  annexed  to  and  made  part  of  the  said 
Parish  of  North  Stamford, 

Provided  however  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed 
to  discharge  any  Person  living  within  that  part  of  said  Parish  of  said 
Canaan  hereby  annexed  to  said  North  Stamford  from  the  payment  of 
any  Parish  Taxes  already  laid  by  said  Parish  of  Canaan. 

Whereas  it  is  Represented  to  this  Assembly  by  Ezekiel  Williams 
Esq’’  late  D Commissary  of  Prisoners  of  War  that  from  various  con- 
curring Circumstances  he  has  greatly  sufifered  in  his  Attempts  to  procure 
a Settlement  of  his  Accounts  in  his  said  Capacity  with  the  United  States, 
And  this  Assembly  being  desirous  to  afford  him  that  aid  and  assistance 
which  is  consistent  with  general  Justice. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Delegates  in  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States  from  this  State  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to 
afford  the  said  Ezekiel  Williams  Esq*",  all  reasonable  aid  in  obtaining 
a Revision  of  his  said  Accounts  and  to  procure  a final  Settlement  of 
them  upon  Terms  as  favourable  to  him  as  may  consist  with  Justice  as 
relative  to  the  United  States  this  State. 
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On  the  Memorial  of  Jonathan  Lattimer  Shewing’  to  this  Assembly 
that  being  appointed  a Lieu<^  Colonel  in  Colonel  Sheldons  Regiment  in 
the  Year  1776,  he  drew  the  Pay  for  the  Service  of  said  Regiment  CoP 
Selden  being  dead  from  the  paymaster  General  of  the  Continntal  Army, 
and  that  not  being  informed  of  a Resolve  of  Assembly,  whereby  the 
commanding  Officers  of  Regiments  had  been  directed^  to  retain  one 
Months  Pay  in  their  Hands  and  account  with  the  Treasurer  of  this 
State  to  replace  One  Months  advance  pay  made  by  the  State,  he  paid 
over  the  whole  of  the  Moneys  drawn  for  said  Pay  into  the  Hands  of 
the  Captains  of  said  Regiment,  that  an  Action  has  been  brought  against 
him  in  behalf  of  the  State  which  is  now  pending  Praying  for  releif  &c 
& Report  of  Committee  thereon. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  on  the  said  Jonathan  Lattimer®  lodg- 
ing with  the  Committee  of  Pay  Table  the  Reciepts  of  those  Captains 
of  his  Regiment,  who  have  not  accounted  with  the  State  for  the  said  one 
IMonths  Pay,  and  Paying  the  Costs  arisen  in  said  Action,  he  be  exoner- 
ated and  discharged  from  all  Demands  on  Account  of  the  Same. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Anne  Evans  a Minor  and  Gershom  Beardsley 
her  Guardian  both  of  Watertown  in  the  County  of  Litchfield  Shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Anne  is  possessed  in  fee  of  about  seven 
Acres  of  Land  in  said  Watertown  that  Descended  to  her  from  her  late 
Honoured  Father ; that  she  is  now  only  in  the  twenty  first  Year  of  her 
Age,  and  that  said  Land  can  now  be  Sold  for  the  Best  Advantage  of 
said  Anne  Praying  that  she  may  be  Capacitated  to  convey  said  Lands 
as  fully  as  if  she  was  of  full  Age  As  per  Memorial  on  File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Anne  and  her  Guardian  the 
said  Gershom  Beard  sly  be  and  they  are  hereby  Authorized  to  Sell  the 
said  about  seven  Acres  of  Land  and  to  execute  a Deed  or  Deeds  thereof 
to  the  purchaser  or  Purchasers  which  Deed  or  Deeds  so  executed  shall 
be  valid  to  all  Intents  to  convey  the  Title  to  the  Lands  aforesaid. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Jonathan  Marsh  (Clerk)  Shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  by  various  misfortunes  he  is  reduced  in  his  Estate  and 
thereby  become  unable  to  discharge  his  Honest  Debts,  and  that  he  has 
notifyed  his  Creditors  to  appear  before  this  Assembly  if  they  see  Cause, 
and  Shew  reasons  if  any  they  have  why  the  Memorialist  should  not 
have  an  Act  of  Insolvency  past  in  his  favour  to  prepare  for  which  he 
wishes  to  spend  some  Days  with  his  Council  antecedent  to  his  hearing 
in  the  Premisses,  and  to  be  personally  present  himself  but  is  deprived 
of  Opportunity  by  being  confined  in  Litchfield  Goal  by  Virtue  of  an 
Execution  against  him.  Praying  to  this  Assembly  that  he  may  be  Lib- 
erated during  the  sitting  of  this  Assembly  as  per  Memorial  on  File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Memorialist  be  and  he  is  hereby 
liberated  from  Arrest  and  Imprisonment  during  the  present  sitting  of 
this  Assembly  upon  his  procuring  sufficient  Bond  to  the  Sheriff  of  the 
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County  of  Litchfield,  that  if  the  Petition  referred  to  in  this  Memorial 
should  not  be  granted  he  will  return  to  his  said  Confinement  within  ten 
Days  after  the  rising  of  this  Assembly. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Justus  Miles  of  New  Milford  in  Litchfield 
County  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  in  February  1781,  he  was  con- 
victed before  the  Superior  Court  of  having  signed  a treasonable  Writ- 
ing purporting  his  readiness  to  Act  if  called  in  Concert  with  the  British 
Army  then  at  open  War  with  this  and  the  rest  of  the  United  States, 
and  was  by  said  Court  sentenced  to  pay  a fine  of  three  hundred  pounds 
LMoney  of  this  State  and  Cost  of  prosecution  being  about  fifty  Pounds 
Like  Money,  both  of  which  Sums  the  Memorialist  in  the  Month  of  July 
1781,  paid  in  Bills  of  this  State,  that  he  was  then  about  seventy  Years 
of  Age  and  was  induced  to  Sign  said  Paper  as  being  the  only  means  to 
save  himself  and  Property,  he  lamenting  and  disapproving  his  Credulous 
Imprudence  Praying  the  forgiveness  of  his  fault,  and  a restoration  of 
his  Property  &c  as  per  Memorial  on  File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  said  fine  be  refunded  by  a Note  of 
sixty  Pounds  Lawfull  Money  payable  to  the  Memorialist  within  three 
Years  with  Interest  annually.  And  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  on 
application  to  Issue  such  Note  accordingly. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Ebenezer  Fitch  of  New  Haven  in  the  County 
of  New  Haven,  Agent  and  Attorney  to  Peter  Arboin  Esq^  of  the  City 
of  London  in  the  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  Shewing  to  this  Assembly 
That  by  an  Act  of  this  Assembly  passed  tin  October  last  the  Sum  of 
£545  7 8 Sterling  Money  of  Great  Britain  with  Interest  from  the 
second  Thursday  of  October  1786  was  Granted  to  the  said  Peter  Arboin 
Esq^  payable  out  of  the  unappropriated  Moneys  of  this  State,  or  Moneys 
raised  for  the  Payment  of  the  Civil  List,*  That  the  Treasurer  is  at  pres- 
ent unable  to  discharge  the  same,  and  that  he  is  willing  to  relinquish  the 
future  Interest  which  may  arise  on  said  Grant  in  Case  this  Assembly 
will  pirmit  the  Sum  due  to  be  Issued  in  smaller  Orders  to  enable  him 
to  apply  the  same  to  his  immediate  Use  as  per  Memorial  on  File.

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  protection  be  Granted  and  Protection 
is  hereby  Granted  to  John  Richards  of  New  London,  from  Arrest  and 
Imprisonment  on  mesne  process  & Execution  for  Debt  while  he  is 
comeing  to  this  Assembly  attending  on  his  Business  pending  before  said 
Assembly*  and  a reasonable  Time  viz  three  Days  after  the  rising  of 
said  Assembly  to  return  Home  and  all  Officers  are  to  take  Notice  hereof 
and  conform  themselves  accordingly. 

Uipon  the  Memorial  of  Israel  Nash  of  Norwalk,  Shewing  to  this 
Assembly  (by  his  next  Friend  & Guardian,  that  the  late  Father  of  the 
said  Israel  Nash  Laving  in  1776,  left  the  said  Memorialist  then  in  a 
State  of  Infancy,  went  over  to  and  Joined  the  Enemies  of  this  and  the 
United  States,  in  consequence  of  which  the  whole  real  and  Personal 
Estate  of  the  Father  of  the  Memorialist  was  by  due  Course  of 
Law,  Confiscated  to  the  Use  and  benefit  of  this  State,  consisting  of 
about  seventy  Acres  of  Land  and  which  has  since  been  sold  accordingly,

that  his  Estate  was  confiscated  to  and  for  the  Use  and  benefit  of  this 
State,  and  that  the  whole  of  his  Estate,  except  about  three  Acres  of  Land 
lying  in  said  Norwalk  and  one  third  of  a dwelling  House  and  Barn

Newbury  Committee  being  appointed  for  that  purpose,  to  be  the  North 
Fast  Committee  being  appointed  for  that  purpose,  to  be  the  North  East 
Corner  of  the  said  Town  of  Brookfield,  thence  runs  South  67^  West,

And  Col°  Samuel  Canfield  of  New  Milford,  or  in  his  Absence 
CoP  Mygatt  of  Danbury  is  hereby  Authorized  and  Impowered  as  soon 
as  may  be  to  warn  the  Inhabitants  of  said  Town  of  Brookfield  to  meet 
at  the  Public  Meeting  House  in  said  Town  by  setting  up  Notifications 
thereof  on  the  Sign  Post  in  said  Town  at  least  four  Days  before  the 
holding  of  said  Meeting,  and  he  shall  preside  as  a Moderator  of  said 
Meeting  and  lead  the  Voters  of  said  Town  Meeting  to  a Choice  of  a 
Town  Clerk,  and  all  other  Officers  necessary  for  said  Town  and  such 
Officers  shall  continue  in  Office  untill  the  first  of  January  next  or  untill 
others  shall  be  and  are  Chosen  in  their  stead,  And  that  the  Town  of 
Brookfield  be  annexed  to  the  Countv  of  Fairfield 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Betty  Bliss  oi  Bolton  in  the  County  of  Tolland, 
Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  in  the  Month  of  January  in  the  Year 
1766  she  was  Married  to  the  Rev^  John  Bliss  of  Ellington  in  said  County 
with  whom  she  lived  for  a number  of  Years  and  that  by  a long  Course 
of  Intemperance  in  said  Bliss,  and  a series  of  Cruel  and  abusive  treat- 
ment towards  her  and  his  Lascivious  Conduct  with  other  Women  he  had 
violated  & broken  the  marriage  Covenant  Praying  the  interposition  of 
this  Assembly  in  her  behalf  that  she  may  be  divorsed  from  said  Bliss, 
and  that  she  may  have  and  hold  her  wearing  Apparel  and  the  House- 
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hold  Furniture  which  formerly  belonged  to  her,  and  the  direction  and 
Education  of  her  Children  as  per  Petition  on  File.

Upon  the  Petition  of  Benjamin  Richards  of  Watertown*  Shewing 
to  this  Assembly  that  he  is  now  confined  in  Litchfield  County  Goal  by 
virtue  of  an  Execution  in  favour  of  Daniel  Todd  for  about  £118  and 
also  by  an  Execution  in  favour  of  Joshua  Church  for  about  £64  That 
the  whole  amount  of  said  Executions  is  not  Justly  due,  and  that  undue 
advantages  had  been  taken  against  him,  that  he  is  Justly  indebted  to 
divers  other  Persons  in  very  considerable  Sums  as  Stated  in  said  Peti- 
tion; That  some  Years  past  his  dwelling  House  with  most  of  his  House- 
hold Furniture  some  English  Goods,  all  his  Notes  Books  and  Papers  of 
value  were  consumed  by  fire,  which  with  other  inevitable  Misfortunes 
has  rendered  him  wholly  unable  to  discharge  his  Just  Debts,  that  the 
whole  of  his  own  and  a considerable  part  of  his  Wifes  Estate  has  been 
disposed  of  for  the  Benefit  ol  his  Creditors  that  he  is  advanced  in  Life, 
and  his  Health  much  impaired,  Praying  to  be  discharged  from  Goal  and 
protected  from  future  Arrests  &c  as  per  Petition  on  file.

against  granting  the  Prayer  of  said  Petition  by  any  of  said  Creditors 
except  by  said  Church,  and  that  he  was  willing  to  resign  up  all  Right 
to  the  Debt  of  said  Todd. 

Whereupon  it  is  Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Petitioner  be  and 
he  is  hereby  Liberated  and  discharged  from  his  Imprisonment  in  said 
Goal  by  Virtue  of  any  Execution  against  him  for  Debt,  And  that  his 
Person  be  and  hereby  is  exempted  and  protected  from  all  Arrests  and 
Imprisonment  for  any  Debt  due  and  oweing  from  him  the  said  Richards 
at  the  Date  of  his  Petition. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  the  Select  Men  of  Weathersfield,  Shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  Abatements  were  made  by  the  General  Assembly  at 
their  Session  in  May  1783,  in  the  List  of  that  Town  returned  in  Septem- 
ber 1782  to  the  amount  of  £390,  and  by  some  mistake  no  allowance 
has  been  made  in  the  Treasurers  Warrants  for  said  Sum,  and  said  Town 
has  had  no  benefit  of  said  Abatement  Praying  releif  as  per  Memorial 
on  File.* 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Treasurer  in  making  a Settlement 
of  the  Taxes  granted  on  the  List  of  1782  with  the  Collectors,  deduct  the 
Sum  of  £390,  from  the  List  of  said  Town  and  make  his  Settlement 
accordingly. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  William  Helms  and  Samuel  Helms  of  New 
Haven  in  New  Haven  County  Merchants  in  Company  Shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  some  Years  since  they  commenced  Business  as  Merchants 
in  Company,  that  for  several  Years  they  supposed  themselves  acquiring 
Property,  and  supported  the  Character  of  Punctuality,  that  from  various 
misfortunes  they  found  themselves  necessitated  to  quit  business  at  New 
Haven  and  retire  from  Business,  that  since  their  cessation  from  Business 
various  negotiations  with  their  Creditors  has  taken  place,  that  their  said 
Creditors  are  now  signing  a Letter  of  Licence  for  their  protection  for 
eight  Months  from  Debts  now  due,  That  they  are  indebted  to  Jonathan 
Fitch  Esq^  as  Collector  of  Import,  and  David  Austin  Esq*"  as  Collector 
of  Excise  in  the  Sum  of  about  £40  that  they  shall  not  feel  themselves 
safe  in  returning  to  New  Llaven  till  protected  from  said  Debt  so  due  this 
State  by  their  Agents  said  Fitch  & said  Austin  Praying  for  protection  on 
account  of  said  Debt  so  due  this  State,  for  eight  Months  from  the  first 
of  Instant  May  as  per  Petition  on  File  &c 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Persons  and  Property  of  said 
William  and  Samuel  Helms  be  protected  and  their  Persons  and  Property 
are  hereby  protected  from  any  Suit  Arrest  Attachment  or  execution  on 
Account  of  any  Debts  now  due  this  State  by  the  said  Fitch  as  Collector 
of  Import  and  said  Austin  as  Collector  of  Excise  for  eight  Months  from 
the  first  Day  of  instant  May.  Provided  said  Debts  shall  not  exceed  the 
Sum  of  forty  pounds  Lawfull  Money.

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Upon  the  Memorial  of  Simon  Daviss  of  Thompson  in  the  County  of 
Windham*  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  in  the  Spring  of  the  Year 
1786,  he  was  indebted  to  one  Stephen  Blackman  of  Gloster  in  the  State 
of  Rhode  Island  by  three  Notes  of  Hand  amounting  in  the  whole  to  the 
Sum  of  twenty  four  pounds  ten  shillings  IMoney,  that  upon  said  Black- 
mans calling  upon  the  Petitioner  very  pressingly  for  said  Debts, 
he  the  p>etitioner,  informed  said  Blackman  he  could  not  then  pay 
him  in  Silver,  but  if  he  the  said  Blackman  would  receive  neat  Cattle 
the  Petitioner,  would  deliver  them  at  the  Apprisal  of  disinterested  Inhab- 
itants of  Rhode  Island  and  Blackmans  Neighbours  whom  he  himself 
might  Choose  and  in  addition  would  give  him  five  Dollars  gratis,  that 
said  Blackman  would  not  comply  with  the  proposal  of  the  Petitioner,  but

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Paper  Money  so  tendered  and 
Lodged  with  said  Judge  Harriss  ought  to  be  in  full  satisfaction  of  the 
Debts  contained  in  the  said  three  Notes  of  Hand,  and  that  in  conse- 
quence of  which  said  Daviss  be  and  he  is  hereby  discharged  from  any 
Liability  on  said  Notes  of  Hand  or  Judgment  on  them  if  any  be  rendered 
and  the  said  Notes  of  Hand  and  all  proceedings  which  may  have  been 
had  on  them  are  hereby  declared  null  and  void  and  the  said  Daviss  is 
hereby  discharged  from  the  same. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Jacob  Sower,  John  Quimps  and  others  being 
the  Tribe  of  Pequot  Indians,  living  in  the  Town  of  Stonington  in  New 
London  County,  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  they  are  destitute  of  an 
Overseer  Praying  that  some  meet  Person  or  Persons  may  be  appointed 
by  this  Assembly  as  an  Overseer  or  Overseers  to  them  to  superintend 
their  Business  and  affairs  as  per  Petition  on  File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  Capt  Stephen  Billings  of  Groton  & 
M'’  Charles  Hewit  of  Stonington  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  Over- 
seers to  the  said  Jacob  Sower  & John  Quiumps  and  the  rest  of  said  Tribe 
living  within  said  Town  of  Stonington  with  full  Power  and  authority  to 
superintend  Order  and  direct  them  the  said  Tribe  of  Indians  in  their 
Business  & Affairs.

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Upon  the  Memorial  of  Jedidiah  Elderkin  Esq^,  of  Windham  in  the 
County  of  Windham,  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  early  in  the  late 
War,  that  he  with  Nathaniel  Wales  Esq’^  late  of  said  Windham  now 
Deceased  at  their  Joint  expence  and  risque  erected  a Powder  Mill  in 
said  Windham  by  licence  from  the  General  Assembly  and  manufactured 
large  Quantities  of  Gun  Powder  for  the  Use  of  this  State,  and  did 
receive  from  the  Select  Men  of  the  various  Towns  in  and  near  the  Coun- 
ties of  New  London  and  Windham  large  Quantities  of  Salt  Petre,  and

Whereupon  this  Assembly  doth  Resolve  that  Oliver  Wolcott  J*"  Con- 
stant Southworth  & John  M^Clarren  Breed  Esq""®  be  and  they  are  hereby 
appointed  a Committee  to  settle  and  adjust  the  Accounts  of  said  Com- 
pany of  said  Elderkin  & Wales  with  this  State  in  the  best  manner  they 
can  by  the  Books  Papers  and  Evidence  that  can  now  be  had,  and  make 
their  Report  to  this  Assembly. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  James  Haughton  and  others  of  Montville  in 
New  London  County  Select  Men  of  said  Montville  praying  that  some 
meet  person  may  be  Authorized  and  impowered  to  make  Sale  of  certain 
Lands  lying  in  said  Montville  divised  and  Ordered  in  and  by  the  last 
Will  and  Testament  of  Ebenezer  Williams  late  of  New  London  Dec"^ 
for  the  Support  of  his  Son  Jabez  Williams  as  per  Memorial. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Select  Men  of  Montville  for  the 
Time  being  be  and  they  are  hereby  Authorized  and  Impowered  to  make 
Sale  of  so  much  of  said  Lands  as  the  Court  of  Probate  for  the  District 
of  New  London  on  examining  the  Accounts  of  expences  for  support  of 
said  Jabez  shall  Order  and  direct  said  Sale  to  be  under  the  direction 
and  advice  of  said  Court  of  Probate. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Ephraim  Kirby  of  Litchfield  in  Litchfield 
County;  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  had  employed  the  greater 
part  of  his  Time  for  several  Years  past,  in  attending  the  Superior 
Court,  and  carefully  minuted  the  Decisisions  under  the  Inspection  of  the 
Judges ; And  that  he  hath  now  Collected  and  nearly  prepared  for  the 
Press  Reports  of  all  the  important  adjudications  from  the  Year  1785  to 
the  present  Time,  composing  a Volume  of  five  or  six  hundred  Pages;

Upon  the  Petition  of  Margaret  Gleason  of  Middletown  in  the  County 
of  Middlesex  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  she  has  an  Idiot  Daughter 
the  Issue  of  her  first  Marriage  with  Shubael  Hibbard,  to  which  said 
Daughter  from  said  Hibbard,  descended  two  Peices  of  Land  one  of 
which  lyes  in  said  Middletown  containing  about  twenty  Rods,  and  one 
other  Peice  lying  in  Windham  Praying  to  be  Authorized  and  Impowered 
to  make  Sale  of  said  Land  to  defray  the  expences,  that  have  already 
arisen,  and  to  provide  for  the  future  maintenance  of  her  said  Daughter 
as  per  Memorial  on  File  dated  May  9^*^  1788.

person  ought  be  Authorized  to  release  to  said  Lane  all  the  Right  and 
Title  of  said  Bildad  in  the  Premisses,  upon  his  paying  the  whole  prin- 
cipal and  Interest,  for  which  the  same  was  Mortgaged  to  the  said  Bildad 
&c  as  per  Memorial  on  File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  Ebenezer  Fitch  Bissell  of  Windsor 
be  and  he  is  hereby  Authorized  and  Intpowered  upon  the  said  Lane® 
paying  the  Ballance  of  Principal  and  Interest  remaining  due  to  said 
Bildad,  to  execute  a Deed  of  Release  of  the  above  described  premisses 
to  the  said  Lane,  which  Deed  so  to  be  executed  shall  be  to  all  Intents 
and  purposes  good  and  effectual  in  the  Law. 

On  the  Memorial  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Colebrook  by 
their  Agent,  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  North  and  South  Lines 
of  said  Town,  not  running  paralel  with  each  other,  that  the  Proprietors 
of  said  Town  in  Proprietors  Meeting  in  the  Year  1764,  Voted  that  the 
Lines  between  the  Lots  in  said  Town  should  run  Parallel  with  the  South 
Line  of  said  Town.

objection  being  made  by  any  of  his  Creditors  &c 

Whereupon  it  is  Resolved  & Enacted  hy  this  Assembly  upon  the  said 
Jonathan  Marsh®  delivering  upon  Oath  and  assigning  over  into  the 
Hands  of  Col®  Aaron  Austin  & Joseph  Merrill  the  2*^  who  are  hereby 
appointed  Trustees  to  receive  the  same  all  his  Estate  both  real  and  per- 
sonal except  his  Household  Furniture  His  Library  of  Books  and  the 
necessary  wearing  Apparel  of  himself  and  his  Family  for  the  Benefit 
of  his  Creditors,  and  obtaining  from  said  Trustees  a Certificate  of  his 
having  so  done,  he  the  said  Jonathan  Marsh  his  Person  and  property 
shall  be  by  force  of  this  Act  exonerate  and  discharged  from  all  attach- 
ments Executions  and  Suits  at  Law  or  equity  for  or  on  Account  of  any 
Debt  or  Debts  contracted  before  the  Date  of  said  Petition.

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembiedj  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  that  no  Person 
convicted  of  any  Crime,  in  any  foreign  Country  and  sentenced  therefor 
to  be  transported  abroad,  shall  be  imported  into  this  State ; and  that  any 
Person  or  Persons  who  shall  contrary  to  the  true  Intent  and  meaning 
of  this  Act,  import  or  bring  into  this  State  any  such  Convict,  or  be

aiding  or  Assisting  therein,  knowing  such  Person  so  imported  to  be 
a Convict,  and  sentenced  as  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the 
Treasurer  of  this  State  the  Sum  of  One  Hundred  Pounds  for  every 
such  Convict  so  imported  as  aforesaid  And  whenever  any  Person  or 
Persons  shall  be  prosecuted  for  any  breach  of  this  Act  such  Person 
shall  be  adjudged  Guilty  of  the  same  unless  they  shall  make  full  proof 
that  they  had  lawfull  Right  to  Import  the  same,  and  that  such  Importa- 
tion was  not  contrary  to  the  true  Intent  and  meaning  of  this  Act ; And 
it  is  hereby  made  the  Duty  of  the  several  States  Attorneys  and  of  the 
Grand  Jurors  in  this  State  to  make  Information  and  presentment  of  all 
Breaches  of  this  Act. 


An  Act  to  prevent  the  Slave  Trade.* 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same;  That  no 
Citizen  or  Inhabitant  of  this  State,  shall  for  himself,  or  any  other  Person 
either  as  Master,  Factor,  Supercargo,  Owner  or  Hirer,  in  whole,  or  in 
part  of  any  Vessell  directly  or  indirectly.  Import  or  transport  or  Buy 
or  Sell,  or  receive  on  Board  his  or  her  Vessell,  with  intent  to  cause  to 
be  imported  or  transported,  any  of  the  Inhabitants  of  any  Country  in 
Africa,  as  Slaves  or  Servants  for  Term  of  Years;  upon  Penalty  of  fifty 
Pounds,  for  every  Person  so  received  on  Board  as  aforesaid ; and  of 
five  hundred  pounds  for  every  such  Vessell  employed  in  the  ImpK)rtation, 
or  transportation  aforesaid ; to  be  recovered  by  Action,  Bill  Plaint  or 
information;  the  one  half  to  the  Plaintiff;  and  the  other  half  to  the 
use  of  this  State.  And  all  insurance  which  shall  be  made  in  this  State 
on  any  Vessell  fitted  out  to  the  intent  aforesaid,  and  employed  as  afore- 
said or  on  any  Slaves  or  Servants  shipped  on  board  as  aforesaid  for 
the  purpose  aforesaid  shall  be  void  and  this  Act  may  be  given  in  Evi- 
dence under  the  General  Issue  in  any  Suit  commenced  for  the  recovery 
of  such  Insurance. 

Be  it  Further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  That  if  any 
Person  shall  kidnap  decoy  or  forceably  Carry  of  out  of  this  State  any 
free  Negroe  Indian  or  Molatto,  or  any  Person  entitled  to  Freedom  at 
the  Age  of  twenty  five  Years,  Inhabitants  or  residents  within  this  State, 
or  shall  be  aiding  or  assisting  therein,  and  be  thereof  duly  convicted  shall 


An  act  of  the  Connecticut  Assembly  in  1774  had  forbidden  the  importation  of  any  Indian, 
Negro,  or  mulatto  slave  into  the  colony  for  sale  or  disposition  here,  and  imposed  a fine  of  £100 
for  each  such  slave  imported.  It  did  not,  however,  forbid  inhabitants  of  the  State  from 
engaging  in  the  slave  trade  at  large.  Conn.  Col.  Rees.,  1772-75,  p.  329.  In  1787  Rhode  Island 
passed  an  act  forbidding  its  citizens  from  engaging  in  the  trade;  New  York  followed  suit  in 
February,  1788;  and  Massachusetts  and  Pennsylvania  in  March.  The  measure  which  Connecticut 
now  passed  in  October  was  sirnilar  to  that  of  Rhode  Island  and  was  in  large  degree  the  result 
of  agitation  by  the  Quaker  anti -slavery  leaders  of  the  neighboring  state.  Elizabeth  Donnan,  ed., 
Documents  Illustrative  of  the  History  of  the  Slave  Trade,  III,  3,  345;  W.  E.  B.  DuBois,  The

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forfeit  One  Hundred  Pounds  to  the  Use  of  this  State;  to  be  recovered 
by  Bill  Plaint  or  Information  presented  by  any  Friend  of  such  Inhabi- 
tant or  resident  which  he  is  hereby  Authorized  to  do.  And  the  Court 
before  whom  the  Tryal  shall  be  had  in  addition  to  said  Penalty  or  Con- 
viction give  to  the  Prosecutor  for  the  Use  of  such  injured  Inhabitant 
or  his  Family  if  any  he  have,  such  Sum  in  Damages  as  they  shall  Judge 
Just  and  reasonable  to  be  applied  in  such  way  and  manner  as  the  Court 
shall  direct,  and  the  said  Prosecutor  shall  give  Bond  with  Surety  before 
the  Court,  for  the  due  application  of  the  Sums  recovered  before  he  has 
Execution  thereof. 

Provided,  that  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  operate  to  prevent  Persons 
removing  out  of  this  State  for  the  purpose  of  residence  from  carrying 
or  transporting  with  them  such  Negroes  or  Molattoes  as  belong  to  them, 
or  to  prevent  persons  living  within  this  State  from  directing  their  Ser- 
vants out  of  this  State  about  their  ordinary  and  necessary  business. 

And  he  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  the  Owner 
Master  or  Factor  of  each  and  every  Vessell  Clearing  out  for  the  Coast 
of  Africa  or  suspected  by  any  Citizen  of  this  State  to  be  intended  for 
the  Slave  Trade  in  any  part  of  the  World;  and  the  suspicion  being 
declared  to  the  Naval  Officer  by  such  Citizen  on  Oath,  and  such  Infor- 
mation being  to  the  satisfaction  of  such  Naval  Officer,  shall  first  give 
Bond  with  sufficient  Surety  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  in  One  thou- 
sand Pounds  that  none  of  the  Natives  of  Africa  or  any  other  foreign 
Country  shall  be  taken  on  Board  said  Ship  or  Vessell  during  her  Voyage, 
with  intent  to  be  transported  as  Slaves,  to  any  other  part  of  the  World. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  That  all 
Persons  who  now  are  or  hereafter  shall  be  possessed  of  any  Child  or 
Children  born  after  the  first  Day  of  March  1784,  and  which  by  Law 
shall  be  free  at  the  Age  of  twenty  five  Years,  shall  within  six  Months 
from  the  rising  of  this  Assembly,  or  within  six  Months  after  the  Birth 
of  any  such  Child  deliver  or  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  Town  Clerk 
of  the  Town  where  such  possessor  belongs  the  name  of  such  possessor 
as  also  the  Age  Name  and  sex  of  every  such  Child  or  Children  on  Oath 
to  the  best  of  his  or  her  knoledge  under  the  Penalty  of  forty  shillings, 
for  each  and  every  Month  neglect  to  be  recovered  before  an  Assistant 
or  Justice  of  the  Peace  the  One  half  to  the  Complanant  and  the  other 
half  to  the  Use  of  the  poor  of  the  Town  where  such  Child  or  Children 
Live. 

An  Act  in  alteration  of  an  Act,  entitled,  an  Act  providing  for  the  releif 

of  disabled  Officers  Soldiers  and  Seamen.* 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  no  person 
shall  be  entitled  to  any  Pension  or  Allowance  from  this  State  in  conse- 
quence of  the  provisions  of  said  Act  unless  his  Claim  shall  have  been

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exhibited  and  allowed,  and  the  Certificate  and  Evidence  thereof  pre- 
sented for  Record  in  the  manner  directed  in  said  Act,  within  six  Months 
from  and  after  the  eleventh  Day  of  June  1788,  any  Thing*  in  this  Act 
notwithstanding. 

Be  it  further  Enacted  that  each  and  every  of  the  Judges  of  the 
Superior  Court  the  Honorable  Abraham  Davenport  & Daniel  Sherman 
Esq^®  shall  be  and  hereby  is  vested  with  the  same  Powers  and  Authori- 
ties as  by  said  Act,  any  two  of  the  said  Judges  are  vested  with. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  a Law  of  this  State,  entitled  An  Act  for  laying  and 
Collecting  Duties  on  the  Importation  of  certain  Articles  and  for  appro-

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen-

The  Honorable,  William  Sam^  Johnson  and,  Oliver  Els  worth 
Esquires,  are  Chosen  Senators  for  this  State  in  the  Congress  of  the 
United  Statesf  to  be  Convened  at  New  York  on  the  first  Wednesday  of 
March  next  under  the  Constitution  proposed  by  the  convention  lately 
held  at  Philadelphia  and  ratified  by  this  State. J 

Whereas  the  United  States  in  Congress  Assembled  on  the  thirteenth 
Day  of  September  last  Resolved  that  the  first  Wednesday  of  March 
next  be  the  Time,  and  the  present  Seat  of  Congress  the  Place  for  com-

t Fittingly  enough,  Connecticut  gave  the  honor  of  election  as  its  first  Senators  to  two  of 
the  three  men  who  had  represented  the  State  in  drafting  the  Constitution.  It  is  perhaps  a pity 
that  a similar  honor  could  not  have  gone  to  the  third  delegate  at  the  Philadelphia  Convention, 
Roger  Sherman  (1721-1793),  who  was  the  only  man  to  sign  the  four  great  documents  of  the 
early  Republic:  the  Articles  of  Association  of  1784,  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  the  Articles 
of  Confederation,  and  the  Constitution.  He  was,  however,  elected  to  the  first  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives and  succeeded  Johnson  in  the  Senate  in  1791.  When  William  Samuel  Johnson  (1727-1819) 
was  named  Senator  he  had  already  become  president  of  Columbia  College  (formerly  King’s)  of 
which  his  father,  the  Reverend  Dr.  Samuel  Johnson,  had  been  the  first  head.  As  long  as 
Congress  sat  in  New  York  Johnson  was  able  to  carry  on  the  duties  of  both  positions,  but  when 
Congress  moved  to  Philadelphia  in  1791  he  resigned  the  Senatorship  in  order  to  remain  with 
the  college.  Johnson  finally  gave  up  the  presidency  in  1800  on  account  of  ill  health  and  retired 
to  his  old  home  in  Stratford.  Oliver  Ellsworth  (1745-1807)  remained  a Senator  until  1796,  con- 
tributing largely  to  the  drafting  of  important  measures  (notably  the  Judiciary  Act  of  1789) 
necessary  for  establishing  the  new  government.  He  resigned  to  become  Chief  Justice  of  the 
United  States.  In  1799-1800  he  was  one  of  the  Commissioners  to  France,  but  his  health  givdng 
way,  he  resigned  as  Chief  Justice  and  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life  in  retirement  at  Windsor.

elect  Representatives,  to  attend  said  Congress,  pursuant  to  the  second 
Section  of  the  first  Article  of  said  Constitution. 

Resolved  hy  this  Assembly  that  to  effect  an  Election  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  People  of  this  State  to  attend  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  on  said  first  Wednesday  of  March  next  the  Constables  of  the 
several  Towns  in  this  State,  shall  warn  the  Freemen  of  their  respective 
Towns  to  meet  at  the  usual  places  of  holding  Freemens  Meetings  at 
ten  oClock  in  the  Morning  of  this  day  the  tenth  Day  of  November  next, 
which  warning  shall  be  given  by  fixing  upon  the  public  Signpost  in  each 
Society  of  the  several  Towns  a written  notification  Signed  by  one  or 
more  of  the  Constables  specifying  the  Time  Place  and  Business  of  said 
Meeting  at  least  eight  Days  before  the  Time  of  holding  the  same;  And 
the  Freemen  thus  convened  shall  each  give  his  Votes  or  Suffrages  for 
a number  not  exceeding  twelve  persons  whom  he  Judges  Qualified  to 
stand  in  nomination  for  Representatives  of  the  People  of  this  State  to 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States ; for  which  no  Person  is  eligible 
unless  he  has  arrived  to  the  Age  of  twenty  five  Years  has  been  an 
Inhabitant  of  the  United  States  seven  Years,  and  at  the  Time  of  Elec- 
tion is  an  Inhabitant  of  this  State.

* On  July  8,  1788,  a committee  reported  to  Congress  that  nine  states,  the  required  minimum, 
had  now  ratified  the  Constitution.  The  committee  recommended  a resolution  for  putting  the 
new  government  into  operation.  In  an  unfortunate  exhibition  of  sectional  jealousy  and  political 
ineptitude  Congress  engaged  in  a protracted  debate  over  the  resolution.  The  chief  difficulty 
arose  over  the  question  of  where  the  new  government  was  to  sit.  Finally,  on  September  13,  1788, 
when  the  dangers  of  further  delay  had  been  forcefully  pointed  out,  Congi-ess  agreed  that  their 
successors  should  be  allowed  to  determine  the  ultimate  seat  of  government  but  that  a beginning 
should  be  made  on  March  4,  1789,  in  New  York  where  the  old  Congress  was  last  in  session.

* For  the  outcome  of  this  election  see  below,  p.  497.  It  is  to  be  observed  that  this  act 
provides  for  the  choice  of  representatives  on  a state- wide  basis  without  any  provision  for  dis- 
tricting the  State.  The  Federal  Constitution  makes  no  requirement  for  representation  in  the 
lower  house  of  Congress  on  a district  rather  than  a state- wide  basis,  and  the  adoption  of  a 
districting  system  was  a matter  of  slow  and  uneven  development  in  the  various  States.  Con- 
necticut first  divided  the  State  into  districts  for  the  purpose  of  Congressional  representation 
in  1835.

and  the  West  Line  of  the  Mile  of  Commons  strikes  Asipatuck  River, 
there  being  a Corner  in  said  Norfield  Line  where  said  Committee  fixed 
the  Boundary  as  aforesaid,  said  Committee  in  their  discription  of  said 
Boundary  called  it  the  South  East  Corner  of  the  Society  of  Norfield, 
whereas  the  real  South  East  Corner  of  Norfield  is  several  Miles  further

* The  Federal  Constitution  does  not  prescribe  how  the  presidential  electors  shall  be  chosen. 
It  merely  says  that  “Each  State  shall  appoint,  in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature  thereof  may 
direct,  a number  of  electors  equal  to  the  whole  number  of  Senators  and  Representatives  to  which 
the  State  may  be  entitled  in  Congress”  and  adds  that  no  Federal  office-holder  is  eligible  to 
serve  as  elector  (Act.  II,  Sec.  1).  In  Connecticut,  as  in  most  of  the  States  in  this  first  election 
of  1789,  the  Legislature  chose  the  electors  directly  without  reference  to  a popular  vote.  During 
the  following  years  the  trend  toward  popular  choice  of  presidential  electors  grew  with  the 
spread  of  democratic  ideas.  Connecticut  was  one  of  the  last  of  the  original  states  to  abandon 
the  legislative  choice  of  electors.  This  state  passed  its  first  act  for  a popular  vote  for  electors 
only  in  1820.  On  the  first  Wednesday  of  February,  1789,  the  Connecticut  electors  met  in  Hartford. 
They  cast  their  first  votes  unanimously  for  George  Washington  and  divided  their  second  votes, 
five  for  John  Adams,  and  two  for  Samuel  Huntington,  Governor  of  the  State,

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first  Wednesday  of  March  next,  said  Committee  to  attend  this  Business

* Of  Connecticut’s  first  Representatives  in  Congress  under  the  new  Constitution,  Roger  Sherman 
(1721-1793)  holds  by  far  the  most  prominent  place  in  history.  Born  in  Newton,  Mass.,  he 
moved  to  New  Milford,  Conn.,  as  a young  man,  and  in  middle  life  to  New  Haven.  He  was  in 
turn  a cobbler,  surveyor,  storekeeper,  and  lawyer.  He  gave  years  of  service  as  a Deputy, 
Assistant,  and  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  and  in  the  Continental  Congress.  He  has  the  dis- 
tinction of  being  the  only  man  to  sign  the  four  great  documents  of  the  early  nation;  the 
Articles  of  Association,  1774;  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  1776;  the  Articles  of  Confederation, 
1781;  and  the  Constitution,  1787.  He  was  Senator  from  Connecticut  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Of  the  other  first  Representatives,  Jonathan  Sturges  (1740-1819)  was  a native  of  Fairfield. 
A graduate  of  Yale  in  the  class  of  1759,  a lawyer  by  profession,  he  served  in  the  Assembly  and 
Council  and  in  Congress  during  the  last  years  of  the  ArUcles  of  Confederation.  He  was  a member 
of  the  First  and  Second  Congresses  under  the  Constitution.  Benjamin  Huntington  (1736-1800) 
was  born  in  Norwich,  graduated  from  Yale  in  1761,  practised  law  in  his  home  town  and  served 
in  various  judicial  and  political  offices.  For  twelve  years  he  was  mayor  of  Norwich.  Jonathan 
Trumbull  (1740-1809),  son  of  the  Revolutionary  governor  of  the  State,  was  born  in  Lebanon  and 
graduated  from  Harvard  in  1759.  During  the  Revolution  he  was  variously  a pajanaster,  comp- 
troller of  the  Treasury,  and  secretary  to  Washington.  He  w'as  several  times  elected  to  the 
Assembly  and  was  its  Speaker  in  1788.  He  was  a Connecticut  Representative  1789-94 ; Senator, 
1794-96;  Lieutenant  Governor,  1796-97,  and  Governor  from  1797  to  his  death.  Jeremiah  Wads- 
worth (1743-1804),  of  Hartford,  was  the  most  versatile  of  Connecticut's  first  representatives. 
For  ten  years  a sailor  as  a 5’oung  man,  he  was  later  an  important  figure  in  the  commissary 
service  of  the  Revolutionary  Army.  He  was  a founder  of  several  banks  and  manufacturing 
companies,  a cattle  breeder,  and  a partner  in  Connecticut’s  first  insurance  firm.  With  all  these 
business  ventures  he  found  time  for  years  of  political  service  as  Assistant  and  Representative 
in  Congress.

An  Act  for  regulating  the  Election  of  Senators  and  Representatives  for 
this  State  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  whenever 
any  vacancy  shall  happen  in  the  Representation  of  this  State,  in  the  Sen- 
ate of  the  United  States  by  resignation  or  otherwise,  the  Legislature  if 
then  sitting,  shall  proceed  to  fill  up  said  Vacancy  by  a new  Election;  and 
in  Case  such  Vacancy  shall  happen  in  the  recess  of  the  Legislature,  the 
Governor  and  Council  for  the  Time  being  shall  be  the  Executive  to  fill 
such  vacancy;  and  shall  Convene  at  such  Time  and  Place  as  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Governor  and  proceed  to  fill  such  vacancy  untill  the 
next  Meeting  of  the  Legislature. 

And  he  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  That  the  Free- 
men of  the  several  Towns  in  this  State  at  the  Freemens  Meeting  in 
April  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  1790,  and  onse  in  Two  Years  thereafter 
at  the  Freemens  Meeting  in  April,  immediately  after  giving  in  their 
Votes  for  the  Officers  of  Government,  shall  each  give  in  his  Vote  or 
Suffrage  for  twelve  Persons  such  as  he  Judges  qualified  to  stand  in 
Nomination  for  Election  in  the  Month  of  October,  then  next  following, 
as  Representatives  of  the  People  of  this  State,  in  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States,  their  Names  being  fairly  written  on  a peice  of  paper, 
to  the  Person  who  by  Law  presides  in  said  Meeting;  who  shall  in  the 
presence  of  the  Freemen  make  entry  of  all  such  Persons  as  the  Freemen 
shall  Vote  for,  and  the  number  of  Votes  for  each,  and  Lodge  the  same 
in  the  Town  Clerks  Office  of  the  Town  to  which  he  belongs,  and  trans- 
mit a Copy  under  his  Hand  and  Office  sealed  up  to  the  General  Assembly 
in  May  then  next  following  by  one  of  the  Representatives  of  such  Town ; 
at  which  Assembly  the  Votes  of  the  Freemen  shall  be  Counted.  And 
the  twelve  Persons  who  have  the  greatest  number  of  Votes,  shall  be 
the  Persons  whose  Names  shall  be  returned  to  the  several  Towns  to 
stand  in  the  nomination  aforesaid.  And  the  Freemen  of  the  several 
Towns  in  this  State  at  the  Freemens  Meeting  in  September  then  next 
following  immediately  after  the  Votes  of  the  Freemen  for  Persons  to 
stand  in  nomination  as  Assistants  are  given  in.  shall  each  of  them  give 
in  his  Vote  for  a number  O'f  Persons  contained  in  said  Nomination  for 
Representatives  in  Congress,  not  exceeding  five,  to  the  same  Person  pre- 
siding and  in  the  same  manner ; And  the  Person  Authorized  to  receive 
said  Votes,  shall  proceed  with  transmit  and  deliver  said  Votes  to  such 
Persons  as  are  appointed  to  receive  them  at  the  General  Assembly,  in 
October  then  next  following,  in  the  same  manner  as  by  Law  is  Pres- 
cribed relative  to  the  Flection  of  Assistants  in  April  annually,  which 
Assembly  shall  Count  the  said  \^otes  of  the  Freemen,  and  the  five  Per- 
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sons  who  shall  have  the  greatest  number  of  V otes,  shall  be  declared  to  be 
Chosen  Representatives  of  the  People  of  this  State  in  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States.  And  no  Person  shall  be  a Representative  as  afore- 
said, who  shall  not  have  arrived  to  the  Age  of  twenty  five  Years,  and 
been  seven  Years  a Citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall  not  when 
elected  be  an  Inhabitant  of  this  State. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  That  when 
any  vacancy  shall  happen  in  the  Representation  of  the  People  of 
this  State  in  the  Congress ; the  Governor  for  the  Time  being  shall 
make  out  Writs  of  Election  under  his  Hand  and  Office,  directed  to 
either  Constable  of  the  respective  Towns  in  this  State  Ordering  a Choice 
to  fill  such  vacancy ; and  Cause  them  to  be  Conveyed  to  the  Sheriffs 
of  the  respective  Counties,  who  shall  forthwith  transmit  them  to  the 
Constable  of  the  respective  Towns  according  to  their  several  Directions, 
who  shall  thereupon  warn  a Meeting  of  the  Freemen  on  the  Day  directed 
in  said  Writ;  which  Days  shall  be  the  same  throughout  this  State  as  in 
Cases  of  other  Meetings  of  the  Freemen  prescribed  by  Law,  And  the 
same  Person  shall  preside  in  such  Meeting  as  by  Law  is  directed  in  other 
Freemens  Meetings  and  shall  call  over  the  Names  of  the  Persons  con- 
tained in  the  last  Nomination  of  Representatives  in  the  Congress,  in 
their  natural  Orders,  omitting  those  Persons  before  Elected  out  of  said 
nomination;  And  each  Freeman  shall  give  in  his  Vote  for  one  or  more 
Persons  as  in  said  Writs  directed  contained  in  said  Nomination  and 
called  as  aforesaid  in  the  same  manner  as  is  herein  directed  in  voting 
for  five  Persons  out  of  said  Nomination;  And  the  Person  presiding  shall 
proceed  in  manner  as  in  that  Case  is  directed,  except  that  he  shall  within 
six  Days  after  such  Meeting  transmit  said  Votes  to  the  Sheriff  of  the 
County  to  which  he  belongs,  who  shall  on  or  before  the  return  Day 
Limited  in  said  Writs,  and  not  afterwards  convey  them  to  the  Gov- 
ernor, And  the  Governor  and  Council  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
publickly  to  count  said  Votes  and  declare  the  Persons  who  have  the  great- 
est Number  of  the  Votes  so  returned  as  aforesaid,  tO‘  be  Legally  Chosen, 
and  give  Notice  to  the  Person  or  Persons  who  shall  be  so  Chosen ; And 
all  persons  Chosen  Senators  or  Representatives  for  this  State  in  the 
Congress  in  either  manner  aforesaid,  shall  signify  their  acceptance  or 
refusal  in  Writing  to  the  Governor  within  twenty  Days  after  receiving 
Notice  of  such  Choice  or  be  considered  as  refusing  the  same. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  so  much 
of  the  Statute  of  this  State  Entituled ; An  Act  for  regulating  the  Election 
of  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor  and  Assistants ; as  relates  to  the  Pre- 
vention of  undue  Influence  Bribery  and  Corruption  in  Elections  and  to 
the  Penalty  on  Constables,  in  the  neglect  of  their  Duty  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  extended  to  the  Proceedings  under  this  Act. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  the  Law  of  this  State  establishing,  the  Forms  of 
Oaths. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  the  Mem- 
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bers  of  the  Legislature  and  all  executive  and  Judicial  Officers  of  this 
State  shall  take  the  following  Oath  or  Affirmation  before  some  proper 
Authority  viz. 

“You  Swear  by  the  Name  of  the  everliving  God  (or  affirm)  that  You 
will  support  the  Constitution  agreed  upon  by  the  Convention  of  the 
United  States  and  ratified  by  the  Convention  of  this  State”  So  help  You 
God.  , 

And  he  it  further  Enacted,  that  no  Person  shall  hereafter  be  accepted 
as  a Member  of  the  Legislature  nor  shall  any  executive  or  Judicial  Officer 
hereafter  appointed  be  capable  of  holding  his  Office  untill  he  shall  have 
taken  said  Oath  or  affirmation. 

An  Act  to  suspend  all  Suits,  or  Actions  in  favour  of  any  Citizen  of  the 
State  of  Rhode  Island  now  brought  or  which  may  hereafter  be  brought 
in  this  State. 

Whereas  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  at  their  Sessions  in  March  1787 
passed  an  Act  excluding  the  Citizens  of  this  State,  from  the  Benefit  of 
the  Laws  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  relative  to  the  tender  of  Paper 
Money,  by  means  whereof  the  Citizens  of  this  State  are  much  injured, 
Therefore 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  ihe  same,  That  no 
Citizen  or  Inhabitant  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  shall  be  admitted  to 
sue  or  prosecute  any  Citizen  or  Inhabitant  of  this  State  before  any  Court 
of  Justice  in  this  State  for  the  recovery  of  any  Debt  or  demand  whatso- 
ever, during  the  Time  that  said  State  of  Rhode  Island  shall  Continue 
their  Law  excluding  the  Citizens  of  this  State  from  the  Benefit  of  their 
said  Laws. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  all  proceed- 
ings in  this  State  in  favour  of  any  Citizen  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island 
for  the  recovery  of  any  Debt  due  to  any  Inhabitant  or  Citizen  of  said 
State  of  Rhode  Island  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  suspended  during 
the  Time  that  said  State  of  Rhode  Island  shall  continue  to  exclude  the 
Citizens  of  this  State  from  the  Benefit  of  the  Laws  aforesaid. 

Provided  nevertheless,  that  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  extend  or  be 
construed  to  prevent  the  granting  or  Levy  of  Execution  on  any  Judg- 
ment already  rendered  in  any  Court  of  Law  or  Equity  in  this  State. 

An  Act  in  Explanation  of  an  Act  Entitled  An  Act  for  regulating  the 
appointment  of  the  Judges  of  the  Superior  Court. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  the  Provi- 
sions of  the  first  Paragraph  of  said  Act,  extends  and  shall  be  construed 
to  extend  to  the  Office  of  Senator  and  Representative  in  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States,  under  the  new  Constitution  of  the  United  States.*

holding  the  same. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same  that  from  and 
after  the  termination  of  the  next  Circuit  of  the  Superior  Court  the  Times 
for  holding  said  Court  in  the  several  Counties  in  this  State  shall  be  as 
follows  viz  Within  and  for  the  County  of  Middlesex,  at  Haddam  on  the 
second  Tuesday  in  January,  and  at  Middletown  on  the  Last  Tuesday  in 
July  annually.  Within  and  for  the  County  of  New  Haven,  at  New 
Haven,  on  the  last  Tuesday  save  one  in  January,  and  the  first  Tuesday 
in  August  annually.  Within  and  for  the  County  of  Fairfield  at  Fairfield 
on  the  third  Tuesday  in  August,  and  at  Danbury,  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  February  annually.  Within  and  for  the  County  of  Litchfield,  at 
Litchfield  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  February,  and  the  fourth  Tuesday 
in  August  annually.  Within  and  for  the  County  of  Hartford,  at  Hart- 
ford on  the  fourth  Tuesday  in  February,  and  the  first  Tuesday  in  Sep- 
tember annually.  Within  and  for  the  County  of  Tolland,  at  Tolland, 
on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  annually;  Within  and  for  the  County 
of  Windham,  at  Windham,  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  March,  and  the 
third  Tuesday  in  September  annually.  Within  and  for  the  County  of 
New  London,  at  Norwich,  on  the  Tuesday  next  after  the  fourth  Tuesday 
in  March,  And  at  New  London  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  in  September 
annually.  And  that  the  Time  for  holding  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
at  Litchfield  in  and  for  the  County  of  Litchfield,  instead  of  the  fourth 
Tuesday  in  September,  shall  be  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  September 
annually.  And  that  the  Time  for  holding  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
at  New  Haven  in  and  for  the  County  of  New  Plaven,  instead  of  the 
second  Tuesday  in  November,  shall  be  the  fourth  Tuesday  in  November 
annually.  And  that  the  Time  for  holding  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
at  Tolland  in  and  for  the  County  of  Tolland  instead  of  the  first  Tuesday 
in  March  shall  be  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  February  annually. 

An  Act  for  the  encouragement  of  the  Woollen  Manafacture  within  this 
State. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  all  Build- 
ings that  shall  be  appropriated  to,  and  employed  in  the  Manufacture  of 
Woollen  Cloth  by  the  Company  of  Atwater  and  Lyon  lately  formed  in 
the  City  of  New  Haven ; by  Stephen  Brownson,  of  Farmington  in  the 
County  of  Hartford;  and  by  Lemuel  Grosvenor  of  Pomfret,  William 
Cundal  of  Killingley,  and  Company  established  at  s'*  Killingley  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  on  such  Manufactory  by  either  of  the  Persons  or 
Companies  aforesaid  within  this  State ; shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
exempted  from  any  Tax  or  Assessment  for  the  Term  of  five  Years  from 
and  after  the  first  Day  of  February  next  And  that  the  Polls  of  every 
Person  whatsoever,  who  shall  constantly  Labour  in  either  of  the  Manu- 
factories aforesaid  shall  be  exempted  from  the  List  of  Polls  & Rateable 
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Estate  for  the  Term  of  two  Years  next  after  the  said  first  Day  of  Feb- 
ruary aforesaid 

An  Act  in  alteration  of  the  Law  of  this  State,  entitled.  An  Act  for  regu- 
lating and  Ordering  the  Public  Treasure,  and  Treasurers. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  from  and 
after  the  first  Day  of  March  next,  all  demands  against  this  State  not 
first  Liquidated  and  allowed  by  the  General  Assembly  or  by  the  Gov- 
ernor and  Council  or  House  of  Representatives  or  Supreme  Court  of 
Errors,  or  by  the  Superior  Court,  or  by  a Court  of  Common  Pleas,  by 
virtue  of  some  express  Law,  shall  be  Liquidated  and  settled  by  the 
Comptroller;  who  shall  give  Orders  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  Ballances 
by  him  found,  and  allowed  before  the  Treasurer  shall  pay  the  same,  any 
Thing  in  said  Act  notwithstanding. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  entitled  An  Act  concerning  Town  Clerks 
Office  and  Duty. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  AuthoHty  of  the  same.  That  no  Lease 
hereafter  made  of  any  Houses  or  Lands  within  this  State  for  Life  or 
any  Term  of  Time  exceeding  One  Year,  shall  from  and  after  the  first 
Day  of  September  next  be  accounted  good  and  effectual  in  Law  to  hold 
such  Houses  or  Lands  against  any  other  Person  or  Persons  whatsoever 
but  the  Lessor  or  Lessors  and  their  Heirs  only ; unless  such  Lease  be  in 
Writing,  and  subscribed  by  the  Lessor  and  attested  by  two  subscribing 
Witnesses,  and  acknoledged  before  an  Assistant  or  Justice  of  the  Peace, 
and  be  recorded  at  length  in  the  Records  of  the  Town  where  such  Houses 
and  Lands  are. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  that  no  Leases  of  Houses  and  Lands 
already  made  for  Term  of  Life  of  any  Term  of  Time  exceeding  one 
Year  from  the  Time  of  rising  of  this  Assembly  shall  be  good  and 
effectual  in  Law  against  any  other  Person  or  Persons  but  the  Lessor  or 
Lessors  and  and  their  Heirs,  unless  the  same  be  recorded  in  the  Records 
of  the  Town  where  such  Estate  lies,  on  or  before  said  first  Day  of  Sep- 
tember next. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  the  Law  of  this  State  for  the  settlement  of  Testate 
and  intestate  Estates. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  when  the  Debts 
and  Charges  allowed  by  any  Court  of  Probate  in  the  settlement  of  any 
intestate  Estate  or  of  a Testate  Estate  where  sufficient  provision  is  not 
made  by  the  Will  of  the  Testator,  cannot  be  fully  paid  out  of  the  Personal 
Estate  without  Prejudice  to  the  Widow  or  Heirs,  by  depriving  them  of 
their  necessary  Stock  and  Implements  for  Farming  or  other  Business  for 
upholding  of  Life  the  Judge  of  such  Court  of  Probate  shall  have  Power 
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and  Authority  to  order  Payment  of  such  part  of  the  Debts  and  Charj^es 
as  he  shall  Judge  reasonable,  by  disposing  of  the  Lands  or  real  Estate 
for  that  purpose  in  such  way  and  manner  as  he  shall  Judge  to  be  most 
equitable  and  beneficial  for  the  Widow  and  Heirs  or  Devisers  of  such 
Estate,  any  Law  or  Usage  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

And  he  it  further  Enacted  that  whenever  the  Court  of  Probate  shall 
find  it  will  best  accomodate  the  Heirs  of  any  Estate  to  distribute  part  of 
the  Personal  Estate  to  the  Male  Pleirs,  and  part  of  the  real  Estate  to  the 
Female  Heirs,  and  no  provision  to  the  contrary  is  made  by  Will  such 
Court  of  Probate  shall  Order  such  distribution  accordingly. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act,  for  constituting  and  regulating  Courts  and 
appointing  the  Times  and  Places  for  holding  the  same. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same  That  the  Town 
of  Montville  shall  be  and  belong  to  the  District  of  the  Court  of  Probate 
for  the  District  of  New  London  And  that  the  Town  of  Brookfield  shall 
be  included  in  the  District  of  Danbury. 

Provided  nevertheless  that  all  Matters  that  are  already  begun  in  any 
other  Court  of  Probate,  shall  remain  and  be  finished  in  the  same. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  a Law  of  this  State  Entitled  an  Act  regulating  the 
Election  of  the  Governor  Lieutenant  Governor  Assistants  &c. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  the  Meet- 
ing of  the  Freemen  in  the  several  Towns  in  the  County  of  Litchfield  for 
the  purposes  mentioned  in  said  Act,  shall  be  on  the  second  Tuesday  of 
September  annually. 

An  Act  repealing  the  Laws  made  for  Levying  and  Collecting  a Duty  on 
Articles  imported  into  this  State.* 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  that  all  said 
Laws  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  levying  and  Collecting  a Duty  on 
Articles  imported  into  this  State  by  Land  or  Waters,  shall  from  and 
after  the  first  Day  of  February  next,  as  relative  to  Articles  thereafter 
imported  Cease  and  determine ; And  the  Secretary  of  the  State  is  directed 
to  cause  this  Resolution  to  be  published. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  for  incorporating  a part  of 
the  Town  of  Hartfordf 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  & Representatives  in  General 
Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same.  That  full  Powers 
and  Authorities  be  and  hereby  are  granted  unto  the  Court  of  Common

Council,  for  the  City  of  Hartford,  or  the  Major  part  of  them,  to  make 
Bv  Laws,  relative  to  the  Mode  of  Taxation  as  to  Taxes  levied  by  said 
City, 

Provided  that  such  By  Laws  made  by  said  Court  of  Common  Coun- 
cil shall  be  approved  by  said  City  in  legal  Meeting  Assembled,  and 
after  being  so  approved,  shall  be  published  at  least  three  Weeks  succes- 
sively in  some  Public  News  Paper  in  or  near  said  City.  And  all  such 
By  Laws  of  said  City  made  as  aforesaid,  shall  at  any  Time  within  six 
Months  after  they  are  made  be  liable  to  be  repealed  by  any  Superior 
Court  holden  in  the  County  of  Hartford,  if  by  such  Superior  Court  on  a 
hearing  Judged  to  be  unreasonable  or  unjust. 


An  Act  in  addition  to,  and  alteration  of  an  Act,  providing  and  regulating 
of  Jurors  in  Civil  Actions. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Governor  Council  and  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  the  Towns 
hereafter  named  shall  annually  Choose  the  number  of  Jurymen  to  the 
name  of  each  Town  annexed,  viz  Stratford  twelve,  Huntington  seven. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  all  the  Taxes  which  have  been  granted 
for  the  redemption  of  the  Notes  Issued  for  the  payment  of  Officers  and 
Soldiers  in  the  Connecticut  Line  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States  which 
were  made  payable  subsequent  to  the  Year  1784,  be  suspended  untill 
the  Meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  in  May  1790,  and  the  Treasurer 
is  directed  to  suspend  the  Issuing  of  his  Warrants  for  that  period 
accordingly.

And  in  Order  to  facilitate  the  Collection  of  isaid  Tax  the  Owners  of  any 
of  said  Securities,  shall  have  Liberty  to  deposit  them  or  any  of  them 
at  the  Comptrollers  Office,  and  thereupon  the  Comptroller  is  hereby 
Authorized  and  directed  to  make  out  to  such  Owners  such  number  of 
Certificates  as  he  shall  Choose  to  the  amount  of  such  security  so  deposited 
or  any  proportion  thereof. 

Provided  that  no  Certificate  shall  be  Issued  for  a less  Sum  than 
twenty  shillings,  which  Certificates  shall  be  of  the  Tenor  following  (to 

wit)  Comptrollers  Office AD178.  . . The  State  of  Connecticut 

doth  Owe  unto the  Sum  of it  being  in  part  of  the 

principal  of  a security  due  from  said  State  lodged  in  this  Office 

A.  B.  Comptroller,  Which  Certificates  shall  be  received  in  payment  of 
said  Tax,  and  the  Comptroller  is  hereby  directed  to  draw  an  Order  on 
the  Treasurer  in  favour  of  such  Owner  for  the  remaining  Ballance  of 
such  security  (if  any  be)  therein  describing  the  Security  so  deposited. 
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who  is  hereby  Authorized  and  directed  to  Issue  a new  Note  of  like  Tenor 
and  on  Interest  for  said  Ballance  bearing  Date  in  every  such  Case  on 
the  first  Day  of  February  AD  1790. 

Provided  ahvays  that  whenever  any  of  the  said  principal  Securities, 
shall  be  received  in  payment  of  said  Tax,  the  Interest  on  said  Securities 
shall  be  computed  up  to  the  Day  on  which  said  Tax  is  payable  and  no 
longer. 

And  Whereas  it  appears  to  this  Assembly  that  the  Annual  Tax  of 
six  pence  on  the  Pound  appropriated  to  the  Payment  of  the  Interest  of 
the  State  Debt  including  the  Import  and  Excise  surmount  the  total  Sum 
of  said  Interest,  by  means  whereof  during  the  operation  of  said  Tax 
large  Arrearages  have  arisen  for  the  payment  whereof  the  Certificates 
receivable  on  said  Tax  are  inadequate,  therefore 

Resolved  that,  two  pence  of  the  said  Tax  of  six  pence  on  the  Pound 
payable  on  the  first  Day  of  February  AD  1790  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
abated,  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to  Issue  his  Warrants  for 
the  Collection  of  four  pence  only  of  the  said  Tax  accordingly. 

Whereas  it  appears  to  this  Assembly,  that  there  is  a prospect  of  a 
Treaty,  sometime  in  the  present  Winter  or  the  next  Spring  between 
some  of  the  States,  and  sundry  Tribes  of  Indians,  who  Occupy  the  Ter- 
ritory reserved  by  this  State  in  their  Cession  to  the  United  States,  and 
it  being  expedient  for  this  State  to  maintain  their  Claim  to  the  said  Ter- 
ritory, and  to  take  proper  measures  to  extinguish  the  Indian  Title  thereto, 
therefore. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Honorable  Oliver  Wolcott,  Sam- 
uel H Parsons  & James  Davenport  Esq^®,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
appointed  Commissioners  on  the  part  of  this  State  to  attend  the  Treaty 
aforesaid,  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  take  Measures  to  obtain 
Information  as  relative  to  the  Commencement  of  the  expected  Treaty, 
and  when  ascertained  of  that  particular,  to  proceed  with  the  advice  of 
his  Excellency  the  Governor  to  Join  said  Treaty,  And  in  Order  to  effect- 
uate the  object  proposed,  the  Comptroller  is  hereby  directed  on  applica- 
tion of  any  two  of  said  Commissioners,  with  Evidence  of  the  Advice  and 
Consent  of  the  Governor,  to  draw  an  Order  on  the  Treasurer  in  favour 
of  said  Commissioners  for  the  Sum  of  three  hundred  pounds  in  specie 
And  the  said  Commissioners  are  hereby  Authorized  to  invest  the  said 
Sum  or  so  much  thereof  as  they  shall  Judge  proper  in  such  Goods  as 
are  suitable  for  the  Indians,  and  the  same  to  transport  to  the  place  where 
said  Treaty  shall  be  held,  and  they  are  hereby  Authorized  and  Impowered 
to  Improve  said  Money  and  Goods  in  the  most  advantageous  Manner 
in  their  Power  to  purchase  of  the  Indians  Occupying  said  Territory  their 
said  Title  to  said  Lands  or  any  part  thereof.  And  the  said  Commissioners 
are  directed  to  Report  the  progress  of  their  negotiations  to  the  General 
Assembly  or  in  their  recess  to  the  Governor  and  Council  and  to  pursue 
such  further  Orders  from  the  General  Assembly  or  from  the  Governor 
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and  Council  as  they  may  from  Time  to  Time  receive,  and  the  Governor  is 
hereby  desired  to  Commissionate  the  said  Commissioners  according-ly 
And  in  Case  either  of  said  Commissioners  shall  decline  accepting  said 
Trust  or  shall  be  removed  by  Death  or  otherwise  the  Governor  is  also 
Authorized  to  appoint  and  Commissionate  some  other  Person  or  Persons 
to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies  in  the  recess  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Whereas  it  appears  to  this  Assembly  from  the  Representation  of 
the  Comptroller  and  Auditors  of  the  Public  Accounts  with  the  Treasurer 
that  there  are  several  Difficulties  and  Embarrasments  that  obstruct  the 
Progress  of  a Just  and  equitable  settlement  of  the  said  Accounts  aris- 
ing from  Omissions  in  sundry  former  Settlements,  in  not  Charging 
the  Interest  of  Taxes  received  at  the  Treasury  to  the  Treasurers  Account, 
as  also  from  the  mode  adopted  by  the  Treasurer  in  keeping  the  Accounts, 
by  which  it  is  rendered  difficult  to  discriminate  between  the  Specie  and 
the  various  kinds  of  Paper  Securities  of  different  values,  that  have  been 
received  and  Credited  to  the  Account  of  the  State,  And  that  the  Powers 
of  the  said  Comptroller  and  Auditors  are  not  commensurate  to  these 
Objects. 

Resolved  that  the  said  Comptroller  and  Auditors  be  and  they  are 
hereby  Authorized  and  Impowered  to  Ascertain  and  bring  forward  in 
the  present  Settlement  all  Just  Credits  that  may  have  been  Omitted  in 
former  Settlements,  and  to  adjust  them  upon  such  principles  and  on 
such  a Scale,  as  to  them  on  a full  investigation  of  the  Subject  shall  appear 
equitable  and  Just  and  also  by  the  best  Lights  that  the  nature  of  the 
Case  will  afford  to  discriminate  the  various  Articles  of  Credit  whether 
in  Specie  or  Paper  of  different  kinds  and  Values,  to  ascertain  their  values, 
and  to  do  whatever  else  may  be  necessary  and  conducive  to  a Just 
.equitable  and  compleat  Settlement  of  the  Treasurers  Account  with  this 
State.

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Comptroller  of  Accounts  allow 
to  the  said  Petibone  upon  the  settlement  of  his  Accounts  with  this  State 
the  Sum  of  £30  8 4 LMoney  being  the  Amount  of  said  four  Days  Pay 
and  Rations. 

upon  the  Petition  of  Eli  Leavenworth,  shewing  that  by  sundry  mis- 
fortunes he  is  unable  to  pay  his  Debts  and  has  no  property  of  any  con- 
siderable value  & Praying  to  be  discharged  from  his  Debts  as  by  Peti- 
tion on  File  Dated  Decemb^  16^^  1788.

Sale  of  Silk,  as  they  may  Judge  necessary  not  repugnant  to  the  Laws 
of  this  State  And  provided  that  no  fine  or  Amercement  be  laid  for  any 
One  Offence,  exceeding  the  Sum  of  twenty  shillings,  and  that  they  shall 
have  Liberty  by  a Vote  of  two  thirds  of  said  Company  in  regular  Meet- 
ing Assembled  to  admit  any  new  Member  into  the  same,  who  shall 
thenceforward  be  considered  as  one  of  said  Company. 

And  for  the  better  ordering  said  Company s Affairs,  and  that  the 
same  may  be  beneficial  to  themselves  and  of  public  Utility,  Be  it  further 
Resolved  by  this  Assembly  That  the  said  Company  shall  meet  in  said 
Mansfield  on  the  first  Monday  in  April  next  at  ten  oClock  in  the  Morn- 
ing at  such  Place  as  shall  be  appointed  by  Constant  Southworth  Esq^ 
who  shall  preside  in  said  Meeting,  and  who  is  hereby  Impowered  and 
directed  to  warn  said  Meeting  by  posting  up  Notifications  in  Writing- 
subscribed  with  his  Name  and  Office  as  Moderator  on  the  Sign  Post  in 
each  Society  in  said  Town  at  least  ten  Days  before  said  first  Monday 
in  April  And  when  said  Company  is  so  met  they  shall  then  Choose  a 
Clerk  for  said  Company,  who  shall  be  sworn  to  make  true  Entries  of  all 
Legal  Votes  and  proceedings  of  said  Company,  and  shall  also  proceed 
to  Choose  a Director  two  or  more  Inspectors  of  Silk  & a Treasurer  for 
the  Year  ensuing,  which  Director  shall  preside  in  and  be  Moderator  of 
all  the  Meetings  of  said  Company  the  Year  ensuing  and  Warn  the  same 
in  manner  as  shall  be  agreed  to  by  Major  Vote  of  said  Company  regu- 
larly Assembled,  And  Meetings  shall  be  annually  holden  on  the  first 
Monday  in  April,  for  the  Choice  of  a Director,  and  Inspectors,  for  the 
Year  then  next  ensuing  but  the  Clerk  being  once  Chosen  and  Sworn 
shall  hold  his  Office  until!  superceeded  by  a Vote  of  a Majority  of  said 
Company  in  legal  Meeting  assembled. 

Provided  nevertheless  the  said  Company  may  by  their  Major  Vote 
ag'ree  on  any  other  Day  or  Place  for  their  annual  Meetings  and  the 
Director  shall  preside  until  and  in  the  next  annual  Meeting  to  that  in 
wffiich  he  is  Chosen,  and  no  Longer  unless  he  shall  be  again  Chosen  to 
that  Office,  And  it  shall  be  the  Duty  of  the  Director  for  the  Time  being 
to  give  such  information  to  said  Company  from  Time  to  Time  as  he 
shall  Judge  beneficial  and  for  the  good  of  the  Public  in  General  as  rela- 
tive to  said  Manufacture,  and  the  Inspectors  and  Treasurer  shall  be 
sworn  to  the  faithfull  discharge  of  their  Trust,  and  duely  attend  and 
execute  the  Orders  and  regulations  of  said  Company  and  said  Director 
and  Inspectors  are  hereby  vested  with  full  Power  and  Authority  to  make 
Contracts  raise  a fund  by  Subscription  for  Premiums  and  transact  any 
Business  not  inconsistent  with  the  Laws  of  this  State  and  the  public 
good,  for  promoting  the  Culture  and  manufacture  of  Silk,  which  Con- 
tract and  Doings  shall  bind  said  Company  so  far  as  they  shall  be  made 
and  done  in  pursuance  of  Authority  derived  from  them,  And  no  fines  or 
forfeitures  shall  be  Collected  but  for  the  Breach  of  such  bye  Laws  as 
shall  be  made  by  tw'o  thirds  of  said  Company  in  legal  Meeting  Assembled. 
And  all  the  Bye  Law^s  made  by  said  Company  as  aforesaid  shall  be  in 
force,  unless  re])ealed  lyv  this  Assembly.  And  may  be  inforced  by  War- 
rant Signed  by  the  Director  and  two  Inspectors  of  said  Company  under 
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their  Hands  and  Test  of  Office  directed  to  the  Clerk  of  said  Company 
who  is  hereby  Authorized  to  execute  the  same  according  to  Law,  which 
Warrant  shall  be  directed  and  Levied  on  the  Goods  and  Chattels  only 
of  the  ofifender  or  Offenders. 

And  be  it  further  Resolved  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  that  the  said

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Eliphalet  Easton  of  Woodbury  Shewing  to 
this  Assembly  that  in  the  Year  1777  he  enlisted  into  the  Continental 
Service  in  Capt  Stoddards  Company  and  CoP  Chandlers  Regiment,  for 
three  Years,  that  in  Novemb’’  1777,  he  was  taken  Sick,  that  by  misfor- 
tune he  was  so  situated  that  he  was  obliged  to  defray  the  Expences  of 
his  Sickness  out  of  his  own  Pocket,  amounting  to  twenty  Pounds  in 
Phisicians  Bills  attendance  &c.  And  that  since  that  Time  by  various 
Misfortunes  he  has  been  reduced  to  indigence  and  extreme  Poverty, 
which  has  Occasioned  a failure  on  his  part  of  application  to  be  set  on 
the  Pension  List  &c  Praying  for  releif  in  the  Premisses,  as  per  Petition 
on  File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  there  be  granted  and  hereby  is 
Granted  to  the  Memorialist  the  Sum  of  thirty  pounds  lawfull  Money 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  Treasury  of  this  State,  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby 
Ordered  to  pay  the  same  to  the  Select  Men  of  the  said  Town  of  Wood- 
bury, out  of  the  Moneys  appropriated  for  the  support  of  the  Civil  List, 
taking  their  Receipt  for  the  same,  which  said  Select  Men  shall  apply  to 
the  Use  and  benefit  of  the  Memorialist  and  his  Family  for  their  Support, 
according  to  the  discretion  of  said  Select  Men. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Parish  of  Ripton  in  the 
Town  of  Stratford  in  Fairfield  County,  Praying  to  be  incorporated  into 
a distinct  Town  &c,  on  which  a Committee  has  been  appointed,f  who 
have  made  their  Report,  that  the  Societies  of  Ripton  and  new  Stratford 
and  a small  part  of  the  Society  of  North  Stratford  ought  to  be  formed 
into  one  entire  Town,  as  appears  by  said  Memorial  and  Report  of  Com- 
mittee on  File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  description  of  that  part  of  the 
Town  of  Stratford  which  follows  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  incor- 
porated into  a Town,  viz  beginning  at  the  South  East  Corner  of  said 
Society  of  Ripton  at  a Place  called  Woosters  Cove,  thence  Westwardly 
along  the  Old  established  South  Line  of  said  Society  to  the  South  West 

* This  resolution  constitutes  the  first  formal  incorporation  of  a manufacturing  company  in 
the  United  States.  Because  of  the  preeminent  place  which  this  company  holds  in  our  industrial 
histor>%  it  is  particularly  disappointing  that  the  enterprise  did  not  meet  with  real  success.  Con- 
stant Southworth,  its  leading  spirit,  wrote  to  Alexander  Hamilton  in  1791,  that  the  project  had 
not  amounted  to  much,  primarily  because  of  the  lack  of  skilled  workers.  Joseph  S.  Davis, 
Essays  in  the  Earlier  History  of  American  Corporations  (Cambridge,  1919),  II,  266-67.

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Corner  thereof,  thence  due  West  to  the  West  Side  of  the  Great  Road 
that  Leads  from  Booths  Hill  so  called  to  the  old  Society  in  said  Stratford 
thence  Northwardly  on  a Streight  Line  to  a Place  known  by  the  Name  of 
Wells  Old  House  in  the  South  Line  of  New  Stratford  Society,  thence 
Westwardly  along  said  Society  Line  to  the  South  West  Corner  thereof,

And  said  Town  of  Huntington 
shall  pay  its  proportion  of  all  Charges  Expences  and  Debts  already 
incurred  by  and  now  due  from  the  Town  of  Stratford  and  take  its  propor- 
tion of  the  Present  Poor  of  said  Town,  and  shall  receive  its  proportion  of 
all  the  Property  and  Stock  of  said  Town  of  Stratford,  the  Proportion  in  ali 
the  Cases  aforesaid  to  be  determined  according  to  the  List  of  said  Towns 
of  Stratford  and  Huntington  for  the  Year  1788.  And  Gideon  Buckingham 
Esq^  Capt  Daniel  Holbrook  & M*'  William  Heron  are  hereby  appointed 
a Committee  to  Ascertain  the  Proportions  in  all  Cases  aforesaid  in  Case 
the  Select  Men  of  said  Towns  cannot  agree  upon  such  Proportions  by 
the  10^^  Day  of  June  next  And  in  such  Case  the  Major  Part  of  the 
Select  Men  of  either  of  said  Towns  may  after  the  10^^  Day  of  June  call

Meeting  of  said  Town  of  Huntington  shall  be  holden  at  the  Meeting 
House  in  said  Ripton,  And  the  first  Town  Meeting  in  said  Town  of 
Huntington  shall  be  holden  on  the  second  Monday  of  February  next 
at  the  Meeting  House  in  said  Ripton  Society,  And  Daniel  Bennet  Esq^ 
shall  be  Moderator  of  said  first  Town  Meeting,  and  said  Town  shall  have

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Morety  of  the  Goods  Libelled  & 
Condemned  as  aforesaid,  or  the  Avails  thereof  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  Granted  to  the  said  Granniss  and  the  Treasurer  of  this  State 
is  hereby  directed  to  repay  the  same  to  said  Enos  Granniss  accordingly. 
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Upon  the  Petition  of  Margaret  Charles  of  Derby  Representing  that 
on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April  1777,  Judgment  of  Confiscation  was  ren- 
dered against  the  real  Estate  of  her  Husband  William  Charles,  except 
about  twelve  Acres  of  Land  with  a small  Dwelling  House  lying  at  a 
Place  called  the  Bare  Hills  which  was  set  out  to  her  as  Dower  &c  Pray- 
ing that  the  said  Peice  of  Land  & so  set  out  as  aforesaid  may  be  con- 
firmed to  her  in  Fee  &c. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  fee  of  said  Land  so  set  out  as 
Dower  aforesaid  to  the  said  Petitioner  be  and  that  the  same  is  hereby 
confirmed  to  the  Petitioner  in  fee,  Provided  the  said  Land  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  put  under  the  Care  of  the  Select  Men  of  the  Town  of 
Derby,  and  not  to  be  disposed  of  without  their  Consent. 

Upon  the  Memorial  of  Ambrose  Kirtland  of  Saybrook  in  the  County 
of  Middlesex,  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  he  is  seized  in  fee  of  a 
Lott  of  Land  situate  in  said  Saybrook  about  twenty  five  Rods  South  of 
the  Fort  so  called  adjoining  the  River  on  the  East,  and  that  he  long 
enjoyed  the  Privelege  of  drawing  a Sein  for  Catching  Fish,  in  the 
Season  of  Fishing  at  said  Place,  untill  by  an  Act  of  this  Assembly  of 
this  State  passed  in  a late  Session,  Entitled  An  Act,  for  encouraging 
and  regulating  Fisheries,*  all  Persons  are  prohibited  from  setting  or 
drawing  any  Sein  for  the  Purpose  of  Catching  Fish  between  the  15^^ 
Day  of  March  & the  15^^  Day  of  June  in  any  Year,  South  of  an  East 
and  West  Line  from  Saybrook  Fort  so  called,  and  he  by  said  Act  is 
totally  prevented  from  using  his  said  Privelege  of  Fishing  at  his  Fishing 
Place  aforesaid,  and  that  by  his  Using  his  Fishing  Place  for  the  purpose 
of  Fishing  as  he  used  none  of  the  Mischiefs  will  accrue  to  the  Com- 
munity or  Individuals,  which  said  Statute  was  made  for  to  prevent  Pray- 
ing Releif  &c  as  per  Memorial. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  said  Memorialist  have  Liberty  and 
Licence  and  Liberty  and  Licence  is  hereby  granted  to  him  and  his  Heirs 
& Assigns  to  Use  Ocupy  and  improve  the  said  Fishing  Place  for  the  pur- 
pose of  setting  a Net  or  Sein,  and  for  drawing  a Sein,  for  the  purpose  of 
Catching  Fish  in  the  Season  of  Fishing  at  the  Times,  and  under  the  same 
restrictions  & regulations  tliat  are  in  said  Act  provided  respecting  the 
Fishing  Places  at  Lyndes  Cove  and  Griswolds  Cove  any  Thing  in  said 
Act  notwithstanding,  during  the  Pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Ralph  Isaacs,  of  Branford, f Shewing  to  this 
Assembly  that  he  is  Indebted  to  the  amount  of  One  thousand  or  twelve 
Hundred  Pounds,  That  all  his  real  and  personal  Property  is  Attached, 
that  he  has  many  Debts  due  to  him  and  that  it  is  necessary  for  himself, 
and  for  the  Interest  of  his  Creditors  that  he  should  have  an  Opportunity 
to  Collect  in  and  secure  said  Debts  due  to  him  and  praying  tha.t  his  Body 
may  be  protected  from  Arrests  and  Executions  as  per  Petition  on  File.

Order  on  the  Treasurer  for  State  Bills  which  cannot  be  obtained  Pray- 
ing for  relei f as  by  Petition  on  File. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the  Treasurer  receive  the  said  Order 
of  £23  5 9 dated  May  25*^  1781,  and  Issue  his  Note  from  the  Date 
thereof,  for  the  said  Sum  or  £23  5 9 payable  to  the  Petitioner  on  the 
first  Day  of  February  in  the  Year  1790,  with  the  Interest  annually  untill 
paid.

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  that  the  Memorialist  have  Liberty  and 
Liberty  is  hereby  Given  to  him  to  pay  into  the  Treasury  the  Ballance 
due  on  said  Execution  in  Soldiers  Notes  and  Certificates  in  said  Notes 
described  by  him  in  his  Memorial  Provided  the  same  do  not  exceed  the 
Sum  of  £284  without  having  drawn  the  Interest  thereon,  that  is  to  say 
in  Soldiers  Notes  nominally  payable  June  1785  and  Interest  due  on  the 
same  for  two  Years  preceeding  June  1788. 

Whereas  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  holden  at 
New  Haven  the  second  Thursday  of  October  ADom  1787.*  Upon  the 
Memorial  of  John  Brooks  Esq^  then  of  Stratford  now  Deceased,  Shew- 
ing to  said  Assembly  that  in  an  early  Period  of  the  late  War  he  received 
of  the  Treasurer  the  Sum  of  £70  6 8 in  Bills  of  this  State  emitted  before

denomination  than  six  shillings  no  Provision  was  made  by  Law  for  their 
redemption  and  had  remained  in  his  Possession  untill  that  Time,  that  he 
was  indebted  to  the  State  in  sundry  Bonds  given  to  Jonathan  Fitch  Esq*" 
as  Naval  Officer  viz  One  dated  24^^  September  1784,  for  £31  10  0 pay- 
able in  hard  Money,  One  dated  May  13^^  1785  Payable  Lvo  thirds  in 
Imlays  Certificates  for  the  Sum  of  £87  15  0 and  one  Dated  Septemb*^  2^ 
1785  for  £19  2 6 payable  two  thirds  in  Imlays  Certificates  all  on  Inter- 
est for  Duties  on  Rum  Imported  by  said  Brooks  Praying  that  the  Interest 
on  said  Bonds  may  Cease  and  be  abated  from  their  respective  Dates  untill 
Provision  is  in  Equity  made  for  redemption  of  said  Bills;  which  said 
Assembly  then 

Resolved  that  the  Interesit  arisen  on  said  Bonds  from  their  several 
Dates  to  the  rising  of  said  Assembly  was  Abated,  and  in  Order  that  equal 
Justice  might  be  extended  to  the  Memorialist  as  has  been  to  all  possessed

to  said  Thomas  Mumford  all  the  Notes  Books  and  property  of  every 
kind  and  nature  in  his  the  Memorialists  Hands  or  under  his  Control 
belonging  to  said  Company  of  Thomas  Mumford  Giles  Mumford  & 
Daniel  Rodman  as  Joint  Merchants  as  aforesaid,  he  the  said  Rodman 
may  be  wholly  exonerated  and  discharged  from  all  Debts  and  demands 
against  said  Joint  Partnership,  and  that  the  Memorialist  upon  his  deiliver- 
ing  up  upon  Oath  all  his  Private  Property  of  every  kind  and  description 
to  Commissioners  for  the  Sole  Use  and  benefit  of  all  his  Creditors,  he 
may  be  exonerated  and  discharged  from  all  Debts  due  from  him  as  per 
Memorial  on  File,  And  Shewing  to  this  Assembly  that  the  said  Thomas 
Mumford  & Giles  Mumford  and  also  a large  Majority  of  the  Creditors 
of  the  Memorialist  are  desirous  that  the  Prayer  of  the  said  Memorialist 
should  be  Granted.  And  the  Memorialist  having  given  Notice  in  one 
of  the  Public  News  Papers  Printed  in  this  State  to  all  hiis  Creditors  to 
appear  and  make  objection  if  they  or  either  of  them  have  any  against 
Granting  the  Prayer  of  said  Memorial,  That  all  the  largest  Creditors  of

Memorialists  delivering  up  under  Oath  to  the  Commissioners  herein 
after  named  all  his  own  private  Estate  real  and  personal  to  and  for  the 
Use  of  all  his  Creditors  in  proportion  to  their  respective  demands,  except- 
ing only  such  necessary  Houshold  Furniture  as  in  the  Opinion  of  the 
Commissioners  he  ought  to  retain,  he  the  Memorialist  be  forever  exon- 
erated and  discharged  from  all  Debts  now  due  from  him.

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PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE 
CONSTITUTIONAL  RATIFYING  CONVENTION 

Hartford,  January  3 to  January  9,  1788 

[EDITOR’S  NOTE — No  official  records  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Con- 
vention are  known  to  exist.  Some  of  the  Connecticut  newspapers, 
however,  printed  an  account  of  some  of  the  sessions,  with  extensive 
reports  of  a number  of  the  principal  speeches.  These  speeches  were 
apparently  taken  down  by  an  auditor  at  the  time  they  were  delivered 
and  printed  in  as  nearly  verbatim  form  as  possible.  Oliver  Ellsworth 
wrote  the  printers  of  the  Connecticut  Courant  that  there  were  some  errors 
in  the  report  of  his  first  speech,  -but  though  he  was  urged  to  revise  and 
reprint  it,  he  apparently  did  not  do  so.  Within  a year  or  so,  a few  of  the 
printed  s.peeches  were  reproduced  in  Cary’s  American  Museum.  Later, 
in  the  second  edition  of  his  Debates  in  the  Several  State  Conventions,  on 
the  Adoption  of  the  Federal  Constitution  (Washington,  1836),  Jonathan 
Elliot  reprinted  parts  o.f  die  account  which,  as  he  put  it,  he  had  “collected 
from  contemporary  publications — since  the  First  Edition  of  this  work.” 
Elliot’s  account  was  less  complete  than  that  in  the  Connecticut  papers 
of  1788. 

The  present  editor  has  collated  the  reports  from  these  various  sources 
and  reproduces  here  as  complete  an  account  as  now  seems  possible  of  the 
proceedings  and  speeches  at  the  Connecticut  Convention  for  ratifying  the 
Federal  Constitution.  Most  of  the  text  is  drawn  in  the  first  instance 
from  the  pages  of  the  Connecticut  Courant  of  January  7 and  14,  1788. 
The  same  material,  with  only  minor  diflferences,  appears  in  the  Connecti- 
cut Journal  of  January  9 and  16,  and  the  New  Haven  Gazette  and  Con- 
necticut Magazine  for  January  10,  17,  and  24.  With  some  noteworthy 
additions,  included  below  in  their  proper  places,  the  same  material  also 
appears  in  Collier’s  {Litchfield)  Weekly  Monitor  for  January  14  and  21. 
Where  typographical  errors  or  peculiarities  occur  in  the  Courant’s 
account,  these  have  been  corrected  from  one  or  more  of  the  others. 
Footnotes  are  inserted  to  show  where  among  the  contemporary  sources 
or  in  Elliot  the  text  of  each  passage  of  the  account  may  be  found. 

There  is  no  official  list  of  the  delegates  who  were  elected  to  and 
attended  the  Convention.  While  some  of  the  newspapers  printed,  during 
the  last  weeks  of  1787,  partial  lists  of  those  elected  by  the  towns,  and  the 
Connecticut  Courant,  the  Connecticut  Journal,  and  the  New  Haven 
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Gazette  and  Connecticut  Magazine  printed  lists  of  the  yea  and  nay  votes, 
only  Collier's  {Litchfield)  Weekly  Monitor,  among  the  papers  examined, 
gives  the  list  of  elected  delegates  in  full.  This  list  appears  in  the  issue 
of  January  14,  1788,  together  with  part  of  the  report  of  proceedings  at 
the  Convention.  The  names  are  arranged  by  counties  and  towns,  and 
following  each  name  is  an  indication  of  whether  that  delegate  voted  for  or 
against  ratification,  abstained  from  voting,  or  was  absent  from  the  Con- 
vention though  elected.  This  list  is  reproduced  below.  It  retains  here 
the  newspaper’s  symbols  “Y”  and  “N”  for  the  votes  but  translates  the 
Latin  “absuit”  and  “nil  dicit”  into  the  English  “absent”  and  “not  voting,” 
respectively.  In  the  few  cases  where  it  has  been  necessary,  a name  mis- 
spelled or  otherwise  incorrectly  rendered  in  the  Monitor  has  been  cor- 
rected from  the  signatures  on  the  certificate  of  ratification,  the  list  of 
Yeas  and  Nays  in  the  other  papers,  or  other  contemporary  sources. 
Military  or  other  personal  titles  have  been  added  from  the  list  of  Yeas 
and  Nays  when  given  there.  As  the  Litchfield  printer  subsequently 
admitted,  he  inadvertantly  put  the  counties  in  improper  order ; they  have 
here  been  placed  in  their  correct  historical  order  as  given  in  the  lists  of 
representatives  in  the  contemporary  records  of  the  Assembly  and  in 
agreement  with  the  order  of  names  in  the  list  of  Yeas  and  Nays  of  the 
Convention.  The  Monitor  places  the  towns  of  each  county  in  their  usual 
contemporary  order,  that  is,  first  the  county  town  or  towns,  then  the 
others  alphabetically  arranged.  It  may  be  added  that  the  list  of  delegates 
and  votes  in  G.  H.  Hollister,  History  of  Connecticut  (New  Haven, 
1855),  H,  611-614,  while  printed  without  any  indicated  source  or 
authority,  is  almost  certainly  taken  from  that  in  the  Litchfield  Monitor, 
for  Hollister  follows  that  newspaper’s  inadvertant  misarrangement  of  the 
counties.]

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State  of  Connecticut 
January  3d,  1788* 

The  Hon.  Convention  for  this  State  met  this  day  at  the  State-House 
in  the  City  of  Hartford;  and  appointed  his  Excellency  Matthew  Gris- 
wold, Esq.  late  Governor  of  this  State,  President,  and  Jedediah  Strong, 
Esq.  Secretary.  After  examining  the  certificates  of  the' members,  they 
adjourned  to  the  north  meeting-house,  which  had  been  previously  fitted 
up  with  stoves  for  the  purpose  of  accommodating  the  Convention. 

The  Assembly t being  thus  formed,  and  the  Roll  called  in  the  State 
House ; on  motion  of  Col.  Root,  seconded  by  Col.  Dyer,  &c — The  Dele- 
gates repaired  in  solemn  procession  to  the  north  meeting-house ; where, 
after  prayers  offered  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Strong,  by  order  of  the  President, 
the  proposed  Constitution  was  read  together  with  the  several  public 
resolves,  official  letters,  &c.  accompanying  the  same,  in  theiir  order  : where- 
upon the  Lieutenant  Governor  proposed,  that  in  order  to  obtain  and  facili- 
tate a fair,  free,  full  and  advantageous  discus, sion  of  the  important  subject, 
it  should  be  taken  up  in  cursory  manner,  by  single  articles,  sections, 
paragraphs,  or  detached  clauses  and  sentences,  as  occasion  might  require ; 
with  suitable  pauses  for  any  objections,  doubts  or  queries  to  be  freely 
offered  for  particular  explanations,  &c.  yet  so  as  to  preclude  no  general 
remarks  or  observations  which  any  gentleman  might  be  disposed  to  make 
on  either  side,  in  the  process  of  such  disquisition,  or  general  review,  at 
the  close  thereof.  And  being  seconded  by  Gen.  Parsons,  Dr.  Johnson, 
Judge  Law,  Mr.  Ellsworth,  Col.  Chester,  &c.  with  this  addition,  viz. 
“that  no  other  vote  be  taken  thereon  till  the  one  decisive,  general  ques- 
tion,” it  was  agreed  nein.  con.  and  voted  accordingly ; and  thereupon 
from  day  to  day. 


January  4. 

Mr.  Ellsworth  opened  the  Debates  of  the  day,  in  a Speech  the  sub- 
stance of  which  is  as  follows. J 

Mr.  President.  It  is  observable,  that  there  is  no  preface  to  the 
jmoposed  Constitution ; but  it  evidently  presupposes  two  things ; one  is 
the  necessity  of  a federal  government,  the  other  is  the  inefficiency  of  the 
old  articles  of  confederation.  A Union  is  necessary  for  the  purposes  of

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national  defence.  United,  we  are  strong;  divided  we  are  weak.  It  is 
easy  for  hostile  nations  to  sweep  off  a number  of  separate  states  one 
after  another.  Witness  the  states  in  the  neighbourhood  of  ancient  Rome. 
They  were  successively  subdued  by  that  ambitious  city;  which  they 
might  have  conquered  with  the  utmost  ease,  if  they  had  been  united. 
Witness  the  Canaanitish  nations,  whose  divided  situation  rendered  them 
an  easy  prey.  Witness  England,  which,  when  divided  into  a number  of 
separate  states,  was  twice  conquered  by  an  inferior  force.  Thus  it 
always  ha^ppens  to  small  states,  and  to  great  ones,  if  divided.  Or  if  to 
avoid  this,  they  connect  themselves  with  some  powerful  state,  their  situa- 
tion is  not  much  better.  This  shows  us  the  necessity  of  our  com- 
bining our  whole  force;  and,  as  to  national  purposes,  becoming  one  state. 

A union,  Sir^  is  likewise  necessary  considered  with  relation  to  econ- 
omy. Small  States  have  enemies  as  well  as  great  ones.  They  must 
provide  for  their  defence.  The  expense  of  it,  which  would  be  moderate 
for  a large  kingdom,  would  be  intolerable  to  a petty  State.  The  Dutch 
are  wealthy,  but  they  are  one  of  the  smallest  of  the  European  nations, 
and  their  taxes  are  higher  than  in  any  other  country  of  Europe.  Their 
taxes  amount  to  forty  shillings  per  head,  when  those  of  England  do  not 
exceed  half  that  sum. 

We  must  unite,  in  order  to  preserve  peace  among  ourselves.  If  we 
are  divided,  what  is  to  hinder  wars  from  breaking  out  among  the  states? 
States,  as  well  as  individuals,  are  subject  to  ambition,  to  avarice,  to 
those  jarring  passions  which  disturb  the  peace  of  society.  What  is  to 
check  these?  If  there  is  a parental  hand  over  the  whole,  this,  and 
nothing  else,  can  restrain  the  unruly  conduct  of  the  members. 

Union  is  necessary  to  preserve  commutative  justice  between  the 
states.  If  divided,  what  is  to  hinder  the  large  states  from  oppressing 
the  small?  What  is  to  defend  us  from  the  ambition  and  rapacity  of 
New-York,  when  she  has  spread  over  that  vast  territory,  which  she 
claims  and  holds?  Do  we  not  already  see  in  her  the  seeds  of  an  over- 
bearing ambition?  On  our  other  side  there  is  a large  and  powerful 
State.  Have  we  not  already  begun  to  be  tributaries?  If  we  do  not 
improve  the  present  critical  time,  if  we  do  not  unite,  shall  we  not  be  like 
Issachar  of  old,  a strong  ass  crouching  down  between  two  burdens? 
New-Je^sey  and  Delaware  have  seen  this,  and  have  adopted  the  con- 
stitution unanimously. 

A more  energetic  system  is  necessary.  The  present  is  merely  advis- 
ory. It  has  no  coercive  power.  Without  this,  government  is  ineffectual, 
or  rather  is  no  government  at  all.  But  it  is  said,  such  a power  is  not 
necessary.  States  will  not  do  wrong.  They  need  only  to  be  told  their 
duty,  and  they  will  do  it.  I ask,  Sir,  what  warrant  is  there  for  this 
assertion?  Do  not  States  do  wrong?  Whence  come  wars?  One  of  two 
hostile  nations  must  be  in  the  wrong.  But  it  is  said,  among  sister  States 
this  can  never  be  presumed.  But  do  we  not  know,  that  when  friends 
become  enemies,  their  enmity  is  the  most  virulent?  The  seventeen  prov- 
inces of  the  Netherlands  were  once  confederated ; they  fought  under  the 
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same  banner.  Antwerp,  hard  pressed  by  Philip,  applied  to  the  other 
states  for  relief.  Holland,  a rival  in  trade,  opposed,  and  prevented  the 
needed  succours.  Antwerp  was  made  a sacrifice.  I wish  I could  say, 
there  were  no  seeds  of  similar  injustice  springing  up  among  us.  Is  there 
not  in  one  of  our  states  injustice  too  barefaced  for  eastern  despotism? 
That  state  is  small ; it  does  little  hurt  to  any  but  itself.  But  it  has  a 
spirit,  which  would  make  a tophet  of  the  universe.  But  some  will  say, 
we  formerly  did  well,  without  any  union.  I answer,  our  situation  is 
materially  changed.  While  Great  Britain  held  her  authority,  she  awed 
us.  She  appointed  governors  and  councils  for  the  American  provinces. 
She  had  a negative  upon  our  laws.  But  now,  our  circumstances  are  so 
altered,  that  there  is  no  arguing  what  we  shall  be  from  what  we  have 
been. 

It  is  said,  that  other  confederacies  have  not  had  the  principle  of 
coercion.  Is  this  so?  Let  us  attend  to  those  confederacies  which  have 
resembled  our  own.  Sometime  before  Alexander,  the  Grecian  States 
confederated  together.  The  Amphyctionic  council,  consisting  of  depu- 
ties from  these  States,  met  at  Delphos ; and  load  authority  to  regulate  the 
general  interests  of  Greece.  This  Council  did  enforce  its  decrees  by 
coercion.  The  Boeotians  once  infringed  upon  a decree  of  the  Amphyc- 
tions.  A heavy  mulct  was  laid  upon  them.  They  refused  to  pay  it. 
Upon  that,  their  whole  territory  was  confiscated.  They  were  then  glad 
to  compound  the  matter.  After  the  death  of  Alexander,  the  Achaean 
League  was  formed.  The  decrees  of  this  confederacy  were  enforced  by 
dint  of  arms.  The  Aetolian  league  was  formed  by  some  other  Grecian 
cities  in  opposition  to  the  Achaean;  and  there  was  no  peace  between 
them,  till  they  were  conquered,  and  reduced  to  a Roman  province.  They 
were  then  all  obliged  to  sit  down  in  peace  under  the  same  yoke  of 
despotism. 

How  is  it  with  respect  to  the  principle  of  coertion  in  the  Germanic 
body?  In  Germany  there  are  about  three  hundred  principalities  and 
republics ; deputies  from  these  meet  annually  in  the  general  Diet  to  make 
regulations  for  the  empire.  But  the  execution  of  these  is  not  left  vol- 
untarily with  the  members.  The  empire  is  divided  into  ten  circles ; over 
each  of  which  a superintendant  is  appointed,  with  the  rank  of  a major- 
general.  It  is  his  duty  to  execute  the  decrees  of  the  empire  with  a mili- 
tary force. 

The  confederation  of  the  Swiss  Cantons  has  'been  considered  as  an 
example.  But  their  circumstances  are  far  diflerent  from  ours.  They 
are  small  republics,  about  twenty  miles  square,  situated  among  the  Alps, 
and  inaccessible  to  hostile  attacks.  They  have  nothing  to  tempt  an 
invasion.  Till  lately,  they  had  neither  commerce,  nor  manufactures. 
They  were  merely  a set  of  herdsmen.  Their  inaccessibleness  has  availed 
them.  Four  hundred  of  those  mountainers  defeated  15,000  Austrians, 
who  were  marching  to  subdue  them.  They  spend  the  ardour  of  youth 
in  foreign  service;  they  return  old,  and  disposed  for  tranquility.  Between 
some  of  the  Cantons  and  France,  there  has  long  subsisted  a defensive 
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treaty.  By  this  treaty,  France  is  to  be  a mediator  to  settle  differences 
between  the  Cantons.  If  any  one  is  obstinate,  France  is  to  compel  a 
submission  to  reasonable  terms. 

The  Dutch  Republic  is  an  example  that  merits  attention.  The 
form  of  their  constitution,  as  it  is  on  paper,  admits  not  of  coertion.  But 
necessity  has  introduced  it  in  practice.  This  coercive  power  is  the 
influence  of  the  stadtholder,  an  officer  originally  unknown  to  their 
constitution.  But  they  have  been  necessitated  to  appoint  him,  in  order 
to  set  their  unwieldy  machine  of  government  in  motion.  He  is  com- 
mander in  chief  of  their  navy,  and  of  their  army  consisting  of  40,  or 
50  regiments.  He  appoints  the  officers  of  the  land  and  naval  forces. 
He  resides  in  the  states  general,  and  in  the  states  of  every  province ; and 
by  means  of  this,  he  has  a great  opportunity  to  influence  the  elections 
and  decisions.  The  province  of  Holland  have  ever  keen  opposed  to  the 
appointment  of  a stadtholder ; because,  by  their  wealth  and  power,  l>eing 
equal  to  all  the  other  provinces,  they  possess  the  weight  and  influence 
of  the  stadtholder,  when  that  office  is  vacant.  Without  such  an  influ- 
ence, their  machine  of  government  would  no  more  move,  than  a ship 
without  wind,  or  a clock  without  weights. 

But  to  come  nearer  home,  Mr.  President,  have  we  not  seen  and  felt 
the  necessity  of  such  a coercive  power?  What  was  the  consequence  of 
the  want  of  it  during*  the  late  war,  particularly  towards  the  close  ? A 
few  states  bore  the  burden  of  the  war.  While  we,  and  one  or  two  more 
of  the  states,  were  paying  80  or  100  dollars  per  man  to  recruit  the  con- 
tinental army,  the  regiments  of  some  states  had  scarcely  men  enough  to 
wait  on  their  officers.  Since  the  close  of  the  war,  some  of  the  states 
have  done  nothing  towards  complying  with  the  requisitions  of  Congress; 
others,  who  did  something  at  first,  seeing  that  they  were  left  to  bear 
the  whole  burden,  have  become  equally  remiss.  What  is  the  conse- 
quence? To  what  shifts  have  we  driven?  We  have  been  driven  to  the 
wretched  expedient  of  negotiating  new  loans  in  Europe  to  pay  the  inter- 
est of  the  foreign  debt.  — And  what  is  still  worse,  we  have  even  been 
obliged  to  apply  these  new  loans  to  the  support  of  our  own  civil  gov- 
ernment at  home. 

Another  ill  consequence  of  this  want  of  energy  is  that  treaties  are 
not  performed.  The  treaty  of  peace  with  Great-Britain  was  a very 
favourable  one  for  us.  But  it  did  not  happen  perfectly  to  please  some 
of  the  states:  and  they  would  not  comply  with  it.  The  consequence  is, 
Britain  charges  us  with  the  breach,  and  refuses  to  deliver  up  the  forts 
on  our  northern  quarter. 

Our  being  tributaries  to  our  sister  states  is  a consequence  of  the 
want  of  a federal  system.  The  state  of  New-York  raises  60  or  £80.000. 
a year  by  impost.  Connecticut  consumes  about  one  third  of  the  goods 
Upon  which  this  impost  is  paid ; and  consequently  pays  one  third  of  this 
sum  to  New-York.  If  we  import  by  the  medium  of  Massachusetts,  she 
has  an  impost,  and  to  her  we  pav  a tribute.  If  this  is  done,  when  we 
have  the  shadow  of  a national  government,  what  shall  we  not  suflFer, 
when  even  that  shadow  is  gone? 
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If  we  go  on  as  we  have  done,  what  is  to  become  of  the  foreign  debts? 
Will  foreign  nations  forgive  us  this  debt,  because  we  neglect  to  pay? 
or  will  they  levy  it  by  reprisals  as  the  laws  of  nations  authorize  them? 
Will  our  weakness  induce  Spain  to  relinquish  the  exclusive  navigation  of 
the  Mississippi,  or  the  territory  which  she  claims  on  the  east  side  of 
that  river?  Will  our  weakness  induce  the  British  to  give  up  the  North- 
ern posts?  If  a war  breaks  out,  and  our  situation  invites  our  enemies 
to  make  war,  how  are  we  to  defend  ourselves?  Has  Government  the 
means  to  enlist  a man,  or  buy  an  ox?  or  shall  we  rally  the  remainder 
of  our  old  army?  The  European  nations,  I believe  to  be  not  friendly 
to  us.  They  were  pleased  to  see  us  disconnected  from  Great-Britain ; 
they  are  pleased  to  see  us  disunited  among  ourselves.  If  we  continue  so, 
how  easy  it  is  for  them  to  canton  us  out  among  them,  as  they  did  the 
Kingdom  of  Poland?  But  supposing  this  is  not  done,  if  we  suffer  the 
union  to  expire,  the  least  that  can  be  expected  is  that  the  European 
powers  will  form  alliances,  some  with  one  State  and  some  with  another, 
and  play  the  States  off  one  against  another,  and  that  we  shall  be  involved 
in  all  the  labyrinths  of  European  politics.  But  I do  not  wish  to  continue 
the  painful  recital : enough  has  been  said  to  shew,  that  a power  in  the 
general  government  to  enforce  the  decrees  of  the  union,  is  absolutely 
necessary. 

The  Constitution  (before  us  is  a complete  system  of  legislative,  judi- 
cial, and  executive  power.  It  was  designed  to  supply  the  defects  of  the 
former  system;  and  I believe,  upon  a full  discussion,  it  will  be  found 
calculated  to  answer  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  designed. 

Dr.  Johnson  rose  after  Mr.  Ellsworth  and  expressed  himself  to  the 
following  purpose.* 

My  Honourable  Eriend  has  represented  to  us  the  miserable  State, 
which  we  are  in  with  respect  to  our  public  affairs.  It  is  a melancholy 
picture;  but  not  too  highly  drawn.  Our  commerce  is  annihilated;  our 
national  honour,  once  in  so  high  esteem,  is  no  more.  We  have  got  to 
the  very  brink  of  ruin;  we  must  turn  back,  and  adopt  a new  system. 
The  g'entleman’s  arguments  have  demonstrated  that  a principle  of  coer- 
cion is  absolutely  necessary,  if  we  would  have  a union  to  answer  any 
beneficial  purposes.  All  ancient  leagues  have  had  this  principle.  Hol- 
land has  in  fact  had  it.  When  a Dutch  province  has  neglected  to  fur- 
nish her  quota  for  a national  expense,  taxes  have  been  levied  by  an  army. 
It  was  necessary  that  each  province  should  be  compelled  to  pay  her 
part.  But  how  was  this  effected?  There  was  no  other  way  but  by 
force  of  arms,  a method  most  dangerous  to  the  public  tranquility. 

Under  our  old  confederation,  each  State  was  bound  by  the  most 
solemn  obligations  to  pay  its  proportion  of  the  national  expense.  If 
any  State  did  not  perform  what  it  had  so  solemnly  promised,  it  became 
a transgressor.  It  did  an  injury  to  the  other  States,  to  which  it  had 
plighted  its  faith  for  the  performance  of  what  it  had  stipulated  in  the

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articles  of  confederation.  The  other  States  have  a right  to  redress; 
they  have  a right  by  the  law  of  nature  and  nations  to  insist  upon,  and 
compel  a performance.  How  shall  this  be  done?  There  is  no  other 
way  but  by  force  of  arms.  What  is  the  consequence?  This  way  of 
enforcing  federal  decrees  leads  directly  to  civil  war  and  national  ruin. 
This  was  the  case  with  the  ancient  leagues.  The  States  in  confederacy 
were  bound  by  compact,  to  bear  certain  proportions  of  the  public  bur- 
dens. Some  of  the  States  were  delinquent;  they  failed  in  performing 
their  stipulations.  This  injurious  contact  provoked  the  other;  they  had 
recourse  to  arms  for  redress.  While  they  were  thus  involved  in  civil 
war,  neighboring  powers  took  advantage  of  it,  and  availed  themselves 
of  the  forces  of  a part  to  subdue  the  rest.  Such  is  the  nature  of  this 
kind  of  confederacies,  that  the  general  decrees  must  either  remain  with- 
out efficacy,  or  be  put  in  execution  by  a military  force. 

The  Convention  saw  this  imperfection  in  attempting  to  legislate  for 
States,  in  their  political  capacity ; that  the  coercion  of  Law  can  be  exer- 
cised by  nothing  but  a military  force.  They  have  therefore  gone  upon 
entirely  new  ground.  They  have  formed  a new  nation  out  of  the  individ- 
ual States.  The  constitution,  vests  in  the  general  legislature  a power 
to  make  laws  in  matters  of  national  concern ; to  appoint  Judges  to  decide 
upon  these  Laws ; and  to  appoint  officers  to  carry  them  into  execution. 
This  excludes  the  idea  of  an  armed  force.  The  power,  which  is  to 
enforce  these  Laws,  is  to  be  a legal  power  vested  in  proper  magistrates. 
The  force,  which  is  to  be  employed,  is  the  energy  of  Law;  and  this 
force  is  to  operate  only  upon  individuals,  who  fail  in  their  duty  to  their 
country.  This  is  the  peculiar  glory  of  the  constitution,  that  it  depends 
upon  the  mild  and  equal  energy  of  the  magistracy  for  the  execution  of 
the  Laws.  The  convention  have  framed  a system  of  government,  and 
now  submit  it  to  the  wisdom  of  their  country.  We  address  ourselves, 
not  to  your  passions,  but  to  your  reason;  we  speak  as  to  wise  men. 
Judge  ye  what  we  say.  As  to  the  old  system,  we  can  go  no  further  with 
it;  experience  has  shewn  it  to  be  utterly  inefficient.  The  states  were 
sensible  to  this,  to  remedy  the  evil  they  appointed  the  convention. 
Though  no  enthusiast,  I cannot  but  impute  it  to  a signal  intervention  of 
divine  providence,  that  a convention  from  States  differing  in  circum- 
stances, interests,  and  manners,  should  be  so  harmonious  in  adopting  one 
grand  system.  If  we  reject  a plan  of  government,  which  with  such 
favourable  circumstances  is  offered  for  our  acceptance,  I fear  our 
national  existance  must  come  to  a final  end. 


Monday,  January  7.* 

The  paragraph  which  respects  taxes,  imposts  and  excises,  was 
largely  debated,  by  several  Gentlemen. 

Gen.  Wadsworth  objected  against  it,  because  it  gave  the  power  of 
the  purse  to  the  general  Legislature ; another  paragraph  gave  the  power 
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of  the  sword ; and  that  authority,  which  has  the  power  of  the  sword  and 
purse,  is  despotic.  He  objected  against  imposts  and  excises,  because 
their  operation  would  be  partial  and  in  favour  of  the  southern  States. 
Some  other  objections  were  likewise  made  against  this  paragraph. 

In  answer  to  them  Mr.  Ellsworth  expressed  himself  nearly  to  the 
following  effect. 

Mr.  President.*  This  is  a most  imipontant  clause  in  the  constitution ; 
and  the  Gentlemen  do  well  to  offer  all  the  objections  which  they  have 
against  it.  Through  the  whole  of  this  debate,  I have  attended  to  the 
objections  which  have  been  made  against  this  clause;  and  I think  them 
all  to  be  unfounded.  The  clause  is  general;  it  gives  the  general  Legis- 
lature “power  to  lay  and  collect  taxes,  duties,  imposts  and  excises  to 
pay  the  debts,  and  provide  for  the  common  defence  and  general  welfare 
of  the  United  States.”  There  are  three  objections  against  this  clause. 
First,  that  it  is  too  extensive,  it  extends  to  all  the  objects  of  taxation; 
secondly,  that  it  is  partial,  thirdly,  that  Congress  ought  not  to  have 
power  to  lay  taxes  at  all. 

The  first  objection  is  that  this  clause  extends  to  all  the  objects  of 
taxation.  But,  though  it  does  extend  to  all,  it  does  not  extend  to  them 
exclusively.  It  does  not  say  that  Congress  shall  have  all  these  sources 
of  revenue,  and  the  States  none.  All,  excepting  the  impost,  still  lie  open 
to  the  States.  This  State  owes  a debt,  it  must  provide  for  the  payment 
of  it.  So  do  all  the  other  States.  This  will  not  escape  the  attention  of 
Congress.  When  making  calculations  to  raise  a revenue,  they  will  bear 
this  in  mind.  They  will  not  take  away  that  which  is  necessary  for  the 
States.  They  are  the  head,  and  will  take  care  that  the  members  do  not 
perish.  The  State  debt,  which  now  lies  heavy  upon  us,  arose  from  the 
want  of  powers  in  the  federal  system.  Give  the  necessary  powers  to 
the  national  government,  and  the  State  will  not  be  again  necessitated  to 
involve  itself  in  debt  for  its  defence  in  war.  It  will  lie  upon  the  national 
government  to  defend  all  the  States,  to  defend  all  its  members,  from 
hostile  attacks.  The  United  States  will  bear  the  whole  burden  of  war. 
It  is  necessary,  that  the  power  of  the  general  Legislature  should  extend 
to  all  the  objects  of  taxation,  that  Government  should  be  able  to  com- 
mand all  the  resources  of  the  country ; because  no  man  can  tell  what  our 
exigencies  may  be.  Wars  have  now  become  rather  wars  of  the  purse, 
than  the  sword.  Government  must  therefore  ibe  able  to  command  the 
whole  power  of  the  purse ; otherwise  a hostile  nation  may  look  into  our 
constitution,  see  what  resources  are  in  the  power  of  Government,  and 
calculate  to  go  a little  beyond  us ; their  they  may  obtain  a ‘decided  superi- 
ority over  us,  and  reduce  us  to  the  utmost  distress.  A government, 
which  can  command  but  half  its  resources,  is  like  a man  with  but  one 
arm  to  defend  himself.

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The  second  objection  is  that  the  impost  is  not  a proper  mode  of  tax- 
ation; that  it  is  partial  to  the  southern  States.  I confess  I am  mortified, 
when  I find  gentlemen  supposing  that  their  delegates  in  convention  were 
inattentive  to  their  duty,  and  made  a sacrifice  of  the  interests  of  their 
constituents.  If  however  the  impost  be  a partial  mode,  this  circum- 
stance, high  as  my  opinion  of  it  is,  would  stagger  my  belief  in  it ; for 
I abhor  partiality.  But  I think  there  are  three  special  reasons,  why  an 
impost  is  the  best  way  of  raising  a national  revenue. 

The  first  is,  it  is  the  most  fruitful  and  easy  way.  All  nations  have 
found  it  to  be  so.  Direct  taxation  can  go  but  little  way  towards  raising  a 
revenue.  To  raise  money  in  this  way,  people  must  be  provident;  they 
must  be  constantly  laying  up  money  to  answer  the  demands  of  the  col- 
lector. But  you  cannot  make  people  thus  provident;  if  you  would  do 
any  thing  to  purpose,  you  must  come  in  when  they  are  spending,  and 
take  a part  with  them.  This  does  not  take  away  the  tools  of  a man’s 
business,  or  the  necessary  utensils  of  his  family : It  only  comes  in,  when 
he  is  taking  his  pleasure,  and  feels  generous,  when  he  is  laying  out  a 
shilling  for  superfluities,  it  takes  two-pence  of  it  for  public  use,  and  the 
remainder  will  do  him  as  much  good  as  the  whole.  I will  instance  two 
facts,  which  shew  how  easily  and  insensibly  a revenue  is  raised  by 
jndirect  taxation.  I suppose  people  in  general  are  not  sensible,  that  we 
pay  a tax  to  the  State  of  New- York.  Yet  it  is  an  uncontrovertible  fact, 
that  we  the  people  of  Connecticut  pay  annually  into  the  Treasury  of 
New-York  more  than  fifty  thousand  dollars.  Another  instance  I will 
mention : One  of  our  common  river  sloops  pays  in  the  West-Indies  a 
portage-bill  of  £60.  This  is  a tax  which  foreigners  lay  upon  us  and  we 
pay  it.  For  a duty  laid  upon  our  shipping  which  transports  our  produce 
to  foreign  markets,  sinks  the  price  of  our  produce,  and  operates  as  an 
effectual  tax  upon  those  who  till  the  ground,  and  bring  the  fruits  of  it  to 
market.  All  nations  have  seen  the  necessity  and  propriety  of  raising  a 
revenue  by  indirect  taxation,  by  duties  upon  articles  of  consumption. 
France  raises  a revenue  of  24  millions  Sterling  per  annum,  and  it  is 
chiefly  in  this  way.  50  millions  of  Livres  they  raise  upon  the  single 
article  of  Salt.  The  Swiss  cantons  raise  almost  the  whole  of  their  rev- 
enue upon  Salt.  Those  States  purchase  all  the  Salt  which  is  to  be  used 
in  the  country ; they  sell  it  out  to  the  people  at  an  advanced  price ; the 
advance  is  the  revenue  of  the  country.  In  England  the  whole  public 
revenue  is  about  12  millions  Sterling  per  annum.  The  land  tax  amounts 
to  about  2 millions ; the  window  and  some  other  taxes  to  about  two  mil- 
lions more.  The  other  8 millions  is  raised  upon  articles  of  consump- 
tion. The  whole  standing  army  of  Great-Britain  could  not  enforce  the 
collection  of  this  vast  sum  by  direct  taxation.  In  Holland  their  pro- 
digous  taxes  amounting  to  forty  shillings  for  each  inhabitant,  are  levied 
chiefly  upon  articles  of  consumption.  , They  excise  every  thing,  not 
excepting  even  their  houses  of  infamy. 

The  experiments,  which  have  been  made  in  our  own  country,  shew 
the  productive  nature  of  indirect  taxes.  The  imports  into  the  United 
States  amount  to  a very  large  sum.  They  never  will  be  less,  but  will 
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continue  to  increase  for  ages  and  centuries  to  come.  As  the  population 
of  our  country  increases,  the  imposts  will  necessarily  increase.  They 
will  increase,  because  our  citizens  will  choose  to  be  farmers  living  inde- 
pendently on  their  freeholds,  rather  than  to  be  manufacturers,  and  work 
for  a groat  a day.  I find  by  calculation,  that  a general  impost  of  5 per 
cent  would  raise  the  sum  of  £245,000  per  annum,  deducting  8 per  cent 
for  the  charges  of  collecting,  A further  sum  might  be  deducted  for 
smuggling,  a business  which  is  understood  too  well  among  us,  and 
which  is  looked  upon  in  too  favourable  a light.  But  this  loss  in  the 
public  revenue  will  be  over  balanced  by  the  increase  of  importations. 
And  a further  sum  may  be  reckoned  upon  some  articles,  which  will  bear 
a higher  duty  than  the  one  recommended  by  Congress.  Rum,  instead 
of  4d.  per  Gallon,  may  be  set  higher,  without  any  detriment  to  our  health 
or  morals.  In  England  it  pays  a duty  of  4s.6d.  the  Gallon.  Now  let 
us  compare  this  source  of  revenue  with  our  national  wants.  The 
interest  of  the  Foreign  debt  is  £130,000  Lawful  Money  per  annum. 
The  expense  of  the  civil  list  is  £37,000.  There  are  likewise  further 
expenses,  for  maintaining  the  Frontier  posts,  for  the  support  of  those 
who  have  been  disabled  in  the  service  of  the  Continent,  and  some 
other  contingencies,  amounting  together  with  the  civil  list  to  £130.000. 
This  sum  added  to  the  interest  of  the  foreign  debt  will  be  £260,000. 
The  consequence  follows,  that  the  avails  of  the  impost  will  pay  the  inter- 
est of  the  whole  foreign  debt,  and  nearly  satisfy  these  current  national 
expenses.  But  perhaps  it  will  be  said,  that  these  paper  calculations  are 
overdone,  and  that  the  real  avails  will  fall  far  short.  Let  me  point  out 
then  what  has  actually  been  done.  In  only  three  of  the  States,  in  Massa- 
chusetts, New-York,  and  Pennsylvania,  £160  or  180,000  per  annum 
have  'been  raised  by  impost.  From  this  fact  we  may  certainly  conclude, 
that,  if  a general  impost  should  be  laid,  it  would  raise  a greater  sum  than 
I have  calculated.  It  is  a strong  argument  in  favor  of  an  impost,  that 
the  collection  of  it  will  interfere  less  with  the  internal  police  of  the 
States,  than  any  other  species  of  taxation.  It  does  not  fill  the  country 
with  revenue  officers,  but  is  confined  to  the  sea  coast,  and  is  chiefly  a 
water  operation.  Another  weighty  reason  in  favour  of  this  branch  of 
revenue  is,  if  we  do  not  give  it  to  Congress,  the  individual  States  will 
have  it.  It  will  give  some  States  an  opportunity  of  oppressing  others, 
and  destroy  all  harmony  between  them.  If  we  would  have  the  States 
friendly  to  each  other,  let  us  take  away  this  bone  of  contention,  and 
place  it,  as  it  ought  in  justice  to  be  placed,  in  the  hands  of  the  general 
government. 

But  says  an  honourable  Gentleman  near  me,  the  impost  will  be  a par- 
tial tax;  the  southern  States  will  pay  but  little  in  comparison  with  the 
Northern.  I ask,  what  reason  is  there  for  this  assertion?  Why  says  he, 
we  live  in  a cold  climate  and  want  warming.  Do  not  they  live  in  a hot 
climate,  and  want  quenching?  Until  you  get  as  far  south  as  the  Caro- 
linas,  there  is  no  material  difference  in  the  quantity  of  cloathing  which 
is  worn.  In  Virginia  they  have  the  same  course  of  cloathing,  that  we 
have.  In  Carolina,  they  have  a great  deal  of  cold,  raw,  chilly  weather : 
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even  in  Georgia,  the  river  Savannah  has  been  crossed  upon  the  ice. 
And  if  they  do  not  wear  quite  so  great  a quantity  of  clothing  in  those 
States  as  with  us : yet  people  of  rank  wear  that  which  is  of  a much  more 
expensive  kind.  In  these  States,  we  manufacture  one  half  of  our  cloath- 
ing  and  all  our  tools  of  Husbandry ; in  those  they  manufacture  none, 
noir  ever  will.  They  will  not  manufacture,  because  they  find  it  much 
more  profitable  to  cultivate  their  lands  which  are  exceedingly  fertile. 
Hence  they  import  almost  everything,  not  excepting  the  carriages  in 
which  they  ride,  the  hoes  with  which  they  till  the  ground,  and  the  boots 
which  they  wear:  If  we  doubt  of  the  extent  of  their  importations,  let  us 
look  at  their  exports.  So  exceedingly  fertile  and  profitable  are  their 
Lands,  that  a hundred  large  ships  are  every  year  loaded  with  rice  and 
indigo  from  the  .single  port  of  Charlestown.  The  rich  returns  of  these 
cargoes  of  immense  value  will  be  all  subject  to  the  impost.  Nothing  is 
omitted,  a duty  is  to  be  paid  upon  the  blacks  which  they  import.  From 
Virginia  their  exports  are  valued  at  a million  sterling  per  annum ; the 
single  article  of  tobacco  amounts  to  seven  or  eight  hundred  thousand. 
How  does  this  come  back?  not  in  money,  for  the  Virginians  are  poor 
to  a proverb  in  money.  They  anticipate  their  crop;  they  spend  faster 
than  they  earn;  they  are  ever  in  debt.  Their  rich  exports  return  in 
eatables,  in  drinkables,  in  wearables.  All  these  are  subject  to  the  impost. 
In  Maryland  their  exports  are  as  great  in  proportion  as  those  in  Vir- 
ginia. The  imports  and  exports  of  the  southern  States  are  quite  as 
great  in  proportion  as  those  in  Virginia.  The  imports  and  exports  of 
the  southern  States  are  quite  as  great  in  proportion  as  those  of  the 
northern.  Where  then  exists  this  partiality,  which  has  been  objected? 
It  exists  no  where  but  in  the  uninformed  mind. 

But  there  is  one  objection,  Mr.  President,  which  is  broad  enough  to 
cover  the  whole  subject.  Says  the  objector.  Congress  ought  not  to  have 
power  to  raise  any  money  at  all.  Why?  Because  they  have  the  power 
of  the  sword,  and  if  we  give  them  the  power  of  the  purse ; they  are 
despotic.  But  I ask.  Sir,  was  there  ever  a government  without  the  power 
of  the  sword  and  the  purse?  This  is  not  a new  coined  phrase;  but  it 
is  misapplied;  it  belongs  to  quite  another  subject.  It  was  brought  into 
use  in  Great-Britain,  where  they  have  a king  vested  with  hereditary 
power.  Here,  say  they,  it  is  dangerous  to  place  the  power  of  the 
sword  and  the  purse  in  the  hands  of  one  man,  who  claims  an  authority 
lindependent  of  the  people.  Therefore  we  will  have  a parliament.  But 
the  king  and  parliament  together,  the  supreme  power  of  the  nation,  they 
have  the  sword  and  the  purse.  And  they  must  have  both,  else  how 
could  the  country  be  defended?  For  the  sword  without  the  purse  is  of 
no  efiect,  it  is  a sword  in  the  scabbard.  But  does  it  follow,  because  it 
iis  dangerous  to  give  the  power  of  the  sword  and  the  purse  to  a heredi- 
tary prince,  who  is  independent  of  the  people,  that  therefore,  it  is  dan- 
gerous to  give  it  to  the  parliament,  to  congress  which  is  your  parliament, 
to  men  appointed  by  yourselves,  and  dependent  upon  yourselves?  This 
argument  amounts  to  this,  you  must  cut  a man  in  two  in  the  middle,  to 
prevent  his  hurting  himself. 
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But  says  the  Honourable  objector,  if  Congress  levy  money,  they  must 
legislate.  I admit  it.  Two  Legislative  powers,  says  he,  cannot  exist 
together  in  the  same  place.  I ask,  why  can  they  not  ? It  is  not  enough 
to  say  they  cannot.  I wish  for  some  reason.  I grant  that  both  cannot 
legislate  upon  the  same  object,  at  the  same  time,  and  carry  into  effect 
Laws  which  are  contrary  to  each  other.  But  the  constitution  excludes 
every  thing  of  this  kind.  Each  Legislature  has  its  province ; their  limits 
may  be  distinguished.  If  they  will  run  foul  of  each  other,  if  they  will 
be  trying  who  has  the  hardest  head,  it  cannot  be  helped.  The  road  is 
broad  enough,  but  if  two  m.en  will  justle  each  other,  the  fault  is  not  in 
the  road.  Two  several  Legislatures  have  in  fact  existed,  and  acted  at 
the  same  time  in  the  same  territory.  It  is  in  vain  to  say,  they  cannot 
exist,  when  they  actually  have  done  it.  In  the  time  of  the  war  we  had 
an  army.  Who  made  the  laws  for  the  army?  By  whose  authority  were 
offenders  tried  and  executed?  Congress  was  the  power.  By  their 
authority,  a man  was  taken,  tried,  condemned  and  hanged,  in  this  very 
town.  He  belonged  to  the  army;  he  was  a proper  subject  of  military 
law ; he  deserted  to  the  enemy ; he  deserved  his  fate.  Wherever  the 
army  was,  in  whatever  state,  there  congress  had  complete  legislative, 
judicial  and  executive  power.  This  very  spot  where  we  now  are,  is  a 
city.  It  has  complete  legislative,  judicial  and  executive  power.  It  is  a 
complete  state  in  miniature.  Yet  it  breeds  no  confusion,  it  makes  no 
seism.  The  city  lias  not  eaten  up  the  state,  nor  the  state  the  city.  But 
if  this  is  a new  city,  if  it  has  not  had  time  to  unfold  its  principles,  I will 
instance  the  city  of  New-York,  which  is  and  long  has  been  an  important 
part  of  that  state ; it  has  been  found  beneficial,  its  powers  and  privileges 
have  not  clashed  with  the  state.  The  city  of  London  contains  three  or 
four  times  as  many  inhabitants  as  the  whole  state  of  Connecticut.  It 
has  extencive  powers  of  government,  and  yet  it  makes  no  interference 
with  the  general  government  of  the  kingdom.  This  constitution  defines 
the  extent  of  the.  powers  of  the  general  government.  If  the  general 
legislature  should  at  any  time  overleap  their  limits,  the  judicial  depart- 
ment is  a constitutional  check.  If  the  United  States  go  beyond  their 
powers,  if  they  make  a law  which  the  constitution  does  not  authorise,  it 
is  void;  and  the  judicial  power,  the  national  judges,  who  to  secure  their 
impartiality  are  to  be  made  independent,  will  declare  it  to  be  void.  On 
the  other  hand,  if  the  states  go  beyond  their  limits,  if  they  make  a law 
which  is  an  usurpation  upon  the  general  government,  the  law  is  void,  and 
upright  independent  judges  will  declare  it  to  be  so.*  Still  however,  if 
the  United  States  and  the  individual  states  will  quarrel,  if  they  want  to 
fight,  they  may  do  it,  and  no  frame  of  government  can  possibly  prevent 
it.  It  is  sufficient  for  this  constitution,  that,  so  far  from  laying  them 
under  a necessity  of  contending,  it  provides  every  reasonable  check 
against  it.  But  perhaps  at  some  time  or  other  there  will  be  a contest, 
the  states  may  rise  against  the  general  government.  If  this  does  take 
place,  if  all  the  states  combine,  if  all  oppose,  the  whole  will  not  eat  up

the  members,  but  the  measure  which  is  opposed  to  the  sense  of  the  peo- 
pile,  will  prove  abortive.  In  republics,  it  is  a fundamental  principle,  that 
the  majority  govern,  and  that  the  minority  comply  with  the  general  voice. 
How  contrary  then  to  republican  principles,  how  humiliating  is  our  pres- 
ent situation.  A single  state  can  rise  up,  and  put  a veto  upon  the  most 
important  public  measures.  We  have  seen  this  actually  take  place,  a 
single  state  has  controlled  the  general  voice  of  the  union,  a minority,  a 
very  small  minority  has  governed  us.  So  far  is  this  from  being  con- 
sistent with  republican  principles,  that  it  is  in  effect  the  worst  species  of 
monarchy. 

Hence  we  see,  how  necessary  for  the  union  is  a coercive  principle.  No 
man  pretends  the  contrary.  We  all  see  and  feel  this  necessity.  The 
only  question  is,  shall  it  be  a coercion  of  Law,  or  a coercion  of  arms : 
There  is  no  other  possible  alternative.  Where  will  those  who  oppose  a 
coercion  of  Law,  come'  out  ? where  will  they  end  ? A necessary  con- 
sequence of  their  principles  is  a war  of  the  States  one  against  another. 
I am  for  coercion  by  Law,  that  coercion  which  acts  only  upon  delinquent 
individuals.  This  constitution  does  not  attempt  to  coerce  sovereign 
bodies.  States  in  their  political  capacity.  No  coercion  is  applicable  to 
such  bodies,  but  that  of  an  armed  force.  If  we  should  attempt  to  exe- 
cute the  Laws  of  the  Union  by  sending  an  armed  force  against  a delin- 
quent State,  it  would  involve  the  good  and  bad,  the  innocent  and  guilty, 
in  the  same  calamity.  But  this  legal  coercion  singles  out  the  guilty 
individual,  and  punishes  him  for  breaking  the  Laws  of  the  union.  All 
men  will  see  the  reasonableness  of  this,  they  will  acquiesce,  and  say,  let 
the  guilty  suffer.  How  have  the  morals  of  the  people  been  depraved 
for  the  want  of  an  efficient  government  which  might  establish  justice  and 
righteousness.  For  the  want  of  this,  iniquity  has  come  in  upon  us  like 
an  overflowing  flood.  If  we  wish  to  prevent  this  alarming  evil,  if  we 
wish  to  protect  the  good  citizen  in  his  right,  we  must  lift  up  the  stand- 
ard of  justice,  we  must  establish  a national  government,  to  be  enforced 
by  the  equal  decisions  of  Law,  and  the  peaceable  arm  of  the  magistrate. 


January  9th.* 


The  Convention  got  through  with  debating  upon  the  constitution  by 
sections.  It  was  canvassed  critically  and  fully.  Every  objection  was 
raised  against  it,  which  the  ingenuity  and  invention  of  its  opposers  could 
devise.  The  writer  of  this  account  could  wish  to  exhibit  to  public  view, 
though  he  is  sensible  he  could  do  it  but  'imperfectly,  the  whole  of  the 
debates  upon  this  interesting  subject;  but  they  would  be  so  exceedingly 
prolix,  that  he  is  obliged  to  give  up  any  such  attempt.  Suffice  it  to  say, 
that  all  the  objections  to  the  constitution  vanished,  before  the  learning

surviwd.*^^^  ^ speech  by  Roger  Sherman  at  the  Ratifying  Convention  is  known  to  have 
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After  the  Convention  had  finished  debating  upon  the  constitution  by 
sections,  Gen.  Parsons,  in  order  to  bring  up  the  subject  for  a general 
discussion,  moved  the  grand  question,  “That  this  convention  do  assent 
to,  ratify  and  adopt  the  Constitution  reported  by  the  Convention  of 
Delegates  in  Philadelphia  on  the  17th  Day  of  September  A.  D.  1787 
and  referred  to  the  determination  of  this  Convention  by  an  act  of  Gen- 
eral Assembly  in  October  last.” 

This  motion  was  seconded  by  Gen.  Huntington.  Upon  the  General 
discussion  of  the  subject,  His  Excellency  Gov.  Huntington,  expressed 
himself  nearly  as  follows: 

Mr.  President,*  I do  not  rise  to  detain  this  convention  for  any 
length  of  time.  The  subject  has  been  so  fully  discussed,  that  very 
little  can  be  added  to  what  has  been  already  offered.  I have  heard,  and 
attended  with  pleasure  to  what  has  been  said  upon  this  subject.  The 
importance  of  it  merited  a full  and  ample  discussion.  It  does  not  give 
me  pain,  but  pleasure,  to  hear  the  sentiments  of  those  gentlemen  who 
differ  from  me.  It  is  not  to  be  expected  from  human  nature,  that  we 
should  all  have  the  same  opinion.  The  best  way  to  learn  the  nature  and 
effects  of  different  systems  of  government,  is  not  from  theoretical  dis- 
sertations, but  from  experience,  from  what  has  actually  taken  place 
among  mankind.  From  this  latter  source  of  information  it  is,  that  man- 
kind have  obtained  a more  complete  knowledge  of  the  nature  of  govern- 
ment, than  they  had  in  ages  past.  It  is  an  established  truth  that  no 
nation  can  exist  without  a coercive  power,  a power  to  enforce  the  execu- 
tion of  its  political  regulations.  There  is  such  a love  of  liberty 
implanted  in  the  human  breast,  that  no  nations  ever  willingly  gave  up 
its  liberty.  If  they  lose  this  inestimable  birth-right  of  man,  it  is  from 
a want  not  of  will,  but  of  the  proper  means,  to  support  it.  If  we  look 
into  history,  we  shall  find  that  the  common  avenue  through  which 
tyranny  has  entered  in,  and  enslaved  nations  who  were  once  free,  has 
been  their  not  supporting  government.  The  great  secret  of  preserving 
liberty  is  to  lodge  the  supreme  power  so  as  to  be  well  supported  and 
not  abused.  If  this  could  only  be  effected,  no  nation  would  ever  lose 
its  liberty.  The  history  of  mankind  clearly  shews,  that  it  is  dangerous 
to  entrust  the  supreme  power  in  the  hands  of  one  man.  The  same 
source  of  knowledge  proves  that  it  is  not  only  inconvenient,  but  danger- 
ous to  liberty,  for  the  people  of  a large  community  to  attempt  to  exercise 
in  person  the  suprem.e  authority.  Hence  arises  the  necessity  that  the 
people  should  act  by  their  representatives ; but  this  method,  so  necessary 
for  the  support  of  civil  liberty,  is  an  improvement  of  modern  times. 
Liberty  however  is  not  so  well  secured  as  it  ought  to  be,  when  the 
supreme  power  is  lodged  in  one  body  of  representatives.  There  ought

the  other.  It  is  difficult  for  the  people  at  large  to  know  when  the 
supreme  power  is  verging  towards  abuse,  and  to  apply  the  proper 
remedy.  But  if  the  government  be  properly  balanced,  it  will  possess 
a renovating  principle,  by  which  it  will  be  able  to  right  itself.  The 
constitution  of  the  British  nation  affords  us  great  light  upon  the  subject 
of  government.  Learned  men  in  other  countries  have  admired  it,  but 
they  thought  it  too  fine  spun  to  prove  beneficial  in  practice.  But  a long 
trial  has  now  shewn  its  excellence ; and  the  difficulties  which  that  nation 
now  experiences,  arise  not  from  their  constitution,  but  from  other 
circumstances. 

The  author  of  nature  has  given  to  mankind  a certain  degree  of 
insight  into  futurity.^  As  far  as  we  can  see  a probability  that  certain 
events  will  happen,  so  far  we  do  well  to  provide  and  guard.  But  we 
may  attempt  to  go  too  far;  it  is  in  vain  to  think  of  providing  against 
every  possible  contingency.  The  happiness  o-f  civil  society  depends  not 
merely  upon  their  constitution  of  Government,  but  upon  a variety  of 
circumstances.  One  constitution  may  suit  one  particular  nation  exceed- 
ingly well ; when  a different  one  would  suit  another  nation  in  different 
circumstances.  Even  among  the  American  States  there  is  such  a dif- 
ference in  sentiments,  habits,  and  customs,  that  a government,  which 
would  be  very  suitable  for  one,  might  not  be  agreeable  to  another. 

I am  fully  of  opinion,  that  the  great  council  of  the  union  must  have 
a controlling  power  with  respect  to  matters  of  national  concern.  There 
is  at  present  an  extreme  want  of  power  in  the  national  government; 
and  it  is  my  opinion  that  this  constitution  does  not  give  too  much.  As 
to  the  subject  of  representation,  at  first  view  it  appears  small;  but  upon 
the  whole,  the  purposes  of  the  union  could  not  be  so  well  answered  by  a 
greater  number.  It  is  impracticable  to  have  the  numbers  of  representa- 
tion as  great,  and  the  times  of  electing  as  frequent,  as  they  are  in  our 
State  Government.  Nor  is  this  necessary  for  the  security  oi  liberty.  It 
is  sufficient,  if  the  choice  of  representatives  be  so  frequent,  that  they 
must  depend  upon  the  people,  and  that  an  inseparable  connection  be  kept 
up  between  the  electors  and  elected. 

The  state  governments,  I think,  will  not  be  endangered  by  the  powers 
vested  by  this  constitution  in  the  general  government.  While  I have 
attended  in  Congress,  I have  observed,  that  the  members  were  quite  as 
strenuous  advocates  for  the  rights  of  their  respective  states,  as  for  those 
of  the  union.  I doubt  not  but  this  will  continue  to  be  the  case,  and 
hence  I infer  that  the  general  government  will  not  have  the  disposition 
to  encroach  upon  the  states.  But  still  the  people  themselves  must  be 
the  chief  support  of  liberty.  While  the  great  body  of  the  freeholders 
are  acquainted  with  the  duties  which  they  owe  to  their  God,  to  them- 
selves, and  to  men,  they  will  remain  free.  But  if  ignorance  and 
depravity  should  prevail,  they  will  inevitably  lead  to  slavery  and  ruin. 
Upon  the  whole  view  of  this  constitution,  I am  in  favour  of  it,  and  think 
it  bids  fair  to  promote  our  national  prosperity. 
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This  is  a new  event  in  the  history  of  mankind. — Heretofore,  most 
g-overnments  have  been  formed  by  tyrants,  and  imposed  on  mankind  by 
force.  Never  before  did  a people,  in  time  of  peace  and  tranquility, 
meet  together  by  their  representatives,  and  with  calm  deliberation  frame 
for  themselves  a system  of  government.  This  noble  attempt  does 
honour  to  our  country.  While  I express  my  sentiments  in  favour  of 
this  constitution,  I candidly  believe  that  the  gentlemen  who  oppose  it, 
are  actuated  by  principles  of  regard  to  the  public  welfare.  If  we  will 
exercise  mutual  canc|pur  for  each  other,  and  sincerely  endeavour  to  main- 
tain our  liberties,  we  may  long  continue  to  be  a free  and  happy  people. 

Governor  Wolcott.*  Mr.  President,  I do  not  expect  to  throw  any 
new  light  upon  a subject  which  has  been  so  fully  discussed.  Yet  I can- 
not content  myself  without  giving  my  opinion  more  explicitly  than  by 
a silent  vote.  It  is  generally  agreed,  that  the  present  confederation  is 
inadequate  to  the  exigencies  of  our  national  affairs.  We  must  therefore 
adopt  this  plan  of  government  or  some  other,  or  risk  the  consequence  of 
disunion.  As  the  present  articles  of  confederation  are  inadequate,  we 
ought  to  consider  whether  this  constitution  be  as  good  as  can  be  agreed 
on  by  SO’  many  different  States,  or  whether  it  be  a dangerous  system ; 
whether  it  secures  the  liberties  of  the  people,  or  whether  its  tendency 
be  unfavourable  to  the  rights  of  a free  people.  I have  given  it  all  the 
consideration  in  my  power;  I have  a considerable  time  since  made  up 
my  mind  upon  it ; and  I think  it  my  duty  to  give  my  voice  in  favour  of 
adopting  it.  It  is  founded  upon  the  election  of  the  people.  If  it  varies 
from  the  former  system,  or  if  it  is  to  be  altered  hereafter,  it  must  be 
with  the  consent  of  the  people.  This  is  all  the  security  in  favour  of  lib- 
erty, which  can  be  expected.  Mankind  may  become  corrupt  and  give 
up  the  cause  of  freedom ; but  I believe,  the  love  of  liberty  which  pre- 
vails among  the  people  of  this  country,  will  prevent  such  a direful 
calamity. 

This  constitution  effectively  secures  the  States  in  their  several  rights. 
It  must  secure  them  for  its  own  sake,  for  they  are  the  pillars  which 
uphold  the  general  system.  The  Senate,  a constituent  branch  of  the 
general  Legislature,  without  whose  assent  no  public  act  can  be  made, 
are  appointed  by  the  States,  and  will  secure  the  rights  of  the  several 
States.  The  other  branch  of  the  Legislature,  the  representatives,  are 
to  be  elected  by  the  people  at  large.  They  will  therefore  be  the  guard- 
ians of  the  rights  of  the  great  body  of  the  citizens.  So  well  guarded 
is  this  constitution  throughout,  that  it  seems  impossible,  that  the  rights 
either  of  the  States  or  of  the  people  should  be  destroyed. 

I do  no  see  the  necessity  of  such  a Test  as  some  gentlemen  wish  for.f

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The  constitution  enjoins  an  oath  upon  all  the  Officers  of  the  United 
States.  This  is  a direct  appeal  to  that  God  who  is  the  avenger  of  per- 
jury. Such  an  appeal  to  him  is  a full  ajcknowledgment  of  his  being  and 
providence.  An  acknowledgment  of  these  great  truths  is  all  that  the 
gentlemen  contend  foir.  E'er  myself,  I should  be  content  either  with 
or  without  that  clause  in  the  constitution  which  excludes  Test-Laws. 
Knowledge  and  liberty  are  so  prevalent  in  this  country,  that  I do  not 
believe  that  the  United  States  would  ever  be  disposed  to  establish  one 
religious  sect,  and  lay  all  others  under  legal  disabilities.  But  as  we 
know  not  what  may  take  place  hereafter,  and  any  such  test  would  be 
exceedingly  injurious  to  the  rights  of  free  citizens,  I cannot  think  it 
altogether  superfluous  to  add  a clause  which  secures  us  from  the  pos- 
sibility of  such  oppression.  I shall  only  add,  that  I give  my  assent  to 
this  constitution ; amd  am  happy  to  see  the  States  in  a fair  way  to  adopt 
a system  which  will  protect  their  rights,  and  promote  their  welfare. 

Mr.  Law.*  Mr.  President,  the  important  subject  before  us  has  been 
examined  so  particularly,  that  I do  not  expect  to  add  any  thing  new. 
As  we  have  been  a long  time  poring  upon  the  defective  parts  of  this 
constitution,  I think  it  will  not  be  amiss  to  pay  some  attention  to  its 
excellencies.  There  is  one  clause  in  it  which  provides  a remedy  for 
whatever  defects  it  may  have.  The  clause  to  which  I refer,  is  that  which 
provides  that,  whenever  two  thirds  of  congress,  or  a convention  to  be 
called  at  the  instance  of  two  thirds  of  the  states,  shall  propose  amend- 
ments, and  they  be  agreed  to  by  three  fourths  of  the  states,  such  amend- 
ments shall  be  valid  as  part  of  the  constitution.  This  is  an  easy  and 
peaceable  way  of  amending  any  parts  of  the  constitution  which  may 
be  found  inconvenient  in  practice. 

As  this  is  a most  important  question,  as  it  concerns  not  only  present 
but  future  generations,  we  ought  to  consider  it  upon  its  real  merits, 
without  suffering  our  minds  to  be  misled,  by  examples  of  other  nations 
whose  circumstances  are  very  different  from  ours.  Some  have  been  lead 
into  a mistake  by  comparing  a part  of  this  constitution  with  that  of 
Great  Britain.  But  this  is  very  different  from  theirs.  Our  President 
is  not  a King,  nor  is  our  Senate  a house  of  Lords.  They  do  not  claim 
an  independent  hereditary  authority.  But  the  whole  is  elective ; all  are 
dependent  upon  the  people.  The  President,  the  Senate,  the  Repre- 
sentatives, are  all  creatures  of  the  people.  Therefore  the  people  will 
be  secure  from  oppression;  though  I admit,  that,  if  our  President  and 
Senate  possessed  an  independent  hereditary  authority,  the  democratical 
branch  would  be  too  weak  for  the  others. 

Some  suppose  that  the  general  government,  which  extends  over  the 
whole,  will  annihilate  the  state  governments.  But  we  ought  to  consider 
that  this  general  government  rests  upon  the  State  governments  for  its 
support.  It  is  like  a vast  and  magnificent  bridge  built  upon  thirteen 
strong  and  stately  pillars : now  the  rulers,  those  who  occupy  the  bridge, 


Ricliard  Law,  Chief  Judge  cf  the  Superior  Court  of  the  State. 
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cannot  be  so  beside  themselves  as  to  knock  away  the  pillars  which  sup- 
port the  whole  fabrick.  But  some  say,  a free  government  like  this  has 
not  energy  enough  to  pervade  a country  of  such  vast  extent.  We  are 
not  satisfied  with  this  assertion : we  want  to  try  experiment.  A free 
government  now  presents  itself  for  our  acceptance : we  shall  be  wanting 
to  ourselves,  if,  instead  of  adopting  it,  we  wait  for  the  arm  of  tyranny 
to  impose  upon  us  a system  of  despotism.  The  finger  of  Providence  is 
evidently  to  be  seen  in  the  political  affairs  of  this  country.  The  old 
articles  of  confederation  were  once  the  best  that  we  should  have  been 
willing  to  adopt.  We  have  been  led  on  by  imperceptible  degrees  to  see 
that  they  are  defective;  and  now,  if  it  be  the  design  of  providence  to 
make  us  a great  and  happy  people,  I believe,  that  he  who  turns  the 
hearts  of  the  children  of  men,  as  the  rivers  of  water  are  turned,  will 
induce  the  people  of  the  United  States  to  accept  of  a constitution,  which 
is  so  well  calculated  to  promote  their  national  welfare. 


Several*  other  gentlemen  likewise  offered  their  sentiments  upon  this 
important  question;  and  after  every  thing  which  any  member  had  to 
offer  upon  the  subject  had  been  heard  with  that  candour  and  attention, 
which  was  becoming  in  an  Assembly  convened  to  decide  upon  the  state 
of  an  empire,  the  question  was  put  upon  the  motion  of  Gen.  Parsons; 
upon  which  the  Yeas  and  Nays  being  called  for,  were  as  follows.

The  time*  was  husily  employed,  with  great  attention,  in  examination 
and  scrutiny,  with  various  particular  strictures,  interspersed  with  more 
general  dissertations  on  the  distinct  and  relative  parts  of  the  interesting 
theme,  and  probable  operation,  when  applied  to  practice  and  actual 
experiment,  until  the  next  Wednesday  evening; — when  the  great  ques- 
tion being  generally  called  for,  was  formally  proposed,  and  explicitly 
answered  by  Yea  and  Nay,  as  appears  by  the  foregoing  Roll,  and  the 
following  authenticated  Ratification  or  exemplication,  viz. — 

Ratification  of  the  Federal  Constitution  by  the  Convention. 

In  the  Name  of  the  People  of  the  State  of  Connecticut. 

We  the  Delegates  of  the  People  of  said  State,  in  General  Convention 
assembled,  pursuant  to  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  in  October  last,  have

I herewith  Transmit  Enclos‘d  to  you  The  Ratification  of  the  Conven- 
tion of  Delagates  from  the  Several  Towns  in  the  State  of  Connecticut 
held  at  Hartford  on  the  3’’*^  Day  of  January  Instant  (Pursuant  to  a 
Resolve  of  the  Legislature  of  s^  State  at  the  Sessions  of  their  General 
Assembly  held  at  New  Haven  on  the  Second  Thursday  of  October  1787) 
Adopting  The  Federal  Constitution  of  Civil  Government  for  the  United 
States  of  America  Compos‘d  by  the  Convention:  Held  at  Philadelphia  on 
the  17**^  of  September  last  for  that  Purpose  which  Ratification  is  Sub- 
scribed by  a great  Majority  of  all  the  Delagates  appointed  by  the  State 
of  Connecticutt  to  Deliberate  upon  the  Matters  aforesaid : This  State  will 
Undoubtedly : do  all  in  their  Power  to  Promote  the  Establishment  of  so

Seldomi  or  never,  perhaps  could  an  assembly  of  chosen  philoisophers 
and  patriots,  whose  natural  tempers,  particular  interests,  and  habitual 
modes  of  thinking,  are  always  necessarily  various  as  their  features,  free 
and  unconfined  by  any  ungenerous  restraint,  conduct  an  affair  of  equal 
importance  with  greater  decorum  and  propriety,  or  to  more  general  sat- 
isfaction and  applause.  — It  being  a fortunate  circumstance,  in  the  dispen- 
sations of  Providence,  that  amongst  many  other  able  advocates  for  the 
general  welfare  of  the  great  body  of  the  people  at  large,  (who  are 
always  to  be  considered,  in  this  free  Constitution,  as  being,  under  GOD 
Almighty,  the  ultimate  resort  and  grand  fountain  of  invincible  power, 
and  sacred  form  of  democratical  government)  those  very  honorable  and 
v/orthy  gentlemen,  who  had  been,  by  the  good  people  of  this  State,  so

judiciously  designated,  and  so  successfully  employed,  in  framing  the 
admirable  system,  were  present,  happily  united  in  the  laudable  design, 
and  generously  disposed,  as  well  as  abundantly  qualified,*  to  obviate 
every  substantial  objection  to  it. — Nor  is  it  easy  to  imagine  a national 
question,  of  equal  magnitude,  cornprehending  partial  innovation  and  gen- 
eral assimilation,  of  such  complicated  and  promising  extent,  more  oppor- 
tunity presenting  itself  to  the  candid  and  critical  deliberations  of  a varia- 
gated  human  tribunal. 

We  may,  therefore,  esteem  it  no  unwarrantable  arrogance  to  flatter 
ourselves,  that  none  of  the  confederating  States,  in  this  extensive,  pro- 
posed Union,  can  more  happily  display  a dispassionate  investigation  of 
the  solicitous  subject,  or  anticipate  a more  pleasing  prospect  of  its  actual 
realization,  and  beneficial  consequences,  not  only  to  this,  but  equally  to 
the  present  and  future  inhabitants  of  each  Sister  State,  as  well  as  in 
proportionable  degree  to  society  at  large. — That  though  there  was  not 
apparently,  in  the  course  of  inquiry,  or  even  in  the  result,  a perfect 
unanimity  of  all  the  members,  some  being  unfortunately  embarrassed  by 
previous  instructions ; yet  conversions  were  daily  multiplied  in  favor  of 
the  Affirmative ; and  none  discovered,  or  expected  to  increase  or  support 
the  declining  opposition. 

A very  numerous  and  respectable  audience  attended  the  debates,  with 
great  decency;  who,  when  the  decisive  vote  was  summarily  declared 
from  the  Chair,  clapped  their  hands  for  joy. 

But  it  was  a just  observation  of  a sensible  Heathen  Queen  that  when, 
because  the  LORD  delighted  in  his  people,  he  gave  a good  King  to  rule 
over  them. — By  this  favourable  Constitution,  the  Law  is  King;  on  the 
ground's  and  principles  whereof,  so  favourable  to  the  general  welfare 
and  individual  felicity,  a Virtuous  People  may  questionless  be  as  happy 
as  the  fluctuating  and  precarious  condition  of  mortality  can  admit; 
but  of  itself  cannot  make  a Heaven  of  hell ; and,  therefore,  the  reverse 
character  may  expect,  with  horror,  a contrary  operation,  and  malignant 
effect.
